CHAP. XVI. 

An Expedition of Mr. Banks to trace the 
River: Marks of fubterraneous Fire: 
Preparations for leaving the I/land: An 
Account ofTupia. 

ON the 3d, Mr- Banks fet out early in 
the morning with fome Indian guides, 
to trace our river up the valley from MooiTT 
which it iflbes, and examine how far its banks 
were inhabited. For about fix miles they mtt 
with houies,.notfar diftant from each other, on 
each fide of the river, and the valley was every 
where about four hundred yards wide from the. 
foot of the hill on one fide, to the foot of that 
on the other; but they were now fhewn a houfc 
which they were told was the laft that they* 
would fee. When they came, up to it, the 
matter of it offered them rcfrcftimcnts of cocoa- 
nuts and other fruits, of which they accepted ;

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after a (hort ftay, they walked forward foi; a 
confiderable time-, m bad way it is not eafy tp 
Monday 3. Qpnipute diftanccs, but they imagined that they 
had walked about fix miles farther, following 
the courfe of the rivet, when they frequently 
paflfed under vaults, formed by fragments of the 
rock, in which they were told people who wctc 
benighted frequently palTed the night. Soon 
^er they found the river banked by fteep rocks, 
from which a cafcade, falling with great vio- 
lence, formed a pool, fo deep, that the Indians 
faid they could not pafs it. They feemed, in- 
deed, not much to be acquainted with the val- 
ley beyond this place, their bufinefe lyic\g chiefly 
ypon the declivity of the rojcks on each fide, and 
the plains which extended on their fummits, 
where they found plenty of wild plantain, which 
th?y called Vat. The way up thefe rocks frocQ 
the banks of the river was in evciy refpeA 
dreadful; the fides were nearly perp^dicular, 
and in fome places one hundred $bqc hi^ ; they 
wei^e alfo rendered exceeding flippety by the 
water of innumerable fpringa which iffued from 
tHe fiflures on the furface : yet up tfaefii preci- 
pices a way was to be traced by a fucceffioB of 
long pieces of the bark of the HiUfcus tiUacius^ 
which ierved as a rope fbr the climber to take 
hold of, and aflifiied him in fcrambling from one 
ledge to another, though upon thefe ledges-theie 
was footing only for an Indian or a goatv Oat

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from rocks» which, f^^.chc creation of the 
world, had been the b^ of the fca, and thrown 
up in heaps, to a h<^ght which the waters never 
reach. One or other of thefe fuppofuions will 
perhaps be thought the more probable, as the 
water does not gradually grow (hallow as the 
fliore is approached, and the iflands are almoft 
every where furrounded by reefs, which appear 
to be rude and broken, as fonie violent concuf- 
fion would naturally leave the folid fubftance of 
th^ earth. It may alio be remarked upon thb 
occafion, that the. molt probable caufe of earth- 
quakes feems to be the fudden rufhing in of 
water upon fome vaft mafs of fubterraneous fire, 
by the inftantaneous rarefadion of which into 
yapour, the mine is Iprung, and various fub- 
llancejs, in all ftages of vitrification, with Ihells, 
and other marine produ&ions, that are now 
found foflil, and the ilrata that covered the fur- 
nace, are thrown up^ while thofe parts of the 
land which were fupported upon the broken 
(hell give way, and fink into the gulph. With 
this. theory the phenomena of all earthquakes 
Icem to agree-, pools of water are frequently 
left where land has fubfided, and various fub- 
fiances, which manifeftly appear to have fuSer* 
ed by the adion of fire, are thrown up. It is 
indeed true, that fire cannot fubfift without air ; 
but this cannot be urged againft there being fire 
below that part of the earth which forms the bed 
of theiea; becaufe there may be innumerable 
h fiffiires 
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Mures by which a communication between «r^9- 
diofe parts and the externa) air may be kept up^ *^,\^'m^ 
efcn upon the higheft mountains, and at the wondij j. 
gitateft diftance from the leafiiore. 

On the 4th9 Mr. Banks employed himfelf in Twia»y 4. 
planting a great quantity of the feeds of water- 
melons, oranges, lemons, limes, and other plants 
and trees which he had collected at Rio de Ja- 
neiro. For thcfc he prepared ground on each 
fide of the fort, with as many varieties of foil as 
he could chufe; and there is little doubt but that 
they will fucceed. He alfo gave liberally of 
thefe feeds to the Indians, and planted many of 
them in the woods: fomc of the me!on feeds 
haring been planted foon after our arrival, the 
natives fhewed him feveral of the plants which 
appeared to be in the mod flourilhing condi- 
tion, and were continually aflcing him for more. 

We now began to prepare for our departure, 
by bending the fails and performing other necef- 
fary operations on board the fhip, our water 
being already on board, and the provifions exa- 
mined. In the mean time we had another vifit 
frotn Gamo, Oberea, and their fon and daughter; 
the Indians expreffing their refpedb by uncovering 
the upper parts of their body as they had done 
before. The daughter, whofe name we under- 
ftood to be ToiMATA, was very defirous to fee 
the fort, but her father would by no means fuf- 
fer her to come in. Tearee, the fon of Wahea- 
B 3 tua. 
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cua, the fovereign of TitirrgbQU, the fdu A^^Mft 
peninfula, was alfo with us at this time^ and 
we received intelligence of the landing of ano- 
ther guefl:, whofe company was neither expe&e4 
nor defired : this was no other than the inge- 
nious gentleman who contnved to ftf al our 
quadrant. We' were told, th^t he inteqdf4 tQ 
try his fortune. again in the night ^^ ^Mt tlig In-

Wfe weit in hopes that we Ihould now leave ••^•J'f 
the ifi^d, without giving or receiving any other 
6fi?nfcC5 but it unfortunately happened otKer- 
w!l&. TWo foreign feameh having been out 
with my permifflon, one of them was robbed 
of hhr khti^, and endeavouring to recover it, 
|)robably with ch-cumftances of great provoca- 
tion, the fi^dians^ attacked him, and dangeroufly 
wdtiflid^ hi» with a ftont J they mounded his 
eojtii^fttito aflb (lightly in the bead, and then 
Hc^into the mouiitainsf. As I Ihould have been 
fcHTf tot take any farther notice of the affair, I 
was* Hot dfTpfeafed tbei^ the offenders had efcap- 
cd; bmt I was immediately involved in a q;uar- 
rrfwhiich I very mtith regrdfted, and whtcK yet 
it was notpofJBEbfc to avoid. 

fik' iht lifflddle of the nijght between the 8tA 
afi4 pth; Glfemtht Webb and Samuel GThlbrv, 
t*to df the marines, both young men, went pri- 
vatcfy froth the fort, arid in the morning, were 
ndt tb be found. As public notice hadf beea 
gji^eri, th&Y alt hands were to go on boardf on 
the ndrcfday, and that the (Hip would fail on the 
monfdW oi that day or the dky fUlowing^. I he- 
g^n to fear that the abfentees intended to ft^qr 
j^hindi I lend w that 1 could take no efie£h)al 
^ps tof recover then), without endangering the 
hkxQGBy arid' good^will which at prefent fub* 
B4 fifted 
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17^9* fifted among us; and therefore determined to 
^^Jl^lL* wait a day for the chance of their return. 
Monday 10. q^ Monday morning the loth, the marines, 
to my great concern, not being returned, an in- 
quiry was made after them of the Indians, who 
frankly told us, .that they did not intend to re- 
turn, and had taken refuge in the mountains, 
>Yhere it was jnripoffible for our people to find 
them. They were then requcfted to affift in the 
Jfearch., and after fomc deliberation, two of them 
undertook to condu<fl fuch perfons as I fhould 
think proper to fend after them to the place of 
;heir retreat. As they were known to be with- 
out arms, I thought two would be fufiicient, and 
accordingly difpatched a petty officer, and the 
corporal of the marines, with the Indian guides, 
to fetch them back. As the recovery of thefe 
men was a matter of great importance, as I 
had no time to lofe, and as the Indians fpoke 
doubtfully of their return, telling us^ that they 
had each qf them taken a wife, and were be* 
come inhabitants of the country, it was inti- 
mated to feveral of the chiefs who. we^e in the 
fort with. their women, among whom were Tu- 
bourai Tamaide, Tomio, and Oberea, that they 
would not be permitted to leave it till our de« 
ferters were brought back. This precaution I 
thought the more neceffary, as, by concealing 
them a few days, they might compel me to go 
without them i and I bad the pleafure to ob- 

ferv^ 
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ferve, that they received the intimation with 
very little figns either of fear or difcontcnt j 
affuring me that my people fhould be fccured •*•"*'*' "•^ 
and fent back as foon as poflible. While this 
was doing at the fort, I fcnt Mr. Hicks in the 
pinnace to fetch Tootahah on board the ihip, 
which he did, without alarming either him or 
his people. If the Indian guides proved faith* 
ful and in earned:, I had rcafon to expeft the re- 
turn of my people with the dcfertcrs before 
evening. Being difappointed, my fufpicions in- 
creafed ; and night coming on, I thought it was 
not fafe to let the people whom I had detained 
as hoftages continue at the fort, and I therefore 
ordered Tubourai Tamaide, Oberea, and fome 
others, to be taken on board the jQiip. This 
fpread a general alarm, and feveral of them, 
efpecially the women, exprefled their apprehen- 
fions with great emotion and many tears wherv 
they were put into the boat. . I went on board 
with them, and Mr. Banks remained on fhore, 
with fome others whom I thought it of lefs con* 
fequence to fecure. 

About nine o'clock, Webb was brought back 
by fome of the natives, who declared, that Gib- 
ion, and the petty officer and corporal, would 
be detained till Tootahah fhould be fet at li- 
berty. The tables were now turned upon me i 
but I had proceeded too far to retreat. I imme- 
diately difpatched Mr. Hicks in the long- boar, 

with 
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nitk 21 ftroftg party of men, to refctie the prn 
foners, and tcdd Tootsrhah that it behoved btiii 
"•• to fend fomc of his people with them, with or- 
ders to afford them cf&ftval affiftance, and td 
demand the rekafe of my men m his name, fot 
that. I Ihould expeft him to anfwer for the cdur 
ttary. He readily complied; this party reeo^ 
vered my men wit&Qut the leaft opposition ^ smd 
Twtti^jji. about feven o'clock in the morning, recorried 
with them to the fliip, though they had not becfh 
ajble to recover tbe arms which had becte ukiA 
fromithcm when they wcieleis^ds tbefi?v howe\^

cured as hoftages for the chief; but that it was 

after foipe debate rtfotved to fend Webb to in* 

form Bie of their reibhition, to afilire me that 

his companion^ were, fafe, aod dire£k me where 

I Qoight fend my anfwer. Thus it appears that 

whatjeiner were the difadvantagea of feiziag the 

chiefs, I (hould never have recovered my men 

by any other (nethod. When the chiefs were 

fet on Hiore from the fhip, thofe at the fort were 

aUb let at liberty^ and, after Haying with Mr. 

Banks aboujb an hour, they all went away. Up* 

on this oqdafion, as they had done upon another 

of the faun^ kind, they expreffed their joy by bh 

undeferved^Kberality, ftrongly urging us to ac«» 

eept of fQvr hogs. Thefe we abfolutely refufed 

as a prefent, and they as abfolutely refufing to 

be paid fof them, the hogs did not change 

mafteis^ IJpon examining the deferters, we 

found that the account which the Indians had 

given of them^ was true: they had ftrongly at« 

tach(;d; themfelves to two ginls, and it was thefar 

lAtentioa ta conceal theoDielvq till the ihip had 

faikdf and. take up their refidence upon the 

ifland« 
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1769. ifliand. 'iThis night every thing was got oflf from 
\_,-J^ ' the (hore, and every body flept on board, 
vwflayri. Among the natives who were almoft con- 
ftantly with us, was Tupia, whofe name has 
been often mentioned in this Narrative. He 
had been, as 1 have before obferved, the firft 
miniHer of Oberca, when Ihe was in the height 
of her power: he was alfo the chief Tahowa or 
prieft of the ifland, confequently well acquainted 
with the religion of the country, as well with rc- 
fped to its ceremonies as principles. He had 
alfo great experience and knowledge in naviga- 
tion, and was particularly acquainted with the 
number and fituation of the neighbouring 
iQands. This man had often cxprcfled a defire 
iKciner.is. to go. with us, and on the 12th in the morning, 
having with the other natives left us the day be- 
fore, he came on board, with a boy about thir- 
teen years of age, his fervant, and urged us to 
let him proceed with us on our voyage. To 
have fuch a perfon on board, was certainly de- 
firable for many reafons; by learning his lan- 
guage, and teaching him ours, we (hould be able 
CO acquire a much better knowledge of the cuf* 
toms, policy, and religbn of the people, than 
our fhort ftay among them could give us, I 
therefore gladly agreed to receive them on 
board. As we were prevented from failing to- 
day, by having found it necefiary to make new 
ftocks to our fmall and beft bower anchors, the 

old 
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eld ones having been totally deftroyed by the 
worms, Tupia iaid, he would go once more oa 
fliore, and make a fignal for the boat to fetch 
him ofif in thq^ evening. He went accordingly, 
and took with him a miniature pidure of Mr. 
Banks's, to (hew his friends, and feveral little 
things to give them as parting prefents. 

After dinner; Mr. Banks being defirous to 
procure a drawing of the Morai belonging to 
Tootahah at Eparre, I attended him thither^ 
accoirpanied by Dr. Solander, in the pinnace* 
As foon as we landed, many of our friends came 
to meet us, though fome abfented themfelves in 
refentment of what had happened the day before. 
We immediately proceeded to Tootahah^s houfe, 
where we were joined by Oberea, with feveral 
others who had not come out to meet us, and a 
perfect reconciliation was foon brought about & 
in confequence of which they promifed tojtrific 
us early the next day, to take a laft farewel of 
us, as we told them we (hould certainly fet fail 
in the afternoon. At this place alfo we found 
Tupia, who returned with us, and flept this 
night on board the Ihip for the firft time. 

On the nejct morning, Thurfday the 13th of TKur«.t|. 
July, the Ihip was very early crowded with our 
friends, and furrounded by a multitude of ca- 
noes, which were filled with the natives of an 
inferior clafs. Between eleven and twelve we 
weighed anchor, and as foon as the ihip was 

under 




under fail, the Indians dn h6utd took tbSif 
fcavcs, and wept, with a detent and filent for- 
row, in which thc*re was foWcthing tcry fkrik^ 
ing and tender : the people in the canoes, or 
the contrary, fcemed to vie with each other in 
die loudnef^ of their lamentations, which we 
conGdered rather as afie£tation than grief. Tvt^ 
pia fufbined himfelf in this fcene with a firmnefi 
ind refolution truly admirable : he wept ind^l^d^ 
but the effort that he made to conceal his te^^ 
concurred, with them, to do him honour.' He 
fent his laft prefent, a fhirt, by Othcothea, tt> 
fotomai, Tootahah*s favourite rtiiftreft, ant} 
thefi wcht with Mr. Bank^ to th6 matft-htad, 
waving to the canoes as long as they contiftded 
in fight. 

Thus we took leave of Otahfcite, and it* ih^ 
hdbitants, after a ftay of juft three months ; for 
mii/ch tht greater p^ft of the tiftie we Hfed toge- 
ther in the moft cordial friendlhip, and a pit^ 
jpetuat reciprocation of good offices. The acti- 
dental differences which now and theii happened, 
could not be nfiore fihcerely regretted oti theii' 
part than they were on ours : the principal caU&S 
were fuch as Aeceffarily refulted from our Iitua- 
tion and circumftarfces, in conjunction with tht 
infirmities of humail nature, from our not be- 
ing able perfedly to underftand each other, and 
jfrom. the difpofition of the inhabitants to tbeft» 
whic^ we could not at all times bear with or pre- 
vent* 
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yent Jh^ tutd not^ however^ except in one 17^^* 
in^lance, bc^n s^t^ded with any fatal coofe* y-j^,^ 
quence; and to that accident were owu^ tbM ^**'^' *^ 
inea(ui^si tb^i; I (oc^; tQ prevei^t others of the 
fap^ kifl4> . I hop<4 indeed to bavi$ ^vailed myw 
^ of the imprefllaii which had boen m^o 
upon them by tjie Uvea that had been facrificed 
in their coa^t^ with tiie Polphin^ fo jts that the 
intercoijrle between us ihptil4 have been^ canned 
9B wMly wichput bd^ih^ \ tmd by thia hbp9 
all my meafures were direfted dufiog the wJaolo 
of my continuance at the ifland, and I fincerely 
wiih, that whoever {hall next vi&t it, may be 
ftill more fortunate. Our traffic here was car- 
ried on with as much order as in the beft regu- 
lated market in Europe* It was manaj;ed prin- ^ 
cipally by Mr. Banks, who was indefatigable in 
procuring provifion and refrefhments while they 
were to be had ^ but during the latter part of 
our Ume they became fcarce, partly by the in* 
creaied confumption at the fort an4 ihip, and 
partly by the coming on of the feafon in which 
cocoa-nuts and bread-fruit fail. All kind of 
fruit 'we purchafed for beads and nails, but no 
n^la IdS khan fortypenny were current : after a 
very fliort time we could never get a pig of more 
than ten or twelve pounds, for lefs than a 
hatchet; becaufe, though thefe people fet a 
high value upon fpike nails, yet thefe being an 
article with which many people in the fhip were 

provided. 
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1 769; provided, the women found a much more cafy 
<^ - /'- _f way of procuring them than by bringing down 
Thttrfd, 13. provifions. 

The beft articles for tratffic here are axes, 
hatchets, fpikes, large nails, looking-glafies, 
knives, and beads, for fome of which, every 
thing that the natives have may be procured. 
They are indeed fond ef fine lihen cloth, both 
white and printed-, but an axe worth half a crown, 
will fecch more than a piece of cioth wonh 
twenty (hillings.

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E found the longitude of Port-Royal 1769. 



bay, in this iQand, as fettled by Cap- 
tain Wallis, who difcovered it on the 9th of 
June 1767, to be within half a degree of the 
truth. We found Point Venus, the northern 
extremity of the ifland, and the eaftern point 
of the bay, to lie in the longitude of 149^ 13', 
this being the mean refult of a great number of 
obfervations made upon the fpot. The iQand 
is furrounded by a reef of coral rock, which 
forms fevcral excellent bays and harbours, fome 
of which have been particularly defcribed, 
where there is room and depth of water for any 
number of the largeft (hips. Port-Royal bay, 
called by the natives Matavai, which is not 
inferior to any in Otaheite, may eafily be known 
by a very high mountain in the middle of the 
ifland, which bears due fouth from Point Ve- 
nus. To fail into it, either keep the weft point 
of the reef that lies before Point Venus, dole 
Vol. III. C on 
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on board, or give it a birth of near half a mile, 
in order to avaid a fmall fhoai of coral rocks, 
on which there is but two fathom and an half of 
water. The beft anchoring is on the eaftern 
fide of the bay, where there is fixteen and four- 
teen fathom upon an oufey bottom. The fhorc 
of the bay is a fine flndy beach, behind which 
tuns a river of freih water, fo that any number 
of (hips may water here without incommoding 
each other ; but the only wood for firing, up- 
on the-whole ifland, is that of fruit trees, which 
muft be purchafed of the natives, or all hope of 
living upon good terms with them given up. 
There are fome harbours to the weftward of this 
bay which have not been mentioned, but, as 
they are contiguous to it, and laid down in the 
plan, a defcription of them is unneceflary.. 

The face of the country, except that part of 
it which borders upon the fea, is very uneven ; 
it rifes in ridges that run up into the middle of 
the ifland, and there form mountains, which 
may be feen at the diftance of fixty miles : be- 
tween the foot of thefe ridges and the fea, is a 
border of low land, furrounding the whole 
ifland, except in a few places where the ridges 
rife direftly from the fea : the border of low 
land is in different parts of dififerent breadths, 
but no where more than a mile and a half. The 
foil, except upon the very tops of the ridges, 
is extremely rich and fertile, watered by a great 

number 
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number of rivulcts^ of excellent water and co- 
vered with fruit trees of various kinds, fomeof 
which ar^ of 4 ftatcly growth and thick fpHagc, 
fo a^ p form one continued wood j and even 
the tops of the ridges, though, in general they 
are bare, and burnt up by the fun, are, infom^ 
parts, not without their produce. 

The low land that lies between the foot cf 
the ridges and the fea, and fome of the vallies, 
afe.thc only parts of the ifland that are inhabit- 
ed, and here it is populous ; the houfes do not 
form villages or towns, but ar^ ranged along 
the whole border at the diftance of about fifty 
yards frona each other, with little plantations of 
plantains, the tree which furni£hes thcofi with 
cloth* The whole ifland, according to Tupia> 
account, who certainly knew, could fumifti fix 
thbufjuid feven hundred and eighty fighting 
men, from which the number of inhabitants 
may eafily be computed. 

The produce of this ifland is bread-fruit, 
cocoa-^iufts^ bananas, of thirteen forts, the beft 
we had ever eaten 5 plantains ; a frpit not unlike 
an' supple, whieh, when ripe, is very pleafant; 
fwct|K}tatoes, yams, cocoas, ajfcii^d of /^rumi 
a frui| kjM>wn here by the name of Jambuy a^^ 
reckoped moft delicious-, fugar cane, which 
the inhabitants eat raw 5 a root of the falop 
kind, called by the inhabitants Pea 5 a plant call- 
ed Etke^ of which the root only is eaten j a 
C 2 fruit 
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>7%- fruit that grows in a pod, like that of a large 
kidney, bean, which, when it is roafted, eats 
very much like a chefnut, by the natives called 
Jbee ; a tree called JVharra^ called in the Eaft 
Indies Pandanes^ which produces fruit, fome- 
thing like the pine-apple; a fhrub called Nono\ 
the Morinda^ which alfo produces fruit; a fpe- 
cies of fern, of which the root is eaten, and 
fometimes the leaves -, and a plant called Tbeve^ 
of which the root alfo is eaten : but the fruits 
of the Nom^ the fern, and the Tbeve^ are eaten 
only by the inferior people, and in times of 
fcarcity. All thefe, which ferve the inhabitants 
for food, the earth produces fpontaneouQy, or 
with fo little culture, that they feem to be ex- 
empted from the firft general curfe, that " man 
•' fhould eat his bread in the fweat of his brow/* 
They have alfo the Chinefe paper mulberry, 
morus papyrifera^ which they call Aouta ; a tree 
refcmbling the wild fig tree of the Weft Indies; 
another fpecies of fig, which they call Matte -^ 
the cordia febejiina orientalise which they call 
Eton ; a kind of Cyperus grafs, which they call 
Moo ; a fpecies of tournefortia^ which they call 
Tabeinoo\ another of the convolvulus poluce^ 
which they call Eurbe\ the folanum centifoUum^ 
which they call Ebooa\ the calopbyllum mophylum^ 
which they call Tamannu^ the bibifcus tiliaceus^ 
called Poerou^ 2l frutcfcent nettle ; the urtica 
^rgenteay called Erowa ; with many other plants 

which 
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which cannot here be particularly mentioned : 
thofcthat have been named ali'eady, will be re- 
ferred to in the fubfequent part of this work. 

They have no European fruit, garden ftuff, 
pulfe, or legumes, nor grain of any kind. 

Of tame animals they have only hogs, dogs, 
and poultry ; neither i« there a wild animal in 
the ifland, except ducks, pigeons, paroquets, 
with a few other birds, and rats, there being no ' 
other quadruped, nor any ferpent. But the fea 
fuppiies them with great variety of moft excel- 
lent fifh, to eat which is their chief luxury, and 
to catch it their principal labour. 

As to the people they are of the largeft fize of Perfons, 
Europeans. The men are tall, ftrong, well- 
limbed, and finely fhaped. The talleft that wc 
faw was a man upon a neighbouring ifland, call- 
ed HuAHEiNE, who mcafured fix feet three 
inches and an half. The women of the fuperior 
rank are alfo in general above our middle fta- 
ture, but thofe of the inferior clafs are rather 
below it, and fame of them are very fmall. This 
defeft in fize probably proceeds from their 
early commerce with men, the only thing in 
which they differ from their fuperiors, that could 
polTibly affcfl: their growth. 

Their natural complexion is that kind of 

clear olive, or Brunette^ which many people in 

Europe prefer to the finefl white and red. In 

thofe that are.expofcd to the wind and fun, it 

C s is 
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^7^9' is confiderably deepened, but in others that live 
under fhelter, efpecially the fuperior clafs of 
women, it continues of its native hue, and the 
flcin is moft delicately fmooth and foft -, they 
have n6 tint in their cheeks, which we diftin- 
guifh by the name of colour. The (hape of the 
face is comely, the cheek-bones arc not high, 
neither are the eyes hollow, nor the brow pro- 
ttiinent : the only feature that does not corre- 
fpond with our ideas of beauty is the nofe, which, 
in general, is fomewhat flats but their eyes, 
efpecially thofe of the women, are full of cx- 
preffion, fometimes fparkling with fire, and 
fometimes melting with foftncfs j their teeth alfo 
are, almoft without exception, moft beautifully 
even and white, and their breath pcrfcftly with- 
out taint. 

The hair is almoft univerfally black, and 
rather coarfe ; the men have beards, which they 
wear in many falhions, always, however, pluck- 
ing out great part of them, and keeping the 
reft perfeftly clein and neat. Both fexes alfo 
eradicate every hair from under their arms, and 
accufcd lis of great uncleanlinefs for not doing 
the fame. In their motions there is at once vi- 
gour and eafe ; their walk is graceful, their de- 
portment liberal, and their behaviour to ftrangers 
and to each other aflfable and courteous. In 
their difpofuions alfo, they feemed to be brave, 
open, and candid, without cither fufpicion or 
3 treachery, 
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treachery, cruelty, or revenge;, fo that we 'r^o- 
placed the fame confidence in them as in our 
beft friends, many of us, particularly Mr. Banks, 
flecping frequently in thfir houfcs in the woods, 
without a eompanion, and confcquently wholly 
in their power. They were, however, all thieves ; 
and when that is allowed, they need not much 
fear a competition with the people of any other 
nation upon earth. During our (lay in this 
ifland we faw about five or fix perfons, like one 
that was met by Mr, Banks and Dr. Solandcr 
on the 24th of April, in their walk to the eaft- 
ward, whofe (kins were of a dead white, like the 
nofe of a white horfe -, with white hair, beard, 
brows, and eyelalhes ; red, tender eyes ; a 
Ihort fight, and fcurfy Ikins, covered with a 
kind of white down ; but we found that no two 
of thefe belonged to the fame family, and there- 
fore concluded, that they were not a fpecies, 
but unhappy individuals, rendered anomalous 
by difeafe. 

It is a cuftom in moft countries where the in- Drcft. 
habitants h^ave long hair, for the men to cut it 
(hort, and the women to pride themfelves in its 
length. Here, however, the contrary cuftom 
prevails ; the women always cut it (hort round 
their ears, and the men, except the fifhers, who . 
are almoft continually in the water, fufFcr it to 
flow in large waves over their ftioulders, or tic 
it up in a bunch on the top of their heads.

1 hey have a cuftom alfo of anointing their 
heads, with what they call Monoe^ an oil cx- 
prefledfrom the cocoa-nut, in which fome fweet 
herbs or flowers have been infufed ; as the oil 
is generally rancid, the fmell is at firft very dif- 
agreeablc to a European; and as they live in a 
hot country, and have no fuch thing as a comb, 
they are not able to keep their heads free from 
lice, which the children and common people 
fometimes pick out and cat : a hateful cuftom, 
wholly different from their manners in every 
other particular; for they are delicate and cleans 
ly almoft without example, and thofe to whom 
we diftributed combs, foon delivered thcmfelves 
from vermin, with a diligence, which fhowed, 
that they were not more odious to \is than to 
them. 

They have a cuftom of ftaining their bodies, 
nearly in the fame manner as is pradlifcd in 
itiany other parts of the world, which they call 
TaUowing. They prick the fkin, fo as juft not 
to fetch blood, with a fmall inftrument, fome. 
thing in the form of ^ hoe j that part which 
anfwers to the blade is made of a bone or Ihcll, 
fcraped very thin, and is from a quarter of an 
inch to An inch and a h^lf wide ; the edge is cu? 
into ftiarp teeth or points, from the number of 
three to twenty, according to its fizc ; when this 
is to be ufed, they dip the teeth into a mixture 
pf a kind of lamp -black, formed pf the fmoke 

that 
\ 
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that rifes from an oily nut which they burn in- 
ftead of candied, and water-, the teeth, thus 
prepared, are placed upon the Ikin, and the 
handle to which they are fattened being ftruck, 
by quick fmart blows, with' a ftick fitted to the 
purpofe, they pierce it, and at the fame time* 
carry into the punfture the black compofition, 
which leaves an indelible ftain. The operation 
is painful, and it is fome days before the wounds 
are healed. It is performed upon the youth of 
both fexes when they are about twelve or four- 
teen years of :age, on feveral parts of the body, 
and m various figures, accordfng to the fancy 
of the parent, or perhaps the rank of the par- 
ty. The women are generally marked with this 
ttain, in the form of a Z, on every joint of their 
fingers and toes, and frequently round the out- 
fide of their feet : the men are alfo marked with 
the fame figure, and both men and women have 
fquares, circles, crefcents, and ill defigned re- 
prefentations of men, bird$, or dogs, and various 
other devices impreffed upon their legs and 
arms, fome of which we were told had fignifica- 
tions, though we could never learn what they 
were. But the part on which thefe ornaments 
are lavifhed with the greateft profufion, is the 
breech: this, in both fexes, is covered wich a 
deep black i above which, arches are drawn 
one over another as high as the fliort ribs. They 
are often a quarter of an inch broad, and the 

edges 
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edges arc not ftraight lines, but indented. Thcfc 
arches are their pride, and are (hewn both by 
men and women with a mixture of oftentation 
and pleafure ; whether as an ornament, or a 
proof of their fortitude and refolution in bear- 
ing pain, we could not determine. The face in 
general is left unmarked ^ for we faw but one 
inftance to the contrary. Some old men had 
the greateft part of their bodies covered with 
large patches of black, deeply indented at the 
edges, like a rude imitation of flame; but we 
were told, that they came from a low ifland, 
called NoouooRA, and were not natives of 
Otaheite. 

Mr. Banks faw the operation of M/Z^w/wf per- 
formed upon the backfide of a girl about thir- 
teen years old. The inftrument ufed upon this 
occalion had thirty teeth, and every ftroke, of 
which at lead: a hundred were made in a minute, 
drew an ichor or ferum a little tinged with blood. 
The girl bore it with moft ftoical refolution for 
about a quarter of an hour; but the pain of fo 
many hundred punftures as Ihe had received in 
that time theft became intolerable : (he firft com- 
plained in murmurs, then wept, and at laft 
burft into loud lamentations, earneftly implor- 
ing the operator to defift. He was, however, 
inexorable; and when flie began to ftruggle, 
flie was held down by two women, who fome- 
times foothed and fometimes chid her, and now 

and 
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and then, when fhe was mod unruly, gave her 
a fmart blow. Mr. Banks (laid in a neighbour- 
ing houfe an hour, and the operation was not- 
over when he went away ; yet it was performed 
but upon one fide, the other having been done 
feme time before ; and the arches upon the 
loins, in which they mod pride themfelves, and 
which give more pain than all the reft, were ftill 
to be done. 

It is ftrangc that thefe people fhould value 
themfelves upon what is no diftinftion ; for £ 
never faw a native of this ifland, either man or 
woman, in a ftate of maturity, in whom thefe 
marks were wanting : poflibly they may have 
their rife in fuperftition, efpccially as they pro- 
duce no vifibJe advantage, and are not mad^ 
without great pain 5 but though we inquired of 
many hundreds, wc could never get any account 
of the matter. 

Their clothing confifts of cloth or matting of 
diflferent kinds, which will be defcribed among 
their other manufaftures. The cloth, which 
will not bear wetting, they wear in dry weather, 
and the matting when it rains ; they arc put on 
in many different ways, juft as their fancy leads 
them -, for in their garments nothing is cut into- 
fliape, nor are any two pieces fewcd together. 
The drefs of the better fort of women confifts of 
three or four pieces: one piece, about two yards 
wide, aftd eleven yards long, they wrap fcveral 

f times 
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»7^9« times round their waift, fo as. to bang down 
^^^'^^"^ like a petticoat as low as the middle of the leg, 
aad this they call Parou: two or three other 
pieces, about two yards and an half long, and 
one wide, each having a hole cut in the middle, 
they place one upon another, and then putting 
the head through the holes, they bring the long 
ends down before ^nd behind ; the others remain 
open at the fides, and give liberty to the arms : 
this, which they call the Tebuta^ is gathered 
round the waift, and confined with a girdle or 
fafli of thinner cloth, which is long enough to 
go many times round them, and exadlly re- 
lembies the garment worn by the inhabitants 
of Peru and Chili, which the Spaniards call 
Ptmcbc. The drcfs of the men is the fame, ex- 
cept that, inflead of fuffering the cloth that is 
wound about the hips to hang down like a pet- 
ticoat, they bring it between their legs fo as to 
have fome refemblance to breeches, and it is 
then called Maroi This is the drefs of all ranks 
of people, and being univerfally the fam.e as to 
form, the gentlemen and ladies diftinguifli them- 
felves from the Ipwer people by the quantity ; 
fome of them will wrap round them fevcral 
pieces of cloth, eight or ten yards long, and two 
or three broad -, and fome throw a large piece 
'loofcly over their ftioulders, in the manner of a 
cloak, or perhaps two pieces, if they are very 
great perfonages, and are defirous to appear in 

ftate* 
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ftate. The inferior fort, who have only a fmall ^7^- 
allowance of cloth from the tribes or families to ~ ' 
which they belong, are obliged to be more thin- 
ly clad. In the heat of the day they appear al- 
moft naked, the women having only a fcanty 
petticoat, and the men nothing but the falh 
that is pafled between their legs and fattened 
round the waift. As finery is always trouble- 
fome, and particularly in a hot country, where 
it confifts in putting one covering upon another, 
the women of rank always uncover themfelves 
as low as the waift in the evening, throlving ofr 
all that they wear on the upper part of the b6dy, 
with the fame negligence and cafe as our ladies 
would lay by a cardinal or double handkerchief. 
And the Chiefs, even when they vifited us, though 
ihey had as much cloth round their middle as 
would clothe a dozen people, had frequently the 
reft of the body quite naked. 

Upon their legs and feet they wear no cover- 
ing-, but they ftiade their faces from the fun 
with litde bonnets, either of matting or of 
cocoa-nut leaves, which they make occafional- 
ly in a few minutes. This, how^ever, is "hot all 
their head*drefs; the women fometimes wear 
little turbans, and fometimes a drefs which they 
value much more, and which, indeed, is much 
more becoming, called Tcmou ; the Tomcu con- 
fifts of human hair, plaited in threads, fcarcely 

thicker 
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»7^9- thicker than fcwing filk. Mr. Banks has pieces 
^ " -^ Qf it above a mile in length, without a knot. 
Thefe they wind round the head in fuch a man- 
ner as produces a very pretty cfFedt, and in a 
very great quantity, for I have feen five or fix 
fuch pieces wound about the head of one woman : 
among thefe threads they flick flowers of vari- 
ous kinds, particularly the cape-jeflaminc, of 
which they have great plenty, as it is always 
planted near their houfes. The men fometimcs 
ftick the tail feather of the Tropic-bird up- 
right in their hair, which, as I have obfcrved 
before, is oft^n tied in a bunch upon the top of 
their heads: fomctimes they wear a kind <rf" 
whimfical garland, made of flowers of various 
kinds, ftuck into a piece of ^he rind of a plan- 
tain 5 or of fcarlet pias, ftuck with gum upoa 
a piece of wood : and fometimes they wear a 
kind of wig, made of the hair of men or dogs, 
or perhaps of cocoa-nut ftrings, woven upon 
one thread, which is tied under their hair, fo 
that thefe artificial honours of their head may 
hang down behind. Their perfonal ornaments, 
befides flowers, are few •, both fcxes wear car- 
rings, but they are placed only on one fide : 
when we came they confifted of fmall pieces of 
ihell, ftone, berries, red peas, or fome fmall 
pearls, three in a ftring ; but our beads very 
foon fuppknted them all. 

The 
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The children go quite naked ; the girls till 
they are three or four years old, and the boys 
till they are fix or feven. 

The houfes, or rather dwellings of thcfe houCm, 
people, have been occafionally mentioned bc- 
" fore : they are all built in the wood, between the 
fea and the mountains, and no more ground is 
cleared for each houfe, than juft lufficicnt to 
prevent the dropping of the branches from rot- 
ting the thatch with which they are covered -, 
from the houfe, therefore, the inhabitant ftcps 
immediately under the (hade, which is the moft 
delightful that can be imagined. It confifts of 
groves of bread- fruit and cocoa*nuts, without 
underwood, which arc interfered, in all direc- 
tions, by the paths that lead from one houfe to 
the other. Nothing can be more grateful than 
this fhade in fo warm a climate, nor any thing 
more beautiful than thefe walks. As there is no 
underwood, the Ihade cools withcfut impeding 
the air ; and the houfes, having no walk, re- 
ceive^he gale from whatever point it blows. I 
(hall now give a pai'ticular defcription of a houfe 
of a middling (ize, from which, as the ftruduic 
is iiniverfally the fame, a *pet*feft idea Ynay be 
formed both of thofe that are bigger, and tfhofe 
that are lefs. 

The ground which it covers is an oblong 
iiquare, four and twenty feet long, and eleven 
wide; over this « roof is raifed, upon three 

rows 
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rows of pillars or pofts, parallel to each other, 
one on each fide, and the other in the middle. 
This roof confifts of two flat fides inclining to 
each other, and terminating in a ridge, exadly 
like the roofs of our thatched houfes in England. 
The utmoft height within is about nine feet, and 
the eaves on each fide reach to within about three 
feet and an half of the ground : below this, and 
through the whole height at each end, it is open, 
fto part of it being inclofed with a wall. The 
roof is thatched with palm-leaves, and the floor 
is covered, fome inches deep, with foft hay ; over 
this are laid mats, fo that the whole is one 
culhion, upon which they fit in the day, and 
fleep in the night. In fome houfes, however, 
there is one ftool, which is wholly appropriated 
to the mafl:er of the family ; befides this, they 
have no furniture, except a few little blocks of 
wood, the upper fide of which is hollowed into 
a curve, and which ferves them for pillows. 

The houfe is indeed principally ufed as a dor* 
mitory ^ for, except it rains, they eat in the open 
air, under the fliade of the next tree. The 
clothes that they wear in the day, ferve them for 
covering in the night ; the floor is the common 
bed of the whole houfehold, and is not divided by 
any partition. The matter of the houfe and his 
wife fleep in the middle, next to them the mar- 
ried people, next to them the unmarried women, 
and next to them, at a little diflance, the un- 
married 
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teamed hien ; the fervahts, or TdulouSj as they 
kre called, deep in the open air, except it rains^ 
and ki that cafe they come jufl: within the 
flicd. . 

Thefc.arc, howeveri honfcs of another kind^ 
belonging to the Chiefs, in which there is fbme 
degree of privacy. Th^fe.are much finallcr, and 
fo conftrufted as to be carried about. in their 
canoes from place to place, and fet up occaHon- 
ally^ like a tent ; they are inclofed on the fides 
with cocoa-nut leaves, but not fo clofe as to ex* 
elude the air, and the Chief and his wife, deep in 
them alone. 

There are houles alfo of a much lai*g^r fize^ 
not built either for th^; accommodation of a 
Angle Chief) or a fing}e family ; but as commoa 
recepucles for all the people of a djftri^. Some 
of them are two hundred feet long, thirty 
broad, and, under the ridge, twenty feet high ; 
thefe are built and maintained at the common 
expence of the diftri£b, for the, accommodation 
of which they are intended ; and have on one 
fide of them a large area, inclofed with low pal- 
lifadc^s. 

Thefe houfes, like thofe of feparate faalilie^i 
have no walls. Privacy, indeed, ^s little want- 
ed among people who have not even the 
idea of indecency, and who gratify every ap- 
petite and paflion before witnefles, with no 
more fenfe of impropriety than we feel when wc 
Vol. Ill, D fatisfy 
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fatisfy our hifnger at a fecial bdafd with our fai 
mily or friends. Thofe who have n6-i6ea t£ 
indecency with refpeA to adions, can bate Mat 
with refped to words i. k ts, therefore, fcafcd^

Of the many vegetiables 
that'liave been mentioned already ksfcfving 
them fof ibod, tlie principal is .th6 bread^frvit, 
to procure which cofti^ tljicrh no trouble or labguf 
but 'Combing a tree : the tree which produces it^ 
does hot indeed fhoot up fpontaneouQy v but if 
a ip^n plants jten of thenoi ia his lifetime^ which 
he may do in ,about anhour, he wilj as complete- 
ly fulfil his duty to his own arjd future genera- 
tiojis^ as th^ natives of our lefs temperate climate 
tah<l0^>y ployghtnjg in the cold of winter^ and 
cea^ihg in the fuimmer's heat, as ofteu 9S thefe 
feafqns cetum; even ii^ after he has procured 
bread for his prefent houfehold, he fhould coq- 
vert a Airplus into money^ and lay it up for his 
children. 

It is true, indeed, that the bread«fruit is not 
always in feafon i but cocpa-;iuts, bananas, plan- 
tains, and a great variety 0f other fruits, fupply 
the deficiency* 

It may well be ilippoled, that cookery is but 
tittle ftudied by thefe people as an art; and, in* 
deed, they have but two ways of applying fir^ 
to drefs their food, broiling and baking ; the 
Operatlpn of brclllijig is fo fimple that it re()uires 
no defeription, and their baking has been de- 
D 2 fcribed 
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1 769. fcribed already, (Vol II» p»42Q. ) in the account of 
anentertainmentpreparedfprusbyTupia. Hog^ 
-and large fifli, are extremely well drelfed in the 
fame manner $ and, in our opinion, were more 
juicy and more equally, done than by any art of 
cookery now pra£tifed in Europe. Bread-fruit 
is alfo cooked in an oven of the fame kind, 
which renders it fofc, and fomething likjc a boil- 
ed potatoe ; not quite fo farinaceous as a good 
one, but more fo than tHofe of the middling 
fort. 

Of the breadfruit they alio make three dilbes, 
by putting either water or the milk of the cocoa- 
nut to it, then beating it to apafte with a ftoqe 
peftle, and afterwards mixing it with ripe' plan- 
tains, bananas, or the four pafte which they 
call Mabie. 

The mahie, which has been nientioned as a 
fuccedaneum for ripe bread-fruit, before the 
feafon for gathering a frefli crop comes on, is 
thus made : 

The fruit is gathered juft before it is peifcft- 
iy ripe, and being laid in heaps, is clolely cover- 
ed with leaves •, in this ftate it undergoes a fer- 
mentation, and becomes difagreeably fweet : the 
core is then taken out entire, which is done by 
gently pulling the ftalk, and the reft of the 
fruit is thrown into a hole which is dug for that 
purpofe, generally in the houfes, and neatly, lin- 
e4 in the bottom and fides with gfa&i the whole 
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is then covered with leaves, and heavy ilones kid 
upon them : in this ftate it undergoes a (econd 
fermentation, and becomes four, after which it 
^l\ fufier no change tor many months : it is 
taken out oitht hole as it is wanted for ufe, and 
being made into balls, it is wrapped up in leaves 
and baked % after it is drefled, it will keep five or 
fix weeks. It is eaten both cold and hot, and the 
natives feldom make a meal without it, though to 
us the tafte was as difagreeable as that of a 
pickled olive generally is the firft time it is . 
eaten. -^ - ' 

As the making of this mahie depcnds,^ like 

brewing, upon fermentation, fo, like brewing, ' 

it fometimes fails, without their being able to 

afcertain the caufe; it is very natural, there- 

fore» that the making it fliould be conneded 

with fijperftitious notions and ceremonies. It 

generally falls to the lot of the old women, who 

willfuf&f no creature to touch any thing belong* 

ing to' it, but thofe whom they employ as afiTift* 

ants, nor even to go into that part of the houfe 

where the operation is carrying on. Mr. Banks 

happened to fpoil a large quantity of it only by 

inadvertently touching a leaf which lay upon it* 

The old woman, who then prefided over thefe 

myfteries, told him, that the procefs woukl fail; 

and immediately uncovered the hole in a fit of 

vexation and defpair. Mr. Banks regretted the

The n^tivei^emed u^i^^nM^t^ it m 
a 4mnty» znd do npt. ufe. k $t tb<«r common 
meals; po(&bly» beca^fe cHey Chink it iU iMv 
nagecnent to u(e cM<)a-rnoo.fQ UvilUjr, or per^ 
hdpfi^ when we were.af the ifland^ they wcffe 
fcarcely ripe enou^ for the putpoff* 

Fpr drink;, they have in general nothing but 
water, or the juice of the cocoa-nut j the art of 
produeing liquors that intonicate, by ferinenta* 
tion^ b^tng happily unknown aiiaong themi 
neither have they any aarcotic which they ^htWt 
as the natives of fomeiKther couno^i^db qpiam^ 
beetk-rooti and tobacco*. $i9£ne of th4m drank 
4» - -: freely 
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if«Bl]^0^Oiii]iquQrs»andiA.a fei^ioftances became 
veiy dr«i^ ; but the peribos to whom this hap- 
p^94 ^^i;? fp lac from defiring to repeat die 
49b9lKh» tbtf they would never touch any of our 
liquors ^erwards* We were, however, inform* 
ed> that thfty became drunk by drinking a juice 
that is expreifed from the leaves of a plant which 
<hfiy £aU Jv4k Aaa. T|us pUnt was qot in fea- 
fcn i«{hen we were there, fo thiit we faw no ia- 
iftaoces of ks efieds^ and as they confidered 
4nink6fi0efi as a difgrace, they probably would 
have concealed from us any inftances which 
might haare happened during our ftay. This 
vice is almofl: peculiar to the Chiefs, and confi- 
derable pierfons, who vie with each other in 
drinking the greateft number of draughts, each 
draught being about a pint. They keep this 
intoxicating juice with great care from their 
women. 

Table they have none ; but their apparatus 
ibr eating is let out with great neatnefs, though 
the articles are too fimple and t<x> few to allow 
any thing for (how; and they commonly eat 
aloi^e; but when a firanger happens to vific 
them, he fometimes makes a fecond in their 
mt&. Of the meal of one of their prmcipal 
pwpl^ 1 0iaU g^ve a particular defcripdoii. 

He fits down under the (hade oi the next tree, 

or. on the ihady fide of his houfe, and a lar^ 

quantity of leaven, either of the bread-fruit or 

D 4 banana. 
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banana, are neatly fpread before hiin upon the 
ground as a table-cloth; a bafket is then fet by 
him that contains his provifion; which, if fi(h av 
flcfti, is ready drcffcd, and wrapped up in leaves, 
and two cocoa-nut (hells, one full of fait water, 
and the other of frefh : iiis attendants, which are 
not few, feat themfelves round him, and when 
all is .ready, he begins by waihing his hands apd 
his mouth thoroughly with the frelh watel*, and 
this he repeats almofl continually throughout the 
vholemealj he the*n takes part of his proiriQon 
put of the balket, which generally confids of a 
fmall fifli or two, two or three bread-fruits, four- 
teen Of fifteen ripe bananas, or fix or fevcn 
apples: he 6r(t takes half a bread-fruit, peels off 
the (ind, and takes out the core with his nails; of 
;his he puts as mqch into his mouth as it can 
bold, and while he chews it, takes the fifli out of 
the leaves, and breaks one of them into the fait 
yrater, placing the other, ^nd what remains^ of 
the bread-fruit, upon the leaves that have been 
fpread before him. When this is done, he 
takes up a fmall pi^ce of the fifli that has beea 
broken into the. falt-water,. with all the fingers 
of one hand, and fucks it into his mouth, fo as to 
get with it as much of the fait water as poflible: 
in the. fame manner he takes the reft by difiercnt 
morfels, and between each, at leafl:' very fre- 
c^uently, takes a fmall fup of the fait- water, either 
oyt of the cpcpa-nut flidl, or the palm of his 

hand : 
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hand:' in the mean time one of his' attendants ' 
has prepared a young cocoa-nut, by peeling off 
the outer ririd with his teeth, an operation which 
to an European appears very furprifirig; but it 
depends fo much upon flight, that many of us 
were able to do it before we left the ifland, and 
fbme that could fcarcely crack a filbert f the 
matter, when he chufes to drink, takes the co» 
90a- nut thus prepared, and boring a hole ihrough 
the Ihell with his' finger, or breaking it with a 
fbne, he fucks out the liquor, When he has 
eaten his bread-fruit and fiih, he begins with hi^ 
plantains, one of which makes but a mouthful, 
though it bq a$ big ^s ^ black-pudding ; if in- 
ftead of plantains he has apples, he never taftes 
them till they have been pared ; to do this a fliell 
is picked up from the ground, where they ar* 
always in* plenty, and tofled to him by an at- 
tendant: he immediately begins to cut or fcrape 
off* the rind* but fo awkwardly that great part of 
the fruip is wafted:' If, inftead of filh, he ha? 
fielh, he muft have fome fucdedaneum for a 
knife to divide It; and for this purpofe a piece 
of bamboo is tofled to him, of which he make3 
the neccfflfary implement by lj)litting it tranfvtrfe- 
ly with his nail. While all this has beeii doing, 
fonie of his attendants have been employed in 
beating bread-frtrit wfth a fl:one pefl:le upon a 
block of wood ; by being beateh in this' man- 
ner, and fprinkled from time to time wicji wa- 
ter, 
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tor, it k re^vced tp the cQnfii^e(ice of a loft 
pafte^ 9nd is then put into a ve0cl fomtiwh^ li^ 
a t^ut^r*^ tr^y, and either m^dc up alx)0C9 or 
mi\ed with banana or mahie, accprdii^ to, thf; 
tafte of the maft^r, by pouring wat^rijppn it by 
degrees and fquew^ing it often through thf hajcid: 
under this operation it acquires th? confiftcace 
of a thick; cuitard, and a large ^ocQa*nut fheU 
full of it being fet before him, he lips, it as we 
(hould do a jelly if we had no ^Qn to take it 
froni the glafs : the me^ is then finiQied by agair^ 
wafhing his hands and his mouth. After which 
the cocoa-nut ihells are cleaned, and every things 
that isleft is replaced in the balket. 

The quantity of food which thefe pe(u>le ea( 
s^ a ipe^l k prpdigiQus : I hare feen one nmL 
devour twp or three fiflies as big as ai perch y 
three bre^d-frgits^ each bigger tha|i two fifts ^ 
fourteen or fifteen plantain^ or bananaf , each of 
thenj fix or feyein inches long, atnd four or five 
round ) and near a (juart pf the pounded bread- 
fruit, which i^ as fubilanti^l as the thickeft un* 
baked cuftard* Thi$ is fo extraordinary that I 
icwccly expeft to be believed -, 9nd 1 wpuld not 
have related it upon my own ficigle t^iOOQy^ 
but Mr. Banks, Or. Solandtr, and mpft of the 
Other Gentlemen, have had ocular ^eaionftratipj) 
of its truth, and know that I mention them vp* 
oift the occafipn. 



It ii very vovdcrful^ that thcfe jcoplc, vbo ^^7^ 
are rcinark^bly foad/Qf focicty. dM particular* 
ly that of their woinen« fliould exclude ics plea« 
fares from tbo table, where among all other oa* 
tions» whether civil or fev^ge, they have been 
principally enjoyed. How a meali^ which ^very 
where elfe brings families a^d friends tpgethcft 
came to feparate them here» we often kiquir^^ 
but could never learn. They eat alones thejr 
faid. bdcaMfe it was right *^ but why it was right 
to eat alone, they never attempted to tell us ; 
fucb, however^ was the forces of habit, that they 
exprefied the ftrongeft dl(like, and even difguft^,^ 
at our eating i^ fooety,^ cfpecially with our 
wonnen, and of the fame victuals. Atfirft, we 
thought thi& ftrange fingularity arofe from fome 
fupetjilitious opinion i but they con&antly af- 
firmed the contrary. We obfetved ajfo fome 
caprices in the cuilom, for which we could as 
little account as for the euftom itfeU> We could 
never prevail with, any of the women to partake 
of the viftuals at our table when we were dining 
in company^ yet they would go^ five or fix to- 
geth^rj intp the fcrvants apartments, and there 
cat very heartily of whatever they could find, of 
which 1 have before given a particular inAancei 
nor wpre they in the leaft difcpncerted if wc 
^aipe in while they were dpiog it* When any 
Qf us haye been aione with a woman,, (he has 
fometimes eaten in our company i but then (he 

has 
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hks exprejQTed die grpateft unwiKingnefs that it 
Ihould be known, and always extorted the 
ftfongeft^promifes of fecrecy. 

Among themfeives, even two brothers and 
two Cftcrs have each their fepariatc balkets, with 
provifion and the apparatus of their meal. 
When they firft vifited us at our tents, each 
brought his bafket with him*, and when we fat 
down to table, they would go out, fit down up- 
on the ground, at two or three yards diftance 
iVom each other, and turning their faces differ* 
eat ways, take their repaft without interchange 
ihg a fihglc word. ' 

The women not only abftain from eating with ' 
the men, and of the fame viAuals, but even 
have their visuals feparately prepared by boys 
Hept fpr th^t purpofe, who depofit it in a fepa* 
rate Ibcd, and attend thein with it at their 
meals. 

But thQUgh they would not eat with us or with 
each other, they have often afked U3 to eat with 
them, when we have vifited thofe with whom 
we were particularly acquainted at their houies *, 
and we have often upon fuch occasions eaten out 
of the fame bafket, and driink out of the fame 
dip. The elder women, however, always ap- 
peared tQ be oQended at this liberty ; and if we 
happeni^ to touch their viSuals^ or even the 
baiket .that contained it, would throw it 

away, " • ^ *

After meals, and in the heat of the day, the «7^ 
middle-aged people of the better fort generally 



flcep 5 they are indeed extremely indolent, and jjfU^II^^ 
fleeping and eating is almoft all that they do. 
Thofe that are older are Icfs drowzy, and the 
boys and girls zrp kept awake by the natural ac- 
tivity and fprrghtliriefs of their age. 

Their amufcments have ocealidnally been 
mentioned in my account of the incidents that 
Jiappened during our refidence in this i(lan4» 
particularly mulic, dancing, wreflling, and (hoot- 
ing with the bow ; they alfo fometimes vie with 
each other in throwing a lance. As (hooting is 
hot at a mdrk, but for diftance ; throwing the 
lance is not for diftance, but at a tiiark : the 
weapon is about nine feet long," the mark is 
the bole of a plantain, and the diftance about 
twienty yards. 

Their only niufical inftruments are flutes and 
drums ; the flutes are made of a hollow bamboo 
about a foot long, and, as has been obferved be- 
fore, have only two ftops, and confcquently but 
four notes, out of which they (eem hitherto to 
have formed but one tune; to thefe ftops they 
apply the fore»finger of the left hand and the 
piiddle finger of the right. 

The drum is made of a hollow block of 

wood, of a cylindrical form^^ folid at one end, 

and covered at the other with (bark's (kin: thefe 

they beat not with fticks, but their h^jids j and 

V they 
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they know bow to tunc two drums of different 
iiotes into concord. They have alfo an expe- 
dient to fcriog the flutes that play together into 
unifon, which is to roll up ^, leaf fo as to flip 
over the end of the fliorteft^ like, our fliding 
tubes for telcfcopes, which they move up of 
down till the purpofe is anfwered, of lArlitch 
they fcem to judge by their ear with great 
aicety. 

To thefe mllruments they iingj and,, ai 1 
have obferved before^ their fongs are often ex- 
tempore : they call every two verfcs or coiaplet 
a long, Pehay j they arc ^encrallyj though not 
always, m rhiine^ and when proooun.ce<i Vy .the 
natives, we could difcover that they ijjcre ^acjtrc. 
Mr. Banks *ook ^reat pains to write dpwniome 
of them which were made upon ovi/t arriy;al| is 
nearly as he could exprefs their founds by com* 
t)inations of our letters ; but when weiead them, 
not having their .accent, we could fcarcely make 
them either metre or rhlmc. The reader will eaffly 
Jperccive that they are of very different ftru^iuj^

in the hdfife^thty generally keep a light burning 
all nighty poflibly as a check upon fuch of th& 
^Pmmetk iats diey^wUh not tb hoaour them with 
iflieir'fevtiUts. 

<Sfttttir itinerary toftcrerts I hefedadd nothing 
to^hatfeas befcn faid already; efpecially as I 
1h^l%aveot:ta(ion/inoreparticularly» to men- 
liohifli^fn'When I relate our adventures ujpon an- 
^tfterifrand. 

Tn other countries, the girh and unmarried 
Women are fuppofed to be wholly ignorant q£ 

what 
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what others upon fotne occafioas may. appear td 
know ; . and their conduft and converfation an 
confequendy reftrained within narrower bounds^ 
and kept at a mpfe rqmQte diftance from what* 
ever relates to a connexion with the other fcx: 
but here, it is juft contrary. Among other di- 
verfions, there is a dance, called Timarpdee^ which 
is performed by young girls, whenever eight or 
ten of them can be coUeAed together, confifting 
of motions and geftures beyond imaginatioo 
wanton, in the pradiCe of which they ar^ 
brought up from their earlieft childhood, ac- 
companied by words, which, if it were poflibl^ 
would more explicitly convey the fame ideas. In 
thefe dances they keep time with w .cxaftoels 
which is fcarccly excelled by the bcft perfoi:iiiera 
upon the ftagcs of Europe, But the pra&ioe 
which is allowed to the virgin, is prohibited to 
the woman from the moment th^t (he has put 
thefe hopeful lefTons in praiftice, and realized the 
fymbols of the dance. 

It cannot be fuppofed that^ among tfaieiSr 
people, chaftity is held in much eftimation* It 
might be cxpedted that fifters and daughters 
would be ofiered to llrangers, either as a ecus* 
tefy, or for reward 5 and that breaqhc? of con- 
jugal fidelity, even in the wife, fliould not be 
otherwife puniihed than by a few hard words, 
or perhaps a flight beating, as indeed is the cafe: 
but there is a fcale in diflblute fenfuality, which 

thefe 
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thefc people have afcended, wholly unknown '7^9. 
to every other nation whofe manners have been 
recorded from the beginning of the world to the 
prefent hour, and which no imagination could 
poffibly conceive. 

A very confiderable number of the principal 
people oiFOtaheitCj of both fexes, have formed 
themfclves into a fociety, in which every woman 
is common to every man; thus fecuring a perpe* 
tual variety as often as their inclination prompts 
them to feek it, which is fo frequent, that the 
fame man and woman feldom cohabit together 
more than two or three days. 

Thefe focietics are diftinguilhed by the name 
of /frrecy-s and the members have meetings, at 
which no other is preftnt, where the men 
amufe themfclves by wreftling, and the women, 
notwithftanding their occafional connexion with 
different men, dance the Timorodee in all its la- 
titude, as an incitement to defires which it is 
faid are frequently gratified upon the fpot. This, 
however, is comparatively nothing. If any of 
the women happen to be with child, which in 
this manner of life happens lefs frequently than 
if they were to cohabit only with one man, the 
poor infant is fnlothered the moment it is born, 
that it may be no incumbrance to the £uher, nor 
interrupt the mother in the pleafures of her dia« 
bolical profiitution. It fometimes indeed hap- 
pens, that the paflion which prompts a woman to 

Vol. Ill, E enter 
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tntw into this fociety, is furaiounted when fhe 
becomes a mother, by that inftinftive aflFeftion 
N¥hich Natare has given to sU creatures foF the 
prcfcrvation of their ofFsprir^ ; but even in this^ 
cafe, fhe is not permitted to fpare the life of her 
in£ant, except (he can find a man who will pa-^ 
€ronife it as his child : if this can be done, the 
murder is prevented ; but both the man and 
woman, being deemed by this aft to have appro- 
priated each other, are ejcdted from the com* 
munity, and forfeit alf claim to the privileges 
and pleafures of th^ Arreoy for the future ; the 
woman from that time being diftingui(hed by the 
term Whannownow^ ** bearer of children/' which 
is here a term of teproach v though none can be 
more honourable in the eilimation of wifdom and 
humanity, of right reafbn, and every paffioQ that 
diilinguiihes the man from the brute. . 

It is not fie that a pradice fo horrid and fo 
ftrange fhould be imputed to human beings up* 
on (light evidence, but 1 have fuch as abundant^ 
ly juftifies me in the account I have given. The 
people themfelves are fo far from concealing 
their connexion with fuch a Ibciety a* a dit 
grace, that they boaft of it as a privilege ; and 
both myfelf and Mr. Banks, whett particular 
pcrfons have been pointed out to us as members 
of tlie Arreoy, have qu'eftioned them about it, 
and received the account that has been here given 
from their v^n lips. They have acknowledged, 

that 
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that they had long been of this accurfcd fociety, 
that they belonged to it at that time, and that 
feveral of their children had been put to death. ! 

But t muft not Goncfvid€ my acicount of the 
domeftic life of thefe people without mentioning j 

th^if peribnal 'cteahlifi«ft; If that ^hkh hOitiii 
the good of life and iricreafes the evil is vice, 
furcly cleanlinefs is a virtue i the want of it 
tends to deftroy both beauty and hedth, and 
tningfes difguft with oUr beft pkafun^s. The 
natitesof Otahclitey both men Md womdn, con*" 
ftandy wa(h theti wKdl^ bodies in fcinning wa^ 
ter three times every day i once as fi»ii as th^y 
rife in the mormng, once at aoM^ tad agsfiri 
before thej^ fle^p at flight, whether the fea of 
river is near thei& or cu a iiftznct. I h^ve al- 
ready obf^ved, that they ivalh not only tht 
fhoufhv but! the hartds at theft* meals, almcff be* 
twecn every itiorfel; afrtd their clothes, as well 
as their perfons, are kept without fpcft or ftarn •, 
fo that in a large company of thefe peofrle, no- * 
thing is fuffcred but heat. Which, perhaps, H 
more than can be faid of the poikeft aflTeihbly In 
Europe. 
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CHAR XVIII. 

Of the Manufactures^ BoatSy and Naviga* 
tion of Otaheite. 

1769. T F ncceffity is the mother of invention, it can- 
X not be fuppofcd to have been much exerted 
where the liberality of Nature has rendered the 
diligence of /Vrt almoft fuperfluous ; yet there 
are many inftances both of ingenuity and labour 
among thefe people, which, confidering the want 
of metal for tools, do honour to both. 
Bianufac- Their principal manufacture is their cloth, in 
the making and dying of which I think there 
arc fome particulars which may iriftrufl: even the 
artificers of Great Britain, and for that reafon my 
dcfcription will be more minute. 

Their cloth is of three kinds ; and it is made 
of the bark of three different trees, the Chincfc 
paper mulberry, the bread-fruit tree, and the 
tree which refembles the wild fig tree of the 
Weft Indies. 

The fineft and whiteft is made of the paper 
mulberry, Aouta\ this is worn chiefly by the 
principal people, and when it is dyed red takes a 
better colour. A fecond fort, inferior in white- 
nefs and foftnefs, is made of the bread*fruit 
6 ticc» 
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tree, Oorco^ and worn chiefly by the inferior 
people; and a third of the tree that refennbles 
the fig, which is coarfe and harfh^ and of the 
colour of the darkeft brown paper : this, though 
it is lefs pleafing both to the eye and the touch, 
is the mod valuable, becaufe it refifts water^ 
which the other two forts will not. Of this, 
which is the, mod rare as well as the moft ufe- 
ful, the greater part is perfumed, and worn by 
the Chiefs as a morning drefs. 

All thefe trees are propagated with great care» 
particularly the mulberry, which covers the 
largeft part of the cultivated land, and is not &t 
for ufe after two or three years growth, when it 
is about fix or eight feet high, and fomewhat 
thicker than a man's thumb ; its excellence is 
to be thin, ftraight, tall, and without branches.: 
the lower leaves, therefore, are carefully pluck- 
ed off, wiifh their germs, as often as there is any 
appearance of their producing a branch. 

But though the cloth made of thefe three trees 
is different,' it is all manufactured in the fame 
manner; I fhall, therefore, defcribe the procefs 
only in the fine fort, that is made of the mul- 
berry. When the trees are of a proper fize, 
they are drawn up, and ftripped of their branches, 
after which the roots and tops are cut off*; the 
bark of thefe rods being then flit up longitUdi- 
{tally is eafily drawn ofi^, and, when a proper 
£ 3 quantity 
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quantity Has {^eq procurad, it it carried down 
t© ft>mc running water, in ^hich it is depoptej 
to feak, and fccured from floating a«ray by 
fcca^y '{tones : when it is fuppofcd to- be foffici- 
cndy foftcncd, the lyonieh lervants go down to 
the brook, and ftripping themfelveSi fit down 
in the v^at^r, to feparate the inner bark 'from 
the green part en rhe outride % to do this dicy 
place the iKftder fide u^fjon a fli^c f»Kmh board, 
and with the flieU whieii our dealers call Tyger*a 
<ongUe, Tettina garg,adh^ . fcrape k very care- 
ftilly, t!ij>ping it continually in the water titt 
hothing irmains but the fine fibres of the inner 
roar,- Biing thus peparcd in the afternoon, 
they are fprtrad out upon plantain leaves in the 
evening \ and in this part of the work there ap* 
pears to be fame difficulty, as the miftrefe of the 
l^mily always fupcrintends the doing of it : they 
arc placed in lengths t)f aboiit eleven or twelve 
yards, one by the fide of another, ttll tlrey are 
ibotJt a foot broad, and two or three layers are 
alio laid one upon the other : Carp is taken that 
thr cloth (hall be in all parts of an equal thtek- 
nrfs, fo that if the bafrk happens to be thinner in 
any particular part of one layer than the reft, a 
piece jh^t is fomewhat thicker is pifcked out to 
b^ laid over it in the next. In this ftat^ it re- 
piiiihs tin the mofning, when great part of the 
water wh^ch it fcntaincd when it was laid out, is 
' cither 
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cither drained off pr evi^poratcd^ nod the fcveral '7^* ^ 
fibres adhere together^ fo ^ that the whole may 
be raifcd from the ground in one piece. 

It is then taken .away, and laid upon the 
fmooth fide of a long piece of wood, prepared 
for the purpofe, and beatot by the women fer- 
vants, with inftruments about a foot lon^ and 
three inches thicks made of a hard wood which 
they c;aU Ei/>g. The (bgpe of thta inilrument is 
not unlike a fquare ras^or (Ifop^ only that the. 
handle is longer, and each of it$ four fides or 
faces is marked, lengthways, with fmall grooves^ 
or furrows^ of difierent degrees of fioenels*, thofe 
on one fide being of « width and depth fudici*. 
ent to receive a fmall packthread, and (he pti^rs 
Eaer ia a regular grada^oo, (6 that the laft are not 
more than equal to fewing filk. 

They beat it firft with the coarfeft fide of this 
mallet, keeping time like our fmichs i it fpreads^ 
very faft under the ftrokes, chiefly however in 
the breadth, and the grooves in the mallet mark 
it with the appearance of threads ; it is iuccer- 
fively heatca with the other fides, laft with the 
iineft, and is then fit €of uie. Sometimes, how- 
ever^ it is made ftiU thinner, by beating it with 
the fineft fide of the mallet, after it has been fe- 
veral times doubkd : k is then called H^^^ and 
is altpoft as thin ^ a muflin ; it becomes very 
white by being bleached in the aifs but is made 
E 4 fiUl 
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ftill whiter and foftcr by being waflicd and beaten 
again after it has been worn. 

Of this cloth there are fevcral forts, of differ- 
ent degrees of finenefs, in proportion as it is 
more or lefs beaten without being doubled : the 
other cloth alfo differs in proportion as it is 
beaten •, but they differ from each other in con- 
fequence of the diflfcrent materials of which they 
are made. The bark of the bread-fruit is not 
taken till the trees are confiderably longer and 
thicker than thofe of the fig j the procefs after- 
wards is the fame. 

When cloth is to be wafhed after it b^s been 
worn, it is taken down to the brook, and left to 
fbak, being kept faft to the bottom, as at firft, by 
a ftone ; it is then gently wrung or fqueezed ; 
and fometimcs feverai pieces of it are laid one 
upon another, and beaten together with the 
coarfeft fid^ of the mallet, and they are then 
equal in thicknefs to broad- cloth, and much 
more foft and agreeable to the touch, after they 
have been a little while in ufe, though when 
they come immediately from the mallet, they 
feel as if they had been ftarched. This cloth 
fometimes breaks in the beating, but is eafily 
repaired by patting on a patch with a gluten 
that is prepared from the root of the Pea^ 
which is done fo nicely that it cannot be difco-. 
Y^red. The women alfo employ themfclves in 

removing 
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rtmoving blemifhes of every kind, as our ladict 
do in needle-work or knotting; fometimes when 
their work is intended to be very fine, they will 
pafte an entire covering of hoboo over the whole. 
The principal excellencies of this cloth arc its 
coolnefs and foftnefs *, and its imperfedions, its 
being pervious to water like paper, and almoft 
as eafily torn. 

The colours with which they dye this clottf 
are principally red and yellow. The red is ex- 
ceedingly beautiful, and I may venture to fay a 
brighter and more delicate colour than any we 
have in Europe *, that which approaches neareft 
is our full fcarlet, and the bed imitation which 
Mr. Banks's natural hiftory painter could pro- 
duce, was by a mixture of vermilion and car* 
mine. The yellow is alfo a bright colour, but 
we have many as good. 

The red colour is produced by the mixture of 
the juices of two vegetables, neither of which 
feparately has the leaft tendency to that hue. 
One is a fpecies of fig called here Matte^ and 
the other the Cifrdia Sebeftina^ or EtM ; of the 
fig the fruit is ufed, and of the Cerdia the 
leaves. 

The fruit of the fig is about as big as a roun- 
ceyal pea, or very fmiall goofeberry \ and each 
of them, upon breaking off" the ftalk very clofe, 
produces one drop of a milky liquor, refem- 
t)ling the juice of our figs, of which the tree is 
^ indeed 
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ki^jiierd .a fpccie?. This Iiqi>or tb(^ women toU 
l^ ifHa 4 fmall <|ua9(U;y of cQcon-nuiw^ter : 
9;^ pr^p^re ^ gill of cocoa-nut w^^r w^l require 
ll^iei^wcen thr^e and fopr qM9C'C$ of ihefe liccle 
i^gs. When a fufiki^nt quantity is prepared^ 
iJie leaves of the Etoq are well w^rtod i:n it, and 
i;beo laid upon a. plantain leaf, where they are 
turned about till they become mo^e and niore 
flaccid, and then they arc gently fqueez^d^ gra- 
dually iocreafing the pre/Ture, but fo as not to 
break tl^em ; ?s the. flaccidity increafes^ and 
they become fpungy, they are fupplied with 
more of the liquor; in about five minutes the 
colour begins to appear upon the veins of the 
leaves, and in about tea or a little more, they 
are perfedly faturated with it; they are thcQ 
iqqeezed, with as much force as can be applied, 
and the liquor ftrained at the 4me time that it 
is expreffcd. 

For this purpofe, the boys prepare a large 
quantity of th^ Moo, by drawing it between 
their teeth, of two little flicks, till it is freed 
from the ^cen Bark and the ferijnny fubftancc 
that lies underwit, aiid'a thin web of the fibres 
only remains; in this the leaves of the Etoa 
are inveloped, ^nd through tfaefe the juice 
which they (contain is ftrained as it is forced out 
As the leaves are not fuccuJent, little aaorc 
juice is preffed oyt of them than they have im- 
bibed: when they have been once emptied, 
2 they

quiility whicfe unftufC8 the Hquw as it p^fie^ 
through thf&cn iseKhauitedp they are thenibrown 
away •, but the Moo, being 4e^piy ftaiaed wiili 
the GolQur, i$ preferved» aa a brufli to Uj .the 
dye upon the cloth.

The beauty, however, of the bcft is not per- A 
manent *, but it is probable that fome method zz 
might be found to fix it, if proper experiments j Tc 
were made, and perhaps to fearch for latent si 
qualities, which .may be brought out by the tc 
mixture of one vegetable juice with another, 3^ 
would not be an unprofitable employment : our :?i 
prefent moft valuable dyes aflTord fufiicieht en- « 
couragemcnt to the attempt ; for by the mere :aj 
infpeftion of indtco, woad, dyer's weed, and 
moft of the leaves which are ufed for the like ! 0! 
purpofes, the colours which they yield coqkl b 
never be difcovered. Of this Indian red I IhaH i 
only add, that the women who hgve been em« 
ployed in preparing or ufi|>g it, carefully pre«> 
ferve the colour upon their fingers and nails^ 
where it appears in its utmoft beauty, as 21 great 
ornament. 

The yellow is made of the bark of the root of 
the Morinia ciirifoiia^ called NonOj by fcraping 
and infufing it in water; after ftanding fome 
time, the water is ftrained and ufed as a dye, the 
cloth being dipped into it. The Morinda, of 
which this is a fpecies, feems to be a good fub* 
jcft for examination with a view to dyeing. 
Brown, in his hiftory erf Jamaica, mentions three

Q^cies of it, which he fays are ufed to djre brown} 
and Rumphius fays of the Batuuda Angnfiif^Ha^ 
which is nearly allied to our Nono, that it is 
uied by the inhabitants of the Eaft Indian Iflands, 
as a fixing drug for red colours, with which it 
particularly agrees. 

Xhe inhabitants of this ifland alfo dye yellow 
with the fruit of the Tamanu ; but how the co* 
lour is extra&ed, we had no opportunity to dif* 
cover. They have alfo a preparation with which 
they dye brown and black; but thefe colours 
are fo indifferent, that the method of preparing 
them did not excite our curiofity. 

Another confiderable manufadture is matting 
of various kinds; fome of which is finer, and 
better, in every refpcd, than any we have in 
£.urope : the coarfer ibrt ferves them to fleep 
upon, and the finer to wear in wet weather. With 
the fine, of which there are alfo two forts, much 
pains is taken, e^cially with that made of the 
bark of the Poerou, the HibifcustiUaceus of Lin* 
nseus, fome of which is as fine as a coarfe cloth : 
the other fort, which is ilill more beautiful, they 
call Vame ; it is white, glofly, and ihining, and 
is made of the leaves of their Whatrou^ a fpecics 
of the PandanuSf of which we had no opportuni* 
ty to fee cither the flowers or fruit : they have 
other matts, or as they call them Moeas^ to fit or 
to fleep upon, which are formed of a great va- 
riety of ruflies and grafs^ and which they make, 

as 
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ft$ they do every thing elfe ihKt i$ pkitedn with 
amtting fteiHty amd difp^h. 

They are alfo very dexterous in making bafltiet 
tnd wiclcer-work ; their btfketi are of a thovi^ 
fend different patterns, many, of them exceed* 
ingly neat ; and the making them is in art that 
every one praftifea, both men and w^orhen ! they 
Tti^kit oceafional hafleets and partoiers of the eo>« 
coa^nuc leaf in a few minutes, tad the women 
irho vifited Ui early in a morning ufed to fend, as 
fcon as tht fun was high, for a few of the leaves^ 
of which they made little bonnets to Ihadethdr 
faces, at fo fmaU art expence c^tii»e and tfouUe^ 
that, when th« fijA wa» again low in the evening, 
they uftd to throw them away. Th^fe bonnets^ 
however, did not cover the head, bot €onfiCWd 
only o( a band that went round it, sind a flmdt 
that projeded from the foreheads 

Of the bark of the Foerou they make ropes 
and lines, from the tfaicknefs of aA inch to th^e 
&Z€ of a fmail packthvcad: with iheib they 
make nets for fiihlng : of the fibres of the cocoa* 
il»t tbey make thready for faftoning together the 
feveralpart^ of their canoeSy and belts, eidlef 
f oirnd or flat, twifted or plaited v and of th« 
bark of the Ermj^a^ a kind oi nettle whicb 
grows in the mountains, and is thete&re rathei^ 
fearce, they make the beft flftiing knes in thd 
Wdrtd : wkh thefe they hdkl the ftrongeft and 
boft aftive fiffa, fuch at Bonetas and Albicores^ 

which 
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which would feap our ftrongcft filk lines ni a 
minucc, though they are twice as chkk. 

They mkkt alfo a kind of feiae, of a coarlc 
broad gra&, the blades of which are like flags i 
thefe they twift and tie together in a loofe lAao* 
ner, till the net,, which is about as wide as a 
large fack, is from fixty to eighty fathom long; 
this they haul in iboal fmooth waiifr, and its 
own weight keeps it fo cbfe to.the ground iba^ 
firarcdy a fingle fifli can efcape* 

In every expedient, indeed^ for taknig fi(bt 
they are exceedingly ingenious i they make har- 
poons of cane, and point them with hardwood, 
which in their hands ftrike fifti more efiedually, 
than thofe which are headed with irc^a can do in 
ours, fefting afide the advantage of ours being 
faftened to a line, fo that the filh is iecur^ if the 
hook takes place, though it does aot mortally 
wound him* 

Of fiih hooks they have two ftns, adoHrahty 
adapied in their conftruflion as well to the pur» 
pofe they are to aitRver, as to th^ materials of 
whkh they are made. Oile of thefe^ wbii;b 
they call fFiiiei Witm^ is i^ed i^ towing. The 
ihank is made of mother-of-pearl, the nxxftg^oiTy 
that can be got; the infide, which is naturally 
the brighteft, is put behind* To thefe hooks a 
tuft c^wjuite dog's OF hog's hair ^ fixed^ fo as^ 
fomewliat to reibmble the tail .of aiiih*, thefe 
implements, therefore, are both hook and bait, 

and 
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and are ufed with a rod of bamboo, and line of 
Erowa. The fUher, to fecure his fuccefs, watches 
the flight of the birds which conltantly attend 
the Bonetas when they fwitn in fhoals, by which 
he directs his canoe, and when he has the advan- 
tage of thefe guides, he feldom returns without 
a prize. 

The other kind of hook is alfo made of mo* 
ther*of-pearl, or fome other hard fhell: they 
cannot make them bearded like our hooks ; but 
to efieA the fame purpofe, they make the point 
turn inwards. Thefe are made of all fizes, and 
ufed to catch various kinds of fifh with great 
fuccefs. The manner of making them is very 
fimple, and every filherman is his own artificer: 
the (hell is firft cut into fquare pieces, by the 
edge, of another fhell, and wrought into a form 
coirrefponding with the outline of the hook by 
pieces of coral, which are fufEciently rough to 
perform the office of a file ; a hole is then bored 
in the middle ; the drill being no other than the 
firft flone they pick up that has a fharp corner ; 
this they fix into the end of a piece of bamboo, 
and turn it between the hands like a chocolated- 
mill \ when the fhell is perforated, and the hole 
fufficiently wide, a fmall file of coral is intro- 
duced, by the application of which the hook is 
in a fhort time completed, few coding the arti- 
ficer more time than a quarter of an hour. 

Of 
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Of their mafonryv carving, and architcfture, 
the Reader has already formed fome idea from 
the account that has been given of the Morals, 
or repofitories of the dead : the other moil im- . 
portant article of building and carving is their 
boats V and perhaps, to fabricate one of their taztu 
principal vefTels with their tools^ is as great a 
work, as to build a Bririfh man of war with 
ours. 

They have an adze of (tone i a thiflej, or 
gouge, of bone, generally that of a man's arm 
between the wrift and elbow •, a rafp of coral ; 
and the (kin of a (lihg-ray^ with coral fahd, as a 
file or polifher. ' 

This is a complete catalogue o^ their tools^ 
and with tdefe they build houles, conftruift ca« 
noes, hew ftone, and fell, cleave^ carve, and 
polifh timber. 

The ftone whick makes the blade of their 

adzes is a kind of Bafaltes, of a blackilh or grey 

colour, riot very hard, but of confiderable taugh- 

nefs : they are formed of different fiz^s ; fome, 

that are intended for felling, weiigh from fix to 

eight pounds •, others, that are ufed for ciirving^ 

I not more than fo many ounces ; but it is necef* 

I fary to fiiarpen both almoft every minute ; for 

. >vhich purpofe, a ftone and a cocoa-nut fhell 

[ full of water are always at hand. 

Their greated: exploit^ to which thefe tools 

ire Icfs equal than to any other,! is felling a tree :

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»?69- ^ this requires many hands, and the conftant k- 
bour of fevcral days. When it is down^ they 
fpHt it, with the grain, into planks from three 
to four imrhes thick, the whole length and 
breadth of the ftee, many of which arc eight feet 
in the gift, and forty to the brafiches^ and nearly 
of the fame thicknefe throughout. The tree ge- 
nerally ufed i^ in their language called Avie^ the 
ftem of which is tall and ftraight ; though feme 
of the fmaller boats are made of the brdad-fVuit 
trte, which is a light fpongy wood, arid eafily 
wrought. Thfey fmooth the plank very ekjpedi- 
tioufly and dexteroiifly with their adzes, and can 
take off a thin coat from a whole plank v^thout 
irtifling a ftroke. As they havt not the art of 
Warping a plank, every part of the canoe, whe- 
ther hollow ot flat, is fhaped by hand. 

The canoes, or boats, which arc ufed by the 
irihabitants of this and the neighbouring iOiands, 
may ht divided into two gertera! claffeS ; one of 
which they call Ivahabs^ the other Pabies. 

Thfe Ivahah is ufed fOr (hort ejtcirrfibrtstofea^ 
and is ^all-fided and flat- bottomed i the Pahic 
ibr longer voyages, and is bow-fldtd and ih^rp- 
bottomed. The Ivahas are ali of the fame 
figure, but of different fi^es, and itfed fot dif- 
ferent purpofes: their length isfrbtb ftvfeAty- 
two feet to ten, but th6 breadth is by n6 means 
in prppOf ti6n ; for thofe of ten feet aVe about a 
foot Wide, and thofe of more than feventy arc 

fcarcely 
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fcaj-cely twb. There is the fighting Ivahah, the ''*9* 
fifliing Ivahah^ and the travelling Ivahah; fot 
fome of thefe go front one iflarid to aHOthen 
the fighting Ivahah is by fair the longcft, and 
the head and ftern are coif Gderably raifed above 
the body, in a fcniicircular form ; particularly 
the fterri, whiph is fome times feventefen or eigh- 
teen feet highi though the boatitfelf is fcarcelf 
thfeU Thefe never go to fea fingle ; but are 
faftened together, fide by fide, at the diftance of - 
about three feet^ by ftrong poles of wo>od, which' 
are laid acrofs them and laflicd to the gutiwales. » 

Upon thefei in the forepart, a ftage or platforni 
i^ raifed, about teh or twelve ftet l6ng, and 
fomewhat ivider than the boats, which is fup- 
ported by. pillars about fix feet high : upon this 
ftage ftand tht fighting mefi, whofe miffilc wcai 
pons are flings and fpears ; foi-, among other 
iingularittes in the nianners of thcfe people^ 
their bovir^ and arrows arc ufed only for divert ' 
fion, as we throwcittoits : below thefc ftagcs fit 
the rowtrsj who receive from them thofc that 
are wounds, and furnifli frelh men to afcerid in 
their rodnii Scjme of thefe havfc a platform of 
bamboos or other light Si^ood, through their 
whole length, and confiderably broadcf, by 
mcans> of which they will carry a great niimber 
of men \ but we faw only one fitted in this man« 
ncr; ■ 

The fiftting Ivahahs vary itf length from about 
forty feet t6 the fiDalleft fize> which is about 

Fa tenj 
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17^9* ten ; all that are of the length of twenty-fi ve 
^""""^ feet and upwards^ of whatever fort, occalionally 
carry fail. The travellinj^ lyahah is always 
double, and furnifibed wkh a fftiall neat houfe 
about five or fix feet broad, and fix or feven 
feet l^ag. which is fattened upon the fore-part 
for the convenience of the principal people, who 
fix in them by day, and fleep in them at night. 
The fiftiing Ivahahs arc fomctinies joined toge- 
' ther, and have a houfe on board';, but this^i^ 
not common. 

Thofe which are Ihorter than five and twenty 

feet» feldom or never carry fail; and, though 

the ftcrn rifes about four or five feet, have a flat 

head, and a board that projedls forward about 

^ four feet. 

The Pahie is alfo of dificrent fizes, from fixty 
to thirty feet long; but, like the Ivahah, is very 
narrow. One that I nieafured was fifty-one 
feet longj and only one foot and a hatf wide at 
the top. In the wideft part, it was about three 
feet; and this is the general proportion. It 
does not^ however, widen by a gradual fwell; 
but the fides being ftraight, and parallel, for a 
little way below the gunwale,, it fwells abruptly, 
and draws to a ridge at the bottom ;. fo that a 
tranfverfe fedtion of it has fomewhat the appear- 
ance of the mark upon cards called a Spade, 
the whole being much wider in proportion to 
its length. Thefe, like the largefl: Ivahahs, are 
\ifcd for fighting; but principally for long 

voyagc&i 
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voyages. The fighting Pahic, which is the t?^^- 
iargeft; is fitted with the ftage or platform, ' 
which is proportionably larger than thofe of the 
Ivahah, as their form enables them to fuftain a 
much greater weight. Thofe that are ufed for 
failing are generally double ; and the middle fiac 
are faid to be the beft fea-boats. They arc 
fometimes out a month together, going from 
iQand to ifland^ and fometimes, as we were cre- 
dibly inforn>ed, they arc a fortnight or twenty 
days at fea, and could keep it longer if they had 
fnore ftowage for provifions, and conveniencies 
to hold frefti water. 

When any of thefe boats carry fail fingle, they 
make ufe-oiF a log of wood which is fattened to 
the end of two poles that lie crofs the vcflcl, arid 
projeA from fix to ten feet, according to the 
fize of the veflel, beyond its fide, fomewhat like 
what is ufed by the flying Proa of the Ladrone 
iflands, and called in the account of Lord An- 
fon's Voyage, an Outrigger. Torthis outrigger 
the fhrouds are faftened, and it is eflentially 
neceflary in trimniing the boat when k blows 
frelh. . , 

Some of them have one maft, and.fome two ; 
the^ affe made of a fingle ftick, and when the 
length df the canoe is thirty, feet, that of the 
maft is fomewhat lefs than fivC: arid twenty ;' it , 
is fixed to a frariie'that is above the canoe; and 
j-eceives a fail of matting about ope third longer 
* . F 3 than 
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^7^9- than ftfelf : f:hcfail is pointed at the top, fqu^re 
at the bottom, ami cwved at the (ide^ fome- 
what refembUnjg wh^t we call aftioplder of mjut- 
: ton fail, jami u|ed for bpat^ belonging to men af 
.war: it is placed in a frame of wood, which 
furrovmds it oa pvery fide, and has no contri- 
vance eithw for reefing or furlipgi.fp that, if 
either ftioulcl become neceffary, it muft be cut 
Away, wbiph, however, in thefe equal, c)imatc^ 
pan feHiom happen. At the top, of th^ maft are 
faftened ornaments of feathers, :whi(:h are. placed 
inclining obliquely forwards; the (hape and po- 
fition of which will be conceived at. once from 
the figure, in one of the cuts. 

The oars or paddles that are ufed with thefe 
boats, Jhave a long^hapdle and a flat bl^de, not 
unlike a baker's peel. Of thefe every perfon in 
the-boac has one, except thoft that fit under the 
awning; and they pufh her forward with them 
at a good rate. Thefe boats, however, admit 
ib much water at the feams, that one perfon .at 
leaft is continually, employed in throwing it out. 
The only thing in which they excel is landij)g, 
and putting off from the (hore in a furf : by 
their great length and high fterns they land dry, 
when our boats, could fc^cely land at all ; and 
have the fame advantages in. putting pff by the 
height of the head. 

The Ivahahs are the only boats that are ufed 
If^y the inhabitants of Otaheite; but we faw fe-. 

veral 
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veral Pahies that capfie from other iflands. Of 
one of thefe I jhall give the cxad dirnenfions 
from a careful adoieafu^emcnt, and then parti- 
cularly defcribe the manner in which they ate 
built.

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' The firft ftagc or keel, under aa^ is made of 
a tree hollowed but like a trough; for which 
the longeft trees are chofen that can be got, fo 
that there are never more than three in the whole 
length : the next itage, under b h^ is formed of 
(traight plank, about four feet long, fifteen iqches 
broad, and two inches thick: the > third ftage, 
under c r, is, like the bottom made of trunks, 
hollowed into its bilging form ; the laft Is alfo 
cut out of trunks, fo that the moulding is of 
one piece with the upright. To form thefe 
parts feparatply, without faw, plane, chifTel, or 
any other iron tool, may well be thought no eafy 
tafk ; but the great difficulty is to join them to- 
gether. 

When all the parts are prepared, the keel is 
laid upon blocks, and the planks being fup- 
ported by ftanchions, arc fewed or clamped to- 
gether with ftrong thongs of plaiting, which arc 
paffcd feveral times through holes that are bored 
with a gouge or auger of bone, t()at has been 
defcribed already 5 and the nicety with which 
this is done, may be inferred from their being 
fufficiently water-tight ior ufe without caulking. 
As the platting foon rots in the water, it is rc- 
jiewed at leaft once a-year ; in order to which, 
the veffel is taken entirely to pieces. The head 
andftcrn arc rude with refpedt to the dcfign; 
but very neatly finilhed,'and poliflied to the 
^ighcft degree. . « 

. . Thcfe 
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Thefe Pahies arc kept with great care,, in a 
kind of houfe built on purpofc for their rcccp^ 
tipn 5 the houfcs are formed of poles fet up- 
right in the ground, the tops of which are drawn 
Towards each other, and fanned together with 
their ftrongeft cord, lb as to form a kind of Go- 
thic arch, which is completely thatched quite to 
;he ground, being open only at the endsj they 
^re fometimes fifty or fixty paces long, 

As connei^ed with the navigation of thefe 
people, I ftiall mention their wonderful fagacity 
in foretelling the weather, at leaft the quarter 
from which the wind (hall blow at a future time ^ 
they have feveral ways of doipg jhis, of which 
however I know but one. They fay, that the 
Milky- way js always curved laterally; byt 
fometimes in one direftion, and fometimes in 
another : and that this curvature is the effeft of 
its being already aded upon by the wind, and 
its hollow part therefore towards it ; {o that, if 
the fame curvature contipues a night, a corre- 
fponding wind certainly blows the next day. 
Of their rules, I Ihall not pretend to judge ; but 
I know that, by whatever means, they can prc- 
didt the weather, at leaft the wind, with much 
greater certainty than we can. 

In their longer voyages, they fteer by the fun 
in the day, and in the night by the ftars •, all of 
which they diftinguJOi fcparately by names, and

pear in any of (he mon^iis during which they 
are vifible in th^ir hori:;on > th^y alfo kno\¥ the 
tinie of their annual appearing and difappearing 
W[ith more precifion than will egfily be believe^

WE were f^ot ^\M to acquire a.pcrfedt idea 17^. 
of their method of dividing t^me ; bpt '^T^^ ■ 
obferved,:th0t in fpeaking pf it, cither paft qr to 
come, they never ufccl any term but Malama^ 
which figniBes M^P^* -O^ thcfc moons they 
count thirteen, :and (befi begin again; which is 
a deniQnftration that they have a, notion pf the 
fol^r ye^r: »but how they compute their months 
fp that thirteen pf them (hall. be commenfur^tc 
with the .year, we cou]d notdifcpver; fpr they 
lay that, each month has twenty-nine days, in- 
cluding one in which the moon is not vifible. 
They have names for them fep^rately, and have 
frequently tpld.ps the frqits that would be, in 
feafon, srid the/jye^ther that would prevail, in 
each of them -, ^nd . they h^ye indeed a name for 
them cQ^le^ivel^f ,though they ufe it only 
4 when 
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ij^^ when they fpcak of 1he myfterics of their 
^"""^^ religion. 

Every tlay jl^ fubdjividcd into twelve parts, 
each of two hours, of which fix belong to the 
day, and fix to the night. At thefe jdivilions 
' they gucfs pretty nearly by the height of the fun 
while he is above the horizon ; but there are few 
of them that can guefs at them^ when hef is be- 
iow it, by the ftars. 
I^ini^,/ In numeration they proceed from one to ten, 
the number of fingers on both hands; and 
though they have for each number a different 
qame, they generally take hold of their fingers 
Cfie by one, fliifting from one hand to the other 
till they come to the number they want tp ex- 
prefs. And in other inftances, we obferved that, 
when they were convcrfing with each other, 
they joined figns to their words, which were fo 
pxprefiire that a ftranger might eafily apprehend 2 
their meaning. 

In counting from ten they repeat the name of 
that number, and add the word more ^ ten, and 
one more, is eleven ; ten, and two more, twelve; 
and fo of the reft, as we fay one and twenty, 
two and twenty. When they come to ten and 
ten more, they have a new denomination, as we 
fay a fcore ; and by thefe fcores they count till 
they get ten of them, when they have a deno- 
mination for two hundred ; and we never could 
difcover that they had any denomination to ex- 

N prefs 
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firefs a greater number: neither, indccv^^ 
they feecn to want any •, for ten of thefe anr^j. 
to two thoufahd, a greater number than y 
can ever apply. 

In meafuring diftancc they arc much more c 
ficient than in computing numbers^ having bt 
one term which anfwers to fathom ; when the^ 
fpeak of diftances from place to place^ they exA 
prels it, like the Afiatics, by the time that is re-^^ 
quired to pa{s it. 

Their language is foft and melodious; it ^^ 

abounds with vowels, and we ealily learnt to 

pronounce it : but found it exceedingly difficult 

to teach them to pronounce a (ingle word of 

ours i probably not only froni its abounding in. 

confonants, but from fome peculiarity in its 

ftriJ^ture; for Spanifti and Italian words, if 

ending in a vowel, they pronounced with great 

facility. . 

Whether it is copious, w* were not fuffici- 
ently acquainted with it to know*, but it is 
Certainly very imperfcft, for it is almoft totally 
without inflexion, both of nouns and verbs; 
Few of the nouns have more than one cafe, and 
few of the Verbs more than one tenfe j yet we 
found no great 'difficulty in making ourfelves 
mutually undetftood, however ftrange it may 
appear in. fpeculatrom , ' * 
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rpj^have^ however, certain i^xa^ whicK^ 
thou ^"^ ^^^ ^" number, arc very ufcftil 
and puzzled us extremely. One 
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^jjandther, Harre heat ** Wherti are yoa 
idtig ?•' the other anfWers Ivdbinefa; «* Trd 
4iy wives j" upon which the firft repeating' 
ahfwer intcffrogatlvdy, " 1*0" your wives ?** 
irifwered, hahinefeira ; *^ l?es, fain going to 
my wives/* Het^e' the fufftxa erd aifd rird 
ve fcveral words to both parties.

Among 
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Among people whofe food is fo fimple, and wbd 
)^^ in general are feldom drank, it is fcarccly neceffary 
to fay, that there are but^few difeafes; we faw no 
critical difeafe during our (lay updn the ifland, and 
but few inftanccs of ficknefs, which were acci- 
dental, fits of the colic. The Aativcs, however^ 
are . afflidled with the eryfipclas, and cutaneous 
eruptions of the fcaly kind, ytty nearly approach- 
ing to a leprofy. Thofe in whom this diftemper 
was far advanced, lived in a ftate of feclufion from 
all fotiety, each in a fmall houfe built upon fomc 
unfrequented fpot, where they were fupplied with 
provifions : but whether they had any hope of re- 
lief, dr languiQied out the remainder of their lives 
in folitude and defpair^ we could noif learn. We ob^ 
fcrved alfo a few who had ulcers upon different parts 
of their bodies, fome of which had a very virulent 
appearance j yet they feemed not much to be re- 
garded by thofe who were afflifted with them, for 
they.wci*e left entirely without application even toi 
keep off the flics. * . ■ * 

Where intemperahcfc produces no difeafes, thefic 
will be Ho phyficians by profeflion; yet where 
there is fufferance, there will always be attenipts td 
relieve; and where the caufc of the mifchief and 
the remedy are alike unknown, thcfe will naturally 
be dire^ed by fuperftition: thus; it happens, that 
in this country, and iri all othefs which are not 
further injured by luxury, or improved by know- 
liNlge, the management of the fick falls to the lot 

< .of 
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6f the pricft. The method of cure that is prac- 
tifed by the priefts of Otahcitc, confifts chiefly of 
prayers and ceremonies. When he vifits his pa- 
tient he repeats certain fentences, which appe&r 
to be fet forms contrived for the occafiOn^ and 
at the fame time plaits the leaves of the cocoa* 
nut into different figures very neatly ; fome of 
thefe he faftens to the fingers and toes of the 
Tick, and often leaves behind him a few branches 
of thttbefpeciapopldnea^ which they call Emidhoi 
thefe ceremonies are repeated till the patient re- 
covers or dies. If he recovers, they fay the re- 
medics cured him, if he dies, they fay the dif- 
eafe was incurable, in which perhaps they do 
not much diflfer from the cuftom of other 
countries^ 

if we had judged of their IkilJ in furgery from 
the dreadful fears which we fometimes faw, we 
ihould have fuppofed it to be much fuperior to 
the art not only of their phyficians, but of ours. 
We faw one man whofe face was almoft entirely 
deftroyed, his nofe, including the bone, was per«» 
feftly flat, and one cheek and one eye were fo 
beaten in, that the hollow would almoft receive 
a man's fift, yet no ulcer remained ; and our 
companion, X^P^^j ^^d ^^^^ pierced quite 
through his body by a fpear headed with the 
bone of the fting-ray, the weapon having entered 
his back, and come out juft under his breail; ; 
but except in reducing diflocations and fradures^

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the beftfurgcon can contribute very little to the 
cure of a wound ; the blood itfcif is the bcft 
vulnerary balfam, knd* when the juices of the 
body are pure, and the patient is temperate, no- 
thing more is neceflary as an' aid to Nature in 
the cure of the worft wound, than the ktepingit 
clean. . ^ 

Their commerce with th6 inhabitants of Eu- 
rope has, however, already entailed upon them 
that dreadful curfe which avenged the kihumani- 
ties committed by the Spaniards itt AWertca, the 
venereal difeafe. As it is certain that no Euro- 
pean veflel befiddsour own, except the tDolphin, 
and the twathat were under the command of 
Monf. Bougainville, ever vifited this iQand, it 
muft have been brought either by on6 of them 
or by us. That it was not brought by the 
Dolphin,. Captain Wallis has demohftrated in 
theaccountof hervoyage,[Vbl. I.p. 3!^^, 324.] 
ahd nothing is more certain thdn that When we 
arrived, it had made moft dreadful hivages in 
the iQand. One of our people contra<9ted it 
within five days after we went on'fliore, and by 
the inquiries among the natives, which d|is oc- 
caGoned, we leatnt, when we came to tinder- 
Hand a little of their language, Hbtit had been 
brought by the veflels which Kkd been there 
about fifteen months before us, dhd had lain on 
the caft fide of the^ ifland. Tfiey diftinguifbed 
it by a name of the fame import Wkh rottennejsy 

but 
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but of a more extenfi vte fignificatipi), 9nd deicrib* 
ed, in the moft pathetic terms, the fufFerings of 
thefirH: vidims*to its rage, and told us that it 
caufed the hair and thp nail3 to fall pflF, and the 
flefh to rot from the bones ; that it^fpread a uni- 
verf^l terror and ec^itprnation ^.mong them, fo 
that the fick were abandoned by their neareft 
relations, left the calamity, f^ould fpfcad by con- 
tagion, and ^eft^o pcfriih alone in^fuch mifery a$ 
till then had never Ijeen If nown ampng them. 
We had fome reafou, however, to hope that 
they had found out a fpec^fic to cure it : during 
our ftay- ujpon the ifland we faw none in whom 
it had naade a great progrefs, and one w.ho went 
from us infefted, returned after a ihort time in 
perfefl: health 5 and by this it appeared either 
that the difeafe had cured itfelf, or that they 
were nqt unacquainted with * the virtues of 
fimplesj not. implicit dupes to the fuperftitious 
follies of their priefts. We endeavoured to 
learfl the medical iquajities which they imputed 
to their plants, but our knowledge of their lan- 
guage was too imperfeft for us to fucceed. If 
we could have learnt their fpecific for the vene- 
real cflTeafe, if fuch they have, it would have 
been of grcat^vantage to us, for when we left 
the ifland it had been contrafted by more than' 
half the people on board the fjiip. 

It is impoflible but that, in relating incidents, 

many' particulars with refped to the cuftoms, 

G 2 opinions^ 
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opinions, and works of thefe people fiiould be 
KfpofJof anticipated 5 to avoid repetition therefore, I 
^**^' fhall only fupply deficiencies. ' Of the manner 

of difpofing of their dead, much has been faid 
already. I muft more explicitly obferve, that 
there arc two places in which the dead are dc- 
pofited i one a kind of fhed, where the flclh 
is fufFcrcd to putrefy j the other an enciofure,, 
with ereftions of ftone, where the bones arc af-l 
terwards buried. The Iheds are called Tupa- 
row, and the enclofurcs Moral The Morais 
are alfo places of worfliip; 

Asfoon as a native of Otahcite is known to 
be dead, the houfe is filled with relations, who 
deplore their lofg, fome by loud lamentations, 
and fome by Icfs clamorous, but more genuind 
cxprcflions of grief. Thofe who are in thd 
ncareft degree of kindred, and are really afied- 
ed by the event, are filent -, the reft are one mo^ 
ment uttering pafTionate exclamations in ^ 
chorus, and the next laughing and talking 
.witho«t the leaft appearance of concern. In 
this manner the remainder of the day on which 
they affemble is fpent, and all the fucceed- 
ing night. On the next morning the body 
is fhrouded in their cloth, and Conveyed to the 
fca fide upon a bier, which the bearers fupport 
upon their ihoulders, attended by the pricft, 
who having prayed over the body, repeats his 
fentcnces during theproceflion : when it arrives 
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at the water's edge, it is fet down upon the 
beach 5 the pricft renews his prayers, and taking 
up fome of the water in his hands, i^rinkles it 
towards the^body, but not upon it. It is then 
carried back forty or fifty yards, and foon after 
brought again to the beach, where the prayers 
and fprinkling are repeated : it is thus removed 
backwards and forwards feveral times, and while 
thefe ceremonies have been performing a houfe 
has been built, and a fmall fpace of ground rail- 
ed in. In the centre of this houfe, or Tupapow, 
pofts ^t fet up to fupport the bier, which is at 
length conveyed thither, and placed upon it, 
and her« the body remains to putrify till the fkfh 
IS wholly walled from the bones. 

Thefe houfes of corruption are of a fi^e pro- 
portioned to the rank of the perfon whofe body 
they are to contain ; thofe allotted to the lower 
clafs are juft fuflicient to cover the bier, and 
have no railing round theni. The largeft we 
ever faw was eleven yards long, and fuch as thefe 
are ornamented according to the ^bilitie^ and 
inclination of the furviving kindred, who never 
fail to lay a profufion of good cloth about the 
body, and fomctimes alnioft cover the outfide of 
the houfe. Garlands of the fruit of the palm- 
nut or pandanuSf and cocoa leaves, twitted by 
thepriefts in myfterious knots, with a plant call- 
ed by them Eth^e no Moraiy which is particular- 
ly confccrated to funereal folemnities, are depofit- 
G 3 ed 
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»cd about the place ; prpvifion and water arc alfo 
left at a little diftancc, of which, and of other de- ' 
corations, a more particular defcription has been 
given already. * 

As foon as the body is dcpofitcd in the Tu- 
papow, the mourning is renewed. ' The women 
affemble, and are led to the door by the neareft 
relation, who ftrikes a ihark's tooth ftveral 
times into the crown of her head : the blood 
copiouQy follows, and is carefully received upon 
pieces of linen, which are thrown under the 
bier. The reft of the women follow this ex- 
ample, and the ceremony is repeated at the in- 
terval of^ two or three flays, as long as the zea^ 
and forrow of the parties hold out. The tears 
alfo which are (hed upon thefe occafions, are 
received upon pieces of cloth, and offered as ob- 
lations to the dead : fome of the younger people 
cut off their hair, and that is thrown under the 
bier with the other offerings. This culiom is 
founded upon a notion that the fpul of the dc- 
ceafed, which they believe to exift in a feparate 
ftate, is hovering about the place where the 
body is depofited : that it obferves the adkions 
of the furvivors, and is gratified by ifuch tefti- 
monies of their affeftion and grief. 

Two or three days after thefe ceremonies 
have been commenced by the women, during 
which the men fcem to be wholly infenfibk of 
their lofs, they alfo begin to perform their pare. 
. ' * The 
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The neareft relations tak^ it in turn to afllime . '7^9* 
the drefs, and perform the office which hav« al- 
ready been particularly defcribed in the account . 
of Tubourai Tamaide's having adted as chief 
mourner to an old woman, h^s relation^ who died - 
while we were in the ifland. One part of the 
ceremony, however, which accounts for the run- 
ning away of the people as foon as this procef- 
fion is in fight, has not been mentioned. The 
chief mourij^er carries in his hand a long flat 
ftick, the edge of which is fet with' fhark*s 
teeth, and in a phrenzy, which his grief is fup- 
pofed to have infpired, he runs at all he fees, 
and if any of them happen to be overtaken, he 
ftrikes them moil unmercifully with this indent- 
ed cudgel^ wh;chicann.ot fail to wound them in 
a dangerous manner. 

Thefe proceffions continue at certain intervals 

for five moons, but are lefs and lefs frequent, by 

a gradual diminution^ as the end of that time 

approaches. When ix is expired, what remains 

of the body is taken down from the bier, and 

the bones having been fcraped and wafhed very 

clean, are buried, according to the rank of the 

perfon, cither within or without a Morai : if the 

deceafed was an paree, or Chief, his (kuU is not 

buried with the reft of the bones^ but is wrapped 

up in fine cloth, and put in a kind of box made 

for that purpofe, which is alfo placed in the

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Orometua^ the houfe of a teacher or mailer 
After this the mourning ceafes, except fomc c* 
the women continue to be really afflided for the 
lofs, and in that cafe they will fometimes fud- 
denly wound themfelves with the fhark's tooth 
wherever they happen to be : this perhaps will 
account for the paffion of grief in which Tcrapo 
wounded herfelf at the fort ; fome accidental 
circumftance might forcibly revive the remem- 
brance of a friend or relation whom (he had loft, 
with a pungency of regret and tendernefs which 
forced a vent by tears, and prompted her to a re- 
petition of the funereal rite. 

The ceremonies, however, do not ceafe with 
the moyrning: prayers are ftill faid by the 
prieft, who is well paid by the furviving rela- 
tions, and offerings made at the Morai. Some 
of the things, which from time to time are dc- 
pofited there, are emblematical : a young plan- 
tain reprefents the deceafed, and the bunch of 
feathers the deity who is invoked. The prieft 
places himfelf over-againft the fymbol of the 
God, accompanied by fome of the relations, who 
are furnifhed with a fmall offering, and repeats 
his oraifon in a fet form, confifting of feparate 
fcntences j at the fame time weaving the leaves 
pf the cocoa-nut into different forms, which he 
afterwards depofits upon the ground where the 
bones have been interred ; the deity is then ad- 
drefled by a ihrill fcreech, which is ufed only 

upoq 
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updn that oqcafion. When the pirieft retires, the 
tttft of feathers is removed, and the provifions 
left to putrify,or be devoured by the rats. 

Of the religion of thefc people, we were not Rdii'wi. 
xiot able to acquire any clear and conGftent 
knowledge : we found it like the religion of 
moft other countries, involved in myftery, and 
perplexed with apparent inconfiftencies. The 
religious language is alfo here, as it is in China, 
difierent from that which is ufed in common ; 
fo that Tupia, who took great pains to inftrudk: 
us, having no words to exprefs his meaning 
which we underftood, gave us leftures to very 
Jittle purpofe : what we learnt, however, I will 
relate with as much perfpicuity as I can. ^ 

Nothing is more obvious to a rational being, 
however ignorant or ftupid, than that the uni- 
verfe and its various parts, as fiat as they fall un^ 
dcr his notice, were produced by fome agent 
inconceivably more powerful than himfeJlf ; and 
nothing is more difficult to be conceived, even 
hy thjB moil fagacious and knowing, than the 
produdion of them from nothing, which among 
us is exprcffed by the word Creation. It is na» 
tural therefore, as no Being apparently cgipable 
cf producing the univerfc is to be feen, that he 
ihould be.fuppofed to refide in ibme diftant part 
of it, or to.be in his nature invifible, and that he 
ihould have originally produced all that now 
exifts in a manner fimilar to that in which nature 

is 
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*b renovated by the fuccefllbn cff one geoeratioA 
f to another ; but the idea e( procreation includes 
in it that of two perfbns^ and from the conjunc- 
tion of two perCbns thefe people imagine every 
thing in the univcr(e either originally or deriva-' 
tively to proceed. 

The Supreme Deity, one of thefe two firft be- 
ings, they call Taroataihbtoomoo, and the 
other, whom diey fuppoie to have btt& a rock, 
TfiPAPA. A daughter of thefe was Tettow- 
M ATATAYO, the year, qt thirteen months collec- 
tively, which they never name but upon this oc- 
Cafion, and (he, by the common father, produced 
the months, and the months, by conjunAton 
with each other, the days; the ftars they fuppofe 
partly to be the immediate of&pring of the firfl: 
pair, and partly to hUve increafed among them- 
felves; and/they have the fame noftion with re^ 
fped to the different fpecies of plants. Among 
other progeny of Taroataihetoomoo and Tepapa, 
they fuppofe an inferior race of deities whdm 
they call Batuas. Two of thefe Eatuas, they 
fay, at fome remote period of time, inhabked the 
the earth, and were the parents of the firft mam 
When this man, their common ancefiioc, was 
bom, they fay that he was round likje a bail, but 
that his mother, with great cara^ drew out his 
limbs, and having at length mouldled him into 
his prefent £orm, fhe called him Eothb, whicll 
fignifies fnift)ed. That being profispted by the 

yniverlal 
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univerfal inftiin^ to propagate his kind, and/ 
being able to find no female but his mother, he 
b^ot upon her a daughter, and updn the daugh* 
ter other daughters for feveral generations, be* 
fore there was a fbn ; a fon, however, being at 
length born, he, by the alTiftance of his Gibers, 
pec^led the world. 

Befides their daughter Tettowmatatayo, the 
iirft progeAitofs of nature had a fon whom they 
called Take, Taroataihctoomoo, the Supreme 
Deity, they emphatically ftyle the caufer of 
earthquakes % but their prayers are more gene* 
rally addrefled to Tanc, whom they fuppofe to 
take a greatei:part in the affairs of mankind. 

Their fubordinace deides or Eatuas, which 
are numerous, are of both fexes : the male are 
worihipped by the men, and the female by the 
women J and each ,have Morals to which tha 
other fex is not admitted, though they have 
aUb Morais common to both. Men perform the 
office of prieft to both fexes, but each fex has 
ifs priefts, for thofe who officiate for one fex, do 
not opiate for the other^ 

•^ They believe the immortality of the foul, at 
k&ft its ex^^nce in a fpparate ftate, and that 
thiere ar<*wo fituatiofs x)f different degrees of 
^appinefs, ibmcwhat anajipgous to our heaven 
and hell: the fupcrior fituati'on they call tavi- 
rua Verai^ the other Tiaboboo. They do not, 

however, confider them as places of reward and 

* I punifhment, 
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.punilhment, but as recepcaples for different 
clafies ; the firft, for their Chiefs and principal 
people, the other for thofe of inferior rank, for 
they do not fuppofe that their actions here in 
the leaft influence their future ftate, or indeed 
that they come under the cognizance of their 
deities at ail. Their religion, therefore, if *iC 
has no influence upon their morals, is at leaft 
difinterefted i and their expreffions of adoration 
and reverence, whether by words or adioAS^ 
ariie only from a humble fenfe of their owo infe- 
riority, and the ineffable excellence of divine 
perfedion. 

The character of the prieft or Tahowa, is he* 
reditary : the clafs is numerous, and conlifts of 
all ranks of people 5 the Chief, however, is ge- 
nerally the younger brother of a good family, 
and is refpefted in a degree next to their kings* 
Of the little knowledge that is pofleifled in this 
country, the priefts have the greateft (hare ; but 
it confifts principally in an acquaintance with 
the names and ranks of the different Eatuas or 
fubordinate divinities, and the opinions concern-* 
ing the origin of things, which have been tradi- 
tionally preferved among the order in detached 
fcntcnces, of which fome will repeat an incredi-* 
ble number, though but very few of the words 
that are ufed in their common dialed occur in 
them. 

The 
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The pricfts, however, are fuperior to the reft 
of the people in the knowledge of navigation and 
aftronomy, and indeed the name Tahowa figni- 
fies nothing more than a man of knowledge. As 
there are priefts of every clafs, they officiate 
only anriong that clafs to which they belong : the 
prieft of the inferior clafs is never called upon by 
thofe of fuperior rank, nor will the prieft of the 
(uperior rank officiate for any of the inferior 
clafi. 

Mlrriage in this ifland, as appeared to us, is 
nothing more than an agreen^ent between the 
man and woman, with which the prieft has no 
concern. Where it is contra^cd it appears to 
be pretty well kept, though fqmetimes the par- 
ties feparate by mutual coofent^ and in that caft 
a divorce takes place with is little trouble as the 
marriage. 

But though the priefthood has laid the people 
under no tax for a nuptial benediftion, there 
are two operatfons which it has appropriated, 
and from which it derives confiderable advan- 
tages. One W tdUawingy and the other circum- 
cifion, though neiiher of them have any con^ 
nesdon with religion. The tattowing has been 
defcribed already. Circumcifion has been adopt* 
ed merely from motives of cleanlinefs ; it can- 
not indeed properly be called circumcifion, bc- 
caufe the prepuce is not mutilated by a circular 
wound, but only (lit through the upper part to 
4 , {^ . prevent 
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i769« \ prevent its contrafting over ^^glaus. As nci* 
ther of thefe can be performed by any but a 
pf left, and as to be without either is the greateft * 
difgrace, they may be confider^d as a claim to 
furptice fees like our marriages and dirifteningsr, 
wJiich are cheerfully and liberally pafd, not *ao 
cording to any fettled ftipend, but the rank and 
^biHties of the parties Or their friends. 

The Morai, as has already bten obferved, k 
at once a burying-ground and a^ace of*dp- 
^ip, and in this particular Our' <:hurGhf6 too 
tnudh refemble it. The Indian, howevpr, ap- 
^roaches his Moral With a rev^rtnce and humi- 
lity that difgraces the chriftian, not becaiife he 
•hold^ any thing facred that il3 .tlitne, but Ixrcauib 
he there worfliipiS an tnvi^k divifiity^ fsrwhom, 
tk)i]gh he neither hopes ^ vtmwA^ nor fears 
punifliment, at his hand, he' always, e^prefies. 
tjchs profoundeA: homage' and mbft: humble 4do- 
sation, I have already-igivemalvcry (partutul^r 
<^efoription both of the Mocais. ind the jaltti? 
•chat are placed near thetn^ . .Whefi an. indite is 
about to worfhip at the Morai^ w brings bi^^ 
ieiing toihe altar, he alwapt ukct^irers his body 
to the waift, and his looks wA iKet^tude are f|x:ji 
as fufBciently txpriifs a correfpondiag difpoTnion 
of mind. 

It did not appear to us thai: thefe people fire, 

iri any inftknccf guilty of idolatry ; at leaft they 

do Qot worfiiip any thing that is the work of 

^k • their 
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their hands,^nor afiy vifible part of the creation. 
This ifland indeed, and the reft that lie near it, 
have a particakr bird, feme a heron, and othecs 
a king's fi(her, to which they pay a peculiar r«-* 
gard-i and concerning which they have fome 
Aiperftitidus notions with rcfped to good aQd 
bad fortune, as we have of the iwallow and ro- 
bin*red-breaft, giving thenni the name of Eatita, 
and by fK> means killing or molellin^ them; fot 
they never addrefs: a petition to them, or ajp- 
. proadt them With any^ ad of adoration. 

Thdugh I dare^Aot aflsxit that theft people, oown. 
to whom the an of writing, and co|ifequeiit)y 
the rec0r4ififg ef laws, are utterly unknown,^ live 
under a regulSi* form of government ; yet a Sub- 
ordination is eftabli^d among them, thac 
greatly refenibles the «rly ikte of every nation 
in Eupopfc under the feudal fyftem, which fe- 
tured liberty ih thfc.mbft licentious excef< »^a 
few, and entailed the moft abjcdl.flav^ryvupon 
the 4:cft. \ 

Their orders zre^^E^fee rahie^ which aniwets . 
' to. king; Eanee^ bafon; Mamhomij v^jfiTal; 
wiToutau^ vilUinn^ The Eare^ rahie, of which 
there ^rc two in this ifland, one bcihg the fovtt- 
rcign of each of the pehinfulas of which it coA- 
iafts, is treated with great refpeft by all rahkfc, 
but did not appear to us to be invcfted with fo 
much power as was^xcrcifed by th^ Earccs* in 
their own diftrifts •, nor indeed did wo, asl have. 
% ■ ^^ befgre 
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1769. before obferved, once fee the fovereign of Obe^ 
^•^"^ reonooy while wc were in the ifland. The Ea- 
rees are lords of one or more of the diftrifts inta 
which each of the peninfulas is divided^ of which 
there may be about one. hundred in the whole 
ifland; and they parcel out their territories to 
the Manahounies» who cultivate each his part 
which he holds Under the baron. . The loweft 
clafs, called Toutous, feem to be nearly under 
the fame circumftances as the villains in feudal 
governments : thefe do all the laborious work» 
they cultivate the land under the Manahounies, 
who are only nominal cultivators for the lord, 
they fetch wood and water, and, under the di* 
reftion of the miftrels of the family, drefs the 
;;vi&uals i they alfo catch the fifli« 

; Each of tbe Earees keeps a kind of court, 
a^d has a great number of attendants, chiefly 
otb9 younger brothers (^. their own tribe ; and 
raunong thefe fpme hold particular offices, but of 
what nature exadly we could not tell. One was 
called the Eowa no FEaree^ and another the 
Wbanno noJ'Earee^ and thefe were frequently 
(difpatched to us with mdTages. Of all the 
courts of thefe Earees, that of Tootahah wa»- 
the mod fplendid, as indeed m^ight Ireafonably 
be expected, becaufe he adminiftered the go- 
vernment for Outou, . his nephew, who was 
Earee rahie of Obereonoo, and lived upon his 
. eftate. The child of the baron or Earee, as 

-^ well 
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well as of the fovercign or Earec rahie, fuccoeds 
to the title and honours of the father as foon as 
it is born : fo that a bafi>n, who was. yeftcrday 
called Earee, and was approached with the ce-» 
remony of lowering the garinents, fo as torvitv^ 
cover the upper part of the body, is to-day, if 
his wife was laft night delivered of a ehild, Te^ 
duced to the riank of a private man, allf mark^ 
of refpedt being transferred to the child, if it is 
fuflPered to live, though the father ftill coatioues 
pofTeiTor ^n4 adminiftratdr of his eftate : pnv 
bably this cuftbm has its (hare, zmotig- other 
inducements, i{i forming the ibcieties oMcd 
Arreoy. - -i • 

If a general attack happens to be made ppoh war, 
the ifland, every diftrift under the command of 
an Earee, is obliged to furnifh its proportion oif 
foldiers for the Common defence. The number 
furnilhed by^he principal diftrifts, whifeh'n;*ii^ 
pia recolletfted, when added together, amounted, 
as I have obicjhred before, to &ic thoufand fix 
hundred' and eighty. 

Upon fuch occafions, the united force of the 
whole iflaild is commanded in chief by the Earee 
rahic. Private differences between two Earees 
are decided by their own people, without at all 
difturbing the general tranquillity. 

Their weapons are flings, which they ufc with Weapcat. 
great dexterity, pikes headed with the ftings of 
ftingrrays, and clubs, of about fi?( or feven

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feet long, mad^ of s^ very hard besvy wood 
Thus armedy they are (aid to fight with great 
obftinacy, which is the more likely to be truc^ 
as it is certain that they give no quarter to either 
man, woman, or child, who is fo unfortunate 
as to fall into dietr Jiands during the battle^ or 
for fome hours afterwards, till their pafiion, 
iK^iich IS always violent, though not lafting, has 
fubfided. 

The Earee rahie of Obereonoo, while we were 
here, was in perfeft amity with the Earee nibie 
of Tiarreboo, the other peniofula, though he 
took himfelf the title of king of the whok 
ifland : this, however, produced no more jeip 
ioufy in the other fovei^igh, than the title of 
kiog of France, aflumed by ourfovereign^ does 
in his mod Chriftiap Majefty. 

In a government fo rude^ it qajwot be expe&- 
cd ttett diftributive juftice fltould be rc^^arfy 
adminiftered, and indeed, where there ia ib litde 
oppofition of intereft, in confequepce of the fa- 
cility with which every appetite and paffion is 
gratified, there can be but few ^rimcfs. There 
is nothihg like ihoney, the comno^t) medium by 
which every want tnd tvtrj yifiQat is ijjppofed to 
be gratified by thofe who do no( f9ff^ it% jthcre 
b no apparently permanent gpod^hick fither 
fraud or force can unlawfully obb^n y s^ul when 
all the crimes that are committed by the inha- 
bitants of civHind.cQuntcies» to get money, arc 
5 f^^ 
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k out of Ac account, not many wiU itmain : 
idd to this, that where the commerce ^ch wo* 
men is reftrained hj no law, men will ftldom be 
ander any temptation to commit adultery, cfpc- 
cially as one woman is always kk preferred to 
another, whsene they are lefs diftinggiftiedbypcr- 
Ibnal decorations, and the adventitious circum* 
dances which are pi^uced by the varieties df 
art, apd the r^finemcats of fentioient. That 
they ar« thieves, is true; but as among theft 
peopde no man can be much injured or bene- 
fited by tjieft, it 4s not neceffary to rei^Fain it by 
fuck pu4|iiihments, as in other countries Ave ab« 
foUrtely sicceflary to the v^ry exiftence of civil 
IkietjTfc Tupia, howeycr^ telh u$^ thdi adui^ 
lery is fpnietisiescpinif^itted as weU a^ theft. 
In aU cafe^ where atf injury has beei> <:o(omittedj 
the puniftunenr of fh^ offlTender lies with :the fuf* 
ferer : adultery, if the psinm arp c$m^ in the 
fafl, .is.i^f)etimes pujiii^ied death 4n the 

firft a^ur of xeientmentj but without pi^cuca*- 
ftonc^ {Q|f . ir^Q^iate jprovocatioB, the, )ff mak 
(inn^r &ld0^ fufferjs more than a beatipg. As 
punUhtneat^bai'^ey^r, A^ enforced by no law^ 
Aor takon^nto jtbe Juuid of any naagiftrati^s it la 
aot^tpn iojaifteiii exscept the injured party i$ 
the ftrongeft^ though the Chiefs dp fometiniqi 
puniih thoir immediate di^ndenoi) for faults

Ha, pendents 
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pendents of others, if they are accufed of any 
offence committed in their diftrift. 

. Having now given the beft defcription that I 
can of the ifland in its prefcnt ftate, and of the 
people, with their cuftoms and manners^ lan- 
guage and arts, I ftiall only add a few general 
obfcrvations, which may be of ufe to future na- 
vigators, if any of the fliips of Great Britain 
fliould receive orders to vifit iti As it pro* 
duces nothing that appears to be convertible 
, into an article of trade, and can be ufcd only by 
affording refrefhments to fhipping in their paf- 
fage through thefe feas, it might be made to 
anfwer this purpofe in a much greater degree, 
by tranfporting thither (heep, goats, and hom- 
ed cattle, with European gardenftuff, andother 
ufeful vegetables, which there is the grcateft 
reafon to fuppofe will floUrifh in fo fine a cli- 
mate^ aftd'fo rich a foil.. - .^ 

Though this, and the neighbouring iflands 
lie within the tropic of Capricorn,' yet the heat 
is not troublefome, nor did the winds blow con- 
ftantly from the eaft. We had^ frequently a 
frelh gale from the S. W* for two or three days, 
and fometimes, though very feldom, from the 
N. W..' Tupia reported, that fouth Wcfterly 
winds prevail in Odtober, Novemrber, and De- 
cember, and we have no doubt of the faft. 
When the winds are variable, they arc always 
^ accompanied 
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accompanied by a fwcll from the S. W. or W. 
S. W.} there is alfo a fwell from die fame 
points when it is calm, and the atmofphere 
loaded with clouds, which is a fure indication 
that the winds are variable, or wefterly out at 
fea, for with the fettled trade-wind the weather 
is clear. 

The meeting with wefterly winds, within the 
general limits of the eaftern trade, has induced 
fome navigators to fuppofe that they were near 
fomc large track of land, of which, however, I 
think they are no indication. 

It has been found, both by us and the Dol- 
phin, that the trade^wind, in thefe parts, does 
not extend farther to the fouth than twenty de» 
grces, beyond which,, we generally found a gale 
from the wcftward ; and it is reafonable to fup- 
pofe, that when thefe winds blow ftrong, they 
will drive back the eaftcrly wind, and confe- 
quently incroach upon the limits within which 
they conftantly blow, and thus neceffarily pro- 
duce variable winds, as either happens to pre- 
vail, and a fouth wefterly fwcll. This fuppofi- 
tion is the more probable, as \t is well known 
that the trade-winds blow but faintly for fome 
diftance within their limits, and therefore may 
be more eafily flopped or repelled by a wind in 
the contrary dircdlion : it is alfo well known, 
that the limits of the trade-winds vary not only 
H i at 
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17^ ^ at different feafons of the year, but fometimes at 
the lame feafon, in different years^. 

There is therefore no reafon to fuppofc tliat 
fouth wefterly winds, within thefe limies, are 
caufed by the vicinity of large trafts of land, 
efpecialiy as they are always accompanied with 
a large fwell, in the fame diredion in which they 
blow ; and we find a much greater furf beanng 
upon the fliores of the fouth weft fide of the 
iflands that are fituated juft within the limits 
of the trade-wind, than upon any other part of 
them* 

The tides about thefe iflands, are perhaps as 
inconfiderable as in any part of the world. A 
fouth or S. by W, moon, makes high water in 
the bay of Matavai at Otaheite ; but the water 
very feldom rifcs perpendicularly above ten or 
twelve inches. 

The variation of the compafs I found to be 
4? 46' eafterly, this being the refult of a great 
number of trials made with four of Dr. Knight's 
Tieedks, adapted to azimuth compafles. Thefe 
compafles t thought the beft that could be pro- 
cured, yet when applied to the meridian line, I 
found them to differ not only one from another, 
fometim*es a degree and an half, but the fame 
needle, half a degree from itfclf in different 
trials made on the fame day 5 and I do not re- 
member that I have ever found two needles 

which 
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which exadlly agreed at the fame time andplace, 
though I have often found the fame needle 
agree with itfelf, in feveral trials made one after 
the other. This imperfe&ioil of the heedlo» 
however, is of no confequence to navigation^ 
as the variation can always be found to a degree 
of accuracy^ more than Ulificiint for ail nautical 
purpofc*. 
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C.H A P. XX. 

A Defcriptim offcveral other Iflands in the 
Neighbourhood ofOtaheite^ nvtth various 
Incidents ; a dramatic Entertainment ; 
and many Particulars relative to the Cup 
toms and Manners of the Inhabitants. 

AFTER parting with our friends, wc 
made an eafy fail, with gentle breezes and 
clear weather, and were informed by Tupia, 
that four of the neighbouring iflands, which he 
diftinguiflied by the names of Huaheinb, 
Ulietea, Otaha, and Bolabola, lay at the 
diftance of between one and two days fail from 
Otaheite ; and that hogs, fowls, and other re- 
frefhments, with which we had of late been but 
fparingly fupplied, were there to be procured 
in great plenty ; but having difcovercd from 
the hills of Otaheite, an ifland lying to the 
northward, which he called Tethuroa, I de- 
termined firft to ftand that way, to take a nearer 
view of \t. It lies N. 4 W. diftant eight leagues 
from the northern extremity of Otaheite^ upon 
which we had obferved the tranfit, and to which 
we had, for that reafon, given the name of 

Point 
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Point VfWus. Wc found it to be a fmall low i769« 
idand, and were told by^ Tupia, that it had ncT \^J!JLj 
fettled inhabitants, but was occafionally vifited '^^"'^^' '^^ 
by the inhabitants of Ocaheite, who fometimes 
went thither for a few days to fifti ; we therefore 
determined to fpend no more time in a farther 
examination of it, but to go in fearch of Hua- 
heine and Ulietea, which he defcribed to be 
well peopled, and as large as Otaheice. 

At fix o'clock in the morning of the 14th, the Friday 14* 
weftermoft part of Eimeo, or York Ifland, bore 
S. £• i S. and the body of Otaheite E. ^ S. 
At noon, the body of York IQand bore E. by ' 
S. 4. S, •, and Port-Royal bay, at Otaheite, S. 70^ 
45^ E. diilant 61 miles; and an ifland which we 
took to be Saunders's Ifland, called by the na- 
tives Tapoamanao, bore S. S. W. We alfo 
faw land bearing N. W. ^ W. which Tupia faid 
was Huaheine. 

On the 15th, it was hazy, with light breezes s*tord. 15, 
and calms fucceeding each other^ fo that we 
could fee no land, and made but little way. Our 
Indian, Tupia, often prayed for a wind to his 
god Tane, and as often boafted of his fuccefs, 
which indeed he took a very eiFcdual method to 
fecure, for he never began, hia addrefs to Tane, 
till he fayr a breeze fo near that he knew it 
muil. reach the fliip before, his oraifon was well 
over. ' 

On 
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tjS^. On the i6cb^ we had a gentle brecK} and in 
u,.-^iL^ the morning about eight o'clock, being clofe in 
s»iidiy i«. ^iti^ tjjg j^^fth weft part of the ifland Huaheine, 
we founded, but had no bottom with 80 fadioni. 
Some canoes very foon came off*, but the people 
feemed afraid, and kept at a diftance till they 
difeovcred Tupia, and theo they ventured 
nearer. In one of the canoes that came up to 
the (hip's fide, was the King of the ifland and hk 
wife. Upon affurances of friendfliip, frequent- 
ly and eameftly repeated, their Majefties and 
fome others came on board. At firft they were 
ftruck with aftonifliment, and wondered at 
every thing that was fhewn them •, yet diey 
made no inquiries, and feeming to be fatisfkd 
with what was oflFered to their notice, they made 
no fearch after other objeAs of curidity, with 
which it was natural to fuppofe a buSding of 
fuch novelty and magnitude as the ihip muft 
abound. After ibme time, they became more 
familiar. I «was given to underftand, that the 
name of the king was Oreb, and he propofed, 
as a mark of amity, that we Ihould ex^hang^ 
names. To this I readily confented ; and ht 
was Cookee, for fo he pronounced my name^ 
and I was Oree, for the r^ of the time we were 
together. We found thefe people to be very 
nearly the fame.with tfaofe of Otaheite, in perfen, 
drefs, language, and every other circumftance^ 

except. 
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except, if Tupia might be bdiev^d, that they i?^- 
woirid not ftcal. ^r-^-lj 

Soon after dinner, we came to an anchor, in a 
fmall but excellent harbour on the weft fide of 
the ifland, which the Natives callOwHAaRE, in 
eighteen fathom water, clear ground, and fecvjrc 
from all winds, I went immediately adiore, ac- 
companied by Mr. Banks, Vx* Solander, Mr. 
Monkhoufe, Tupia, King Cookee, apd fbme 
other of the natives who had been on board 
ever fince the morning. The moment wc land- 
ed, Tupia ftripped himfelf aa Jqw as ike waift^ 
and deGred Mr. Monkhoufe to da the £une : be 
then (at down before a gr6a£ Quoiber of (he nik-^ 
tives, who were colle^d togeth^ in a large 
hovfe or fked > for h^re, as wtdl ^ at Qtahdic^ 
a houfe c^nfiftspnly of a roof fopjportfd «}pon 
fohuv the re(t of u^ by bis de£i^» ftaoding 
hebiod. He tbeo began a, ^tch pr prayer^ 
wbkh lafted about a quaj^ror oi an bow» the 
Kkg who ftoad Q¥ei^ againl^ hiai ereffiv^w ami 
then anfwcriag m wiun appeared to be &t re« 
fpQQ&s* In the cooffe of this harai^tte he de^ 
livered at diflferent times two handkerehiefs^ a 
black filk neckctotb, fonf>e beads, two fmatt 
bunches of feathers, and fomie plantains, as pre- 
kms to their Eatua, or God« in return for 
thefc, fie received for our Eat^a, a hdg, fiwne 
young plantains, and two fmaH bu/iches of 

feathers. 
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1769- feathers, which ^e ordered to be carried on 
t^ j^!,'_f board the (hip. After thcfe ceremonies, which 
Sunday 16. ^^ fuppofcd to bc thc ratification of a treaty be- 
tween us, every one was difmiflcd to go whither 
he pleafed; and Tupia immediately repaired to 
offer his oblations at one of the Morais. 
MoAday 17. The next morning, we went on fhore again, 
and walked up the hills, where the produ6tions 
were exaAly the fame as thofe of Otaheite, ex- 
cept that the rocks and clay appeared to be 
more burnt. The houfes were neat, and the 
boat-houfes remarkably large ; one that we 
meafured was fifty paces long, ten broad, and 
twenty-four feet high, the whole formed a point- 
ed arch, like thofe of our old cathedrals, which 
was fupported on one fide by twenty*Gx, and 
on thc other by thirty pillars, or rather pofts, 
about two feet high, and one thick, upon moft 
of which were rudely carved the heads of men, 
and feveral fanciful devices, not altogether un- 
like thofe which we fometimes fee printed from 
wooden blocks, at the beginning and end of old 
books. The plains, or flat part of the country, 
abounded in bread-fruit, and cocoa-nut trees; in 
feme places, however, there were (alt fwamps 
and lagoons, which would produce neither. 
Tsefdajis. ^^ wcnt again a-lhore on the i8th, and 
would have taken the advantage of Tupia's com* 
pany, in our perambulation; but he was too 
much engaged with his friends : we took, how- 
ever, 
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ever, his bay, whofc name was Tayeto, and 
Mr. Banks went to take a farther view of what 
had much engaged his attention before ; it was T»««*y *«• 
a kind of cheft or ark, the hd of which was 
nicely fewed on, and thatched very neatly with 
palm-nut leaves : it was fixed upon two poles«: 
and fupported on little arches of wood, very 
neatly carved j the ufc of the poles feemed to 
be to remove it from place to place, in the man- 
ner of our fedan chairs : in one end of it was a 
fquare Jiole, in the middle of which was a ring 
touching the fides, and leaving the angles ope% 
ib as to form a round hole within a fquare one^ 
The firft time Mr. Banks faw this coffer, the 
aperture at the end was flopped with a piece of 
cloth, which, left he fhould give offence, he 
left untouched i probably there was thtq fome- 
thing Mfithin, but now: the cloth was taken away^ 
and, upon looking into it, it was found empty. 
The general refemblance between this repolkory 
and the Ark of the Lord among the Jews is re- 
markable*, but it is.-flill more remarkable, that 
l3pon inquiring of the boy what it was called, he 
faid, Ewbarre no Eatua^ the boufe of the God: 
he could however give no account of its fignifi* 
cation or ufe. We had commenced a kind of 
trade with the natives, but it went on flowly ; 
for when any thing was offered, not one of them 
would take it upon his own judgment, but col- 
lected the opinions of twenty or thirty people, 
: ' which 
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which cookd not be done without great lofs of 
time. We got, however, eleven pigs, and de- 
lerxnined to tiy for more the next dnj. 

The next day, therefore, we brought out fiune 
batchets, for which we hoped we ihouid have 
had no occafion, upon an ifland which no Euro- 
pean had ever vifiied before. Thefe pnxrurtd us 
three very large hogs ; and as we propofed to 
fail in the afternoon. King Oree and feveral 
Others came on board to take their leave. To 
the King I gave a fmall plate t)f pewter, on 
whkh was ftamped this infcription, *^ His 8ri«» 
«« tannic Majefty's Ihip, Endeavour, Lieutenant 
«* Cook Commander, i6t4i July, 1769, Hua- 
•« heine.** I gave him alfo fome medlits or 
Counters, refanbling the coin ef England, ftrock 
in the year 1761, wich fi>me <>ther prcfents y Atui 
he promi^ that with none <yf thefe, particular* 
ly the plate, he would ev«r pari I thought k 
U lafting a t^ftimonyof^ur haviivg trft difto- 
vered this iOand, as any we ceaild leave bettindt 
und having difmiflfed our vffitors well fatiilfied, 
and in great good*humbur, w€ fet Cslil) slbouthalf 
an hour afiEef two in thd aAei'niM)^. 

The ifland oFHuaheine, or Huahehe, is fitoat* 
cd in the htitade of i^ 43'S. and tengkudft 
I Sc:>^ $2' ^' fr<>ni Greenwith : h is drftaht froth 
Otaheite about thirty-one leagues, in the direc- 
tioft of N. 58 W. and is about feven leagties 
in compafs. ' Its furface is hiHy and unevfen, and 

it 
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it has a fafe and commodious harbour. The 
harbour, which is called by the natives Owai.lb« 
or OwHARRE, lies on the weft fide, under the 
northermoll high land, and within the nortl^ 
end of the reef, which lies abng that fide of the 
iiland; there are two inlets. or openings, by 
which it may be entered, through the reef^ about 
a mile and a half diftant from each other & the 
fouthermoft is the wideft, and on the fouth fide 
of it lies a very fmall Tandy ifland. 

Huaheine feems to be a month forwarder in 
its produdions than Otaheteb, as we found the 
cocoa-nuts full of kernel, and fome of the new 
bread-fruit fit to eat* Of the cocoa nuts the in- 
habitants make a food which they call Pm^ by 
mixiog them with yams ^ they fcrape both fine^ 
and having incorporated the powder, they put it 
into a wooden trough, with a number of hot 
ftones, by which an oily kind of hafty pudding 
is made, that our people relifhed very well, 
elpecially when it was fryed. Mr. Banks foun4 
not more than eleven or twelve new plants ; but 
he oblcrved fome infedts, and a fpecies of fcorr 
pbn which he had not feej) before. 

The inhabitants feem to be larger made, and 
more ftout, than thofe of Otaheite. Mr. Banks 
mea(ured one of the men, and found him to be 
fix fqet three inches and an half high ; yet they 
are lb lazy, that he could not perfuade any of 
theai to gp U{). the hills with him : they laid, if 

they 
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they were to attempt it, the fatigue would kill 




them. The women were very fair, more fo 
wwnef.19. jjj^jj iIiq{q of Otaheite; and in general, we 
thought them more handfome, though none that 
were equal to fome individuals. Both fexes 
feemed to be lefs timid, and lefs curious : it has 
been obferved, that they made no inquiries on 
board the (hip ; and when we fired a gun, they 
werefrightcd indeed, but they did not fall down, 
as our friends at Otaheite conftantly did when we 
firft came among them. For this difference, 
however, we can eafily account upon other prin- 
ciples •, the people at Huaheine had not fecn the 
Dolphin, thofe at Otaheite had. In one, the re- 
port of a gun was conncfted with the idea of in- 
ftant deftruftion j to the other, there was nothing 
dreadful in it but the appearance and the found, 
as they had never experienced its power of dif-* 
penfing death. 

While we were on (hore, we found that Tiipia 
had commended them beyond their merit, when 
he faid that they would not fteal ; for one of 
them was detefted in the faft. But when he 
was feized by the hair, the reft, inftead of run- 
ning away, as the peofile at Otaheite^ would 
have done, gathered roiind, and inquired what 
provocation had been given : but this alfa may 
be accounted for without giving them credit 
for fupcrior courage i tHey had no experience 
of the confequence of European refehtmenc, 

whicl^ 
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Which the people at Otahcjtc had in many in- 
ftancc^s purchafed with Ufe. It muft, however, 
be acknov^Iedged, to their honour^' that when 
they underftood what had happened, they ftiow- 
ed ftrong figns pf difapprobation, and prefcrib- 
cd a good beating for the thief, which was imtfte- 
diately adrjiiniftered. 

We now made fail for the illand of Oi^ietea, uiietea, 
which lies S..W. by W. diftanl feveri or eigfit 
leagues from Huaheine^ and at half an hour af- 
ter fix in the- evening we were within three • 
leagues, of the fliore, on the eaftern fideT" ,We 
ftood off and on all night, and when the day 
broke the /next morning, we ftood in for,, the Tiiora.t9» 
fliore : we foon after discovered an opening 
in the reef which lies before the ifland, within 
which Tupla told us there was a good harbour. 
I did notjt however, implicitly take his word ; 
but fent the Mafter out m' the pinnace to "exa- 
mine it : hjc foon. made the fignal for the fhip 
to fpUow 5 we accordingly ftood in, and anchor^ 
ed in two knd twenty fathom, with foft ground. 

The natives foon came off to us in two canoes^ 
each of which brought a woman and a pig. The 
woman we Tuppofed was a mark of confidence^ 
and the pig was a prefent *, we received both 
with proper acknowledgments, and compli 
mented each of the ladifes with a fpil^ie nail and 
fome heads, much ' to their fatisfaflion. We 
Were told by Tup.ia, who had always expreiTed

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j(t<9. much fear of fhc men of Bolabola, that they 
criJX--' had macje'aconqucft.of this ifland 5' and that, if 
Thurw. 20. — g remained here, they would certainly come 
down tomorrow, and fightus. We determin- 
ed, therefore, to go on fliore without delay, 
while the day was our own. 

I landed in company with Mr. Banks, Df. 
Splander, and the other Gentlemen, Tupia be- 
ing alfo of the party. He introduced us by re- 
peating the ceremonies which he had performed 
'at Hiiaheine, after which I hoifted.an Englifli 
jack, and took poflcffion of this and the three 
neighbouring iflands, Huaheine, Otaha, and 
*^ Bolabbla, which were all in fight, in the namec^ 

his Britannic Majefty. After this, we took a 
waHc to a great Morai, called Tapodeboatea* 
We found it very different from thofc of Ota- 
' heite y for it confifted only of four walls, about 
eight feet high, of coral ftones, foxnc of which 
were of an immenfe .fize, inclofing an area of 
about five and twenty yards fquare, which was 
filled up with fmaller ftones : upon the top of it 
' many planks were fet up an end, which were 
carved in their whole length :' at a little diftance 
we found an altar, or Ewhatta, upon which lay 
the laft oblation or facrifice, a hog of about 
eighty pounds weight, which had. been offered 
whole, and very nicely roafted. Here were alfo 
'four or five Ewharre no-Eatua, or. houlcs of 
God, to which carriage poles were fitted, Kke 

that 
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that wj^ch we had feen at Huahf iQe. One o^ 
thefe Mr. Banks examined by putting his hand 
into it» and;found a parcel about^five feet long 
and one. thick, wrapped up in mates : he brokt 
a way through feyieral.of thcfe matts wi«h hk 
^Pg^s> bm at lei\gth came to one which ^ai 
made of the fibres of the cocoa-nut^ ib. firtnl]^ 
; plaited ^together that he found , it impoQible 
to tear it, and therefore was iorctd to it^i 
efpecially as he perceived, that what he had 
done already ^gave gre^t offence to our. joew 
friends. : From hence we wi^nt to a loj)g.ho\i£t^ 
ROt fardiftant, where- a^ong roUs^of ploth, anid 
feveral other things, we^ fa\y the model of a 
canoe^ about three feet long, to which vrcrc tied 
eight human jaw-bones: we had already learnt 
that thete, :like fcalps ampng the Indians of 
North America, were trophies of war, Tupia 
affirmed that they were the jaw- bones of the na- 
tives of this iQand j if fo, they might have been 
hung up, with the model of a canOe, as a fymbpl 
of invafipn, by the warriors of Bolabola, as a me* 
' morial pC their conqueft. . ' 

Night .ROW came on apace, but Mr, Bankd 
and I>^^Solander continued their walkalong.^e 
ihore, and at a littk diitance faw another 
Ewharre-no^atua, and a tree of the fig kind, 
the lame as that which Mr. Green had.rfeerj at 
Otalftice, ingneat.perfe&iofi, the trunk, or rather 
J a. congeries 
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congcpies of the roots of which was forty-twd- 
paces in circumference. 

Wday »i. Gfl'^the'^ift', having-difpatcBed^the Matter in:

This harbour, or bay, is caUed by the natives 
O0POA9 and taken in its gfeaielt extent, it is 
capable of holding any number of Ibipping^ Ic 
extends aSmoft the whole tength of the eaft Tide 
of the iiland, and is defended from the fea by a 
reef of coral rocks : the fouthermoft opening in 
this reef, Or channel into the harbour, by which 
we entered, is little more than a cable's length 
w^ide ; it lies^ff4jheeaftermoft point of the ifland, 
and may be known by another fmall woody 
ifland, which lies a little to the fouth^aft of it, 
caUed by tlie people "here Qatar a. Between Oatart, 
three and four miles north weft from this ifland 
lie two other iflets, in (he fame direction as the 
reef, of which they -arc ;a part, caUed Op-ururu opumni. 
and'XAAiou ; between thefe lies the other chan- Tmai«u. 
nel into the harbour, through which I went out». 
and which is a full quarter of a mile wide. Still 
farther to the north well ate fonic other fmall 
iilands, near which I am told there is another 
fmall channel in^othe harbour ;j but this I know 
only by xepojr:t.

The principal irefneflitaentsthat are to be pro- 
cured at this part of the illand are, plantains, 
cocoa-nuts, yams, hogs, a-nd fowls ^ the hogs 
;and fowls, however, are icarce 5 and thc^coun-. 
ffy^ where we faw it, is neither fo populous, nor

Toeiatyts, o*clock in the aftei^noon^ of the 25th, we. were 
within a Icagueof Otaha, which bore N, 7jrW. 
To the northward af the fouth end of that ifland, 
on the eaft fide of it, and fomcthing more than 
avmile from thclhore, iie two fmall iflands, ckll- 

Twhoutii. ed ToAHOVTu and Whennuai a •, between which 
• Tupia fays, there is a channel into ^ very good 
harbour, which lies within the recfj and appear- 
ance^ confirmed his report* 

As I diftov^red a- broad channel' between 
Otaha ^nd Bolabola, Tdetermined rather to go- 
through it, than run to^the northward- of all; 
^ut the wind being right a-head, I got no 
ground. 

Between five and fix in the evening of the 

Wedwf.»6, 26th, as I was flianding to the northward, Idif- 
covere^ a fmall low ifland, lying N. by W. or 
N. N.'W/ diftant four or five leagues fromBola- 
bdia. We Were told by Tupia that the n^ipe of

but CQcoa-nufs, and is inhabited only by three

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1769. iQ^nds; they were not numerous^,, but they 
s^JUJLj flocked about the boat wherever fhe went from 
FridS^r^s. all quarters, bringing with them' whatever they 
had to fell. They'paid the ftrangers, of whom 
they had received an account from Tupia, the 
fame compliment which they ufcd towards their 
own Kings, uncovering their flioulders, and 
wrapping their ^arnients round their breads ^ 
^nd were fo folicitoas to prevent its being ne- 
gleffed by any of their people,' that a man was 
fent with them, who called out to every one they 
met, telling him what diey were, and what he 
was to do/ . 

" In the mean time, I kept plying off and on, 
waiting fprthe boat*s return 5 at half an hour af- 
tcr five, not feeing any thing of her, I fired a gun, 
and afterc it was dark hoifled a light $ at half an 
hour after eight, we heard the report of a muf- 
quet, which we anfwered with a gun, and ^n 
^fter the boat came on board. The Mafter re* 
ported, that the harbour was fafe and commo- 
dious, with good anchorage from twenty-rfive tq 
frxteen fathom water, clear ground. 

Asfoon as the bqat was hoifted in, I made fail 
to nhe northward, and at eight o'clock in the 
t4ta(d.s9, rnornihg of the agtb, we were clo/e under the 
Peak "of ^Bblabola, which was high, rude, and 
craggy-,' ' As the ifland-was altogether inaccei&« 
ble in this part, and we found it inipoffible 
^ weather 4€, we^ tacked and ftood o^ thea 
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tacked again, and after many trips did noC »7^' 
weather the fouth end of it till twelve o'clock at uJ^^l,^ 
night. At eight o'clock the next morning, wc 'Suaaay jq« 
difcovered an iflarid, which bore from us N. 63^ 
W. diftant about eight leagues ; at the fame time * 
the Peak of Bolabola bore N. ^ E, diftant three 
or four leagues. This ifland Tupia called 
Maurua, and faid that it was fmall, wholly Mavnui^ 
furrounded by a reef, and without any harbour 
for ihipping; but inhabited, and bearing the 
fame produce as the neighbouring iflands : the 
middle of it rifes in a high round hiil, that may 
be feen at the diftance of ten leagues. 

When we were off Bolabola, we faw but few 
people on the fhore, and were told by Tupia 
that many of the inhabitants were gone to ^ 
Ulictea. In the afternoon wc found ourfdyca 
nearly the length of the fouth end of Ulietea, 
and to windward of fome harbours that lay on 
the weft fide of th^s^ ifland, Into one of thefc 
harbours, though we^had before been aflxorc on 
tjie othpr fide of the ifland, I intended to put, 
in prder to ftbp 4 leak which wc had fprung in 
thie powder room, and to take in ipore ballaft, as 
I found yhe.ijiip too light to, carry fail upon a 
vind* As the wind wa§ right againft us, wc 
plied off on? of the harbours, and abouf three 
o'clock in the.after.nooo oh the ift of Auguft, wp Aoguft.

When the (hip w«is fecared, I went on Ihorcr 
to4o9k fdr a pcofxen place to gee ballaft and W3i«

• This day Mr; Banks and Dr. Solander fpenc 
on fhore very rriuch to their facisfk6lk>n ^ every 
body feemed to -fear and refpecb , them, placing

- behaving as if^ confcbus that they-poflefled the 
power of dbirig'tftemmifchiefi' without any pro- 
pcnGcy to' makeufe of it. Mens wonrcn, and' 
children crowded round them, and followed 
them wherever they went; but none of them 
were guilty of the lead incivilicy : on the con* 
trary, wheney^r there happened to be dirt or wa- 
ter, irt the way, the men vied with each other ta

or better dreflfed they had never fcen.. One, of, 
them was a girl about fix years old; h^X gowAi 
or upper garment, was "red ; a.latge quantity of; 
plaited hair wa^ wound round her head, the or- 
nament to which they give the name of Tamou, 
and which they value more than any thing they 
poffefs. She. fat at the upper end of a matt^ 
thirty feet long, upon .which none of the fpefta- 
tors prefumed to fct a foot, notwithftanding the 
crowd^j and {he leaned uppn the arm of a well- 
looking woman about thu-ty, who was probably 
her nurfc. Our gentlemen walked up to her, 
and as Ibon as they appfoa^hed, ftie Wretched 

out* 
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o^t her hand ta receive the beads which they of* 
fered her, and no Princefs in Europe could have 
WWnef. t. ^Q^ j^ ^jjjj ^ better grace. 

- Ttic people werlj fo niuch gratified by the pre- 
ftots which weA^ made to thefe girls^ that when 
Mr. Banks and- Dr.- Solander returned they 
feiemed attentive to nothing but how to oblige 
them ; and in one of the houfes they were, by 
order of the mafter, entertained with a dance, 
difierent from any that they had feen. It was 
performed by one man, who put opon his head 
a large cylindrical piece of wicker-work, or 
bafket, about four feet long and eight inches in 
diameter, which was faced with feathers, placccj 
perpendicularly, with the tops bending forwards, 
and edged round with Ihark's teeth; and thp 
tail feathers of Tropic birds : when he had put 
on this he^d-drefs. Which is i:a|Jed a WTjow^ he || 
began to dance, moving (lowly, and often turn- 
ing his head fo as that the top of his high wicker- 
cap dcfcribed a circle, and fomctimes throwing 
if fo near the faces, of tjie fpeftators as to make 
them dart back : th'is^was held among them as a 
very good joke, and never failed to produce a 
peal of laughter, cfpecigUy when it was played 
off upon one of the Grangers. 
Thuffd. 3, /On the 3d, we went along the Ihore to the 
nbrthward, which was in a dircftion oppofite to 
that, of the route Mr, Banks and Dr. Solander 
ijad t^k^n |he day before, with a defign to pur- 
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t:hafe ftock, which we alwjiys fpu^id the pfopje 
more ready : to .pirt with^ and. at a more.^afy 
price, at thcib Jimifrt .rhan.ai. tbe. maik^t^ Jn ^**'"^^' ^ 
the cipfe x)f .our walk we met with a Company 
of dancers, who detained us two hours, aqd dur- 
ing ali that time afforded us great entcrtaiiment. 
The company- confifted of two woiAen dancers, 
and fix men, with three idrufiis ; we were in- 
formed by Tupra, that they were fane of the 
nioft confiderable people of the ifland, and 
that though they were continually going from 
place to place, they did not, like the littlei ftroH- 
ing companies of Otahcite, take any gi^atuity 
from. the fpeftators. The women had upop their 
heads a confid<[raWe. quantity, of Tamdu, or 
plaited hair, which was brought feveral times 
round the head, and.addfned in many parrs, 
with the flowers of $he Cape-jeflamine, whiqh 
werevftuck;.in with much tafte, and ipade a 
head-ditfe truly elcgar*. Their npcks, ftcKjlders, 
and arms were naked ; fo were the breafts alfo 
as low as the parting -of the a^rm ; below that, 
: they .wcrf covered with blac^ cbtb, which fct 
cbfe 10 the body ^ a« the .fide of each brcaft, 
next ^e arm, was^idaccd a. fmall plume of black 
feathHrsi much in the fame 'manner as oui* ladies 
' ^ow wfi?Ftbei#-ii6i3jgays.or'JBwjz<^/;f; upoiji their 
hips 1B^ a qwantity>qf cloth. plaited very fuJI, 
yfhkh iwched up to the l)reaA, arid fell down 
below into long petticoats, which quite conceal-

much<)exteriiy as^ur opera dancers cotiid lia^e 
Vwrfd* 3. ^^ j^ the phdis ^bwc the waift were brownaod 

white alternately, «hc petticoats >bck)w were all

.' In' this drefs they adva|iced fideways in ^ 

mcafated ftep, keeping excellenc time to the 
'drutn^, which beat brilkly and loud ; foOn af- 
•terthey began to (hake their hips, giving -the 
1 folds, of cloth that lay upon them a vefy quick 
rmotion, which was in fome degree continued 

• thr<wgh the whole. dance, though the body was 
thrown into various pofturcs, fometimes-^Aand^ 

' ing, fometimes fitting, and fometimes refting 
ontheiV knees and elbows, the fingers^ alfo be- 
ing moved at the fame time with a -qviicrkncfs 
fcarcely to be imagined. Much 6f the de!»teri^ 
> ty of the dancers, however, and the entercain- 
•rrterit of the fpe6feat<^rs, confifted in thewatttoii- 
. nefs of their attttudts aftd geftures, which wafis, 
indeed, fuch ks exceeds .all defcription. 

One of thefc girls had in • her ear th«e 

peariis \ one of them was very large, but fo fool 

that it was of little value ^ the other two were 

- as big as a middling'pfca •, thefe wire deat*, and 

«- of a good colour arid ftiape, though fpdted by 

• the drilling. Mr. Banks would fain have pm- 
r chafed them, and dffcrcd the owner "any thifig 

fhe would afk for thenn, butfhe* couM not be 
perfuaded to part with them at any price : he

Between the dances of the women,* the 'm6n 
performed a kirtd of dratnatic interlude, in 
which thereHvais dialogue as •well as d^hcing ; 
but we were 'nbt^fufEcienfly acquaimed with 

* their language to underftand theiubjeft. 

'On the 4th, fome of our gentlemen faw a prUjy4» 
mufch more regular entertaiitment of the' drama- 
tic kind, which^was divided into four atts. 

• Tupia'had' often told us that he had large 
•poflfeffions' iii 'this iflknd, whith had teen tkkfen 
away from Him by the inhabitants of B^ibola, 
arid he now pointed them out In the very bay 
where the Ihip was at anchor. ' Upon our go- 
ing on Ihorc, this was^confifmed by the inhabi- 
tants, who (hewed us feveral diftrifts or When- 
nuas» Which they acknowlcdgf(4d< *0 be his- right. 
Oh the ^th, 1 ^received >a prfeftnt* of three 
hogs, fome fdwisy* feveral* piecerbf cloth, the * ' '^* 
largeft we -had^ ifeen, Wing fifty yards long, 
which they uhfdiddd and difplayed To as to make 
the- greatefli'lbow poffible^, ^hd 4 confiderable 
* qtrantitybf plantains," cocoa-nuts,^ and other re- 
fre(hments,lTom Gpoohy, the formidable king, 

or. 
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or, in the language of the country, Earee rahie^ 
of Bolabola, with a meflage that he was at this 
Sitott^ys* time upon the ifland, and that the next day he 
intended to pay me a vifit. 

In the mean time Mr. Banks and Dr. Solan- 
der went upon the hills, accdmpanied by feveral 
t)f the Indians, who conduced them by excel- 
lent paths, to fuch a height, that they plainly 
faw the other fide of the ifland, and the paflage 
through which the Ihip had,pafled the reef be- 
tween the little iilands of Opurjuru and Tamou, 
when we landed upon it the firft time. As they 
were returning, they faw the Indians exercifing 
themfelves at what they call ErowbaWy .which 
is nothing more than pitching a kind of light 
lance, headed with hard wood, at a mark : in 
this amufement, though they feem very fond of 
it, they do not excel, for not above one in 
twelve ftruck the mark, which was the bole 
of a plantain tree, at about twenty yards 
diftance.

the vifit of the great king, but we were difap- 
pointed ; we had, however, much more agrce-^ 
able company, for he fent three very pretty 
girls to demand fomething inj^turn for his prc- 
fcnt : perhaps he* was unMfil|ing to truft himfclf 
on board the fhip, or perhaps he thought his 
meffengcrs would procure a moi^ valuable 

return 
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return for his hogs and poultry than he could 
hitnfelf ; t)e that as it may, wc did not regret 
hisabfence, nor his meflengers their vifit, Suhday^* 

In the afternoon, as the great king would not 
come to us, we determined to go to the great- 
king. As he was lord of the Bolabola men, 
the conquerors of this, and the terror of all 
the other iflands, we expefled to fee a Chief 
young and vigorous, with an intelligent counte- 
nance, and an cnterpriQng fpirit: we founds 
however, a poor feeble wretch, withered and 
decrepit, half blind with age, and fo fluggifli 
and ftupid that he appeared fcarcely to have 
wnderftanding enough left to know that it was 
probable we (hould be gratified either by hogs 
or women. He did not receive us fitting, or 
with any ftate or formality as the other Chiefs 
had^done : wc made him our prefent, which hci 
accepted, and gave a hog in return. We had 
learnt that his principal refidence was at Otaha; 
and Upon our telling him that we intended to 
go thither in our boats the next morning, and 
that we (hould be glad to have him along with 
ws, he promifed to be of the party. 

Early in the morning, therefore, I fet out Monday ^ 
both with the pinnace and long-boat for Otaha, 
haviftg fome of the gentlemen with tne 5 and in 
our Way w6 called upon Opoony^ who was in- 
his canbe, ready to join us* As foof^ 41s ^ we/ . 
landed at Qcaha, i made him a prefect of an

^^^L^> courage his fabjcfts to bring us fuchprovifion 
MoBdtj 7, as ^e warned 5 but in this wc found ourfclves 
ifadly difappointed ; for after ftaying^.with him 
till noon, we left him without being able to 
procure a (ingle, article, I then proceeded to 
the nprth point of the iflaiid» in the pinnace, 
having fent the long-boat another way. As 1 
went along I picked up half a dozen* hogs, as 
many /owls, and Tome plantains and yaoss, 
Haviag viewed and fketched the harbour on 
this fide of the ifland^ I made the beft-(^ my 
way back, with^ the longrboat,^ whieb joined me 
ibon after it was dark; and about ten o'clock 
at nijght we gpc on board the^fhips* 

In this exGucfion Mr; fiartks wa^ not wkh'ns; 
hbfpem themornsng>oii boErd the^flii^,. trading 
vfizh thfe- nativjBS, who cache off in their camdcs^ 
for provifions and curioficies; and in the after* 
noon he went on fliore with his d#aug})tfmefl» 
to Iketch tiie^ drefles of ' the dancers which be 
had feen a dayor two before. He^ fbundthe 
iiotnpanyexiiflly the fanle> except that- another 
woman had been added to it : the dancing alfo 
- of the women was the fame, but the interludes 
of the men were fomewhat varied j he few five 
ox fix- performedi^ which wcrt different- from 
each other, and very much refeittWed the drama 
Tttefiiay8» of our ftagc danccs. The next day^ he went 
.aihore again,* with* Dr; Solaiider;. aad^ they di< 
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reifted tbeir coftfrfe to^Vards thte dancing coAi- 1769; 
pahyi Whlchvfrorn? f^ timi of dur fttdnd land,- ^^^'^ 
ingi hdd gradually moved about two leagues^ TueTday 8. 
in their cdurfe round the' iflahd. They fa^ 
mbre* dancing and mtorc intel-ludcisi, the inter- 
ludes ftill Varying frbm e'acfr other : in one of 
thenfvthie performersi' who were all men, wiere^ 
diviidcd' into* tv^d pai^trcsj: which were' diflin.^ 
guHhi^d from each* ortheir hf tht colour of their 
cioatfhSi one bern^broW-h; and the othfer white. 
The brown party rcprefented a riiafter and fer- 
v^«t5; ind'the^White^arty a cottipany of thieves :

his party, with a' charge t6 take* care' of it': tM 
Aarice-oi^ the white pWtjr'corifiKed of feveral bx^'

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On the 9th, having fpent the morning in trad- 
ing with the canoes, wc took the opportunity of 
wediief.9. ^ breeze, which fprung up at Eaft, and having 
(lopped our leak, and got the frefli ftock which 
we had purchafed on board, we failed out of the 
harbour. When we were failing away, Tupia 
ftrongly urged me to fire a (hot towards Boh' 
bola, poffibly as a mark of his refentment, and. 
to (hew the power of his new allies : in this I 
thought proper to gratify him, though we were 
(even leagues diftant. 

While we were about thefe iflands, we ex- 
pended very little of the (hip's proviGons, and 
were very plentifully fupplied with hogs, fowls, 
plantains and yams, which we hoped would 
have been of great ufe to us in our courfe to the 
fouthward ^ but the hogs would not eac Euro- 
pean grain of any kind, pulfe, or bread-duft, 
fo that wc could not prefcrve them alive -, and- 
the fowls were all very foon feized with adif- 
eafe that a(fe6led the head fo, that they continu- 
ed to hold it down between their legs till thef 
died : much dependence therefore muft not be 
placed in live (lock taken on board at thefc 
places, at leaft not till a difcovery is made of 
fome food that the hogs will eat, and fome re* 
medy for the difeafc of the poultry. 

Having been rieceflfarily detained at Ulietea fo 
long^ by the carpenters in ftopping our leak, 
we determined to give up our defign of going 
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m (hore at Bolabola, efpecially as it appeared to 
be difficult of accefs. 

To thefe fix iflands, Ulictea, Otaha, Bolabola, ^'^"'^' «• 
Huaheine, Tubai, and Maurua, as they lie 
contiguous to each other, I gave the names of 
Society Islands, but did not think it proper Society 

Iflands, 

to diftinguifti them feparatcly by any other 
Dames than thofe by which they were known to 
ihe natives, 

' They are fituated between the latitude of i6^ 
lo'and 1 6^ 55' S. and between the longitude of 
150^ 57' and 152^ W. from the meridian of 
Greenwich. Ulietea and Otaha lie within about 
two miles of each other, and are both inclofed 
pnthin one reef of coral rocks, fo that there is 
no paffage for (hipping between them. This 
reef forms fcveral excellent harbours ; the en- 
trances into them, indeed, are but narrow, yet 
J^hcn a (hip is once in, nothing can hurt her. 
The harbours on the eaft fide have been defcrib- 
cd already ; and on the weft fide of Ulietea, 
!which is the largcft of the two, there are three. 
The northermoft, in which we lay, is called 
Dhamaneno: the channel leading into it isx 
about a quarter of a mile wide, and lies between 
two low fandy iflands, which are the northcr- 
njoft on this fide •, between, or juft within the 
two iflands, there is good anchorage in twenty- 
^ght fathom, foft ground. This harbour,

fT8ie land.4)f UUetisa' and Qtaha 5s biUy, bro- 
ken, and itrregular, ^xC^pt on the fea-coaft, yet 
the hijHs look green and pleubfant, and are in ' 
many places clothed with wood. The fevcral 
partic^ilars in which trhefeiflands and their inha- 
bitants differ from what we had obfervcd at 
Gtaheite, have been mentioned in the conrfe of 
the narrative. 

We puriucd our courfe without any event 
worthy of note tifll the 13th, about .noon, when Sunday 13* 
we faw land bearing S. E. which Tupia told us 
was an ifland called Oheteroa. About fix \n ohcteroa. 
the evening, we were within two or three leagues 
of itj upon which Ifhortened fail, and ftood off 
and on ^H night ; the n^xt morning ftood in Monday 14. 
for the land. ' We ran to leeward of the ifland, 
keeping clofe in flipne, and faw fevcral of the 
native?, tho^igh in no great nuinbers, upon the* 
beach. At nine p'cl6?k I fent Mr. Gore, one 
of my Lieutenants, in the pinnace, to endeavour 
- K 4 to 
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to land upon the ifland, and learn from the 
natives whether there was anchorage in a bay 
Monday 14. ^jj^j^ jj^ ggj^^^ ^„^j ^hat land lay farther to 

the fouthwar4. Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander 
accompanied Mr. Gore in this expedition, and 
as they thought Tupia might be ufcful, they 
took him with them. 

. As the boat approached the fhore, thofc on 
board perceived the natives to be armed with 
long lances 5 as they did not intend to land till 
they got round a point which run out at a little 
diftance, they ftpod along the coaft, and th^ na- 
fives therefore very probably thought they were 
afraid of tl)cm. They had now got together tq 
the nurnber of about fi?ty, an^ ^11 of them fat 
down upon, the Ibqre, except two, who were 
difpatched forward to obferve the motions of 
thofe in the boat. Thefe men, after walking a- 
jbrcaft of jber fomje time, at length leaped into 
the water, and fwam toward^ her, but were 
foon left behind ; two more then appeared, and 
attempted to boar(d her in the fame manner, but: 
fhey alfo were fopn left bphind; a fifth man 
then ran forward alone, and having got a goocj 
way a head of the boat before he took to the 
^ater, eafily reached her. Mr. Banks urgecj 
the officer to take him in, thinking it a good op- 
portunity to get the confidenpe and goodwill 
of a people, who then certainly looked upoi^ 
|hem as enemies, but he obftinatcly refufed: 

thij 
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this man therefore was left behind like the 
others, and fo was a fixth, who followed him. 

When the boat had got round the point, (he 
perceived that all her followers had defifted from 
the purfuit : fhe now opened a large bay, at the 
bottom of which appeared another body of men, 
armed with long lances like the firfV. Here our 
people prepared to land, and pufhed towards 
the (bore, a caaoe at the fame time putting ofF 
to meet them. As foon as it came near them, 
they lay upon their oars, and calling out to 
them, told them that they were friends, and that 
if they would come up they would give them 
nails, which were held up for them to fee : after 
fomc hefitation they came up to the boai*s ftern, 
and took fome nails that were offered them with 
great feeming fatisfaftion •, but in lefs than a mi- 
nute they appeared to have formed a defign of 
boarding the boat, and making her their prize : 
three of them fuddenly leaped into it, and the 
others- brought up the canoe, which the motion 
in 'quitting her had thrown off a little, mani- 
feftly with a defign to follow their aflbciates, and 
fupport them in their attempt. The firft that 
boarded the boat, entered clofe to Mr. Banks, 
and inftantly fnatched his powder-horn out of 
his pocket : Mr. Banks feized it, and with fome 
difficulty wrenched it 6ut of his hand, at the 
fame time prefling againft his bread: in order to 
^rc^ him over* board, but he was too ftrong for

As the boat rowed flowly along the fhore 
back again, another champion came down, ftjojujt- 
mg defiance, ahd^brandifliing his lance : .his, ap- 
pearance was more formidable than that of the .. 
ether, for lie wore a large cap made of the tail 
feathers of the tropic bird, and his body was 
covered wkh ftripes of *different colpured clpth^ 
yeHow, red, and brown. Tiiis ^entkman alfp 
danced, bat with much more nimblenefs and 
d^merky than the fipft; our people therefore, 
ooAfidering his agility and his drefs, drftingtiith- 
ed him by. the name of HARLE(iyiN. Spon af- 
ter a tnore grave and eidcriy man came down 
to the bcath, and hailing the people in the bo^t, 
inquired who they were, ,and fron) whence they 
came ; Topia aufwered in their own iangy^e,, 
from Otaheite: the three natives then walked 
peaiteably al^ng the 4hbre till they came to a 
fiK>al, upon whiehafew people were collefted 5 
faeoeiihey flopped, and after a ihort conference^ 
tlMry.ail began to pray veiyioud : Tupia made 

his 
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his refponfes, but condnued to tell us that the^ 
were not our friends* When their prayer^ or, as 
^^oodiyi4. they call it, their Poorab^ wds over, our people 
entered into a parley with them, telling them, 
that if they would lay by their lances and clubs, 
for fome bad one and fome the other, they 
would come on (hore, and trade with them for 
whatever they would bring : they agreed, but it 
yras only. upon condition: that we would leave 
behind us our mufquets : this was a condition 
which, however equitable it might appear, could 
not be complied with, nor indeed would it have 
put the two parties, upon an equality,. ex;cept 
their numbers had been equal. . Here .then the 
negociation feemed to be at an end ; but in a 
little time they ventured to come nearer to the 
boat, and at laft came near enopgh to trade, 
which they, did very fairly, for a fmall quantity 
of their cloth and fome of their weapons ; hut 
as they gave our people no hope of prpvifions, 
nor indeed any thing elft exgcpt they would;yen- 
ture through a narrpw channel to the ihore, 
which, all circumftanges cpr^fidered, they did not 
think it prudent to do, they put off thq boa^ 
and left thetp. 

With the (hip and the boat we. had now 
made the circuit of the ifland, and finding that 
^here was neither harbour nor anchorage about 
it, and that the hpftilc difpofition:of the people 

woul4 
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would render landing impraftkable, without ^7^Q^*^ 
bloodfhed, I determined not to attempt it, v..-^,-^ 
having no motive that could juftify the rifk of ^•"'^^ '^ 
life. 

The bay which the boat entered lies on the 
weft fide of the ifland, the bottom was foul and 
rocky, but the water fo clear that it could plain- 
ly be fecn at the depth of five and twenty fa- 
thom, which is one hundred and fifty feet. 

This ifland is fituated in the latitude of 22* 
27' S. and in the longitude of 150^ 47' W. from 
the meridian of Greenwich. It is thirteen miles 
in circuit, and rather high than low, but neither 
populous nor fertile in proportion to the other 
iflands that we had , feen in thefe feas. The 
chief produce feems to be the tree of which they 
make their weapons, called in their language 
Efoa ; many plantations of it were feen along . 
the fhore, which is not furroiinded, like the 
neighbouring iflands, by a reef. 

The people feemcd to be lufty and well- made, 
rather browner than thofc we had left : under 
their arm-pits they had black marks about as 
broad as the hand, the edges of which formed 
not a flraight but an indented line: they had al- 
fo circles of the fame colour, but not fo broad, 
rbund their arms and legs, but were not marked 
on any other part of the body. 

Their drcfs was very difierent from any that 
we had feen before, as well as the cloth of

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Tupia told us, that there were fcveral iflands 
lying at difFerenl: diftances, and in different di- 
iconday 14. .rcftions from thisy between the fouth and the 
north weft ; and that at the diftance of three 
days fail to the north eaft, there was an ifland 
called Mamua, BirdiQand: he feemed, how- 
ever, moft defirous that we fhould fail to the 
weftward, and defcribcd feveral iflands in that 
diredion which he faid he had vifited : he told 
us that he had beexi ten or twelve days in going 
thither, and thirty in coming back, and. that 
the Pabie in which he had made the voyage, fail- 
ed much fafter than .the (hip : reckoning his 
Pahie therefore to go at the rate of forty leagued 
a day, which from my own pbfervation I have 
great reafon to think thefe boats will do, it 
would make four hundred leagues in ten days, 
which I compute to be the diftance of Bofcawen 
and Kcppcl's Iflands, cUfcovered by Captain 
"Wallis, weftward of Ulietea, and therefore think 
it very probable that they were* the iflands he had 
vifited. The fartheft ifland that he knew any 
thing of to the fputhward, he faid, lay at the dif- 
tance of about two days fail from Oteroah, and- 
was called Moutou ^ byt he fai4 that his father 
had told him there were iflands to the fouthward of. 
that : upon the whole, I was determined to ftand. 
fouthward in f<^arch of a continent, but to fpendna 
time in fearching for iflands, if we did notbappenK 
to fall in with them during our courfe,

C H,A P^ I. 

The PaJJage fromOterbah to Nenv Zealand\ 
Incidents nvhich happened ongoing a-Jhore 
there, and "while the Ship lay in Poverty 
Bay. 

WE failed from Oteroah on the 15th d£ 
. Auguft, and on Ftiday the 25th we ce- 
lebrated the anniverfary of Qur leaving England, Fridiy* 2 Jf * 
by taking a Chefhire chcefe from a locker, 
where it had been carefully treafured up for. this 
occafioQ, and tapping a calk of porter, which 
proved to be very good, and in ^excellent' order^ 
On the 2^th, one of the failors got fo drurikj, Tuefday«9. 
that the next morning he died ; we thought at '■'"'. 
Vol. III. L ' firft 
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firft that he could not have come honeftly by 
the liquor, but we afterwards learnt that the 
Tucfdayag. boatfwain, whofe mate he was, had m mere 
good-nature given him part of a bottle of 
rum. 

On the 30th we faw the comet ; at one o'clock 
in the morning it was a little above the horizon 
in the eaftern part of the heavens ; at about 
half an hour after four it pafled the meridian, 
and hs tail fubtcnded an angle of forty-two de- 
grees. Our latitude was 38^ 20' S., our long^* 
tude, by log, 147^ 6' W., and the rariation of 
the needle, by the azimuth, 7^ 9' E. Among 
t)thers that obfcf ved the comet, was Tupia, who 
inftantly tried out, tharas foon as it fhould be 
(eeo.by the people of Bolabola, they would kill 
the inhabitants of Ulietea, who would with the 
utmoft precipitation fly to the mountains. 

Oh the ift of September, being in the lati- 
tude of 40^ 22' S. and longitude 147^ %cf W., 
and .there not being any figns of land, with a 
heavy fea from the weftward, and ftrong gales, I 
wore, and ftood back to the northward, fearing 
I ^ that we might receive fuch damage in our fails 
and rigging, as would hinder the profecution of 
the voyage. 

Stturdaj 1. Oh the xityx day, there being ftrong gales to 
the weftward, I brought to, with the fhip's 

SiAciay 3. head to th^ northward ; but in the morning of the 
3d/thc wind being more moderate, we loofened 

the

plied to the weftward. u>*v-— ^ 

We continued our courfe till the 19th, when Taefdayi9, 
our lautude being 29^ and our longitude 159^ 
29% we obferved the variation to be 8^ 32' E. 
On the 24th, being in latitude 33'' i8^ longitude Sunday 14, 
162® 5i\ we bbferved a finall piece of fea weed, 
and a piece of wood covered with barnacles : the 
variation here was 10'' 48' E. 

On the 27th, being in latitude 28° 59^ longi- wednef.iy. 
tude 169" 5', we faw a feal afleep upon the wa- 
ter, and fevcral bunches of fea weed. The next 
day we faw more fea weed in bunches, and on xharfd. a. 
the 29th, a bird, which we thought a land bird; Friday 19, 
it fomewhat refembled a fnipe, but had a fhort 
bill. On the 'ift of Qdlober, we faw birds innu- o&ohtr. 
merable, and another feal afleep upon the wa- ^^"^^^ '* 
ter; it is a general opinion that feals never go 
out of foundings, or far from land, but thofc 
that we faw in thefe feas prove the contrary. 
Rock-weed is, however, a certain indication that 
land is not far diftant. T}^e next day, it being Moadayi,, 
calm, we hoifted out the boat, to try whether 
there was a current, but found none. Our la* 
titudewas 37^ lo^ longitude 172^ 54' W. Ori 
the 3d, being in latitude 36^ 56', longitude TacOayj. 
lyf 27', we took up more. fca» weed, and an- 
other piece of wood covered with barnacles. 
The next day we faw two* more feals, and a w<dnef.4. 
brown bird, about as big as a raven, with fome 
h 2 white 
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i7^q. white feathers under the wing. Mi'. Gore told 
us, that birds of this kind were fcen in great 

Wedotf.4 nunibers about Falkland's Iflands, and our 
people gave them the name of Port-Egmont 
hens; 

Tjxuifd 5. On the 5th, we thought the w^ater changed 
colour, but upon cafting the lead, had no ground 
with 1 80 fathom. In the- evening of this day, 
the variation was 12* c^o E., and while we were 
going nine leagues it increafed to 14''^ 2^ 
Friday 6. On the next day, Friday, Oftober the 6th, wc , 
faw land from the maft-head^ beiafing W. by N. 
and ftood diredly for it •, in the evening it could 
juft be difcerned from the deck, and appeared 
targe* The variation this day was^ by azimuth 
and amplitude, 15^ 4' i E., and by'obfervation 
made of the fun and rnoon, the longitude of the 
fliip appeared to be 180*^ 55' W., and by the 
medium of this and fubfequent obfervations, 
there appeared to be an error in the (hip's ac- 
count of longitude during her run from Ota- 
heite of 3<> 16V (he being fo much to the weft- 
ward of the longitude refulcing from the log. At 
midiiight I brought to and founded, but 
had no ground with one hundred and feventy 
fathom. 

Sttaraayj. Ott the 7th, it fell calm, we therefore ap- 
proached the la^id (lowly, artd in the afternoon, 
when a breeze fprung up, we were ftiU ^^^^^ 
- .feven dr eight leagues. It appeared ftiU ^^"^f 
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ias it was more diftibdtly feen, wi^h four or five ^I^^Tr 
ranges of hills, rifirig one over the other, and a c^-v^^ 
chain of mountains above all, which appeared ^^ *^^' 
to Be of an enormous height. This land ' be*- 
came thefubjeft of' much eager converfation ; 
but the general opinion feemcd to be that we had 
found the 1'^rra auftralis incognita. About five 
o'clock we' faw the fopening of a bay, which 
feemed to run pretty far inland, upon wiich we 
hauled our w;ind and ftood in for it; we alfo 
faw fmoke afcending from different places on 
fbore. When night came on, however, we kept 
plying offhand on till day4ight, when we found Sundays, 
ourfelves to the leeward of the bay, the wind be- 
ing at north : we aiuld.ihow perceive that the 
hills were clothed withjwc^dj^-and that fame of 
the trees, in the Valleys were /very large. By 
noon we fetched in with- the foitth weft point; 
but not being- able to weather it, tacked and 
ftood off: it this time we faw feveral canoes 
ftanding crofs the bay, [which in a little time 
^nade to fhore, without feeming to take the 
Itaft' notice of the Ihip '; we alfo faw fome houfes, 
which appeared to be fmall, but neat ; and 
near one of them a confiderable number of the 
people collcfted together, who were fitting upon 
the beach, and who, we thought, were the fame 
that we had feen in the canoes. Ujpon a fmall 
peninfula, at the north ieaft head, 'we could 
plainly perceive a pretty high and' regular pal- 
L 3 ing, 
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'769. ing, which inclofed the whole top of a hill -, this 
1^. -v^..!; was alfo the (libjeft of much fpeculation, fomo 
^nday «. fuppofing it to bc a park of deer, others an in- 
clofure for oxen and ftieep. About four o*clock 
in the afternoon, we anchored on the north weft 
fide of the bay, before the entrance of a fmall 
river, in ten fathom water, with a fine fandy 
bottom, and at about half a league from the 
fhore. ' The fides of the bay arc white cliflTs of 
e great t^eight ; the middle is low land, with 
hills gradually rifing behind, one towering above 
another, and terminating in the chain of moun- 
tains which appeared to be far inland. 

In the evening I went on Ihore, accompanied 
by Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander, with the pin- 
nace and yawl, and a party of men. We landed 
abreaft of the fhip, on the eaft fide of the river, 
ivhich was here about forty yards broad ; but 
feeing fome natives on the weft fide whom I 
wifhed to Ipeak with^ and finding the river not 
fordable, I ordered the yawl in to carry us over, 
and left the pinnace at the entrance. When 
we came near the place where the people were 
aflembled, they all ran away 5 however, we 
landed, and leaving four boys to take care of 
the yawl, we walked up to fome huts which 
were about, two or three hundred yards from 
|hc water-fide. When we had got fome dif- 
iance from the boat, four men, armed with 
kjng lances, ruftied,out of the woods^ and run- 

ning 
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ning up to attack tke.boat, would. certainly! q^L 

have cue her off, if the people in. the pinnace- 1- "^r - "^ 

had not difcovcred thcm;^ and called to. the Jbayii ^""'**' ** 

to drop, dowa ihe ftream : the boys inftandyf 

obeyed; but ^ being clofcly purfued by. the In-^ 

dians» the Cockfwain of the pinnace^ wlky had 

the charge of the boats, Bred a mufquet over 

their heads ; at this they flopped and lookoi 

round them, but in a few minutes renewed the 

purfuit, brandiihing their, lances in a threatening 

manner : the Cockfwain then fired a Second 

mufquct over then:- heads, but of this they tciok 

no notice.; aQ4 oi^c of thehi lifting liiphifi ipear 

to dart it at the boat,; another piieee wasrgftd^ 

which fliQt him dead. /Wlhca he fell^ the other 

three, ftqod motionleis f^br ibme minute^, as if 

petrified "vvith aftoniibmeat.; as foonas they ri^ 

covered^ they went back,^; dragging after themi 

the dead body^ which however they foon left, 

that it might not eircumber their flight. At the 

report' of the firft mufqiiet we drew together, 

having (b^aggled to a little diilance from each 

other, and made the belt of pur way back to the 

boati and crof&ng the river, we foon faw the 

Indian lying dead upon the ground. Upon 

ezaniining the body, we found that he had teen 

ihot through the heart : he was a man of the 

middle fize and ftature; his eomf^exlon was 

brown, but not very dark ; and one fidQ of his 

fece was t^ttowed in fpiral lines of a very regu-

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1769. lat figure : he was covered with a fine cloth, of 
^" !Il> a manufia6ture akogethernew to us, and it was 
Sttfldajf 8. ^i^^ on exadly according to the reprcfentation 
inV alentyn's Account of Abel Tafman's Vpyagc, 
vol iiil part 2. page 50. his hair alfo was tied in 
a knoif /on the top of his head, but had no 
feather in it. We returned immediately to the 
iiipv^ where we could hear the people on Ihore 
taJkibg. Wthgrpat earneftnefs, and' in .a very 
lgud::.tQoe^j probably. aboUt what l]iad hitppen- 
ddiowfl ^hat (houWlbefdone. 
Monday 9. : In thcifflocning, we faw feveral of the natives 
wheffc ibky iba!d!}>een!feen the night "before, ^nd 
fome: walking: yrith a* quick ipadd towards the 
place whete we had: landed, mod: c^-them un- 
'armcd.j but three <l)n'f6ur wiih lohg pikes in 
their hands.* Asr I Ki^^elirous to eftatililh an 
mtefcourfe with ikhem,c J ordered three' boats to 
be manned with ieamen and mapine^f and'ptx>- 
ceeded towards the fhore, accompamed by Mr. 
Banks, Dr. Solaaderi the otlier Genttenueni and 
Tupia v.about fifty of tliem feemed to wait for 
our landing; on the oppoGte fide of the river, 
which we thought a !fign of fear, and feated 
themfclves upon the' ground: at firft thcjfefore, 
myfelf, with only , Mr. Banks, Dr. Solander, and 
Tupia, landed from the:little boat, and advanc- 
ed tQwlpds tfaem$ but. we had not proceeded 
n^ny, paces before they all ftarted iip, and 
every man produced either a,. long pike,, or a 

{inall 
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ftrjall weapon of gnccn Talc, extremely welL 
poliftied, about a foot long,* and thick* enough 
to weigh four or five pounds : Tupia catted to ^^•^•'•^ 
them in the language of Otaheite; but they an* 
fwcrcd only by flqurifhing their weapons, and> 
making figfts? to us to depart ; a mufquet was 
then fired wide of them, and the ball ftruck^the 
water, the river -being ftili between us : they 
faw the 'effcdt, and defifted from their threats j 
but we thought it prudent to retreat till the ma- 
rines could be landed. This=' wasf foon done; 
at\d they marched, with a jack carried btfore 
thtttii to a little bank, about 'fifty yards from 
the water- fide j' here ihfey wexe drawn up, and 
I again advanced, with. Mr. "Banks and Dr^So- 
iander; Tupia, Mr: Green, amd^Mr. 'Mdnk*. 
houfe, being with us-. Tupia was again direfti 
ed to fptak to themi and it Was with great plea- 
fure thai we^perceived he was perfeftiy* under* 
ftood, he and the natives fpeakmg only difRreftt 
dijrfedjts of the fame language^ He told them 
that we wanted provifionf and'Watei', and* would 
give them iron in ^xch^nge, ^jthe propertiei-oF 
which he explained as well as! he w^s able. They 
were willifing to trade, and defired that we would 
come over to thdm for that pvjrpofe : to this we 
confented, provided they would lay by thchr 
arms ; which, however, they. could by no meansf 
fce plerfuadcd to do. During this cqnverfation, 
Tupia warned us to be upon our /guard, ..foi- 

that 
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176(9. that they were not our friends : we then preflcd 
^, ^ ^ them in our turn to come over to us 5 and at 
Monday 9. iftft one; of thctti. ftrippcd hinrfelf, and fwam 
over without his arms : he was almofl: imme- 
diately followed by two more, and* foon after by 
moft of the reft, to the number of twenty or 
thirty i but thefe brought their arms .with them. 
We made them all prefents of iron, and beads ; 
but they feemed to fet little value upon either, 
particularly the iron, not having the lead idea 
of its ufe ; fo that we got nothing in return but 
a few feathers : they oflFcred indeed to exchange 
their arms for ours, and, when • ^e refufed, 
made many attempts to fnaitch them out of our 
hands* As foon ^ they came oyer, Tupia re- 
peated his declaration, that they were not our 
friends^ and ag$iin warned u$. to be upon our 
guard I their attempts to fn^tch qvx weapons, 
therefore, did not fucceed j and we gave them 
to /i»ndcrftai)d by Tupia, that We fljould be 
obliged to kill theni if riicy offered any far- 
th^f .yiplcnce. . In a^ few minutes^ however, Mr. 
(^reen happening ^to turn ahoiUi /one of them 
ihatchcd ^way his hanger, and retiring to a little 
idiftanc^, wavcd'jt roundhis head,, with a (hout 
irf exultation: the reft now began to be ex- 
tremely infolent, and we {aw more coming to 
joio them from the oppofite fide of the river. It 
was therefore become neceflairy co rcprefs them, 
and Mr. Banks fired at the man who had taken

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the hanser with ftnall fliot, at the diftanc^ of »7^9» 
about fifteen yards : when the Ihot ftruck him, v--^^;*^, 
he ceafed his cry ; but ini^ead of peturning the ^^'^^^9*, 
hanger^ continued to flourifh it over his head; 
at the fame time flowly jetreating tQ « greatcit 
diftance. Mr*. Monkbo^ife fqcing this^ ;fir^d ^ 
him with ball, and he inftantly. propped,. .UpoR 
this the main body, who had retired to ^ r(K:lf 
in the middle of the. river upon the iifft ,5!^^ 
charge, began to return > two that were ^^^^^^ 
the man who ;, had b^n killed, ran up to, thf 
body, one feized his weapon of green Tak, and 
the other cadcafvfure4 to fecure^the hanger, 
^hich Mr. Monkhbu^ had but jqft times ta pre- 
ven^. As all that^ had. retired to ^e rock were 
now advancing, threeof us.difcharged our pieces, 
loaded only wich finall fl^oi^ upon which they 
iwam back for the (hpr^ 5 ^ud. we perceived, up*, 
pn. their Jlanding, that two or three pf tbem>.wem 
wqunded. They retired flpwly hj) the coUntrjfi

, As we had unhappily «periertced that nothing 
was to be done with thefr people at this p^act, 
and finding, the water j-intlw? river j'p he fait, I 
proceeded in. the bpat$^i?o\jn4.th^ headrof tine 
bay in feaich jE;>f frefli F^ater, and Htfith a defign^ 
if poffibU, to furprife-fprne of the natives, and 
take then) on board, where by kind treatment 
and prefents I might qbtaintljtir friendlhip, and

I 
then ordered? a mufquet to be fired over their 
hcarifiri afe the lead' •• exceptioi>a,ble ^expedient to 

accomplifli 
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accompUIh my defign, hcwiog it would cither^ 1769- 
make .them furrender or leap into the Watifn. y^-^-,! 
Upon the difchargp of the piece, they ceafcd ^"^^^^"i^ 
paddling j and all of them, being feven in num- 
ber, began to ftrip, as. we imagined to junfip 
ovetboard ; but itfliappcned otherWife. They 
immediately formed a rcfolution not to fly, but 
to fight i and when the boat came up, they be- 
gan the attack with their paddles, and with 
ftones ancl other ofFenfive weapons that "were in: 
the boat, fo vigoroufly, that we were obliged to, 
fire upon them in our own defence : four were^ 
unhappily killed, and the other three who were 
boys, theeldeft about nineteen, and the young- 
eft about eleven, inftantly leaped into the wa- 
ter 1 the^eldcft fwam with great vigour, and 
refifted the attempts of our people to take him 
into the boat by every effort that he could make : 
he was however at laft overpowered, and the 
other two were taken up with lefs difficulty. I 
am confcious that the feeling, of every reader 
of humanity will cenfure me for having fired 
upon thefe unhappy people, and it is impoffible 
that, upon a calm review, I Ihouljd approve it 
myfelf. They certainly did not deferve death 
for not chufing to confide in my promifes ; or 
not confenting to come on board my boat, even 
if they had apprehended no danger -, but the 
nature of my fervice required me to obtain a 
knowledge of their country, which I could no 

other- 
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otherwifc cffeflr than by forcing my way into it 
in a hoftile ntannef^ or gaining admiflion through 
the confidence and good-^will of the people. I 
had already tried the power of prefents without 
effeft ; and I was now prompted, by my dcfirc 
to avoid further hoftilitiep, to get fome of them 
on bcxard, as the only method left of convincing 
. them that we intended them no harm, and had 
it in our power to contribute to their gratifica- 
tion and convenience. Thus far my intentions 
certainly were not criminal ; and though in the 
contefir, which I had not the leaft reafon to ex- 
peSty our yidbory might have been complete 
without lb great an expence of life -, yet in fuch 
fituattons, when the command to fire has been 
givesn, no man cah reftrain its excefs> or pre- 
fcribeits effeft. 

As foon as the poor wretches whom we had 
taken out of the water were in the boat, they 
fquatted down, expefting no doubt inflantly to 
he ptit to death :. we made haftc to convince 
them of the contrary, by every method in our 
po\«^er ; we furnifticd them with clothes, and 
gave them every other tcftimony of kindnefs 
that could remove their fears and engage their 
good-will. Thofe who are acquainted with hu- 
man nature will not wonder, that the fudden jdy 
of thcfe young favajges at being unexpeftedly de- 
livered from the fear of death, and kindly treated 
by thofe whom they fuppofcd would have been 
7 their 
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their inftant executioners, furmounted their con* '?%• 
ccrn for the friends they had loft, and was . .^^^ 
ftrongly exprdOTed in their countenances and be- Monday ^. 
haviour« Before we reached the fliip, their 
fufpiciotis and fears bemg wholly removed, they 
appeared to be not only reconciled to their fitu-^ 
ation but in high fpirits> and upon being offered 
fome bread when they came on board, they de- 
voured it with a voracious appetite. They an* 
fwered and afked many queftions, with great 
appearance of pkafure and curiofity ; and when 
our dinner came, they expreffed an inclination 
to tafte every thing that they faw : they feemed 
beft plealed with the fait pork, though we had 
other provifions upon the table. At fun-fct^ 
they eat another meal with great eagernefs, 
each devouring a large quantity of bread, and 
drinking above a quart of wwer. We then 
made them beds upon the lockers, and they 
went to deep with great feeming content. In 
the night, however, the tumult of their minds 
having fubfided, and given way to reBtdion, 
they lighed often and loud. Tupia, who was 
always upon the watch to comfort them^ got up, 
and by footbing and encouragement made them 
not only eafy but cheerful ; their cheerfulne(s 
was encouraged fo that they fung a fong with a 
degree of tafte that furprifed us : the tune was 
folemn and flow, like thofe of our Pfalms, con- 
taining many notes and femicones. Their couo- 

tenances 
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1769. tenances . were intelligent and expreffiyc, and the 
u ^^m.Lf middlctnoft, who. feemed to be about fifteen, 
^•n^vf- h^d an opennefs in' his afpeft, and an eafe in his 
deportment, which were very ftriking : we found 
• that* the two cideft were brothers, and that their 
natnes were Taahourange and Koikerange; 
the name of the youngefl: was Maragovetb* 
As we were returning to the (hip, after having 
taken thefe boys into the boat, we picked up a 
large piece of pumice ftone floating upon the 
water ; a fure fign that there either is, or has been 
a volcano in this neighbourhood. 
»« In the morning, they all feemed to be cheerful, 
and eat another enormous meal ; after this we 
dreflcd them, and adorned them with bracelets, 
anclcts, and necklaces, aftefr their own falhion, 
and the boat being hoifted out, they were told 
that we were going to fet them alhore : this pro« 
duced a tranfport of joy ; but upon perceiving 
that we made towards our firft landing-place 
hear the river, their countenances changed, and 
they entreated with great carneftnefs that th^ 
might not be fet afhorc at that place, becaule 
they faid, it wa» inhabited by their enemies, 
who would kill them and eat them. This was 
a great difappointment to me ; be'caufe I hop- 
ed the report and appearance' of the boys would 
procure a favourable reception for ourfelves. I 
had already fent an officer on (hore with the nla*^- 
rines and a party of men to cut wood, and I was 

determined 



determined to land.iieiir the plate;* not, /hdW- *|j59* 
ever, to abandon the boys, if, when we got a- « ^^^ 
fliorej they ihbuld beunWilRng toleaveus; but '^'^y^^ 
to fend a boat with them in the evening to thac 
part of the bay to whieh they pointed^ aQc| 
which they called their home^ Mr. Banks, Dfir 
Solander, and Tupia wefe with me, and upon 
our laading with the boys, and croffing the 
river, they feemcd at firft to be unwiUing to 
leave ws'*; ibut at length theyTuddenly changed 
their mind, and, though not without a manifeft 
ftruggle, and fome tears, they took their leave: 
when they were gone, we proceeded along a 
fwamp, with a defign to Ihoot fome ducks, of 
which we faw great plenty, and four of the ma- 
rines attended us, walking, abreaft of us upon a 
bank, that overlooked the country. After, we 
had advanced, about a mile, thefemen called .out 
to us and told us, that a large body of the In- 
dians was: in fight, and advancing at agreat rate. 
Upon receivir^ this intelligence, we drew, to- 
gether, and refolved to make the beft of our 
way to the boats ; we had fcarcely begun to put 
this into executioner! when the three Indian boys 
ftarteld fuddcnly from fome buflics, where they 
had concealed themfelves, and again claimed 
our protedion : we readily received them, and 
repairing to the t^ach as the cleareft place, we 
walked briikly tovrards ^the boats. The Indians

^^.-J-^ mediately gathered round him, and continued in 

Tuefday io. ^ j^^jy abovc an hour, without feeming to take 

. any farther notice of us. We were more curious 

than they, and obferving them with our glafles 

from on board the fhip, we faw fomc of them 

crofs the river upon a kind of raft, orcatamarine, 

and four of them carry off the dead body which 

had been covered by the boy, and over which 

his uncle had performed the ceremony of the 

branch, upon a kind of bier, between four men: 

the other body was ftiil fufFered to remain where 

it had been firft left. 

After dinner, I dircfted Tupia to aflc the 
boys, if they had now any objeftion to going a- 
ihore, where we had left their uncle, the body 
having been oirried off, which we underftood 
was a ratification of peace : they faid, they had 
not ; and the boat being ordered, they went into 
it with great alacrity : when the boat, in which 
I had fent two midfhipmen, came to land» they 
went willingly a(hore ; bui foon after (he put off, 
they returned to the rocks, and wading into the 
water, earneftly entreated to^ be taken on board 
again 5 but the people in the boat, having pofi- 
tive orders to leave them, could not comply. 
We were very attentive to what happened on 
fhore, and keeping a conftant watch with our 
glafles, we faw a man pafs the river upon- an« 
other raft, and fetch them to a plate where forty 

or 
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or fifty of the natives were aflfembled, who clof- 1769.

ed round them, and continued in the fame place ^-.^-^ 
till fun-fet : upon looking again, when we faw ^"'^"^'^ *®* 
them in tnoticMi^ we could plainly diftinguifh 
our three prifoners, who feparated themfclvcs 
from the reft, came down to the beach, and hav- 
ing waved their hands three times towards the 
Ihip, ran nimbly back -^nd joined their com- 
panions, who walked leifurely away towards that 
part which the boys had pointed to as their 
dwelling-place; we had . therefore the greateft 
reafon to believe that no mifchicf would happen 
to them, cfpecially as we perceived that they 
went off in the clothes we had given them. 

After it was dark, loud voices were heard on 
fliore in the bottom of the bay as ufual, of which 
wc could never learn the meaning.

A Xicjcription c^Po^^rty Biay^md the Face 
. f^ the adjacmt Country. The Range from 
thence ,t^ Cape Turnaga%n% and hack to 
Talaga withfome Aeeount of the People 
and the Country^ and feveral Incidents 
that happened on that Part of the Coqfi. 

1769, ^T^HE next morning^ at fi3c o'clock, we

wcdnef.ii. foftunatc and inhofpuabk place, to which I 

gave the name of Poverty Bay^ and which by 

the natives is called Taonerqa, ^or Long Sand, 

as it did not afford us a fingle article that we 

wanted except a little wood. It lies in latitude 

38^ 42' S, and longitude iSi"" q^(> W. 5 it is in 

the form of an horfe-fhoe, and is known by an 

illand lying clofe under the north caft point: 

the two points which form the entrance arc 

high, with fteep white cliffs, and lie a league 

and a half^ or two leagues from each other, 

N, E. by E. and S- W. by W, 5 the depth of 

water in th? bay is from twelve to five fathom, 

tvith a fandy bottom and good anchorage \ but 

the fituation i5 open to the wind between the 

foutb 
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fduth Md eaft t boats caii go in and ouc^ the i^6g. 
fiver at any time of the tide in fine vreather y l.^.!^,^ 
but M there is a bar at the entrance, no boAf ^^^*'^"- 
can g^y either in or out when the Tea rutl» high : 
the beft place to attempt tt, h on thd ndrth eail 
fid^, dbd it is th^re pMfticabk when ft is hot 
fo in any other part. The ftiorc of the bayj a 
little within its entrante^ is a low flat fand ; be-* 
hind Which, at a fmall diflance, the face of the 
country is finely diverfified by hills and valleys; 
all clothed with wood, and Covered with ver-^ 
dure. The country alfo appears to bd well in- 
habited, efpecially in the valleys leading up front 
the bay* wher6 we daily faw fmoke rifing iii 
clouds one behimd another t& a gr^at diftance^ 
till thd view terminatdd in mountains of a ftit- 
pcndotis height. 

the ibiith weft point bf the bay I named 
YtViiG Nick's ti^AD'i af^cr Nicholas Young, 
the boy who fifft faw the land-, at noon, it 
b6re N. W. by W. diftant abdut three or fbur 
leagues, and we were then about three miles 
ffbm the Ihore. The main land extended from 
?*J. E. by N. to fomh, and I propofed tofbllbw 
the direftion of the coaft to the fourfiward ^ far 
as the latitude of 40 or 41 ; and <ben, if I met 
with no encouragettkfnt to {iroceed farther, to 
rttuf'tt 16 the northward. 

In the afternoon we^lay be«aimedi wibich tfc

yi^tt.iu ^Q j.Q^^ nearer, though Tupia exerted all the 
powers of his lungs and his eloquence upon the 
occaQon^ 0)putingt and promifing that they 
(hould not be hurt. Another canoe was now 
fcen coming from Poverty Bay, with only four 
people on board, one of whom we well remem- 
bered to have feen in our firft interview upon 
the rock. This canoe, without flopping or tak- 
.ing the Icaft notice of the others, came diredtly 
alongfide of the Ihip, and with very little per- 
fuafion, we got the Indians on board. Their 
examplq was foon fpllowed by the reft, and we 
had ^bout us feven canoes, and about fifty men, 
We made them all prcfents with a liberal hand ; 
notwithftanding which, they were fo defirous to 
have piore of our con^ipodities, th^t. th?y* fold 
us every thing they had, even the clothes from 
their back?, and the paddles from their boat$. 
There were but two weapons among them, thefe 
were the inftrument3 of green talc, which were 
(haped fomewhat like a pointed battledore, with 
a ihort ^handle and fharp edges ; they were call- 
ed P^tPQ-PAf(K^9 an4. were well contrived for 
clofe-fighfipg, as they would certainly fpjiit the 
cthif kcft fcuU at a fingle bJow, 

When thefe people had recovered /rom the 
iirft impreffions of fear, which, notwithftanding 
tbcirirfolulion in coming on board, J^a4 mani- 

feftly 
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feilly; thrown them into fome confufion, we in- 
quired ^fter our poor boys. The nnan. who 
Jirft came on board immediately anfwered, that ^*«*»«^-**» 
they were unhurt and at home ; adding, that he 
had been induced to venture on board by the aCr 
count which they had given him of the kindnefs 
with which they had been treated, and the wonr 
ders that were contained in the lhip« 

While they were on board they fhewed every 
fign of friendlhip, and invited us very cordially 
to go back to our old bay, or to a fmali cove - 
which they pointed out, that was riot quite lb 
far off J but I chofc rather to profecute my dif- 
coveries than go back^ having :reafon to hope 
that I (hould find a better harbour than any I 
had yet km* 

About an hour before fun-fet, . the canoes pis 
oflFfrom the (hip with the few paddles they had 
refervcd, which were fcarcely fufiicient to &t 
them on (bore; but by (bme means or other 
three of their people were left behind : as fooa 
as we difcovered it, we hailed them ; but not 
one.of them would return to take them on board: 
this greatly furprifcd us^ but we were furprifcd 
ftiill more to obfcrve that the delerted rindians 
did not fcem at all uneafy at their^fituatlon, hut 
'eafaettflfned us ivtith dancifig^^and -finging aftfcr 
their "manner, esirtheir fuppersiiarai went quietly

Tupia, with gr^c difficulty^ pacified them t and 
ThntO, la. about fcven o*ciock in the moraing, a light 
breeze fpringifig up, we continued to ftand 
fouth weft along the ftore^ Fortunately for our 
poor Indians, tim^ €ano^g <rame off about this 
tiiiriev ftnd made tdWard^ ther iKip : thty ftopped, 
' however, at a little diftance, and feemed unwill- 
ing to truft themfelves neircri. Our Indians 
iwere greatly agitated in this ftace bftiDcenainty, 
aftd urged their ftliow^ to come alongfide of the 
Ihipv both by their voice and ^ftures,' wid^ the 
WnlcA eagerneis and impatience^ Tupia intev- 
l^rettd what they faid,: and vtc were much fur- 
]brifed to find, that^ among other. argumentSi 
ithey aii&ired.the people injthe canoes^ we did 
aiot.jtot iDcm. W^ now began fecbufly to be- 
JaieV^ cimt tiiii Joonid kroftortu pttvailed ambng

6f twd or three 
nrilfesf, otir foundings were from twenty to thirty 
fathom, hafnng a chain of rocks between us and 
the (hore, which appeared at different heights 
sibdyifr the water.

N,» 57^ E. two miles from the 
fouth point of Portlam), lies a funken rock» up* 
on "which the/ca breaks with great violence. We 
pafled between this. rock and the land^ having 
from feventeen to twenty fathom. 

In failing along the fhore, we faw the natives 
Humbled in great numbers as^ well opon Fort- 
land Ifland as the main : we could alfo diftin- 
guiih feveral fpots of ground that were cultivat- 
ed ; fpme feemed to be frefli turned up, and layi 
in furrows like^ ploughed land, and fome had 
plants upon them in. difSsrent ftages of their 
growth. We faw alfo in two places, high rails 
iipcHi the ridges of hills, like what- we had feea 
upon the peninfula at the north eaft l^ead of Po- 
verty Bay : as they were ranged in lines only^ 
and not fo as to inclofe an area, ive qould not 
^efs at their ufe, and therefore fuppofed they 
might be the work of fuperftition. 

About noon another canoe appeared, in which 
were four men ; (he came within about a quar- 
t^r of a mile of us, . where the people on board 
ieemed 50 perform divers ceremonies : one , of 
them wiio, was 1n the , bow, feme tinies fecpied to 
aflc an(f to offer, peace^^ ^nd fometimes to 
V threaten war,, by brandiiSing a weapon that he 
held in his hand : fometimes alfo he danced, 
and fometimes he fung. Tupia talked much.

Between one and two o'clock we difcovered^ ThurfUM* 
land- to the* weft ward of PoMahd, extending to* 
the fouthward as far as we could fee*;" and as 
the Ihip was hauling round the fputh end of the 
Hland; fheTuddenly fell into flioal water lasrf 
broken gtwind: we had* iiiBced' klW^ys fe^tfft 
fathom or itiorei but the'lbiiiiclings were neyer 
twice ithe fame, jumping at once from fcven 
fathom to eleven ; in a fliort time, however, we 
got dear ofifl danger, -'and hiad again deep \Va-

At tni^tinie the ifland lay Withifi a mile of us, 
making in wh'rte cliffs, and a'ldng fpit of Iqw 
land runtiing from it towards the main." "On 
the fides of thefe cliffs fat yaft numbers' of 
people, looking at us with a fixed attemion^ 
and it is probable that they perceived fome ap- 
pearance of hurry and cbnfttfion on boaW, and 
fomc' irregularity in ihe "working of the fli!pi 
while we were getting dear of the Ihalldw wa- 
ter and broken ground^- from which they might 
infer that we were alarmed or in diftreft ; w6 
thought^ that they wiflied 'to take advaritagc of 
our fituation, for five canoes were pu< BfFwith

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1769. In the evening we ftdod in for a place that 
^j-' ^ - I j ' had the appearance of an opening, but found no 
*w^y«3* harbour; we therefore ' flood out again^ and 
were foon followed by a large canoe, with 
cSghtecn or twenty men, all armed, who, though 
they could not reach us; fhouted defiance, and 
brandilhed their weapons, with many geftures of 
menace and infult. 
Satardaji4. - In the moming we had a view of the moun- 
tains inland, upon which the fnow was ftill ly- 
. ing : the country near the fhore was low and un- 
fit for culture, but in one place we perceived a 
jSatch of fomewhat yellow, which had greatly 
rf\e appearance of a corn field, yet was probably 
nothing more than fome dead flaggs, which 
are not uncommon in fwampy places : at fame 
diftance we faw groves of trees, which appear- 
ed high and tapering, and being not above two 
leagues from the fouth weft cod of the great 
bay, in which we had been coafting for the- two 
laft days, I hoifted out the jMnnace and long- 
boat to fearch for frefli water ; but juft as they 
were about to put off, we faw feveral botdt full 
of people coming from the (hore, and therefore 
1 did not thinkMt fafe for tben^ to leave > the tbip. 
About ten o'clock, five of thefe boats having 
drawn together, as if to hold a confuksition, 
made towards the fhip, having on board between 
cightjr and ninety men, and four more fbUpwed 
at fome diftance^ as if to Ailtain the attack:. 
^ \ whca 
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when the firft five came within about a hundred M^9' 
yards of the Ihip, the^ begari to fihg their war C-IvrS 
fong, and btandifhing their pikes, prepared for s*'«f<*»y»4- 
an engagement. We had now no tirhe to lofe, 
for if we could not prevent the attacK, we 
Ihould come linder the unhappy lieceflity of 
ufihg our fire-arrfis agairtft them, which we were 
very defirous to^ avoid. Tupia was therefore 
ordered to acquaint them that we had weapons 
which, like thunder, would deftroy them in a 
moment ; that we would immediately convince 
them of their power by dirediing their effeft fo 
that they Ihould not be hurt ; but that if they 
perfilted in any hoftile attempt, we Ihould be 
obliged to ufe theni for our defence : a four 
pounder, loaded with grape-fhot, Wi^s then dif- 
charged wide of them, which produced the de- 
fired effeft ; the report, the flaih, and above all, 
the (hot, which fpread very far in the water, fo 
intimidated them, that they began to paddle 
away with all their might: Tupia, however, 
calling after them, and afluring them that if 
they would come unarmed, they Ihould be 
kindly received 5 the people in one of the boats 
put their arms on board of another, and came 
under the fhip*s ftern ; we made them feVeral , 
prefcnts, and Ihould certainly haye prevailed 
upon them to come on board, if the other canoes 
had not come up, and again threatened us, by 
touting and brandilhing their weapons: at 
Vol. III. N this 
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»7^9- this c the people, who had come to the fliip un- 
T_-^^'p armed, cxprcffed great difplcafurc, and foon after 
saturd. J 4. j^gy ^ji ^^Dt away. 

In the afternoon we ftood over to the fouth 
point of the bay, but not reaching it before it 
was dark, we ftood off and on all night. At 
StuwiAy 15. eight the next morning, being a-breaft of the 
point, feveral fifhing boats came off to us, and 
fold us fotne (linking filh : it was the beft* they 
had, and we were willing to trade with them 
upon any terms: thcfe people behaved very 
well, and we (hould have parted good friends if 
it had not been for a large canoe, with two and 
twenty armed men on board, which came bold- 
ly up along-fide of the fhip. We foon faw that 
this boat had nothing for traffic, yet we gave 
them two or three pieces of cloth, an article 
which they feemed very fond of. I obferved 
that one man had a black fkin thrown over 
him, fomewhat refembling that of a bear, and 
being delirous to know what animal was its 
firft owner, I offered him for it a piece of red 
baize, and h^ feemed greatly pleafcd with the 
bargain, .immediately pulling off the fkin, and 
holding it up in the boat ; h^ would not, how- 
ever, part with it till he had the cloth in his pof- 
feflion, and as there could be no transfer of pro- 
perty, if with equal caution I had infifted upon 
the fame condition, I drdered the cloth to be 
handed down to him, upon which, with amazing

fcoolnefsi, iriftead of fending -Up the fkin, he^ be- rytSj. 
gan to paqk'Upboth that and the baize, which ^ ^ v 
he had received as the purchafe of it, in a bafket, Sundajr ij* 
without paying the leaft regard* to my demand 
or remonftrahces, 'and foon after, with the fifh- 
ing boats, put ofF fronfi the (hip •, when they 
were at fome diftance, they di^e^ togethfer^ * ^and 
after a (hort confaltation 4-ecurjied ; the fiihet^- 
mcn offered more fifli, which, though good fot 
Nothing,* was purchafed, and trade^was again re« 
newcd. Among others who were placed ovtt 
the Ihip's fide to hand up ^hat^we bought^ was 
little Tayeto, - Tupia's boy; and one of the In* 
dians, watching his opportunity, Suddenly foiled 
him, and dragged him down into the canoe; 
two of them held him down in the fore-part of 
it, and the others, with great aftivity, paddled 
her off, the reft of the canoes following aS fall 
as they could; upon this the marines^ who wer« 
under arms upon deck, were ordered to fire. The 
fhot was direftcd to that p^rt of the canoe 
which wfts.farthefl from the' boy, aftd rather . 
wide of her, being willing rathdr to -mifs the 
rowers than to hurt him : it happened, however, 
that one man dropped, upon- which the others , . 
quitted their hold of the boy, who inftantly 
leaped into the water,- and fwam towards the 
ftip ; the Urgfe canoe immediately pulled round

. high downs in England : it is, however, to all ' 
.appearanpe, well inhabited, for as we ftood along 
the ihore, we faw feyeral villages, not only in 
the vallie^, but on the tops and fides of the hills, 
and fmoke in m^riyoth^r places. The ridge of 
mountains which has been m^ntioped before, 
extends to fbe fouth\yard farther than we could 
fee, and was then eyery where f^h^qij^red with 
fnow. At night we faw two fires, inland, fo 
very large, that we concluded they muft have 
\^tn made to clear the land for tillage ^ but 

howcvcf 
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however that be, they arc a demonftration that 1769* 
the part of the country where they appeared is u^^^^y^-ij 
inhabited. 

On the 1 8th, at four o'clock in the morning, Wediier.it« 
Cape Kidnappers bore N. 32 W. diftant two 
leagues : in this fituation we had fixty-two fa- 
thom, and when the Cape bore W. by N. dis- 
tant three or four leagues, we had forty-five 
fathom: in the mid-way between the ifle of 
Portland arid the Cape we had fixty-five fathom. 
In the evening, being abreaft of the peninfula, 
within' Portland ifland, called Terakako, a Tcrakiko, 
canoe cime off from that fhore, and with much 
difficulty overtook the fhip -, there were on 
board five people, two of whom appeared to be 
Chiefs; and the other three fervants : the Chiefs, 
with very little invitation, came on board, and 
ordered the reft to remain in their canoe. We 
treated them with great kindnefs, and they were 
not backward in exprefling their fatisfaftionj 
they went down into the cabT^in, and after a 
ihort time told us that* they had determined not 
to go on fhore till the next morning. 4^ ^^^ 
fleeping on board was an honour which we 
neither expefted nor defired, I remonftrated 
ftrongly' againft it, and told them» that on their 
account it would not be proper, as the Ihip 
would probably be at a great diftance from 
where ftie was then, the next morning : they 
ferfiftcd, however, in their refolution, and as I 
N 4 foun4 
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\ 1769. found it iqipoflible to get ri4 of jhcnii witbput^ 

u-^^J^ turning theni by force out of the fjiip, I cpm- 
' Wednef.i8. pJi^d : as a proper precaution, however, I pi;pr 
^pofed to talfe thejr fpryants alfo on board, and 
hoift their canoe into the fhip; they m^de nq 
objedion, and this ityas accordingly done. The 
countenance of one of thefe Chiefs wa? th^ ipoft 
open and ingenuous of all I have ey?r fc?^\, ^n4 
jTvery foon gave up every fufpicjon of his hay* 
ing ^ny finiftcr defign : they bp^h cjjaqiiqed 
every thing they faw with great 9virio^ty 3n4 
attention, and received very thankfully fuch 
little prefents as we niade them; ^^1^^^ ^i 
thtniy however, could be pjcrfgaded cithif r ^o, cat 
or drink, but their feryants deypyred; every 
thing they could get, with ^rcat vors^city. We; 
j^und that thefe men had heard of our kindncfs 
and liberality to the natives who had beejp on 
bpard before, yet we thought the con^de;nce 
they placed in us, an wraprdinary inttance. ojf 
their fortjitude. At night I brought tp till day- 
light, and then niade fail ; at feyen ip the 
Thurfd.19. morning, I brought to again under Gape T^bljP, 
and fent away our guefts with thej^r c^noe, vbo 
cxpreffed fome furprife at feeing thennfelves fo 
far from home, but landed a-breaft of itbe fhip* 
At this time I faw other canpes putting oSfyqifX 
the fliorc, but I flood! away tp the northward 
without waiting for. their cojnjng u^,

At this place threp canpfp 
came off to us, and one man camf op board j

a-ftern.

Into t||iis bay we w^re invited jby the people 
on board many canoes, who pointed tp a place 
#ere they faid there was plenty, pf frefti water : 
I did. not find fo good, a 0^eltei; fro^i i;he fea a^ 
I expefted, but th? natiy^§ ^j^hp camp about us^ 
api^carijiig tp bp of a fricncjly djfppgtion^ I wap 
determined tatry whether I copld not get fome 
knowledge of. the country here bcfor? I pro/zeedr 
cd farthpr'tojhe northward.

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1769* In one of the canoes that came about us as 
V -^"ji foon as we anchored, we faw two men, who by 
y/idajr»Q. jj^gjj. j^abits appeared to be Chiefs : one of them 
was drefied in a jacket, which was ornamented, 
after, their manner, with dog's (kiii ; the jacket 
of the other was almoft covered with fmall tufts 
of red feathers. Thefe men! invited on boaird, 
and they entered the (hip with very little hefita- [ 
tion : I gave each of them about four yards of | 
linen, and a fpike nail ; with the linen they were | 
much pleafed, but fcemed to fet no value upon | 
the nail. We perceived that they knew what [ 
had happened in Poverty Bay, and we had there- | 
fore no reafon to doubt but that they would be- I 
have peaceably j however, for further ff curity, [ 
Tupia was ordered to tell them for what pur- 1 
pofe we came thither, ^nd to aflure them that 
we would offer them no injury, if they offered 
none to us. In the mean time thofe who re- 
mained in the canoes traded with our people 
very fairly for what they happened to have with 
them: the Chiefs, who were old men, ftaid 
with us till we had dined, and about two o'clock 
I put off with the boats, manned and armed, 
in order to go on (hore in fearch of water, and 
the two Chiefs went into th^ boat with nie. The 
afternoon was tempeftuous, with much rain, 
and the furf every where ran {q high, that al- 
though we rowed almoft round the bay, we 
found np pUce where we could land : I deter- 
mined 
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mined therefore to return to the fhip, which* be^- 17^9* 
ing iflthnated to the Chiefs, they called to the y__ -^^^ 
people on fhore, and ordered a canoe to be fent ^"*^'> *•• 
oflF for themfelves •, this was accordingly done, 
and they Jeft us, promifing to come on board 
again in the mbrrting, and bring us fome fi|b 
«uid fweet potatoes* 

In the evening, the weather hiving become 
fiair and moderate, the boats were again ordered 
out, and I landed, accompanied by Mr. Banks 
and Dr. Solarider. We were received with great 
cxpreffions of friendlhip by the natives, who be- 
haved with a fcrupulous attention not to give 
offence. In particular, they took care not to 
appear in great bodies : one family, or tHe in- 
Jiabitarits of two or three houfcs only, were ge- 
nerally placed together, to the number Of fifteen 
or twepty, cpnfifting of men, women, and chil- 
dren. Thefe little companies fat upon the 
ground, not advancing towards us, but invit- 
ing us to them, by a kind of beckon, moving , 
one hand towards the breaft. We made them 
feveral little prefents 5 and in our walk round 
the bay found two fmall ftreams of frelh water. 
This convenience, and the friendly behaviour 
of the people, determined me to ftay at leaft a 
day, that I might fill fome of my empty cafks, 
?ind give Mr. Banks an opportunity of examin- 
ing the natural produce of the country.

The natives fat by our people, s^pd fqentXBd 
pleafed to obferve them ; bqt did not intermix 
with them: tl^ey traded, however, cJ^jefly for 
cloth, and after a fhort time appli^ to their or- 
dinary occiipations, as if no ftr^ngrr I|ad beea 
among them* Ii^ the forenoon^ fev^al (^ their 
boats went out a fiihin^ and ft dinner time 
every one repaired to his refpeftivf fiwelling j 
from which, after 4 certain time, he returned. 
Thefe fair appearances ei^copraged Mf Bank; 
and Dr. Solander to range ^he bay lyitl^ very 
little precaution, where they fo^nd aiany pJaats^ 
and fliot fome birds of exquifite beauty. In 
thfir walk, they viiited feveral ho^fes o^ (lie 
natives, and faw fomething of their manner of 
life ; for they fl:^wcd, withauf a^y referyrfl^ ewj- 
ry thing whiqh the, Qentle^nen ^efired to fecu 
They were fometimes found ^t thei^ meab^ 
which the approach, of the ftrangers never inter-, 
rupted. Their food at this feafoa coniUled of 
fifh, with which, inftead of bread^ they eat the 
root of a kind of fern, very like that which 
grows upon our commons ia England*. Theie 
roots they' fcorch over the firej^ and then beat 
with a flick, till the bark and dry outfide fall 
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oflF$ what remaifis 15 a fofc fubftance, fofnewhat ^7^9* 

cbminy and fwect, not unpleafing to the cafte, ^ l^'j 

bvif. mixed with three or four times its quantity Saiurdayai, 
of'ftiings and fibres^ which, are very difogrec- 
able ^ thdb were fwallowed by fome, but fpij 
out by the far greater number^ who had bafkets 
under them to receive the reje&ed part of what ^ 

had been chewed^ which had an appearance very 
like that of tobacco in the fame ftate. In other 
feaibns they have certainly plenty of excellent 
vegetables; but &o tame animals were feen 
among them except dogs, which were very 
fmaU and ugly« Mr. Banks faw fome of their 
plantations, where the ground was as> well broken 
down and tilled as even in the gardens of the 
liioft curious people among us : in chefe fpot9 
were fwcct potatoes^ coccos or cddas, which are 
well known and much efteemed both in the Eafl! 
and Weft Indies, and feme gourds : the fwcet 
potatoes weie planted in fmall hills, feme 
ranged in rows,, and others in quincunx^, all laid' 
by a line with <he greateft regularity : rhe coc- 
cos were planted upon flat land^ but none of 
them yet appeared above ground; and the 
gourds were* fet in^ fmall hollows, or dilhes, 
much as in England. Thefe plantations were* 
of difitrent extent, frbm one or two acres to 
ten-: taken togetKe]:, there appeared to be from 
tfOto 200 acre^ in cultivation in the whole bay, 
though we never .faw an hundred people. Each 

diftrift 
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>769- diftrift was fenced in, generally with reeds, 
which were placed fo clofc together that Acre 
was fcarcely room for a moufe to creep be- 
tween. 

The women were plain, and made themfelves 
more fo by painting their faces with red ocre 
and oil, which being generally frefh and wet 
upon their cheeks and foreheads, was eafily 
transferred to the nofes of thofe who thought fit 
to falute them 5 and that they were not wholly 
averfe to fuch familiarity, the nofes of feveral 
of our people ftrongly teftified : they were, hoW-' 
ever, as great coquets as any. of the moft, fa- 
fhionable ladies inEurope, and the young ones as 
ikiuifh as an unbroken filly : each of them wore 
a petticoat, under which there was a girdle, 
made of the blades of graf^ highly perfumed^ 
and to the girdle was fattened a fmall bunch of the 
leaves of fome fragrant plants which ferved their 
modefty as its innermoft veil. The faces of the 
men were not fo generally painted, yet wiB faw 
one whofe whole body, and even his garments, 
were rubbed over with dry ocre, of which he 
kept a piece conftantly in his hand, and was 
every minute renewing the decoration in one 
part or another, where he fuppofed it was be- 
come deficient. In perfonal delicacy they were 
not equal to our friends at Otaheite, for the 
coldnefs of the climate did not invite them fo 
6ftcn to bathe} but we faw among them dne 

xnitance 
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inftance of cleanlincfs in which they exceeded 1769. 
them, and of which perhaps there is no example u-^,-I!lj 
in any other Indian nation. Every houfe, or s*turd,»u 
every little clufter of three or four houfes, was 
furnifhcd with a privy, fo that the ground was 
every where clean. The offals of their food, 
and other litter, were alfo piled up in regular 
dunghills, which probably they made ufe of at 
a proper time for manure. 

In this decent article of civil ceconomy they 
were beforehand with one of the mod confider- 
able nations of Europe, for I am credibly in* 
formed, that, till the year 1760, there was no 
fuch tiling as a privy in Madrid, the metropolis 
of Spain, though it is plentifully fupplied with 
water. Before that time it was the univerfal 
pradlice to throw the ordure out of the windows 
during the night, into the ftreet, where num- 
bers of men were employed to remove it, with 
fliovels, from the upper parts of the city to the 
lower, where it lay till it was dry, and was then 
curried away in carts, and depofited without the 
gates. His prefcnt Catholic Majefty, haviog 
determined to free his capital from fo grofs a 
nuifance, ordered, by proclamation, that the 
proprietor of every houfe fhould build a privy, 
and that finks, drains, and common-fewers ' 
Ihoul'd be made at the public expence. The 
Spaniards, though long accuftomed to an arb;. 
trary government, rcfcntcd this proclamation 

with 
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769- with gtcat ff>?Ht, as an infringement of the com- 
mon rights of dfiafiikiilcj, aftd made a vigorous 
Sacurd. 21, ftf tlggte againft its beitig carried into execution. 
Every claft devifed fome objeftioii againfl: it, 
but the phyficiafis bid the faireft to intererf thcf 
king in the prefefvatibn of the* ancient privileges 
of his people 5 for they rembnftra'teid that if the 
filth was not, as \ifual, thrown mto the ftreets, a 
fatal fickncfs would probably enfue, becaufe 
tKe putrcfcent particles of the air, which fuch 
filth attracted, v<^6urd then be imbibed' by the 
' human body. But tlii^ expedient, with every 
other that could be thought of, proved unfuc- 
cefsfol, and the popular difconterit tlieil ran fo 
high that it was very near producing an infur- 
rtdion; his majiefty, however, at length pre- 
vailed, and Madrid! is now as clear as moft of 
the cbn(idefabl6 cities m Eurojpe. But matiy of 
tKfe citisS^^nS, probably upon the principles ad- 
vtocetf by tHeiV phyficiiaris, that! heaps of filth 
pfei^eht delfeteriduk' partieles of aii: from fixing 
u^oh hdighbouring- fiibffantes, have, to keep 
thtir food' wholcfbmfe, tohltriiacd' tHcir* privies 
by the kitchen fire. 

In the'evefhihg, dll oiVr Boats' Being erhploycd 
in carrying the water on boardl and Mr. Baiiks 
arid his compimjr Eliding' it probable that they 
fliould be left oil' Ihiore after it was dark, by 
. which much tittle would Be loft, which they 
wfere impatient to employ in fiutting the plahts 

they 



ihey ftad gathtfed in order, they applied to the tySg. 
Indians for a pafik^ in one of their canoes : «_^ -l^''^ 
they ihimiediatcly tbnfentedj and a canoe was s*turii.2i. 
Uuhehed^^for their ufe. They went all on 
boar'(^> bein^ weight in number, biit hot ijeing 
ufed to a veffel that required fo even a balance, 
thfey unfortunately overfet her in the furf : no 
Kfehowevt^r ^s loft, but it was thought ad- 
vifable that bdif of them (hould wait for another 
lorn; Mr; ]&anks. Dr.. Sdlander; Tupia, and 
Tayeto embai-ked again, knd without any far- 
tlftfr Sccideiit arrived fafdy at the ftiip, well 
pfedfed with the good-nature of their Indian 
ftJciids, who cheerfully undertook to carry them 
afecond timfe, after having experienced how un- 
fit 4^ freight they Were for fuch a vcfleL 

While theife gentlemen virere on Ihore, feveral 
of the natives went off to the (hip> and trafficked. 
By exchanging their cloth for that of Otaheite : 
of this barter they were for fome time very fond, 
preferring the Indian cloth^to that of Europe : 
but before night it decreafed in its value five 
Hundred per cent. Many of thefe Indians I 
tbbk on board, and (hewed them the fhip and 
fo apparatus, at which they exprcfled equal 
•fatisfad^ion and aftonifhment. 

As I found it exceedingly difficult to get wa- 
ter on board on account of the furf, I detcr^ 
mined t^ ftay no longer at this place j on the 
' Vol. HI, O next 
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»76q. next morning therefore, about five o'clock, I 
i ^ J weighed anchor and put to lea.

Tegadoo, lies in the latitude of 38^ 10' S. 5 but 
as it has nothing to recommend it, a defcription 
of it is unneceffary. 

From this bay I intended to ftand on to the 
northward, but the wind being right againft 
me, I could make no way. While I was beat- 
ing about to windward, fome of the natives 
came on board, and told me, that in a bajr 
which lay a little to the fouthward, being the 
fame that I could not.fctch.the day I put inco 
Tegadoo, there was excellent water, where the 
boats might land without a^furf. I t-hought it 
better therefore to put into this bay, where I 
might complete my water, and form farther con- 
nexions with the Indians, than to keep the fea. 
With this view I bore up for it, and fent in two 
boats, manned and armed, to examine the wa- 
tering place, who confirming the report of the 
Indians at their return, I came to an anchor 
about one o'clock, in eleven fathom water, with 
a fine fandy bottom, the north point of the bay 
N. by E. and the fouth point S. E. The water- 
ing-place, which was in a fmiall Cove a little 
within the fouth point of the bay, bore S. by E. 
diftant about a mile. Many canoes Came imme- 
diately ofi^ from the Ihore, and all traded very 
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honcftly for Otaheite cloth and glafs boulcs, of 1769. 
which they were immoderately fond. u.-C-^ 

In the afternoon of the 23 d, as foon as the Monday 13. 
Ihip was moored, I went on ftiore to examine the 
watering-place, accompanied by Mr. Banks and 
Dr. Solander: the boat landed in the cove, 
withdut the leaft fiirf ; the water was excellent, 
and conveniently fitiiated ; there was plenty of * 
wood clofe to high-water mark, and the difpofi- 
tion of the people was in every refpeft fuch as 
we could wilh. 

Having, with Mr. Green, taken feveral obfer- 
vations of the fun and moon, the mean refult of 
thenn gave 180^ 47" W. longitude; but, as all 
the obfervatipns made before exceeded thefe^ I 
have laid down the coaft from the mean of the 
whole. At noon, I took the fun*s meridian al- 
titude with an aftronomical quadrant, which 
was fet up at the watering-place, and found 
the latitude to be 38 ^^ 22' 24''. 

On the 24th, early in the morning, I fent Tttefdayt4« 
Lieutenant Gore on fhore, to fuperintend the 
cutting of wood and filling of water, with 3, fuf- 
ficient number of men for both purpofes, and 
all the.marines as a guard. After breakfaft, I 
went on Ihore myfclf, and continued there the 
whole day. 

Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander alfo went on 
fcore to gather plants, and in their walks faw fe- 
veral things worthy of notice. They met with 
O 2 many 
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5769. many houfcs in the valines that fccmcd to be 
^S^^ whoHy dcfcrtcd, the people living on the ridges 
T^^^i^:(M: of the hills in a kind of flieds very Qi^htly 
built. As they were advaneiDg in one of* thefe 
vallies^ the hilk on each fide of which were very 
fteep, they were {udcjcnly ftruek with the fight 
of a yery extraordinary natkral curio|ity« It 
was a rock, perforated through its whole fyb- 
fiance, ib as to form a rude but ilupendou^ 
arch or cavern, opening dire(ftly to thf fea 5 this 
aperture was feventy-five feet long, twcnty-feyea 
broad, ?nd five and forty high, commanding a 
view of the bay and the hiHs on the other fide, 
which were fccn through it,, and, ppcning at 
©nee upon the view, produced an efFeft far fu* 
pcrior to any of the contrivances of art. » 

As they were returning u> the watering-place 
in the evening, they met an old man, who de* 
tained them fome time by (hewing them the mi- 
litary exercifes of the country with the lance and 
Patoo-rPatop, which are all the weapons in ufe. 
The lance is from ten to fourteen feet long^ 
made of a very hard wood, and fharp at both 
ends: the Patoo*Patoo has been defcribcd al- 
ready, it is about a foot long, made of Talc or 
bone, with (harp edges., and ufed as a battle-axe. 
A poft or ftake was fct lip as his enemy, to* 
which he a^dvanced with a moft furious alpe&,. 
brandiftung his lance, which he grafped with. 
great firmnefs;; when it was foppofcd to have 
8 hcea 
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hein pierced by His lance, he ran at it with His" i7^9* 
l*atoo^Patoo, and falling upon the upper end of ^ I '''_> 
it, which was to rcfprefent hi$^dvcl-fary's head, TucfdayH. 
he laid on with ^reat vehemence, ftriking many 
•blows, any one of which would probably have . 
ijilit the fcull of an 03c From our chao^ion's 
falling upon* his rrioclc eneoiy, with the Patoo- 
Patoo, after he was fuppofed to have been pierc- 
ed with the lance, our Ge/itlemcn . inferred, 
that in the battles of this country there is no 
<iuaftei-l 

This afternoon, w^ {ti aip t^e armourer*^ 
forge, to repair the braces of the tiller whick 
had been broken, and went on getting our 
wood and Water, without fuffering tbeleaflrmo- 
leftatibn from the mtives ; who came down' 
with difierent forts of filh, which we purch^fed 
with cloth, l^eads, and glafs bottles, as ufOa|. 

On the fi5th, Mr. Banks and Dr» Solander w.daer.«$. 
went again on flK>re 5 and wliile xhpy were fearch- 
ing for plants, Xupia ftaid with the watcrers : 
among other Inciians who came dbwn to them, 
was a prieft, with whom Tupia entered into a' 
very learned converfation,. In their notions of re- 
ligion they feemed to agree very well, which is* 
iiot often the cafe between learned divides on our 
fide of the ocean : Tupia, however, feciiied ta* 
have the moft knowledge, and he was liftened tQ* 
^ith great deference and attention by the other.. 
In the courfc of this cohvcrfation, after the im- 
Q 3 portanc 
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^7^9' portant points of divinity had been fettled, 
K.— ^^ Tupia inquired if it was their pr^6ticc to eat 
y/c^Mds' jj^en, to which they anfwered in the affirmative ; 
but faid that they eat only their enemies who 
were flain in battle, 
Tburfd. a6. On the 26th, it rained all day, fo that nope of 
us could go afliore ; arid very few of" the In- 
dians came either to the watering-place or the 
fhip. 
fiidayt7« On the 27th, I went with Dn Sounder to 
cxamirie the bottom of the bay -, but though we 
went afhorc at two places, we niet with little 
worth notice. The people behaved very civilly, 
Ihewing us every thing that we expreffcd a de- 
fire to fee. Among other trifling curiofities 
which Dr. Solander purchafed of them, was a 
boy*s top, (haped exaftly like thofe which chil- 
dren play with in England ; and they made 
figns, that to make it fpin itwas to be whipped. 
MK Banks in the mean time went afliore at the 
watering-place, and climbed a hill which ftood at 
a little diftance to fee a fence of poles, which we 
had obfervcd from the (hip, and which had been 
much the fubjeft of fpeculation. The hill was 
extremely fteep, and rendered almoft inacccfliblc 
by wood 5 yet he reached the place, near which 
he found many Jioufes that for fome reafon had 
been deferted by their inhabitants. The poles 
appeared to be about fixteen feet high ; they were 
placed in two rows, with a fpace of about fix 

feet 
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feet between them, and the poles in each tow '"69- 
were about ten feet diftant from each other. The v -<— J 
lane between them was covered by fticks, that *'"<^*y»»- 
-were fet up (loping towards each other from the 
top of the poles on each fide, like the roof of a 
houfe. This rail- work, with a ditch that was 
parallel to it, was carried about a hundred yards 
down the hill in a kind of curve j but for what 
purpofe we could not guefs. 

The Indians, at the watering-place, at our re- 
queft, entertained us with their war-fong, in 
which the women joirted, with the mod horrid 
dillortions of countenance, rolling their eyes, 
thruiling out their tongues, and often heaving 
loiid and deejp fighs; though all was done in very 
good time.' 

On the 28tb, we went aihore upon an ifland Saturd. 28. 
that lies tp the left hand of the entrance of the 
bay, where we faw the largeft canoe that we had 
yet met with : (he was fixty-eight feet and a 
half long, five broad, and three feet fix 
high; (he had a (harp bottom, ponfifting of 
three trunks of trees hollowed, of which that in 
the middle was the longeft: the fide plSnks 
were fixty-two feet long ii} one piece, and were 
not defpicably carved in bas relief j the head alfo 
was adorned with carving ftill more richly. 
Upon this ifland there was a larger hpuf? than 
^ny we had yet feen -, but it reeme4 qnfimftcd -.. 
gnd was full of chips. The wood. work was

This hay is ^called by the natives Tolaga; it 
is moderately large, and has, fronx. feven. ta. 
thirteen fathom, with a clean fandy hottonXraBci 
gopd anchorage ; and i^ (heltered from all wind& 
(except the north e^ft. It lies in latitude 38** 
22^S. and four leagues and an ha\f to the north 
of Gable-end Fpreland. On the fouth: point lies 
a fmall bqt high ifland, fq near the main .a& not 
to be diftinguiftied from it. Clofe to thq.norfh 
end of the ifland, at the entrance into the bay, 
arc two high rocks ; one is round like a Qoxnr 
ftack, but the other is long, and perforated iq 
feveral places, fo that the. openings appear like 
the arches of a bridge. Within thefe rocks is. 
the cove where we cutwood, ^nd filled Qur wa- 
ter-caflcs. Off the north point of the hay is a 
pretty high rocky ' ifland janfj ^bout a mile

We ^ot- DOtbinge here by -traffic but a few^ flfh, 

and fome ftveet potatoes, except a- few- trifles, 

which we confidered merely as. curiofities. We 

faw no four-footed animals, nor the appearance 

of any, cither tame or wild, except dogs and 

ratSji and thefe were very fcarce : the people eat 

the dogs, like our friends at Otaheitc; and 

adorn their garments with the fkins, as we do 

ours with fwr and ermine. I climbed many of 

the hills, hoping to get a view of the country, 

but I could fce nothing from the top except 

higher hills, in a boundlefs fuccelTion. The 

ridges of thefe hills produce little befides fern •, 

but the fides are mod luxuriantly clothed with 

WQod, and verdure of varioiis kinds, with little 

plantations intermixed. In the woods, we 

found trees of above twenty diflfcrcnt forts, and 

carried fpecimens of e^ch on board •, but there 

wa;5jnp b9dj: among us to whom they were not 

altogether unknown. The tree which we cut 

for firing was fomewhat like our maple, and 

yielded a whitilh gum, We found another fort 

of it of a deep yellow, which we thought might 

' ' be 
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be ufeful in dying. . We foiuid alfo one cd>bage 
tree, which wc cut down for the cabbages. The 
Sw^yss* country abounds with plants, and the woods 
with birds, in an endlefs variety, exquifitely 
beautifuls and of which none of us had theleaft 
knowledge. The foil both of the hills and vaU 
lies is light and fandy, and very fit for the pro- 
duftion of all kinds of roots ; though we faw 
HQne except fweet potatoes and yarns. 
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CHAP. III. 

The Range from Tolaga to Mercury Bay^ 
with an Account of many Incidents that . 
happened both on board and afhore : A 
Defcription of feveral Views exhibited by 
the Country^ and of the Heppahsy or forti- 
fied Villages of the Inhabitants.

N Monday the 30th, about half an hour 1760. 

after one o'clock, having made fail again ^ .^^ 

to the northward for about ten hours, with a ^ooday 30* 
light breeze, I hauled round a fmall ifland 
which lay eaft one mile from the north eaft 
point of the land : from this place I found the 
land trend away N. W. by W. and W. N. W. 
as far as I could fee, this point being the eafter- 
moft land on the whole coaft. I gave it the 
name of Easti Cape, and I called the ifland 
that lies off it East Island 5 it is of a fmall 
circuit, high and round, and appears white and 
barren : the Cape is high, with white cliffs, 
and lies in latitude 37^ 42' 30'' S. and longitude 
181^ W. The land from Tolaga Bay to Eaft 
Cape is of a moderate, but unequal height, 
forming feveral fmall bays, in which are fandy 
beaches; of the inland country we could not 

fee 
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1769' fee much, the weather being cloudy and hazy. 
n -^ ^'ir The foundings were from twenty to thirty fa- 
Mooday 30. i\iq^ at the diftance of about a league from the 
' j(hore«, After wfc" had rounded the Cape, we faw 
in our run along the fhore a great number of 
villages, and mucK cukivated land; the coun- 
try in general appeared rttort^ ftttile than bfefore, 
and was loW^near thV fea, but hilly within. At 
fix in chi& evening, -being ibul* leagues to the 
weftward of Eaft Cape^* we paflcd a baf which 
was firft difcovered by Lieutenant Hicks,, and 
which therefore I called Hicks's' Bay. At 
eight in the evening, being eight leagues to the 
wellward of the Cape, and three or four miles 
from the fhore, I ftiortcned fail and brought to 
for the night, having at this timea frelh gale at 
S; S. £• arid Iqiially 5 but it loon became mode- 
Tucfdayji. f^te, and at two in the morning, we made fail 
agiain to the S. W. as the land now trended ; • 
afKi at eight o'clock in the morning, faw land, 
which made like an ifland, bearing weft, the 
fouth weftertnoft part of the main bearing fouth 
well ; and about nine no lefs than five canoes^ 
came off, in which were more than forty men, 
all armed wijh their country pikes and battle- 
axes, fhouting, .T:d threatening an attack ; this 
gave us great uneafmefs, and was indeed what 
we did not exp^ft j for we hoped, that the re- 
port both of our power and clemency had 
fpread to a greater extents When one of thcfe 

canoes

gp i^roeflfe fi?e, .tl>je Urgcft w€ hfd yet fcjexi, v-,XJ 
crowded with p?ople who w^e alfo ^roicd, put Tucfiujf^ji, 
9ff frpm the j(hQr«, aad pame up at a great rate j 
as it apprpafhgd U received Signals from the 
canpe that w^s n?areft to the ftip, and wc could 
fee that it h^ fixtcefl p^cl4ks on a fide, befidc 
people that fat, and others th^t (logd in a row 
from ftem to ftern, being in all about fixty men: 
as ^hey made direftly ;o the fhip, we were defir- 
ous of pi^cyenting an attack, by Ihowing what 
we could do ; and therefore fired a gun, loaded 
l^ith grape-lhot, a-head of them : this made 
them ftop, but not retreat ; a roqnd (hoc waa 
then fired over them, and upon feeing it faU,^ 
they feized their peddles and made towards the. 
feore with fucb pr^dpitation th?t t;h^y feerped 
fcarcely to allpw themfclvca time to br^the. la 
the evwingj three or four more C4rK)Cs came off 
unarmed; but they would n£>t venture within / 

a mufquet fhojc of the vefiel. The Cape off 
which we had been threatened >«ith hoftilities, I 
called, from the hafty retreat of the enemy^ 
Cape Runaway. ^ It lies in latitude 37° 32'; 
Ipngitude 181° 48'. In this day's run, we 
fpund that th(e land^ which made like an iQand 
in the mornjpg, bearing weft, was io ; and we 
gave it the namQ of White Island. 

At day-breakt oa the ift of November^ we November. 
copotcd no, lef& than five and forty canoes that 

were 
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1769. iverc coming from the ftiore towards thfe {hip t 
c,.,^^^ fevcn of them came up with us^ atid after feme 
w««teef.t. converfatibn with Tupia, fold Us fome lobftcrs 
and mufcles, and two conger eels. Thcfe 
people traded pretty fairly : but when they 
were gone, fome others came off from another 
place, who began alfo to trade fairly ; but after 
fome time they, took what was handed down to 
them, without making any return ; one of them 
who had done fo, upon being threatened, be- 
gan to laugh, and with many marks of derifion fet 
us at defiance, at the fame? time putting off the 
canoe from the fhip : a mufquet was then fired 
over his head, which brought him back in a 
more ferious mood, and trade went on with 
great regularity. At length, when the cabbin 
and gun-room had got as much as they wanted, 
the men were allowed to come to the gang- way, 
and trade for themfelves. Unhappily the fame 
care was not taken to prevent frauds as had been 
taken before, fo that the Indians, finding that 
they could cheat with impunity, grew infolent 
again, and proceeded to take greater liberties. 
One of the canoes, having fold every thing on 
board, pulled forward, and the people that were 
in her feeing fome linen hang over the (hip's fide 
to dry, one of them, without any ceremony, un- 
tied it, and put it up in his bundle: he was 
immediately called tp, and required to return 
it^ inHead of which, he let his canoe drop 

aftern. 
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aftern, and laughed at us : a mufquet was fired 17^* , 
over bis head* which did noit put a (top to his ^J"-^- J» 
mirth; another was then fired at him with w«4«d;i. 
fmall ihqt, which ftruck him upon the back ; he 
ihrunk a little when th^ fhctt bit him,, but did 
not regard it more than one of our men would 
have done the ftroke of a rattan : he continued 
with great ;Con:ipofure tp pack up the linen that 
he had ftokn. i\U the canoes noyr dropped 
aftfrn abo^uc. a hundxcd yards, and all fet up 
their fong of defiance, which they continued 
till the ftup, was diftant froto them about four 
hundred yards. As they fecmed to have no de« 
• fign to attack us, 1 was not willing to do them 
any hur.c -, yet I thought, their going off in a 
bravado might have a bad effeft when it ihould 
be.' reported afliore. To Ihow them therefore 
that they/were ftill in our power, though very 
much beyond the reach of any miffile weapon 
with whicti.tbey were acquainted, I gave the 
(hip a yaw, and fired a four pounder fo as to pals 
near them. The (hot happened to. ftrike the 
water and rife feveral times at a great diftance 
beyond the canoes -.this ftruck them with terror, 
and they paddled awa!y without once looking 
behind them. 

* About two in the afternoon, we faw a pretty 

high ifland bearing weft from us 5 and at five, 

fi^w. more iflands and rocks to the weftward of 

that. We hauled our wind in order to go

Wheft flief ciirife near, the people on 
board eiaored Very freely Irtto coftverfatibtt wiih 
Tupia^ aad wc th6«^ht ftowid a fHfrndly dlf- 
pofitron J but when it was juft dai-k, thty rati 
thctr canoe d&k to the fliip's fide, and threw 
ia a vcdiejr of ftottes, dftel- which they paddled 
alhore. 

Wr karncfWirt-Tupia,- that the people in the 
canoe called th6 ifland which wfe were under 
MowToHORA} it is but of a fmall circuit, 
though high, and lies fix miles frOhi the main; 
on the fouth fide is anchorage in fourteen fa- 
thom water. Upon the main land S. W. by W. 
of ritis ifland, and apparently at no great dif- 
taoce from the fca, is a high round mountain, 
whicfe I- called Mount Edgecumbe: it ftands 
. in the middle of a large plain, and is therefore 
the mor« confpicuous} latitude 5;7«>^ 50', longi- 
tude t8;3!» /. 

In. flanding wefl!wa«l, we fuddenly flioaled 
oar water fpom feventeen to ten fathom ; and 

knowing 
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khowihg that wc were not far from the fmall „J|jJ^^ 
iflands and rocks which we haid feen before « — ^ — j 
dark, and which I intended to have paffcd before ^**"*^* '* 
I brought to for the night, I thought it more 
prudent to tack, and fpend the night under 
Mowtohora* where I knew there was no danger. 
It was indeed happy for us chat we did fo ; for 
in the morning, after we had made fail ta the Thurfd. %^ 
wcftward, we difcovered ahead of us, feveral 
rocks> fome of which were level with the furfacc 
of the water, and fome below it : they lay N. N. 
£. from Mount Edgecumbe, ohe league 4Mid a 
half difliant from the ifland Mowtohora, and ' 
ab^ut nine miles from the main. Wc pafled 
between thefe rocks and the maini having from 
ten to fcven fathom water. 

This morning, many Canoes and much people 
were feen along the fliore 5 feveral of the canoes 
followed us» but none of them could reach u3, 
except one with a fail, which proved to be the 
fame that had pelted us the night before. The 
people on board again entered into convcrfation 
with Tupia; but we expeftcd another volley of' 
their ammunition, which was not indeed danger* 
oiis to any thing but the cabbin windows. They 
continued abreaft of the fhip about an hour, and 
behaved very peaceably \ but at laft the falutc 
which we cxpcfted was given ; we returned it 
by firing a mufquet over them, and they im- 
niediately dropped a-ftern and left us, perhaps

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«7^j rather farisfied with having given a tcft of tb 
courage by twice infultihg a veflcl fo mui 
fuperior to their own, than iDtimidaied by tl 
ihot. ' "' 

At half an hour after ten, we palfcd between 
a low flat ifland and the main: the diftancc 
from one to the other was about four miles, and 
the depth of water from ten to twelve fathom. 
The main land between this flat iflartd artd Mow- 
tohora is of a moderate height, but level, pretty 
clear of wood, and full of plantations and vil 
lages^ The village?, which were larger than 
any we had yet feen, were built upon emiHence^ 
near the fea, and fortified on the land fid^ by a 
bank and dicch, with a high paling within it, 
which was carried all round : befide a bank, 
ditch, and pallifadoes, fome of them appeared to 
have out-works. Tupia had a notion that the 
fmall inclofures of pallifadoes, and a ditch that 
we had feen before, were Morais or places of 
worfliip; but we were of opinion that they 
were forts, and concluded that thefe people had 
neighbouring enemies, and were always cxpofcd 
to hoftile attacks. 

At two o'clock we pafled a fmall high ifland, 
lying four miles from a high round head upon 
the main. From this head the land trends 
"N. W. as far as can be feen, and has a rugged 
and hilly appearance. As the weather was hazy* 
^ and the wind blew frefh on the Ihore, we hauled 
'• •• off 
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)ff for the weathcrmoft ifland in fight, which' ^7^9- . 
)ore from us N. N. E* diftant about fix or feven l, ■y—^ 
leagues, xhurfd.a. 

Under this ifland, which I have called the 
Mayqr^ we fpent the night. At feven in 
the morning it bore $• 47 E. diftant fix leagues, Friday |, 
and a clufter of finall iflands and rocks bore 
N. -i E. diftant one league, to which I gave the 
name of the Court of Aldermen. They lie in 
the compafs of about half a league every way, 
and five leagues from the main, between which 
and them lie other iflands, moft of them barren 
rocks, of which there is great variety : fome of 
them are as fmall in compafs as the Monument 
of London, but rife to a much greater height, 
and fome of them are inhabited. They lie in 
latitude 36' 57', and at noon bore S. 60 E. 
diftant three or four leagues ; and a rock like a 
caftle, lying not far from the main, 'bore N. 40 
W. at the diftance of one league. The country 
that we pafled the night before, appeared to he 
well inhabited, many towns were in fight, and 
fome hundreds of large canoes lay under them 
upon the beach ; but this day, after having fail- 
ed about fifteen leagues, it appeared to be bar-' 
rcn aDd defplate. As far as we had yet coafted 
this (Country from Cape Turnagain, the people 
acknowledged one Chief, whom they called 
Teratu,., a^d to whofe refidence they pointed, 
P 2 in 
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^7^* iri a dircftion that iwc thought to be v€ry fiir in- 
(.^..-n^f---^ land, but afterwards found to be otkerwife. 
F"4»y3. About one o'clock three canoes came off to 

us from the main, with one and twenty nnen on 
board. The conllruftion of thefe veffels ap» 
peared to be more fimple than that of any we 
had fcen, they being nothing more than trunks 
of a fingle tree hollowed by fire, without any 
c^venience or ornament. The people on board 
^cre aliDofi: oaked, and appeared to be of a 
brownen eonftple:$;ion ; yet naked and defpicable 
as they w^jt?, they fMng their fong of defiance, 
^nd feezed to denounce agaioft us inevitable de- 
ftruflion : they r^tnaincd, however, fome time 
out of ftones throw, and then venturiog.nearer» 
^ith ler$ appearance of hoftility, one of our men 
went to the (hip fide, and was about to hand 
them a rope ; this cofuriefy, however, they 
thought fit to return by throwing a lance at him, 
which having milled him^ they immediately 
threw another into the (hip : upon this a mufquet 
was fired over them, which at once fent them 
away. 

About two, we faw a large opening, or inlet, 
for which we bore up ( we had now forty-one 
fathom water, which gradually decreafed to nine, 
at which time we were one mile and an half 
diftarit from a high towered rock which lay near 
the fouth point of the inlet : this rock, and the

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north^moft of the Court of Alderrftctt being in J^^ 
one, bearing S. 6i E* 

About fcvcn in the etening we anchored in 
feven fethom, a Httle i^ithiti the fouth entrance 
of the bay : to this place we Were acconr^panied 
by fevcral canoes arid people like thofe we had 
feen laft, and for fome time they behaved very 
civilly. While they were hovering about us, 
a bird was (hot front the fhip, as it Wa^ fwim* 
ming upon the water : at this they (hewed left 
furprifc than we exptfted, and taking up the 
bird, they tied it to a fifhing line that was t6w- 
iog a-ftern; as an acknowledgment for this 
favour we gave them a piece of c}oth : but not* 
withftanding this efFeft of our fire-arms, ami 
this interchange- of civilities, ^s fooft as it grew 
dark, they fung their war fong, and attempted 
to tow away the buoy of the anchor. Two or 
three muikets were then fired over them^ but 
this feemed rather to make them angry than 
afraid^ and they went away, threatenirtg that- to- 
morrow they would return with mpre force, and 
be the death of us all ; at the fame time fending 
off a boatj which they tokl us Was going to an* 
other part of the bay for affiftance. 

There was fomc appearance of generofity, as 
well as courage, in acquainting uswith the time 
when they intended to make their attack^ but 
they forfeited all credit which this procured 
them, by coming fccretly upon us in the night, 
P 3 when 
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when they certainly hoped to' find us aflccp : 
upon approaching the ftiip they found theai- 
felves miftaken, and therefore retired without 
fpeaking a word, fuppofing that they 'w6rc too^ 
early; after fome time they came afecond time, 
and being again difappointed, they retired as 
filently a? before. 
Saturday 4. In the moming, at day-break, they prepared 
to efieft by force what they had in vain atterript- 
cd by ftealth and artifice : no lefs than twelve 
canoes came' againft us, with about a hundred 
and fifty men, all armed with pikes, lances, and 
Hones. As they could do nothing till they 
came very near the ihip, Tupia was ordered to 
expoftula^te with them, and if poffiblc divert 
them from tbcirpurpofe : during the convcrfa- 
tion they appeared to be fomeumes friendly and 
fometimes otherwife; at length, however, they 
began to trade, and we ofFcred to purchafe their 
weapons, which fome of them confented to 1^11 : 
they fold two very fairly, but having received 
what had been agreed upon for the purchafe of 
9 third, they refufed to fend it up, but offered it 
for a fecond price ; a fecond was fent down, but 
the weapon was ftill detained, and a demand 
made of a tljird ; this being refufed with fome 
c;fcpreflions of difpleafure and refentment, the of- 
fender, with many ludicrous tokens of contempt 
and defiance, paddled his canoe off" a few yards 
from the fhip, A$ IJntended to continue in 

this

this place five or fix days, in order to make an ^/^^'9- 

* '. November. 

obfcrvation of the tranfit of Mercury, it was ab- v — ,,-*^ 
folutely neceflfary, in order to prevent future ^*' *^*^*5' ♦• 
mifchicf, to (hew thcfe people that we were not 
to be treated ill with impunity ; fome fmall (hot 
were therefore fired at the thief, and a mu(ket 
ball through the bottom of his boat : upon this 
it was paddled to about a hundred yards diftancc, 
and to our great furprife the people in the other 
canoes t^ok not the leaft notice of their wounded 
companion, though he bled very much, but re- 
turned to the (hip, and continued to trade with 
the moft perfcfl; indifference and unconcern* 
They fold us many more of their weapons. with- 
out making any other attempt to defraud us, for 
a confidexable time; at laft, however, one of 
them thought fit to paddle away with two differ- 
ent pieces of cloth which had been given for the 
fame weapon : when he had got about an hun- 
dred yards diftance, and thought himfelf fecure 
of his prize, a mufket was fired after him, which 
fortunately ftruck the boat juft at the water's 
edge, and m^de two holes in her fide j this only 
incited them to ply jheir paddles with greater ac- 
tivity, and tf>e reft of the canoes alio made off 
with the utmoft expedition. As the laft proof 
of oiir fuperiority tljerefore, we fired a round, 
fnot over them, and not a boat .flopped till they 
got on fhore. 

P 4 About 
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1769. About ten o^clock, I went with two boats to 

^oirem^n ftfund thc bay, and look out for a more convc- 

Sativd«y4. jjj^j^j anchoring-place, thc Matter being in one 
boat and myfelf in the other. We pulled firlt 
over to the north (hore, from which fotne canoes 
came out to meet us *, as we advanced, however, 
they retired, inviting us to follow them: but, 
feeing them all armed, I did not think it proper 
to comply, but went towards the head of the 
bay, where I obferved a village upon a vAy high 
^oint, fortified in the manner that has been air 
ready defcribed, and having fixed upon an an* 
choring place not far from where the (hip lay, I 
returned on board. 

At three o'clock in the afternoon, 1 weighed^ 
run in nearer to the ihore, and anchored in four 
fathom and an half water, with a foft fandy bot- 
tom, the fouth point of the bay bearing E. dif- 
. tant one mile, and a river which the boats can 
enter at low water S. S. E. diftant a mile and an 
half. 

Sundays. ^^ ^^ momlng, the natives c^me off again to 
tl^ (hip, and we had the fatisfadion to bbferve 
that their behaviour was very difierent from 
what it had been yefterday : aniong them was 
an old. man, whom we had before remarked for 
his prudence and honefty : his name was 
ToiAVA, and he fcemed to be a perfon of a fu- 
pcrior rankj in the tranfaiftions of yefterday 



morning 
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morning he had behaved with great propriety 
and good ienfe, lying in a fmall canoe, always 
near the (hip, and treating thofe on board as if ^"""^^ ** 
he neither intended a fraud nor fufpe£ted ai% in- 
jury z i?yith fome perfuafion this man and another 
came on board, and ventured into the cabbin, 
where I prcfented each of them with a piece of 
Englifli cloth and fome fpike nails. They told 
m that the Indians were now very much afraid 
of us, and on our part we promifed fricndfhip tf 
they would behave peaceably, dcfii^ing only to 
purchafe what they had to fell upon their own 
terms. 

After the natives had left us, I went with the 
pinnace and long boat into the river with a de- 
fign to haul the fcine, and fent the Matter in 
the yawl to found the bay and dredge for fifh. 
The Indians who were on one fide of the river, 
expreffcd their friendfhip by all the figns they 
could devife, beckoning us to land among 
them 5 but we chofe to go afhore on the other 
fide, as the fituation was more convenient for 
hauling the.feine and Ihooting birds, of which 
we faw great numbers of yarious kinds : the In- 
dians, with much perfuafion, about noon, ventur- 
ed over to us. With the feine we had very 
little fuccefs, catching only a few mullets, 
neither did we get any thing by the trawl 
or the dredge, except a few fhells ; but we ftiot 
feveral birds, moft of them refembling fea-pies, 

except 
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except that they had black, plumage, and red 
. bills and feet. While we were abfent with our 
guns, the people who ftaid by the boats faw two 
of the Indians quarrel and fight : they began . 
the battle with their lances, but fpme old men 
interpofed and took them away, leaving them to 
decide the difference, like Englifhmen, with 
their fifts : they boxed with great, vigour and 
obftinacy for fome time, but by degrees all re- 
tired behind a little hill, fo that our people could 
not fee the event of the combat. , 

In the morning the long-boat was fent again 
to traul in the bay, and an officer, with the ma-, 
rines, and a party of men, to cut wood and 
haul the feine. The Indians on fhore appeared 
very peaceable and fubmiffive, and we had rea- 
fon to believe that their habitations were at a 
confiderable diftance, for we faw no houfes, and 
found that they flept under the bulhes : the bay 
is probably a place. to which they frequently re- 
fort in parties to gather fhell-fifli, of which i^ 
affords incredible plenty, for wherever we went, 
whether upon the hills or in the vallies, the 
woods or the plains, we faw vaft heaps of fhells, 
often many waggon loads together, fome appear- 
ing to be very old, and others recent. We faw 
no cultiv^ation in this place, which had a defo- 
late and barren appearance -, the tops of the 
hills were green, but nothing grew. there except 
a^arge kin3 of fern, the roots of which the na- 
tives 
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tivcs had got together in large quantities, in or- i 7^9^ 
dcr to carry away with them. In the evening ,^,^^^,1 
Mr. Banks walked up the river, which at the M«a«i«y«^. 
mou^h looked fine and broad, but at the diftance 
of about two miles was not deep enough to co« 
ver the foot; and the country inland was ftiH 
more barren than at the fea-fidc. Th- fcinc 
and dredge were not more fucccfsful to-day 
than yeftcrday, but the Indians in fome mcafure 
compcnfated for the difappointment by bringing 
us feveral baikets of fiih, fome dry, and feme 
frefh dreffed •, it was not indeed of the bcft, but 
I ordered it all to be bought for the encourage- 
ment of trade.. 

On the 7th, the weather was fo bad that none Tueciiyr. 
of us left the fhip, nor did any of the Indians 
come on board. 

OntheSth, Ifentapartyofmenonflioretowood Wedaccs. 
and water ; and in the mean time many canoes 
came off, in one of which was our friend Toiava ; 
foon after he was alongfide of the (hip, he faw 
two canoes coming from the oppofite fide of,thc 
bay, upon which he halted back again to the 
Ihore wi|h all his canoes, telling us that he was 
afraid of the people who were coming : this was 
a farther proof that the people of this country 
were perpetually committing hoftilities againft^ 
each other. In a (horttime, however, he returned, 
having difcovered that the people who had alarm- 
ed Jiim were not the fame that he had fuppofed.

i^.-^-nJ fold US, for ft few pieces of clothe as mudh fifti 
WfdKf.8. Qf ^j^g mackrel kind as ferved the whole fhip's 
company, and they were as good as ever were 
eaten. At noon, this day, lobferved the fun's 
meridional zenith diftance by an aftronotnical 
quadrant, which gave the latitude 36^ 47' j^f 
\ within the fouth entrance of the bay. 

Mr. Banks and Dr. Soknder went on ftiord 
and coUeftcd a great variety of plants, altogether 
unknown, and not returning till the evening, 
had an opportunity of obferving in what man- 
ner the Indians difpofed themfelve^ to pafs the 
night. They had no (belter but a few fhrubs : 
the women and the children were ranged inner- 
Hioft, or fartheft from the fea ; the men lay in a 
kind of half circle round them, and their arms 
were fct up againft the trees clofe by them, in 
a manner which fhowed that they were afraid 
of an attack by fome enemy not far diftant. It 
Was alfo difcovercd that they acknowledged 
neither Teratu, nor any other pcrfon as their 
king : as in this particular they dififered from 
all the people that we had feen upon other parts 
of the coaft, we thought it poffible that they 
might be a fct of outlaws, in a ftatc of rebellion 
againft Teratu, and in that cafe they might have 
no fettled habitations, or cultivated land in any 
part of the country. 

On 
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On the 9th, at day-break, a great number of ^'^^^^ 
canoes came on board, loaded with mackrel of u^-^^^^-J 
two farts, one cxaftly the fame with thofe '^**"'"-«' 
caught in England, and the other ibmewhat dif- 
ferent: we imagined the people had taken a 
large Ihoal, and brought us an overplus which 
they could not confume j for they fold them at 
a very low r4fe. They were, however, very 
welqpme to wi at eight o'clock, the (hip had 
more filh on board than all her people could cat 
in three days ; and before nighr, the quantity 
was fo much incr^afed, that every man who 
could get f4lt, cured as many as would laft him 
a month. 

After an early breakfaft,* I went afhore, with 
Mr. Green and proper inftruments, to obferve 
the tranfit of Mercury^ Mr. Banks and Dn So- 
lander bei^g of the party ; the weather had for 
fome time been very thick, with much rain, but 
this day was fo favourable that not a cloud inter-> 
vcned during the whole tranfit. The obfervation 
of the ingrefs was made by Mr. Green alone, 
while I was employed in taking the fun's altitude 
to afcertain the time. It came on aj 7^ 20' 58'' 
apparent time : according to Mr. Green's obfer* 
vation, the internal contact was at 12^ 8^58', 
the external at 12 9' 55'' P. M. And accord- 
ing to mine, the internal contact was at 1 2** 8' 
5V% and the external 12^ 9' 48'"; 'the latitude 
of the place of obfervation was 30^ 48' 5i\

About noon, we were alarmed by the firing 
of a great gun from the fhip ; Mr, Gore, . my 
Second Lieutenant, was at this time command- 
bg officer on board, and the- account that he 
gave was this. While fome ftnall canoes were 
trading with the people, two very large ones 
came up, full of men, one of them having on 
board forty feveri, all armed with pikes, darts, 
land ftones, and apparently with a hoftile in- 
tention : they appeared to be ftrangers, and to 
be rather confcious of fuperiority over us by 
their numbers, than afraid of any weapons 
which could give us the fuperiority over them : 
no attack however was made ; probably becaufe 
:they learnt from the people in the other canoes, 
with whom they immediately entered into <:on- 
ference, what kind of an enemy they had to deal 
with : after a little time, they began to trade, 
fome of them offering^ their arms, and one of 
them a fquare piece of cloth„ which pfiakcs a 
part of their drcfs, called a Haabow \ feveral of 
the weapons were purchafed, and Mn Gore hav- 
ing agreed for a Haabow, fcnt down the price, 
which was a piece of Britilh clo^h, andexpedcd 
his purchafe : but the Indian, as fooa as lie had 

got 
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got Mr. Gore's cloth in his poflefflon, rcfufed i?^^* 

to part with his own, and put off the canoe: <JL,, j 

upon being threatened for this fraud, he and Thurfa.9. 
Jiis companions began to fing their war fong in 
defiance, and fhook their paddles : ftill however 
they began no attack, only defying Mr. Gore to 
take any remedy in his power, which fo provok* 
ed him that he levelled a mufquet loaded with 
ball at the offender, while he was holding the 
cloth in his hand, and fhot him dead. It would 
have been happy, if the effeft of a few fmall 
ihot had been tried upon this occafion, which up- 
on fbmc others had been fuccefsful. 

When the Indian dropped, all the canoes put 
off to fome diftancej but as they did not go 
away, it was thought they might ftill meditate 
an attack. To feciire therefore a fafe paflagc 
for the boat, which it was neceflary to fend on 
Ihore, a round Ihot was fired over their heads, 
which effeclually anfwered the purpofe, and put 
them all to flight. When an account pf what 
had happened was brought alhore, pur Indians 
were alarmed, and drawing all together, retreat- 
ed in a body. After a fhort time, however, 
they returned, having heard a more particular 
account of the affair ; and intimated that they 
thought the man who had been killed dcferved 
his fate. 

A little before funfet the Indians retired to 
«at their fuppcr, and we wem with them to be 

fpedlators 
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1769* ^eftators of the repaft ; k confided of fi(h of 
^_!^J^Jf difierefit kinds, among which were Id^fters, 
TkfuU. 9. ^^ jjj^g birds, of a fpccics unknown to us : 
thefe were either roafted or baked; to roaft 
them, they fattened them upon a fmaU ftick, 
which w^s (luck up in the ground^ inclining to- 
wards thefr fire ; and to bake them« they put 
them into a hole in the ground with hot ftonesi 
in the fame manner as the pec^Ie of Otaheite. 

Among the natives that were afiembled upon 
this occafion, we faw a woman, who, after their 
n^anner, was mourning for the death of her rela- 
tion : (he fat upon the ground near the reft, who, 
one only excepted,, feemed not at all to regard 
her: the tears conftantly trickled down her 
fMetksy and (he repeated in a low, but very 
mournful voice, words, which even Tupia did 
not at all underftand : at the end of every fen- 
tence (he cut her arms, her face, or her breaft 
with a (hell that (he held in her hand, fo that (he 
was almoft covered with blood, and was indeed 
one of the moft afiefting fpeftacles that can be 
conceived, Thic cuts, however, did not appear 
to be (b deep as are fometimes made upon fimi- 
lar occafions, if we may judge by the fears 
which we faw upon the arms, thighs, breafts, and 
cheeks of many of them, which we were told 
were the remains of wounds which they had in^ 
fiided upon themfelves as teftinionies of their af^ 
jfodioA and forrow. 

The 
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Th€ next day, I went with two boats, accom- ^'^^9- 
panied by Mr. Banks and the other Gentlemen, -s — y— ^ 
to examine a large river that empties itfelf into ^'^^^ ***• 
the head of the bay. We rowed about four or 
five miles up, and could have gone much farther 
if the weather had been favourable. It was here 
wider than at the mouth, and divided into many , 
ftreams by fmall flat iflands, which are covered 
with mangroves, and oycrflqfwed at high water. 
From thefe trees exudes a vifcous fubftance 
which very much refembles refin : we found it 
firft in fmall lumps upon the fea beach, and now 
faw it (licking to the trees, by which we knew 
whence it came. We landed on the eaft fide of 
the river, where we faw a tree upon which kve^ ' 
ral fliagi had built their nefts, and here there- 
fwe we determined to dine ; twenty of the fhags 
were foon killed, and being broiled upon the fpot, 
afforded us an excellent meal. We then went 
upon the hills from whence I thought I faw the 
head of the river. The fhore on each fide, as 
well as the iflands in the middle, were covered 
with mangroves ; and the fand-banks abounded 
in cockIe3 and clams : in many places there 
were rock oyfttrs, and every where plenty of 
wild fowl, principally fliags, ducks, curlieus, 
and the fea-pie, that has been defcribed before. 
We alfo faw fi(h in the river, but of what kind 
we could not difcover : the country on the eaft 
fide of this river is for the moft part barren, and 
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1769. dcftimtc of wood ; but on the weft it has a bet* 
c^-^^J ter afpedt, and in fome places is adorned with 
Friday 10. i^tts^ but has in no part the appearance of cul- 
tivation. In the entrance of the river^ and for 
two or three miles up, there is good anchoring 
in four and five fathom water, and places very 
convenient for laying a veflcl on fliore, where 
the tide rifes and falls feven^eet at the full and 
change of the nworil We could not determine, 
whether any confiderable ftrcam of frefli water ' 
came into this river out of the country ; but we | 
law a number of fmall rivulets iffue from the 
adjacent hills. Near the mouth of this river, 
on the eaft fide, we found a little Indian village, 
confifting of fmall temporary (heds, where we 
landed, and were received by the' people with . 
the utmoft kindnefs and hofpitality : they treated 
us with a flat (hell fifb of a moft delicious tafte, 
fomewhat like a cockle, which we eat hot from 
the coals. Near this place is a high point or 
peninfula, projefting into the river, and upon it 
are the remains of a fort, which they call Eppah,. 
or Heppah. The beft engineer in Europe could 
not have chofen a fituation better adapted to en- 
able a fmall number to defend themfelves againft 
a greater. The fteepncfs of the cliffs renders it 
"wholly inacceflible from the water which in- 
clofes it on three fides ^ and, to the land, it is 
fortified by a ditch, and a b^nk raifed on the in- 
fide : from the top of the bank to the bottom of

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itchi, m two and twenty feet ^ the ditch ob' ^T^Qv 
ocfid^ is fourteen feet deep, and its breadth L^-^,Ji 
i proportion. The whole fcemcd to have ^'^^^y^^ 
CJiecuted 'with great judgment; and there 
zn a row of ptcken or pallifadocs, both on 
|iop of the bank and along the brink of the 
on the QUtHde I tbofe on the outQde had 
driven very deep into the ground, and 
inclined towards the ditch, fo as to projeft 
it ; but of thcfe the thickeft pofts only were ^ 
and upon them there were evident marks of 
fo that the place had probably been taken 
deftroyed by an ehemy. If any occafioh 
)uld make it neceflary for a Ibip to winter 
Htj or ftay any time, tents niight be built in 
is place, which is fufficiently fpaciousy with . 
reat convenience, and might eaf^yj^einjadein}-^ 
pregnable to the whole country. 

On the eleventh^ there was io niuch wind satard, n. 
and rain that no canoe came ofFv but the long- 
boat was ient ta fetch oyfters from one of the 
bec^ which tiad b<;en difcovered the day before : 
the boat foon returned, deeply laden, and the 
oy%rs, which were as good as ever came from 
Cofchefter, and about the fame fize, were laid 
do#n under the booms, and the fhip*s com- 
pany did nothing but eat them from the time 
they c2^tt\Q on board till night, when, as m^y 
reafonably be fuppofed, great part of them were 
CJcpended •, this, however, gave us ncKconccf n, 
0^2 as 
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17^9* As we knew th'nt riot the boat only, but the ihip 
,J]|!J^Lj might have been loaded, almoft in one tide, 

the beds are dry it lialf ebb. 
Sttftdayit. In the morning of Sunday the 12th, t^ 
canoes came off full of people whom we ha: 
nevct feen before, but who appeared to hav^ 
heard of us by the caution which they u(ed ioi 
approaching us. As w6 invited them to comei 
alongfide with all the tokens of friendlhip thac 
we could (hew, they ventured up, and tvroff 
them came on board 5 the reft traded very fair- 
ly for what they had : a fmall canoe alfo came 
from the other fide of the bay, and fold us fome 
very large fifli, which ihey gave us to under- 
ftand they would have brought yefterday, hav- 
ing caught them the day before, but that 
the wind was fb high they could not ventuit 
to fea. 

After breakfaft, I went with the pinnace and 
yawl, accompanied by Mr. Banks and Dr. So- 
lander, over to the north fide of the bay, to take 
a view of the country, and two fortified villages 
which we had difcovered at a diftance. Wc 
landed near the fmalleft of them, the fituationof 
^hich was the moft beautifully romantic that 
^ can be imagined; it was built upon a fmall 

rock, detached from the main, and furroundcd 
at high waten The whole body of this rock 
was perforated by an hollow or arch^ which pof- 
feffed much the largcft part of it; the top of . 
6 ^^' 
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arch 'wjas above Qxty- feet - perpjbndicular , 1769. / 
>9vc/thefea, which at high wafer flowed ^..II^^L!/ 
irough the bottom of It: the whole fummit of ^•"**r "• 
ic rock above the arch was fenced round after 
tcir manner; but the. area was not large 
lOugh to contain more than five or fix houfes : 
\t was acceflible only by one very narrow and 
tccp pathy by which the inhabitants, at our ap- 
proach, came down, and invited us into the 
blace % but we refufed, intending to vifit a much 
f more cgnfiderable fort of the fame kind at about 
] a mije's diftance. We made fome prefems how- 
• ^ver to the. women, and in the mean time we faw 
! (he inhabitants of the town which we were going 
\ (O) cQcping towards ujs in a body, men, women, 
f'^4 jchildren, to the number of about one hun- 
dred j >vhjen they came near enough to be 
hear^}, tiwy waved their hands and called out 
Horomai\ after which they fat down among the ^ ' 
baches near the beach j thefc ceremonies we were • 
jtold were certain figns of their friendly difpofi- - 
tioft. We advanced tp the place where they 
were fitting, acid when we came up, made them 
a fcv!r prefents^ an4 alked leave to vifit their 
. Hcppah i they confented with joy in their coun* 
penances, and immediately led the way. It is '' ■'■m 
(Called Wharretouwa, and is fituated upon .a . 
high promontory or point, which projcfts into 
the fea, on the north fide, and near the head of •' ■ 

the bay : two fides of it are wafhcd by the fea,

1 769* and thefe arc altogether inacceflible ; two other 
wJ-vrW fidc3 are to the land : up one of them, which is 
sw>da> i^. yg^y ftccp, lies the aVenue from the beach ; the 
other is flat and open to the country upon the 
hill, which is a narrow ridge : the whole is inr 
clofed by a pallifade about ten feet high^ confid- 
ing of ftrong pales bound together with wishes. 
The weak fide next the land is alfo defended by 
* ^ doubk ditch, the inncnmoft of which has a 
bank and an additional pallifade ; the inner pal- 
^ifades are upon the bank nei^t the town, but at 
fuch a diftance from the top of the bank as to 
leave room for men to walk and ufe their arms, 
between them apd the inner ditch : the outcr- 
moft pallifades are between the two ditches, and 
(driven obliquely into the ground, fo that their 
Upper ends incline over the inner ditch: the 
depth of this ditch, frorp the bottom to the top 
or crown of the bank, is four and twenty feet. 
Clpfe within the innermoft pallifade is a ftagt; 
twenty feet high, forty feet long, and fix broad; 
it is fupported by ftrpng pofts, and is mtendcd 
(Its a ftation for thofe who defend the place, from 
which Uiey may arnioy the 4ffailams by darts and 
ftoncs, heaps of which lay ready for ufe. An. 
other ftage of the fame ^ind commands the deep 
avenue from the bfcach, and ftands alfo within the 
pallif<ade 5 on tfcis f?de of the hiH thiere arc fome 
little outworks and huts, not intended as advanc- 
pd i^ofts, but as the |iabitation« of people who for 

want 
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want of room could not bcaccommodated with- 17^7^ 
in the works, but who were, notwithftanding, v,...^v~-» 
defirous of placing themfclres under thtjir pro- ^""'**'^ **'^ 
tcdlion. The paHf&des, as has been obferved 
already, run round the whole, brow of the hill, 
as well towards the fea as towards the land 5 buc 
the ground within having originally been a 
mount, they have educed it not to on^ level, 
but to feveral, riling in ftages one above the 
other, like an amphitheatre, each of which is in- 
clofed within its feparate paUifade; they cons- 
ul unicate with each other by narrow lanes, which 
might eafily be ftopt up, fo that if an enemy 
fliould force the outward pallifade, he would 
have others to carry before the place could be 
wholly reduced, fuppoRng thefe places to be - 
obftinately defended one after the other. The 
only entrance is by a narrow paflage, about 
twelve feet long, communicating with the ficep 
afcent from the beach: it paflfes under one of 
khe fighting ftages, and though we faw nothing ' 
like a door or gateway, it may be eafily barri- 
caded in a manner that will make the forcing it 
a very dangerous and difficult undertaking. Up- 
on the whole, this muft be confidered as a place 
of great fircngth, in which a fmall number of 
refolute men may defend themfelves againft all 
the forqe which a people with no other arms 
than thofe that arc in «fe here could bring 
againft it. It feemed to be wtU furnijhed f<#-a 
0^4 fiege 
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1769. ficge with every thing but water ; .we faw great, 
v^! ^-^ quantities of fern root, which they cat as bread, 
6ttiuiay.». ^jjj ^^jgj gflj p-Qg(i up j^ heaps ; but we could 

' not perceive that they had a:**; frelh water nearer 

than a brook, which runs clofe under the fdotof 
the hill : whether they have any means of getting 
it from this place during a fiege, or whether 
they have any method of^oring it within the 
works in gourds or other' veflcls, ^c coutd not 
learn ; fome refourcc they certaimyTiavc with 
refpeft to this article, an indifpenfable neceflary 
of life, for otherwife the laying up dry provi- 
fions could anfwer no purpofe. Upop our cx^ 
preffing a defire to fee their method df^ttack 
and defence, one of the young men moun^d a 
fighting ftage, which they call Porava^ and ai>- 
other went into the ditch : both he that was to 
defend the place, and be that- was to aflfault it, 
fung the war-fong, and danced v^lth the fan^ 
frightful gefticulatioas that we had feen. yfed in 
more feripus circumftances, to work themfelv^s 
up into a degree of that mechanical fury, which, 
arpong all uncivilised nations, is the neceffaty 
prelude to a battle ; for difpalfionate courage, a 
ftrength of mind that can furmQunt the fenfc of 
danger, without a flow of animal fpirits b^y 
which it is cxtingu^fhed, fe§ms to be the prero- 
gative of thofe who have projedls of more lad- 
ing importance, and a keener fenfe of honour 
^d jlilgrace, than_ c^n be formed or felt ^y 

inca 
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men who have few pains or pleafures belidcs 17^* 
thofe of mere animal life, and fcarcely any pur- ^_^^ / 
pofc but to provide for the day that is pafliog ^""^^ ^ 
over them» to obtain plunder, or revenge an in- 
fulc : they^ will march againft each other indeed 
in coqI blood, though they find it necelTary to 
work thcmfclvcs into paffion before. they en- 
gage-, as among us there have been many it)« 
ftances of people who have deliberately made 
?hemfclves drunk, that they might execute 4 
project which they formed when they were fober, 
|:)ut: which) while they continued fo, they*did not 
4are to undertake* 

On the fide of the hill, near this inclofure, we 
faw abojut half an acre planted with gourds and 
fwect potatoes, which was the only cultivation in 
the bay: under. the fpot of the point upon 
which this fortification ftaqd;, are two rocks, 
one ju||t broken off frqm the main, and the 
other not perfeftly detach/sd frpm it : they arc 
both fm^U, and fcem more proper for the habi- 
tations of birds than men ; yet there are houfe^ 
and placjes of defence upon each of them. And 
we faw many other works of the fame kind up- 
on fmall iflands, rocks, aqd ridges of hills, on 
different parts of the coaft, befides many forti- 
fied towns, which appeareji to be mych fupcrior 
to this. 

The perpetual hoftility in which thefe poor 
favagcs, who hs^vemadte every village a fort,* 

muft 
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nuift aeceilarily live, will account for there bu 
ing fo little of their land in a ftate of culdVi* 
tioA $ and, as^mifchtefs very often rdciprocailj 
produce each other, it may perhaps aj>pear, thu 
chere beiiig fo litde land in a ftate of cuktvatioiH 
If ill account for their living m perpetual hoftii- 
ly. But it is very ftrange, that the fan^ inven- 
tion and diligence which haVe been uied in the 
conftruftion of places fo admirably adapted to 
defence, almofl: without tools, fliould not, wtoi 
tirged by the fame neccflity, have furniftied them 
with a fingle miffile weapon except the lake, 
which is thrown by hand: they have no con- 
tfivance like a bow to difcharge a dart, nor any 
thing like a fling to ajQift them in throwing a 
ftone 5 which is the more furprifing, as tfce ki- 
vention of flings, and bows and arrows, is much 
more obvious than of the works which tbefc 
people oonftruft, and both thefe weapons are 
Ibund among much ruder nations, and in aknoft 
every other part of the world. Befides the long 
lance afid Patoo-Patoo, which have been men- 
tioned already, they have a ftaff about five feet 
long, fometimes pointed, like a Serjeant's hal- 
berd, fometimes only tapering to a point at one 
end, and having the other end broad, and feap* 
ed fomewhat like the blade of an oar. They 
have alfo another weapon, about a foot flwrter 
than thcfe, pointed at one end, and sx the ether 
Shaped 4&e an .axe. Tlic points of their loog 

lances 
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lances are barbed, and they handle them with 17^* 
fuch ftrength and agility, that we can match yj.^^— ^ 
them with no weapon but a loaded mufquet. ^^"^ '*' 

After taking a flight view of the country, 
and loading both the boats with celery, which 
we found in great plenty near the beiach, we re- • 
turned from our excurfion, and about five o'clock 
in the evening got on board the fhip. 

On the 15th, I failed out of the bay, and at wedncCis. 
the fame time had feveral canoes on board, in 
one of which was our friend Toiava, who faid, 
that as foon as we were gone he muft repair to 
his Heppah or fort, becaufe the friends of the 
man who had been Ihot by Mr. Gore on the 9th, 
had threatened to revenge his death' upon him, 
whom they had reproached as being our friend. 
Off the north point of the bay, I faw a great 
number of iflands, of various extent, which lay 
fcattercd to the north weft, in a direftion parallel 
with the main as far as I could fee. I fleered 
porth eaft for the north eaftermoft of thefe ifla'ndsj 
but the wind coming to the north weft, I was 
obliged to ftand out to fea. 

To the bay which we had now left I gave the 
name of Mercury Bay, on account of the ob- 
fervation which we had made there of the. tran- 
fit of that planet pver the fun. It lies in latitude 
36^ 47' S. -, and in the longitude of 1 84® 4 W. : 
^ere are feveral iflands lying both to the fouth- 
War4 »nd nqrthward of ir, and a fmall ifland or ' * 

rock 
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176c* rocli; ^in cb^ middle of the entrance : within this 
^^J^Lj ifland the d^pth of water no where exceeds nine 
^e¥ff»f? fathQm; the bcft anchorinjg is in a fandy bay, 
whic^ lies juft within the Touch head, in five and 
four fathom, bringing a high tower or rock^ 
which lies without the head, in one with the 
head, or jufi: ihut in behind it. This place is 
very convenient bbth for wooding and watering, 
.and ip the river there is an immenfe quantity of 
oyfters and other fhell-fifli i 1 have for this rea^ 
fon given it the name of Oyster Rive^» But 
for a fliip jhat wants to ftay Ijerc any time, the 
beft and fafeft place is in the rjyer at the hca^i of 
the bay ; which, from the number of mangrove 
trees about it, I have called Mangrove River. 
To f^il into this river, the fputh fhore muft be 
kept all th.e way orj board. The country on the 
caft fide of the river and bay is very barren, its 
only produce being ferp, and a few oth?r plant3 
that will grow in a poor foil The land on the 
north weft fide is covered with wood, and the foil 
being much more fertile, would doubtlcfs pro- 
duce all the neceflaries of life with proper culti- 
vation : it is not hqwever (q fertile a? tl^e lands 
that we have feen to the fouthward, nor d^ the 
inhabitants, though numerous, make fo good an 
appearance : they have no plantations ; their 
canoes are mean, and without ornament -, t)icy 
fleep in the open air; and fay, that Teratu, 
whpfe fovereignty they do not acknowledge,. if 

' i>9 
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he was to come among them, would kill them^ «7^9* 
This favoured our opinion of their being out- ^_ ~^- j 
lawsi yet they told us, that they had Hcppah$ ^'^^^s* 
or ftrong holds, to which they retired in time of . 
imminent danger. 

We found, thrown upon the fliore, in feveral 
parts of this bay, great quantities of iron-fand, 
which is brought down by every little rivulet of 
frcfli water that finds its way from the country ; 
which is a demonftration that there is ore of that 
metal not far inland : yet neither the inhabitants 
of this place, or any other part of the coaft that 
we have feen, know the ufe of iron, or fct the leaft 
value upon it \ all of them preferring the moft 
worthlefs and ufelefs trifle, not only to a nail, but 
to any tool of that metal. 

Before we left the bay, we cut upon one of the 
trees near the watering-place the (hip's name, and ► 
that of the Commander, with the date of the year 
and month when we were there ; and after dif- 
playing.theEngliih colours, I took a formal pof- 
feffion of it in the name of his Britannic Majefty 
King George the Third.

CHAP. IV. 

The Range from Mercury Bay to the Bay of 
IJlands : An Expedition up the River 
Barnes : Some Account of the Indians 
'who inhabit its Banks ^ and the fine Ttm^ 
her that grows there: Se^/eral Jnter-^ 
views with the Natives on different Parts 
of the Coqfly and a Skirmi/h with them up^ 
on an Ifland. 

1769. " T Continued plying to windward two days to 
^^^^^"\ 1 get under the land,, and on the i8th, about 
Saturdny 18. feven in the morning, we were abreaft of a very 
confpicuous promontory, being then in latitude 
j6^ 26', and in the direftion of N. 48 W. from 
the north head of Mercury Bay, or Point Mercury, 
which was diftant nine leagues : upon this pioint 
ftood many people, who feemed to take little 
notice of us, but talked together with great 
earneftnefs. In about half an hour, fevcral 
canoes put off from different places, and came 
towards the (hip; upon which the people on 
the point alfo launched a canoe, and about 
twenty of them came in her up with the otherSi 
When two of thefe canoes, in which there might 

be 
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be about (ixty men, came near enough to make , '769* 
themfelves heard, they fung their war-fong ^ bui v ^- Is 
feeing that we took little notice of it, they thr^w ^^'^^ 
a few ilones at us, and then rowed off toward 
the thore. We hoped that we had nolv done 
v^ith them, but in a fhort time they returned, as 
if with a fixed refoluiion to provoke us into 
a battle, animating themfelves by their fong aa 
they had done before. Tupia, without any di- 
rections from us, went to the poop, and began 
to expoftulate : he told them, that we had wea- 
pons which would deftroy them in a moment % 
and that, if they ventured tolmack us, we ihould 
be obliged to ufe them. Upon this, they flou«' 
riflied their weapons, and cried out, in their lan- 
guage, " Come on fliore, and we will kill you 
*' all :" Well, faid Tupia, but why fhould you 
moleft us while we are at fea ? as we do not wifh 
to fight, we (hall not accept your challenge to 
^come on fhore •, and here there is no pretence; 
for qujttrel, the fea being no more your proper- 
ty than the (bip. . This eloquence of Tup|^ 
though it greatly furprifcd us, havjag giMW 
him no hints for the arguments he ufed, had no 
effeft upon our enemies, who very foon renews 
cd their battery: a mufquet was then firedl 
through one of their boats, and this was an ar* 
gumeiit of fufficient weight,^ for they immediate-^ 
ly fell aftern and left us* 

From 
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i7^9» From the point, of which we were now abrcaft, 
v_^^,^ the land trends W. 4 S. near a league, and then 
s^'^- '*• S. S, E. as far as we could fee ; and, befides the 
iflands that lay without us, we could fee land 
round by the S. W. as far as N. W. ; hue 
whether this was the main or iflands, we could 
riot then determine : the fear of lofing the main, 
however, made me refolveto follow its dircftion. 
With this view, I hauled round the point and 
fleered to the fouihward, but ther6 being light 
airs all round the compafs, we made but little 
progrcfs. 

About one o*clock, a breeze fprung up ateaft, 
which afterwards came to N. E. and we fteereda* 
long the fhore S. by E. and S. S. E. having from 
twenty-five to eighteen fathom. 

At about half an hour after feven in the even- 
ing, having run feven or eight leagues fince 
noon, I anchored in twenty-three fathom, not 
chufmg to run any farther in the dark, as I had 
now land on both fides, forming the entrance of 
a ftreight, bay, or river, lying S. by E. for on that 
point we could fee no land. 
Studay i^. At day-break, on the 19th, the wind being 
ftill favourable, we weighed and ftood with an 
cafy fail up the inlet,- keeping neareft to the caft 
fide. In a (hort time, two large canoes cameofi^ 
to us from the Ihore ; the people on board faid, 
that they knew Toiava very well, and called 

Tupia 
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Tupia by his name. I invited fomc of them on ,.*769'

board ; and a&they knew they had nothing to y,^..^ — j 
fear from us, while they behaved honeftly and Sunday i9» 
peaceably, they immediately complied : I made 
each of them ft>me prefents, and difmifled them 
much gratified,. Other canoes afterwards came: 
up to us from a different fide of the bay; and 
the peopk on board of thefe alfo mentioned the 
name of Toiava, and fettt a youqg man into the> 
fhip, who told us he was'his grandfon, and he alfo* 
was difmifled with a prcfent* , 

After having run about five leagues from the 
place where we had anchored the night before, 
our depth of water gradually dec reafed to fix fa- 
thom ; and not chufing to go into lefs, as it was 
tide of flood, and the wind blew right up the in-' 
let, I came to an anchor about the middle of the' 
channel, which is near eleven miles 6ver ; after 
which I fent two boats oot to found, one on one 
fide, arid the other on the other. 

The boats' not having found above three feet 
more water than we were now in, I determined 
to go no farther with the fhip, but to examine the 
head of the bay in the boats ; for, 'as it appear- 
ed to run a good way inland, I thought this a 
favourable opportunity to examine the interior 
part of the countrys and its pr'oduce. ^ 

At day-break, therefore, I fet out in the pin- Mondiyao, 
nacc and long-boat, accompanied by Mr. Banks, 
Dr. Solaoder, and Tupia ; r and we found the in-

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T76Q. let ti\A in ^ riveit, ^o^t ninfe mil^ abeve chd 
Netre^^bcn ^.^ ^ feto this rijwriW CHterfed wkh tht 6r^ef 
MPiMi^y »o jjjg fldod, and within thlrce nailes fouttd the wa- 
ter perfeftly frefli. Befofte wc had proceeded 
more than one third of that diftance, we found 
an Indito town/ which was built^o^M a fmail 
bacik q{ dry fand» but entirely furrouncted by t 
deep mud» which poffibiy the inhabitants might 
confider as a (defence. Thefe peepte^ as foOfi as 
they {j^W »«» throngesd to tb« banks, ind invited 
us on ihore. We accepted the ivivitaiiofi, and 
made itieni a vifit notwitfaftandiv^ the mud. 
They received us; Vith <sqpcn arms, having heard 
of us from oor good Old friend Toiava ; but our 
i^ay eould not b^ long, ^s we had other otgeds 
\{ curiofity in view. We prooeeded up the 
river till near noon> when we were fottrteen 
niiks wkhin ks entranoe ^ and then, finding the 
j^e of the country to comtinoe nearly the fame, 
without any alteratioft in the courfeof the ftream, 
which we had nQ,hQpf of tracing, to its fource, 
we landed on the weft fide, to take a view of the 
loft^y tr^es whic|i every where adorned its banks. 
They were of a kind that we had feen before, 
though only at ^ diftance, both in Poverty Bay 
and Hawkc'a Bay. Before we had walked an 
hundred yards into the wood, we met with one 
of them which was nineteen feet eight inches io 
the girt, at the height of fix feet above tbe 
ground; haying a quadrajnt with {ne» I mea- 

* . furc^ 
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fured its height front the root to the firft' branch; „*^^'?^ 
and fbund rt to be cighty-ninc feet :f ^ Was a^' «.. -^^^--^ 
ftraight as aft arrow, and tapered birt ^e«ry Iktte ^^'"^'^ 
in pi^opor^ion to its height j fo th^t I judged! 
there were three hundred and ftfty-fix fett of 
folid timbef in it, exclufive of the branches. A* 
ive advanced, we few many others that were ftill 
- larger;' we cut dowrt a young one, arid the 
Wood proved heavy and foHd, not- fit for mafts, 
but fufeh as would make the fmeft plank in the 
wotld. Ouf carpenter, who Was with us, faid ^ . 
that the- timber refembled that of the pitch-pine, ' . 
which h lightened by tapping-, and poffibly 
fortiefuch method might be found to lighten 
thefe, and they would then be fuch mafts as nd 
country in Europe can produce. As the wood 
was fwampy, we could not range far ; but we 
found many ftout trees of other kinds, alt of 
them utterly utiknown to us, fpecimens of which 
we brought away. - 

The river at this height is as broad as the 
Thames at Greenwich^ and the tide of flood as 
ftrong ( it is not indeed quite fo cleep^ but has 
Water enough for vefleb of more than a middle 
fviM^ and a bottcnn of mud, fo foft that nothing 
tould take damage by running afhore. 

Abo^t three o'clock, we reimbarfced, in order 

to return with the firft of the ebb^ and named the 

river the Thames^ it having Tome refemb^ance 

to our own river of that name. In eur return^

the inhabitants of the vill/ige where we bad been 
^Khore^ f^t\x\g us take another channel^ came oflT 

Mon<uyao. ^^ ^^ j^^ ^j^^j^. ^anoes, and trafficked* with us in 
the moft friendly nianner, till they had dilpofed 
of the. few trifles they had. Thip tide of ebb 
juft carried us put of the narr9w part of the 
rivcr,into the channel that run up/rom thefea^be- 
. fore it was dark •, and we pulled hard to reach the 
ftiip, bvit meeting the flood, and a ftrong breeze 
at N. N. W^ with flipwcrs of rain, we were 
obliged to defift i and. about midnight, we run 
under the land, and came (o a grappling, where 
we took fuch reft as oyr fituation would admit, 

Tuefihyii. At break of day, we fet forward again^ and it 
was paft fevcn o'clock before we reached the 
(hip. We were all extremely, tired, Jbut thought 
ourfelyes happy to be on board j for before 
nine it blew^ fo h^rd^thac the boat could not 
have rowed ahead, and muft therefore either 
have gone alhore, or taken (belter under it. 

About three o'clock, having the tide of ebb, 
we took up our anchor,^, made fail, and plied 
down the riv«r till eight in the evenifig, when 
we came to an anchar again : early in the 

Wednef.2i. momiog.we made fail with the firft ebb, and 
kept plying :tilt the .flood obliged us once moi^ 
to come to an anch.on As we had now only a 
light breeze, I weijt in the pinnace, accompanied 
by Dr., Sounder, to the >yeftern (hore, but I faw 
npthi.ng.WQfthy ^fyJ^oikc.^

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When I left the (hip, fnany canoes were about ^IJ^^^]^ 



it ; Mr. Banks therefore chofe to llay on board, 
and traffic with the natives : they bartered their 
cloches and arms, chiefly for paper, and behaved 
with great friendfhip and honefty. But while 
fome of them were below with Mr, Banks, a 
young man who was upon the deck Hole a half 
minute glafs which was in the binacle, and was 
detefted juft as he was carrying it off. Mr. 
Hicks, who was commanding officer on board, 
took it into his head to puniQi him, by giving 
him twelve lalhes with a cat o'ninc-tails 5 and 
accordingly ordered him to be taken to the gang- 
way, and tied up to the fhrouds. When the 
other Indians who were on board faw him fcized, 
they attempted to refcue him ; and being refifl:- 
ed, called for their arms, which were handed up 
from the canoes, and the people of one of them 
attempted to come up the (hip*s fide. The tu- 
mult was heard by Mr. Banks, who, with Tu- 
pia, came haftily upon the deck to fee what had 
happened. The Indians immediately ran to 
Tupia, who, finding Mr. Hicks inexorable, 
could only affure them, that nothing was intend- 
ed againft the life of their companion -, but that 
it was neceflary he fliould fuffer fome punifli* 
ment for his bffence, which 'being explained to 
them, they fecmed to be fatisfied. The punilh-' 
ment was then ipfliftcd; and as foon as the crimi- 
nal was unbound, an old q;ian among the fpefta-i 
R 3 tors, 
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>7^9' tors, who was fuppofed to be his father, gave 

Noircmber. j^.^ a hcafty beating, and fent him dowtt into 

wcdoftf. »2. j^js canoe. All the canoes then dropped a ftern, 

and the people faid t-hat they were afraid to 

come any more near the ihip^ after much per- 

fuafion, however, they ventured back again, 

hut their cheerful confidence was at an end, and 

their ftay was fhort ; they promifed indeed, at 

their departure, to return with fomc fifti, but we 

faw no more of them. 

Tjiorfa.«|. O*^ the 23d, the wind being contr:ary» wc 

kept plying down the river, and at fcven in the 

evening, got without the N. W. point of the 

iflands lying on the weft fide of it. The weather 

being bad, night coming on, and having land 

on every fide of us, I thought it moft advifabic 

to tack, and ftretch in under the point, where 

we anchored in nineteen fathom. At five in the 

ftiUj »4. niorning of the 24^ we weighed, and made fail 

to the N. W, under our courfes and double 

reefed top- fails, the wind being at S. W. by W. 

and W. S. W, a ftrong gale and fqually. As 

the gale would not permit us to come near the 

land, we had but a (liglit and diftant view of it 

from the time when we got under fail till noon; 

duriog a run of twelve leagues, but we never 

once loft fight of it. At this time, our latitude, 

by obfervation, was 36^ 15' 20'', we were not 

above two miles from a point of land on the 

mftiA, wd three leagues tnd an half from a vciy 
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chigti iflaiid, which bore N. £. by £. : in this „''^9 
^utuatioii we bad twenty-ifix fachom water : the ^■-y->»J 
ifar^hcft poiflt on the main tha^ we coulf) fee '**y'** 
-.bore N. W. but we could perceive feveral 
fmfiU i(land$ lying to the north of that direflioji. 
The point pf kad of which we were now a-breaft, 
^nd which I calkd Point Rodney, is the N. Wt 
extremity of the river Thanoes ; for under tfhat 
name I comprehend the deep bay, which tei> 
minates ia the frefb water ftreaai, and the N. £, 
extremity is the promontory which we pail[ed 
when we entered it, and which I called Cap^ 
Coi;V]i,i>B, in honour or the Right Honourable 
Lord Colville. 

Cape Colvilk lies in latitude 36^ 26\ longi- 
tude 184.^ 27' 'f }t rifes dircdly from the fea, tp 
a confKlerabJe height, and is remarkable for 4 
lofty rock, which ftands to the pitch of the 
point, asd may be diftinguiflied at a very great 
diftaoce. From the fouth point of this Cape 
the river runs in a direft line S. by £., and is no 
where lefs than three leagues broad for the dif- 
tance of fourteen leagues above the Cape, and 
ihere it is contradcd to a narrow ftream, but 
continues the fame courfe through a low fiat 
country, or broad .valley, which lies parallel 
with the fea coaft, and the end of which we could 
not fee. On the eaft fide of the broad part of 
this river the land is tolerably high and hilly ; 
on the weft fide it is rather low, but the whole 
R 4 ' is. 
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. 1769. is covered with verdure and wood, and has the 
ofcm cr^ ^p^^Y2Lncc of gfc^t fertility, though there were 
Fridty *4. jjy^ J fgy^ (j^^w fpQi-j which had been cultivated. 
At the entrance of the narrow part of the river 
the land is covered with mangroves and other 
ihrubs) but farther, there are immenfe woods 
of perhaps the fincft timber in the world, of 
which fome account has already been given : in 
feveral places the wood extends to the very edge 
Df the water, and where it is at a little diftance, 
the intermediate fpace i» marfliy, like fome parts 
of the banks of the Thames in England : it is 
probable that the river contains* plenty of fife, 
for we faw poles ftuck up in many places to fet 
nets for catching them, bi3t of what kinds I do 
not know. The greateft depth of water that wc 
found in this river' was fix and twenty fathom, 
which gradually decrcafed to one fathom and an 
half: in the mouth of the frefti water ftream it 
is from four to three fathom, but there are large 
flats and fand banks lying before it. A Ihip of 
moderate draught may, notwithftanding, go a 
long way up this river with a flowing tide, for it 
rifes perpendicularly near ten feet, and at the full 
and change of the moon, it is high water about 
nine o'clock. 

Six leagues within Cape Colville, under the 
caftern fliore, are feveral fmall iflands, which, 
together with the main, feem to form good har- 
bours ; and oppofite to thefe iflands, under the 

weftern 
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weftern Ihore, lie other iflands, by which it is ^ij^^ 
alfo probable that good harbours may be form- u^^v-w^ 
cd : but: if there are no harbours about this ^^°^^ ■** 
river, there b good anchoring in every part of 
it where the depth of water is fufBcientj for iris 
defended from the fea by a chain of iflands of ^ 

different extent, which lie crofs the mouth of i^ 
and which 1 have, for that reafpn, called Bar- 
rier Islands: they ilretch N. W, and S. E. 
ten leagues. The fouth. end of the chain lic$ 
U. E. between. two and three leagues from 
Cape Colville; and the north end lies N, E. 
four leagues and an half ^from Point Rodney. 
Point Rodney lies W, N. W, nine leagues from 
Cape Colville, in ladtude 36^ i5'S. longitude 

The natives refiding about this river do not 
appear to be numerous, confidering the greatest 
tent of the country. But they are a ftrong^ 
well-made, and aftive people, arjd all,of theni 
paint their bodies with red oker and oil from 
head to foot, which we had not feen before. 
Their canoes were large and well built, and 
adorned with carving, in as gpod a tafte as any 
that we had feen upon the coaft. 

We continued to ftand along the fliore till 
night, with the main land on one fide, ao4 
iflands on the other^ and then anchored in a bay, 
with fourteen fathom, an4 a fandy bottom. We 
had no fooncr come to an anchor, than we tried 

our 
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tfar lines, «nd in a {hart time caught near ont 
bnadred fifli, wbich the people called Sea*bretm; 

Fridtjp M, jjj^ weighed from fix to eight pounds » piece, 
abid confequendf would fupply the wfaob flup's 
company with food £3r two days. From tht 
^ fuccefs of our lines here, we called the placs 

BitBAM Bat : the two points that form it lie 
north and fouth, five leagues from each other; 
it is every where of a good breadth, and between 
three and four kagues deep : at the bottom of 
it there appears to be a river of frefii water. 
The north head of tha bay, « called BftSAif 
Head, is high land, and remarkable for federal 
pointed rocks, which (tand in a f ange upon the 
top of it : it may alfo be known by fome fmaU 
iflands which lie before it, called the Hem and 
Chickens, one of which is high, and termi- 
fiates in .two peaks. It lies in latitude 35^ 46^ 
S., and at the diftance of feventeen leagues and 
an hsAf from Cape Colville, in the direftion of 
N.41W. 

The land between Point Rodney and Bmeaai 
Head, an extent of ten leagaels, is low, and 
vooded in tufts, with white fand banks between 
the fea and the firm lands. We faw no inhabit 
tants, but many Bres in the night ; and where 
there are fires^ there are always people. ' 

s#ird.s5. At day-break, on the afth, we left the bay, 
and fteered along Ihore to the northward : we 
found the variation of the compafs- to be la^ 

42' E. 
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42' E. At Jwon^ our .latitude was -35^ ^$' $•< 
firoam Head b^c fouth, diftant f^p jfii^^ ; HIH) 
wc fiaw fojnc fmall iila^ds, to whicJi J gave Kk$ ^^'^ ***' 
name of the Fqor KNiOHTSy ^t N. E. by N« 
diftanc three leagues ; the nonhermoft lan<i in 
fight bore N* N* W, : we were in this place M 
the diftance of (wo oiik* from the (hore» and Aad 
twenty- fix fathom water. 

The country appeared lew, but wdl covered 
with wood: we faw fomie ftnaggliiig houfes^ 
three or four fortified towns, and near them a 
large quantity of ciiitirated land. 

Ifi the eveniog, itwn large canoes catne off to 

us, with about ti^'bJKt&djiod tnm : fomeofthefli 

came on beards and iaid that they iiad fecard oif 

us. To two of ttoiH who . appeaMd to b0 

Chiefs, I gave prelEtnts; biu when tbefe weM 

gone dut of the fl)^, the others became exceed 

ingly t^roubkibme. Some of chofe in the canoea 

began to trade, and, according to their coftpm^ 

to cheat, by refufing to deliver iahat had bocit 

bought, after they had *rece^ed the prioe » 

among thefe was one who bad re^seived an <Mfl 

pair of black breeches^ which) upon a f«;w G^a^ik 

ihot being fired at him> he thr^w infio th^ 1^4* 

All the boats fooa after paddled p£f to ibme dif^ 

tance, and when they thought they were out of 

reach, they began to defy us^ by Aoging th^r 

fong and brandiihtng their weapons. We thought 

it advisable tp inomidaite theoii a$ well for their 

fakes 
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'^^9- fakes as our own, and therefore fired firft fomc 
1^ -^^tJ ftnall arms, and then round (hot over their 
sttiirf..5. j^eads; the' laft put them in a terrible fright, 
though they received no damage, except hj 
over-heating thfemfelves in paddling away, 
which they did with aftonifliing expedition. 
r In the night we had variable light airs ; but 
Siuaay 26. towards the morning a breeze fprung up at S. 
and afterwards at S. E. with which we pro- 
ceeded flowly to the northward, alotig the 
fliore. 

Between fix and feven o'clock two canoes 
came ofF, and told us that they had heard 
of yeflerday's adventure, notwithftanding which 
the. people came on board, and traded very 
quietly and honeftly for whatever they liad : foon 
after two canoes came off froni a more diftant 
part of the Ihorcj thefc were of a much larger 
fize, and full of people : when they cam^ near, 
they called oflF^ the other canoes which were 
al^ng fide of the (hip, and after a (bort confer- 
ence they all came up together^* The ftrangere 
appeared to be p^rfons of a fuperior rank ; their 
eanoes were well carved with many ornaments, 
and they had with them a great variety of wea- 
pons : they had patoo-patoos both of ftone and 
whalebone, upon -which they appeared to fct a 
great value-, they had al(b ribs of whale, of 
which we had befdre feen imitations in wood, 
carved and adorned with tufts of dog's hair.

the people we I^ad feen to the fouthward, and ^ — vrr^

their bodies and faces were more marked with 

the black ftains which they call Amoco : they. 

had a broad fpiral on each buttock; and the. 

thighs of many of them were almoft intirely* 

black, fome narrow lines only being left.un*^ 

touched, ip tha^ at firft fight they appeared to 

wear ftriped breeches, With refpeft to the 

Amoc9, every diflfcrent tribe fecmed to have a 

different culiom, for all the men, in fome canpes» 

feemed to be almoft covered with it, and thoic 

in others had fcarccly a ftain* except on the lips, 

which were black in all of them without a fingle 

exception,.; Thefe gentlemen, for a long time, 

rcfufed to part with any of their weapons, what* 

ever was offered for them ; at laft, however, 

one of them prodqcpd a piece of talc, wrought 

into the (hape, qf .an:ax, and agreed to fell it for 

a piece of cloth : the clpth was handefi ovettbo 

(hip's fide, but hi$. honour immediately, p.utijff 

his canoe with the ax. We had recourfe to our 

ufual exj)edient, and. fired ar mufket ball over the ^ 

canoe, upon which it put back to the fliip, and[ 

the piece of cloth was returned ; all the boats 

then went, aihore, .without offering any further, 

intercourfe* ^ ^. . 

.At^noon^ the main land extended from S, by,

^•*^*6- diisCape » cooiider^iblf highei^ «ha«i any part 
of the ad^ciic coyft: at the p&tfit of it, is 
siiii^ roQAd lultock, ^nd N. E4 by N. at the 
ciiftance of about amile^ is a foiait high ifiand 
or rock, which, lite fevera! that hare alrcadf 
lltdft defctib^, wis perforated quite through, 
fb as tb appear like the arch of a bridge. This 
Gafle, or^at'leaft f6me part of ir, is by the natives 
calkd MorticOGboo, and itiits in latitude 35^ 
to^ 30" ». longitude 185^^ 25' W. On the weft 
fide bf it is a large arid pretty dec{> bay, lying in S. 
W. by W, in whith there appeared to be feveral 
final) iQanda: the pobt that forms the N. W. 
entrance, lies W* 4 N. at the diftanee of three 
or four Icagcies from Cape Bret, and I diftin- 
giiMked it by the name of Boiat Bocockb, On 
tiie weft fide of the bay we few feveral villages, 
both upon iflands and the main, and feveral very 
kflge canoes came off to us, full of people, who 
made a better appearance than any we had feen 
yet : they were all ftout and wcU-made ; their 
' hatr, which was black, wais tied up in a bunch 
OA the crown of their heads, and ftuck with 
white feathers. In each of the canoes were two 
or three Chiefs, whofe habits were of the bcft fort 
of cloth, and covered with dog^s fkin, fo as to 
make an agreeable appearance : moft of thefe 
people wei^e marked with the Amoco, like thofc 

who 
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*ho had been dongfide of us before : th^f 

Channef of tfading was ilfo equally fraudulent; 

and the officers neglcdting either to punifii ^''•*^**' 

01* fright them, one of the midfhipmen who 

had bccti defrauded in his bargain, had recourfc^ 

for revenge, to an expedient which was cquailjr 

ludicrous and fevere : he got a fifhing line, and 

when thie man who had cheated him was clofc 

under the (hip's fide in his canoe, he heaved the 

lead with<fo good an aim that the hookcaugh^ 

him by the back fide \ he then pulled the line, 

and the man holding back, the hook broke 

i m the ihank, and the beard was left (licking in 

the flefti. 

During the courfe of this day, though we did 
not range more than Bx or eight leagues of the 
coaft, we had aiongfide and on board the (hip 
between four and five hundred of the natives, 
which is a proof that this part of the country is 
well inhabited. 

At eight o'clock the next morning, we wore uaa^^^ 
within a mile of a grotrp of iflands which lie 
clofe under the main, at the diftance of two and 
twenty miles from Cape Bret, in the dircftion of 
N. W. by W. i W. At this place, having but 
little wind, we lay about two hours, during 
which time feveral canoes came off, and fold us 
fomc fi(h; which we called Cavallcs, and for 
that reafon I gave the fatne name to the iflands< 
Thcfc pfople were very infolent, frequently 

threatening 
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threatening us, even while they vrcre felling 
their fifh j and when fome more canoes came 

M<Hiiay«7^ up, they began to pelt us with ftoncs. Some 
fmall fliot were then fired, and hit one of them 
while he had a ftone in his hand, in the very 
aftion of throwing it into the Ihip : they did not, 
however, defaft, till fonie others had been 
wQunded, and then they went away, and we 
flood off to fca. 

WedneCs^. The wind being direflly againft us, we kept 
plying to. windward till the 29th,, when wcbad 
rather Ipft than gained ground ^ 1 therefore bore 
up for a bay which lies to the weftwardof Cape 
Bret ; at this time it was about two leagues to 
leeward of us; and at about eleven o'clock we 
anchored under the fouth weft fide of one of the 
many ifland* which line it on the fouth caft, \n 
four fathom and an half water ; w£ fhoaled our 
water to this depth all at once, and if this had 
not happened 1 fliould not have come to an an- 
chor fp foon. The Mafter was immediately fcnt 
out with two boats to found, and he foon difco- 
vered that we had got upon a bank, which runs 
out from the north weft end of the ifland, and 
that on the putfide of it there was from eight to 
ten fathom. ' 

In the mean time the natives, to the number 

of near four hundred,, crouded upon us in their 

canoes, and fome of them were admitted on 

board :' to one, who .fe?meci to be a Chief, I

xived that fooie of thefe people had been about w^^'>«^»9* 

ihe Ihip when (he was off at fea^ and that thejr 

Itnew the: power of our fire-arms, for the vef)r 

fight of a guQ threw them intQ mapifeft confu* 

ppn: under this imp^ITion they traded very 

fairly ; but the people in qnp pf the canoe^ topk 

the opportunity of our being at dinner to tow 

away our buoy : a muflcet was .fired over th^m 

without cfieft, we then epdeayoured tp^ leach 

them with fome fmall fliot, but :t|icy were too 

far off: by this time they had gQt the buoy into 

their canoe, and we were obliged to fire; a mufr 

quct a;t them.^with ball: thisyhit oqe gf tihqpii 

tad thty immediately threw the -buoy pyer 

board : a round fhot was then. fired oyer them^ 

which ftruck the water and went afliore* : Two 

or three of the canoes inunediatfely landed their 

people, who ran about the beach, as we imagined 

in fearch c^ the ball. Tupia called to them, 

and affured them that while they wcfe honeft 

they fhould be fafe, and with a little perfgafion 

many of them returned to.the (hipi and their 

behaviour was fuch as left ;U3 no reafon to fu- 

fpeft that they intended to give us any farther 

trouble. 

After the fhip was removed into deeper wa« 
tcr, and properly fecured, I went with the pin- 
nace and yawl^ manned and armedi accompa* 
yoL..IIl. S nied 
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I'f^i hied by Mr. Banlu and Dr. Solaoder, and landed 
u«».v^ ^P^ ^^^ ifland, which was about three quar* 
^friAMt*t9. ^^^ ^£. ^ ^ji^ diftant : we obfcrved that the ca- 
ndci which were about the fliip, did not follow 
us upon our Jeaying hdr, which we thought a 
good figti •» but we had no fboner landed than 
they crowded to difl^eift p^ns of the ifland and 
camconfliore. We were in a. little cove, and in 
a ftyr minutesi were forroundcd by two or three 
hundred people, fome rulhihg from behind the 
iieads ef the cove, and others appearing on the 
tops bf the. hills': they were all armed^ botthqr 
came, on in fo cotifufed tod ftra^Iing a tnanner 
that We fcarcely fufpefted they sdoAnt us any 
harm, isnd we were determined that hc^ili- 
ties fliQuld not begin on our part. Wejoiarched 
towards them, and then drew a line upon ik | 
iand between them and pi, which we gave them 
to underftand they w^re not to pafs : at firft diey 
ci^tinued qiaiet, but their weapons were held 
i-ejidy to ftrike^ and they feemed- to be rather 
irrefolute than peaceable. While we remaioeci 
in this ftate of fu^ence, another patty of Indi- 
ans came up, and now growing more bold as 
their number increaftd, they began the dance 
and long, which are their preludes to a bactk: 
ftill, however, they delayed the attack^ but a 
party fan to each of our boats» and attempted 
to draw them on fliore ; this feemed to be the 
£gnal,.£E>r the people, about i|S at the fame

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time began to pitfs in upon our linti: our fitu- 17^9*

ktion was now become too critical for us to re- <^i-y-/ 
[hain longer inadive, I therefbre difcharged my w«*»«^'*9» 
oiufket, which was loaded with fmall (hot, at 
one of the forwardcft, and Mr, Banks and two 
bf the men fired immediately afterwards t this 
made them fall back In fome coAfufion, but 
one of the Chiefs, who was at the diftancc of 
about twehty yardsj rallied them, and running 
forward waving his patob-patoo, and calling 
loudly to his companions, led them to the 
charge. Dr» Solander,' whofe piece was not yet 
difcharged, fired at this champion, who flopped 
fllort upon feeling the fliot, and then ran away 
wkh the reftl they did not however dilperfe, 
but got together upon a riling ground, and 
feemed only to want fome leader of refolution to 
renew their attack. As they were now beyond 
the reach of fmall fliOt, we fired with bail, but 
as none of them took place they dill continued 
in a body, and in this fituation we remained 
about a quarter of an hour : in the mean time 
the (hip, from whence a much greater number 
of Indians were feen than could be difcovered in 
our fituation, brought her broad-fide to bear,, 
and entirely di(perfcd them, by firing a few (hot 
over their heads. In this (kirmifli only two of 
the Indians were hurt with the fmall (hot, and 
toot a fingle life was lofl:, which would not have 
been the cafe if I had not rc(haincd the men, 
S 2 who. 
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1769- who, cither from fear or the love of mifchicf, 
^Dvenr. er^ fliewed as much impatience todeftroy them as a 
\vedncf.i9. fportfman to kill his game. When wc wcrcio 
quiet poflpffion of our cove, we laid down our 
arms anjd began to gather celery, which grew 
liere in great plenty : after a little time were- 
coUefted to have feen fome of the people hide 
themfclves in a cave of one of the rocks, we 
' therefore went towards the place, when an old 
Indian, who proved to be the Chief that I had 
prefented with a piece of broad cloth in the 
morning, came out with his wife and his bro- 
ther, and in a fupplicating pofture put them- 
Yelves under our proteftion. We fpoke kindly 
to them, and the old man then told us that he 
had anoiJicr brother, who was one of thofe that 
had been wounded by the fmall fliot, and in- 
quired with much folicitude and concern if he 
would die. We affured him that he would not, 
and at the fame time put iato his hand both a 
mufket ball and fome fmall ihot, telling hini) 
that thofc only who were wounded with the ball 
would die, and that the others would recover; 
at the fame time affuring him, that if we were 
attacked again, we fhould certainly defend our- 
fclves with the ball, which would wound them 
mortally. Having now taken courage, they 
came and fat down by us, and as tokens of our 
perfeA amity, wc made them prefents of fuch 
trifles as we happened to have about u$« 

Soon 
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Soon after wc re-imbarked in our boats, and ^769- ; 
laving rowed- to another cove in the fame ifland, ^ ^^^ ^^ 
:limbed a neighbouring hill, which commanded We<inef.29. 
he country to a confiderable diftance. The 
)rofpedfc was very uncommon and romantic^ 
:on(ifting of innumerable iflands, which form- 
ed as many harbours, where the water was as 
booth as a mill-pool : we faw alfo mahy towns, 
[cattered houfes, and plantations, the country 
being much more populous than any we had 
fecn. One of the towns was very near us, from 
which many of the Indians advanced, taking 
great pains to (hew us that they were unarmed, 
mid in their geftures and countenances expreffing 
great meekneis and humility. In the mean time 
fomc of our people, who, when the Indians 
were to be punifhed for a fraud, afTumed th^ 
inexorable juflice of a Lycurgus, thought fit to 
break into one of their plantations, and dig up 
fome potatoes : for this offence I ordered each 
of them to be punifhed with twelve lafhes, after 
which two of them were difchargcd; but the 
third, infifling that it, was no crime in an Eng- 
lifhman to plunder an Indian plai^tatio^, though 
it was a crime in an Indian to defraud an Engf 
liQiman of a nail, I ordered him back into his 
confinement, from which I would not rtleaie 
{)im till he had received fix lafhes more. 

On the 30th, there being a dead calm, and xhurfd. 30, 
00 probability of our getting to fea, I fent the 
S 3 Mafler, 
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Mailer, with two boats, to found the harbour ; 
and all the forenoon had feveral canoes about 
Thurid. JO. ^jj^ 0jjp^ ^j^Q traded in a very fair and friendly 

manner. In the evening we went zQioxc upon 
the main, where the people received us very 
cordially i but we found nothing worthy of no- 
tice, ^ 

In this bay wc were detained by contrary I 
winds and calms feveral days, during which | 
time our intercourfe with the natives was conti- I 
nued in the moft peaceable and friendly man- 
ner, they being frequently about the fhip, and 
we afhore, both upon the iflands and the main* 
In one of our vifits to the continent, an old man 
(hewed us the inftrument they ufe in ftaining 
their bodies, which exadly refembled thofe 
that were employed for the fame purpofe at 
Otaheite, We faw alfo the man who was 
wounded in attempting to fteal our buoy : the 
ball had pafled through the flefliy part 'of his 
arm, and grazed his bre^ft; but the wound, 
under the care of Nature, the tycft furgeph, and 
a fimple diet, the beft nurfe, was in a good 
ftate, and ieemed to give the patient neither 
pain nor apprehenfion. We faw alfo the bro- 
ther of our old Chief, who had been wounded 
with fmall (hot in our ikirmifh : they had ftruck 
his thigh obliquely, and though feveral of them 
were ftiU in the flefli, the wound feemed to be 
attended with neither danger nor pain. We 

found 
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fouAd among their plantations the mcrm papyri^ i r^* 
foray of which thefe people, as well as thofe of u.-.,^^ 
Ocaheite, make cloth j but here the plant fecms '^^'""- 3®* 
to be rare, and we faw no pieces of the cloth 
large enough for any ufe but to wear by way of 
ornament in their ears. * 

Having one day landed in a very diftant part 
of the bay, the people immediately fled, except 
one old man, who accompanied us wheicver we 
ivent, and &emed much pleafed with the little 
prefents we made him. We came at laft to a 
little ibrt,. built upon a fvnall rock, which at 
Iiigh water was furroundcd by the £ra, and ac* 
ceflible only by a ladder : w« perceived that he 
eyed us with a kind of reftlefs folicitude as we 
approached it, and upon our expreffing a defice 
to enter it, he told us that his wife was there: 
he faw that our curiofity was not diminifhed by 
this intelligence, and after fome hefitation; he 
iaid) |f we would promiib to offer no indecency 
he would accompany us i our promife wa^ rea- 
dily given, and he immediately led the way». 
The ladder confined of Heps fattened to a pole, 
but we found the afcent both difficult and dan- 
gerous* When we entered we found three wo- 
men, who^ the moment they faw^' us, burft int6 
sears of terror and furpr^: fome kind words 
and a few prefents loon removed their gpprdhen* 
Sons, and put them into good humour. We 
examine^ the faoufe of our old friend, and by bis 
S 4 intereft 
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btereft two qdiers, ifvhich Jvprq all that the for- 
tification <:oiitained» Mnd having diflrributed a 
few more pr^fents, we parked with mutual fatif- 
faftion; ' , 

At four a'clockja.the morning of the 5th of 
December^ we weighed, with a light breeze, 
but it being yariarble. with freqMcrvt calms, we 
made little way. We kepi turnipg out of the 
bay till the afternoon, and about ten o'clock we 
were fuddenly becalmed, :fo' that the.fhip would 
neither wear nor ftay, and the. tide or current fet* 
tiog ftrong, Ihe drove towards land fofaft, that 
beibfe any meafures could.be taken for her fecu- 
rity Qie was within a cable's length of the break- 
ers: we had thirteen fathom water, but the 
ground was fo foul that we did not dare to drop 
our anchor; the pinnace therefore.was immedi- 
ately hoifted out to take the ihip in tow^ and 
the men, fenfible of their danger, exerting them- 
felvest to the utmoft, and a faint breeze fpring- 
ing up off the Und, we perceived with unfpeak- 
able joy that fhe made head way, after having 
been fo near the fhore that Tupia, who. was not 
ienftble of our hair's bileadth efcape, was at this 
very time converfing with the people upon the 
beach, whofe voices M^ere diftiaftlyi heatd, ,iiot- 
withftahding the roar of the.btreaki3's# We 
now thought all danger was over, but aboy t an 
hour afterwards, juft as the niaa ia the chains 
had cried ^\ Seventeen fathom,", the ihip ibruck. 

The 
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The (hock threw us all into the utmoft confter- 1769. 
xi^tioQ ; Mr, Banks, who had. undreffed him* i^^!^^$ 
iielf and wa^ Hipping into. bcd». ran haftily up to '^••^"^ s« ^ 
the decks and the man in t^e chains called out 
*';fiye. fathom 5". by this time^ the rock on 
tvhich we hM.ftruck being to windward, the 
ihip went off without having received the Icaft 
damage, and the water very foonr deepened to 
twenty fathorri. . 

This rock lies half a mile W. N. W. of the 
northerpoft or qutermoft iAand on the fouth eafl: 
fide of. the bay; We had light airs from the 
land, with calms, till nine o'clock the next wedncf,6. 
imorning, when we got out Jof the bay, and a 
breeze fpringing pp at >f. N. W. we ftobd out 
tofe^. . , : : 

This bay, as I. have before obferved, lies on 
XhpMc& fid^ of Cape Bret, and I named it the 
Bay o^ Isi.A:^9S, -frpm the great number of 
iflandsfwhicb line. its Ibpres,; and froiTi feyeral 
harbours equally fafe and commodious, where 
there is room ^nd depth for any number of fhip- 
ping., That 4n -which wc^ lay is; qn the ,ifoHth 
weft fide of f he fouth weftermpft ifland,. called 
Maturaro, pn the fouth ^aft .fide, of the bay. 
I have made no accurate furvcy of this baj» be^ 
ing diicduraged by the tinie it^would co&'.m^^k 
I thought dfo that it was fufiicient to t^e ^ble 
to affirm that it afforded ps gpod anchjH'ag^y 
and refreibment of every kind.. It wa^ nottl}^

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feaibn for roots, but we had plenty of fifli» moft 
of which, however, we purehafed c^ the na-> 
tives, ibr we could catch rtrj \Uflt ourfelves 
either with net or line. When we ibowed the 
natives our feine, whkh is fuch Us the King's 
ftips are generally ftimiihed wtck, they laughed 
at it, and in triumph produced their ehvn, which 
was indeed of an enornoous fize, and made of a 
kind of grafs, which is very ftrong : it was five 
fathom deep, and by the room it took up, it 
could not be lefs than three or four hundred fa* 
thorn long. Fiihing ieems indeed to be the 
chief bufinefi of life in this part erf* the country; 
we faw about all their towns a great number of 
nets, laid in heaps like hay-coc);s, and covered 
with a thatch to keep them from the weather, 
and we fcarcely entered a houie where fome of 
tho people weie not employed In making them. 
The fifli we procured here were (harks, ftkig- 
rays, feabream, mullet, mackrel, and ibme 
edieri.. 

The inhabitants in this bay are hr more nu- 
merous thaa in any other part of the country 
that we had before viQted i it did not appear to 
tis that they were united under one head, and 
tiiough their towns were fortified, they feemed 
•o Hve together in perfcdk amity. 

It is high water in diis bay at die full and 
change c^ the moon, about eight i/clock, and 
die tide dien rifes from fix to eight ftet perpen- 
dicularly.

DJ«ib'er C\^ Thurfday the 7th of December, at 

Thwfd. 7. ^^^^ ^^^ miles, and our latitude, by obferva- 
tion, was 34** 59' S. ; foon after we made fevcral 
obfervations of the fun and moon, the refult of 
which made our longitude 185*^ 36^ W. The 
wind being againft us, we had made but little 
way. In the afternoon, we flood in fhore, and 
fetdhed clofe under the Cavalles, from which 
iflands the main trends W. by N. : fcveral ca- 
noes put off* and followed us, but a light breieze 
fpringing up, I did not chufe to wait for them. 
I kept (landing to the W. N. W. and N. W. 

Fiidaj %. till the next morning ten o'clock, when I tacked 
and flood in for the fhore, from which we were 
about five leagues diftant. At noon, the wcfl* 
ermofl land in fight bore W. by S. and was 
about four leagues diflant. In the afternoon, 
we had a gentle breeze to the wefl, which in 
the evening came to the fouth, and continuing

guns, it was not without great; difficulty t^^t 

they were perfuadcd to come under our ftern : 

after having bpught fomc of their cloaths, a^ 

well as their fifh, we began to niake inquiries 

concerning tlicjr' country, and learnt, by the* 

help of Tupiat that, at the diftance of three 

days VqwiAg in their canoes, at a place called 

MooRE-WENNUA, the land would take a fhort 

turn to the fouxhward, andfrpm thence extend 

no more to the weft. This place we concluded 

to be the land difcovered by Tafman, which he 

called Cape Maria van Diemen, and finding 

thefe people fo intelligent, we inquired farther, 

if they knew of any country bcfides their own : 

they anfwereij, that they never had vifited any 

other. 
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17^* 6dieri but that their anceftofs had told thetn^ 
> " '' that to the N. W. by N. or N* N. W. there was 
satuidayf^ a country of great extent, called Ulimaroa^ 
to 11/hich fome people had failed in a very lat^ 
canoe i that only part of them returned^ and re* 
ported, that after a pafTage of a month they had 
feoh a country ,where the p^ple eat hogs. Tu- 
pia. then inquired whether thefe adventurers 
brought any hogi with them when they return- 
ed ? they faid No : then, replied Tupia, yoUr 
ftory is certainly falfe, for it cannot be believed 
that men who came back from an expedition 
without hogs, had ever Vifited a country where 
hOgs were to be procured. It is however re- 
markable, nolWithftanding the fhrewdnefs of 
Tupia's objeftion, that when they mentioned 
hogs it was not by defcription but by name, 
calling them Svoahy the name which is given 
them in the SoutK-fea iHands; but If the ani- 
*mal had been wholly unknown to them, and 
they had had no communication with people to 
whom it was known, they could not poffibly 
have been acquainted with the name. 

About ten o'clock at night, a breeze fpfung 
\3p at W. N, W. with which we ftood off north ; 
Sunaaj 10. and at noon the next day, the Cavalles bore S^ 
£• by E. diftant eight leagues ; the entrance of 
Doubtlefs Bay S. by W, diftant three leagues j 
~ and the north weft extremity of the land in fight, 
which we judged to be the main, bore N. W.

The wind being contrary, we kept plying 

*«fl«|i». northward till five 6*ddck irl'the feVeHing of the 
1 2th, when j having made very little way, we 
tacked and ilbod to theN.E., being'tWb leag*s' 
to the northward^ of Mount CJamei, and about 
a mile and a half from the ihore, -in which fitu- 
Ation we had twdaM twenty fath^m'^ater. 

At ten, it begdn'to blow knd rain, which 
brought us under double reefed tdpfails ; at 
twelve, we tacked aftd flood to the weft ward 

l^toetfj. till fcvcn the next miwrning, when we tacted 
and ftood again to the N. E. being about a 
mile to windward of the place whefr we tacked 
laft night. Soon aftet^ it blew very hard at N. 
N, W. with heavy fqualls and much rain, which 
brought us uridfcr our courfes, and fplit the 
niaitlto|>>faih fo 'that we were obli^d to un- 
bend it and bend another: at t^n, it became 
more moderate, andw^ iet the topfaik, double 
reefed : at noon, having ftrong gales and heavy 
weather, we tacked aiid ftood to the weftwarU, 
and had no land in fight for the firft time fince 
we had been upon this coaft. 
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We had now ftrong gales at W. and W, S. ^JJ^g;^^ ^ 
W. 5 and at half an hour psA three we tacked ^■■v — J * 
and ftood to the northward. Soon after, afmall *"*** '^ 
ifland lying oflF Knuckle Point bore S. f W. difV 
tant half a league. In the evening, having fplit 
the fore and mizen topfails, we brought the 
Ihip under her courfes; and at midnight, we 
wore, and ftood to the fouthward till five in the 
morning ; when we tacked and ftood to the Thurfd. 14. 
N. W. and faw. land bearing fouth, at the dit 
tance of eight or nine leagues ; by this we dif- 
covered that we had fallen much to the leeward 
fince yefterday morning. At noon, our latitude 
by obfervation was 34** 6' S. 5 and the fame land 
which we hadfeen before to the N. W. now bore 
S. W. and appeared to be the northern extremis 
ty of the country. We had a large fwell rolling # 

in from the weftward, and therefore concluded 
that we were not covered by any land in that 
quarter. At eight in the evening, we tacked and 
ftood to the weftward, with as much fail as we 
could bear ; and at noon the next day, we were Fndix y|. 
in latitude 34^ 10', longitude 185*' 45' W. and 
by cftimation about feventeen leagues from the 
land, notwithftanding our utmoft endeavours to 
keep in with it.

TH E fhore at this place feemed to form 
feveral bays, into one of which I propof- 
5«*y i4» ' cd to carry the Ihip, which was become very 
foul, in order to careen her, and at the fame 
time repair fome defefts, and recruit our wood 
and water. 

With this view, I kept plying on and off all 
night, having from eighty to fixty-three fa- 
thom. At day- break the next morning, I 
ftood for an inlet which runs in S. W. \ and at 
eight I got within the entrance, which may be 
known by a reef of rocks, ftretching from the 
north weft point, and fome rocky iflands which 
lie off the fouth eaft point. At nine o'clock, 
there being little wind, and what there was be- 
ing variable, we were carried by the tide or 
current within two cables' length of the north 

weft 
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weft (hore, where we had fifty-four fathom wa- ^^^70- 

■ ^ January, 

ter, but by the help of our boats we got clear,, i.^^--^ 
Juft at this time we faw a fea-lion rife twice near ^° "^ '*' 
the fhore, the head of which cxadly referabled 
that of the male which has been defcribed in the 
Account of Lord Anfon's Voyage. We alfo 
£aw fome of the natives in a canoe crofs the bay, 
and a village fituated upon the point of an ifland 
which lies feven or eight miles within the en- 
trance. At noon, we were the length of this 
ifland, but there being little wind, the boats 
were ordered a- head to tow. About one o'clock, 
we hauled clofe round the fouth weft end of th:^ 
ifland ; and. the inhabitants of the village, which 
w^s built upon it, were immediately up in grms. 
About two, we ^flchored in a very fafe and cpnr 
yenieht cpve, on the north weft fide of the bay, 
and facing the fouth jiveft end of the ifland, in 
eleven fathom water, with - foft ground, ai?d 
moored with the ftream anchor. ^ 

We were about four long cannon fliot diftant 
from the village or Heppah, from which four 
canoes were immediately difpatched, as we 
imagined to reconnoitre, and if they fliould 
find themfelves able, to take us. The men 
were all well armed, and dreffed nearly as they 
are reprefented in the figure publiftied by Taf- 
man-, two corners of the cloth which they 
wrapped round the body were pafled over the 
fhoulders from behind, and being brought 
Vol. IIL U down 
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1770, down to the upper edge of it before, were made 
xta^^Zj faft to it juft under the brcaft ; but few, or none, 
Monday 15. j^^j feathcrs in their hair. 

They rowed round the fhip fevcral times, 
with their ufual tokens of menace and defiance, 
and at lad began the affai^It by thrawing fome 
ttoncs : Tupia cxpoftulated with them, but ap- 
parently to very little purpofe ; and we began to 
fear that they would oblige us to fire at tbcmj 
when a very old man in one of the boats exprcff- 
cd a defire of coming on board. We gladly en- 
couraged him in his dcfign, a rope was thrown 
into his canoe, and die was immediately along- 
fide of the ihip : the old man rofe up, and pre- 
pared to come up the (hip's fide, upon which all 
the reft expoftulated with great vehemence 
againft the attempt, and at laft laid hold of 
him, and held him back : he adhered however 
to his purpofe with a calm but ftcady pcrfcve* 
ranee, and having at length difengagcd himfelf, 
he came on board. We received him with all 
poflible expreffions of friendfhip and kindnefs, 
and after fome time difmifled him, with many 
prefents to his companions. As foon as he was 
returned on board his canoe, the people in all 
the reft began to dance, but whether as a tokeo 
of enmity or friendfhip we could not certainly 
determine, for we had feen them dance in a dif- 
pofition both for peace and war. ]n a ihort 
time, however, they retired to their fort, and 

fbon 
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foon after I went on fliore, with moft of the 
gentlemen, at the bottom of the .cove, a-breaft 

Ofthefllip. * ' Monday ^^ 

We founii a fine ftream of excellent water^ 
and wood in the greatieft plenty,, for the land 
here . w^s one forcft, of vaft extent. As wi^ 
brought the feine with us, we hauled it once or 
twice, and with fuch fuccefs that we caught 
near three hundred weight of fiih of different 
forts, which was equally diftributed among the 
lhip*s company. 

At day-break, while we were bufy in careen- Tuefday la. 
ing the fhip, three canoes* came off to us, hav- 
ing Oil board above a hundred men, befidcs.fe- 
veral of their women, which we were pleafed to 
fee, as^ in general it is a fign of peace ; but they 
foon rfterWards' became very troublefome, and 
gave lis reafon to apprehend fome mifchief from 
them to the pe6ple that were in our boats along- 
fidc the fhip. While we were in this fituation, 
the long-boat Was fent afliore with fdme water 
cafks, and fome of the canoes attempting to 
follow her^ we found it neceffary to intimidate 
them' by firing fome fmall {hot : we were at fuch 
a diftance that it was impoffible to hurt them, 
yet our reproof had its cffeftj and they defifted 
from the purfuit. They had fome fi(h in their 
cano^ which they now offered to fell, and 
which though it flunk, we confented to buy : 
for this piirpofe a man in a fmall boat was ferit 
U a among 
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'77'^- among them, and they traded for feme time 
^J!!!!^!ILj very fairly. At length, however, one of them 
Tucfdajf i6. watching his opportunity, fnatched at fome pa- 
per which our market-man held in his hand, 
and mifliog it, immediately put himfelf in a 
pofture of defence, fiouriftiing his patoo-patoo, 
and making (how as if he was about to ftrike; 
fome faiall fhot were then fired at him from the 
fliip, a few of which ftruck him upon the knee : 
this put an end to our trade, but the Indians 
ftill continued near the fhip, rowing round her 
many times, and converfing with Tupia, chiefly 
concerning the traditions they had among them 
with refpeft to the antiquities of their country. 
To this fubjcft they were led by the inquiries 
which Tupia had been direfted to make, whether 
they had ever feen fuch a veflel as ours, or had 
ever heard that any fuch had been upon their 
coaft. Thefe inquiries were all anfwered in the 
negative, fo that tradition has preferved among 
them no memorial of Tafman ; though, by an 
obfervation made this day, we find that we arc 
only fifteen miles fouth of M^irderer's bay, our 
latitude being 41 <^ 5' i2"\ and Murderer's bay, 
according to his account, being 40^ 50^ 

The women in thefe canoes, and fome of the 
.men, had a head-drefs which we had not before 
feen. It confifted of a bunch of black feathers, 
made up in a round form, and tied upon the 
top of the head, which it entirely covered, and 

made 
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made it twice as high, to appearance, as it was »77o.

m reality. ' — -v— > 

After dinner, I went in the pinnace with Mr. 
Banks, Dr. Solahdcrj Tupia, and fome others, 
into another cove, about'two miles diftant from 
that in which the (hip lay : in our way we faw 
fomething floating upon the water, which we 
^ook for a dead fcal, but upon rowing up to it, 
found it to be the body of a woman, which to 
iill appearance had been dead fome days. We 
proceeded to our cove, where we went on (bore, 
and found a fmall family of Indians, who ap- 
peared to be greatly terrified at our approach, 
^nd all ran away except one. A converfation 
between this perfon and Tupia foon brought 
back the reft, except an old man and a child, 
who ftill kept aloof, but ftood peeping at us 
from the woods. Of thefe people, our curiofi- 
ty naturally led us to inquire after the body' 
of the woman, which we had feen floating 
upon the water : and they acquainted us, by 
Tupia, that (he was a relation, who had died a 
natural death ; and that, according to their 
cuftom, they had tied ia ftone to the body, 
and thrown it into the fea, which ftone, 
they fuppofed, had by fome accident been dif- 
engaged. 

This family, when we came on fhore, was 
employed in dreffing fome provifions : the bo- 
dy of a dog was at this time buried in their 
U 3 oven 
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1770. oven, and many provifion bafkets ftood near it. 
^anuaiy^ Havittg caft ouF cycs carclcfsly into one of thcfe, 
Tiiefday 16. ^^ ^^ paflcd it, wc faw two bones pretty cleanly 
picked, which did not feem to be the bones of a 
dog, and which, upon a nearer examination, we 
difcovered to be thofc of a human body. At 
this fight we were ftruck with horror, though 
it was only a confirmation of what we had heard 
many times fince we arrived upon this coaft. 
As we could have no doubt but the bones were 
human, neither could we have any doubt but 
that the flefli which covered them had been 
eaten. They were found in a prqvifion balketj 
the flefti that remained appeared manifeftly to 
have been dreflcd by fire, and in the griftles at 
the end, were the marks of the teeth which had 
gnawed them : to put an end however to coh- 
jcfture, founded upon circumftances and appear- 
ances, we direftcd Tupia to a(k what bones they 
were; and the Indians, without the lead: hefita- 
tion, anfwered, the bones of a man: they were 
then aflced what was become of the flelh, and 
they replied that they had eaten it ; but, faid 
Tupia, why did you not eat the body of the 
woman which we faw floating upon the water : 
the woman, faid they, died of difeafe ; befides, 
Ihe was our relation, and we eat only the bodies 
of our enemies, who are killed in battle. Upon 
inquiry who the man was whofe bones we had 
found, they told us, that about five days before, 
I a boat 
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a boat belonging to their enemies came into the »77o. 
bay, with many perfons on board, and that this .jI^^^IZLi 
man was one of feveii whom they had killed. '^"^^"'^ *^* 
Though ftronger evidence of this horrid prac- 
tice prevailing among the inhabitants of this 
coaft will fcareely be required, we have ftill 
ftronger to give. One of us afked if they had 
any human bones with the fleih remaining upon 
them, and upon their anfwering us that ^H had 
been eaten, we afFeded to xiilbelieve that the 
bones were human, and faid that they were the 
bones of a dog •, upon which one of the Indiana 
with feme eagernefs took hold of his own fore- 
arm, and thrufting it towards us, faid, that the 
bone which Mr. Banks held in his hand had be- 
longed to that part of a human body ; at the 
fame time, to convince us that the flefli had been 
eaten, he took hold of his own arm with his 
teeth, and made fliew of eating : he alfo bit 
and gnawed the bone which Mr. Banks had 
tiken, drawing it through his mouth, and fhew- 
iog, by figns, that it had afforded a delicious 
repafb i the bone was then returned to Mr. 
Banks, and he brought it away with him. A- . 
mong the perfons of this family, there was a 
woman who had her arms, legs, and thighs 
frightfully cut in feveral places ; and we were 
told that (he had inflicted the wounds upon her- 
felf, in token df her grief for the lofs of her huf- 
band, who had been lately killed and eaten by 

U 4 their 
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their enemies, who had come from fome place to 
the eaftward, towards which the Indians pointed. 
The (hip lay at the diftance of fomewhat lefs 
wednef.i;. than a quarter of a mile from the fliore, and in 
the morning we were awakened by the finging 
of the birds : the nun^ber was incredible, .and 
they feemed to drain their throats in emulation 
of each other. This wild melody was infinitely 
fuperior to any that we had ever heard of the 
fame kind; it feemed to be like fmall bells, 
nioft exqiiifitely tuned, and perhaps the diftance, 
and the water between, might be no fmall ad- 
vantage to the found. Upon inquiry, we were 
informed that the birds here always began to 
fing about two hours after midnight, and con- 
tinuing their mufic till funrife, were, like our 
nightingales, filent the reft of the day. In the 
forenoon, a fmall canoe came off from the In- 
dian village to the (hip, and among thofe that 
were in it, was the old man who had firft come 
on board at our arrival in the bay. As foon as 
it came alongfide, Tupia renewed the converfa- 
tion, that had pafled the day before, concerning 
their praftice of eating human ficfh, during 
which they repeated what they had told us al- 
ready ; but, faid Tupia, where are the heads ? 
do you eat them too ? Of the heads, faid the 
did man, we eat only the brains, and the next 
time I come I will bring fome of them to con- 
vince you that what we have told you is truth, 

vince 
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After fomq farther converfation between thcfc i77o« 
people and Tupia, they told him that they ex* dl^^H^ 
pedted their enemies to come very (hortly, to WediKCi/. 
revenge the death of the fcven men whom they 
had killed and eaten. 

On the 1 8th, the Indians were more quiet 
than ufual, no canoe came near the Ihip, nor Thurfd. it. 
did we fee one of them moving on, the Ihore, 
their fiihing, and other ufual occupations being 
totally fufpended. We thought they expefted 
an attack on this day, and therefore attended 
more diligently to what pafTed on Ihore 5 but 
we faw nothing to gratify our curiofity. 

After breakfaft, we went out in the pinnace, 
to take a view of the bay, which was of vafl: 
extent^ and confifted of numberlefs fmall har- 
bours and coves, in every direftion : we con- 
fined our excurfion, however, to the weftern 
fide, and the country being an impenetrable 
forcft where we landed, we could fee nothing 
worthy of notice : We killed, however, a good 
number of fhaggs, which we faw fitting upon 
their nefts in the trees, and which, whether 
roafted or ftewed, we confidered as very good 
provifion. As we were returning, we faw a 
fingle mail in a canoe fifliing ; we rowed up to 
him, and to our great furprife he took not the 
lead notice of us, but even when we were along- 
fide of him, continued to follow his occupa- 
tion, without adverting to us any more than if 

3 wc , 
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wc had been inviGble. He did not, however, 
appear to be either fullen or ftupid : we re* 

Thnffd. is. queftcd him to draw up his net, that we might 
^examine it^ and he readily complied : it was of 
a circular form, extended by two hoops, and 
about fevcn or eight feet in diameter : the top 
was open, and fea-ears were fattened to the bot- 
tom as a bait : this he let down fo as to lie upon 
the ground, and when he thought fifh enough 
were aflembled over it, he drew it up by a very 
gentle and even motion, fo that the fifli rofe 
with it, fcarcely fenfible that they were lifted, 
till they came very near the furface of the wa- 
ter, and then were brought out in the net by a 
fudden jerk. By this fimple method he had 
caught abundance of fifh, and indeed they arc 
fo plenty in this bay, that the catching them re- 
. quires neither much labour nor art. 

This day, fome of our people found in the 
ikirts of the wood, near a hole or oven, three 
human hip-bones, which they brought on board -, 
a farther proof that thefe people eat human flefh : 
Mr. Monkhoule, our Surgeon, alfo brought on 
Iboard, from a place where he faw many defert- 
ed houfes, the hair of a man's head, which he 
had found, among many other things, tied up 
to the branches of trees. 

Friday 19. ^ In the moming of the 19th, we fet up the 
armourer's forge to repair the braces of the til- 
ler, and other iron- work, all hands on board 

being 
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being ftill bufy in careening, and other neceflary 1770. 
operations about the veflel: this^day, fome In- * -'!^*7*j 
dians came on board from another part of the ^"^"^ '9« 
bay, where they faid there was a town which we 
had not fcen : they brought plenty of fifli, which 
they fold for nails, having now acquired fome 
notion of their ufe ; and in this traffic no unfair 
praftice was attempted. 

In the morning of the 20th, our old man kept Saturd. 10. 
Ills promife, and brought on board four of the 
heads of the feven people who had been fo much 
the fubjcd; of our inquiries : the hair and flefli 
were entire, but we perceived that the brains 
had been extrafted ; the flefhwas foft, but had 
by fome method been preferved from putrefac- 
tion, for it had no difagrceable fmelL Mr. 
Banks purchafed one of them, but they fold it 
with great rehiftance, and could not by any 
means be prevailed upon tp part with a fecond; 
probably they may be preferved as trophies, 
like the fcalps in America, and the jaw bones 
in the iflands of the South Seas. Upon examin- 
ing the head which had been bought by Mr. 
Banks, we perceived that it had received a blow 
upon the temples, which had fraftured the 
IkuU. This day we made another excurfion in 
the pinnace, to furvey the bay, but we found 
ho flat large enough for a ppratoe garden, nor 
could we difcover the lead appearance of culti- 
vation : we met not a fingle Indian, but found 

an 
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an excellent harbour •, and about eight o'clock 
in the evening returned on board the fhip. 

*«»<Ja>ai. On the 2ift, Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander 
went a fifhing with hook and line, and caught 
an immenfe quantity every where upon the 
rocks, in between four and five fathom. water: 
the feine was hauled every night, and feldom 
failed to fupply the whole fhip's company with 
as much fi(h as they could eat. This day all 
the people had leave to go on fhore at the wa- 
tering-place, and divert themfelves as they 
ffiould think proper. 

liMHbjxi. In the morning of the 2 2d, I fet out again in 
the pinnace, accompanied by Mr. Banks and 
Dr. Solander, with a defign to examine the head 
of the inlet, but after rowing about four or five 
leagues without fo much as coming in fight of 
it, the wind being contrary, and the day half 
fpent, we went on fhore on the fouth call fide, 
to try what might be difcovered from the hills. 
Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander immediately em- 
ployed themfelves in botanizing near the beach, 
and I, taking a feaman with me, afcended one 
of the hills : when I reached the fummit, I 
found a view of the inlet intercepted by hills, 
. which in that diredtion rofe ftill higher, and 
which were rendered inaccelTible by impenetra- 
ble woods -, I was, however, abundantly com- 
penfated for my labour, for I faw the fea on the 
eaftern fide of the country, and a pafiage lead- 
ing

jns from it to that on the weft, a little to the 
eaftward of the entrance of the inlet where the 
(hip now lay. The main land which lay on the ^<^'^y^ 
fouth eaft of this inlet, appeared to be a narrow 
ridge of very high hills, and to form part of the 
fouth weft fide of the ftreight ; the land on the 
oppofite fide appeared to trend away eaft as far 
as the eye could reach ; and to the fouth eaft 
there appeared to be an opening to the fea, 
which waflicd the eaftcrn coaft : on the eaft fide 
of the inlet alfo I faw fome iflands which I had 
before'taken to be part of the main land. Hav- 
ing made this difcovery, I defcended the hill, • 
and as foon as we had taken fome refreflimeht, 
we fet out on our return to the (hip. In our 
way, we examined the harbours and coves which 
lie behind the iOands that I had difcovered from 
the hill ; and in this route we faw an old village, 
in which there were many houfes tliat feemed to 
have been long deferted: we alfo faw another 
village which was inhabited, but the day was 
too far fpent for us to Vifit it, and we therefore 
made the beft of our way to the Ihip, which 
we reached between eight and nine o'clock at 
night. 

The 23d I employed in carrying on a furvey Tucfdayti. 
of the place j and upon one of the iflands where 
I landed, I faw many houfes which feemed to 
have been long deferted, and no appearance of 
any inhabitant. 

On 
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'7/0 .On the 24tb, we went to vifit our friends at 
^ January^ ^^^ Hippah Or vilUge on the point of the ifland 
Wcdncf.a4. ^^^^^ ^j^^ (hlp's ftadod, who had come off to us 
on our firft arrival in the bay. They received 
us with the utmoft confidence and civility, Slew- 
ing us every part of their habitations^ which 
were commodious and neat. The ifland or 
rock on which this town is fituated, is divided 
from the main by a breach or fiflure io narrow, 
that a man might almoft leap from one to the 
other : the fides of it are every where fo fteep 
as to render the artificial fortification of thcfc 
people almoft unneceflary : there was, however, 
one flight pallifade, and one fmall fighting- 
ftage, towards that part of the rock where accefs 
was. leaft difficult. 

The people here brought us out feveral hu» 
man bones, the flefli of which they had eaten, 
and offered them to falej for the curiofity of 
thofe among us who had purchafcd them as me- 
morials of the horrid pradice which many,^ not* 
withftanding the reports of travelkrs, have pro- 
feffcd not to believe, had rendered them a kind 
of article of trade. In one part of this village 
we obferved, not without fome furprife, a crofe 
exadly like that of a crucifix ; it was adorned 
with feathers, and upon our inquiring for what 
purpofe it had been fet up, we were, told that it 
was a monument for a man who was dead : we 
had before underftood that theff dead, were not 

buried^ 
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buried, but thrown into the fea; but to our in- i77o» 
quiry how the body of the man had been dif- I- — ^^^ 
pofed of, to whofc nicmory this crofs had been w*a«ef.«4# 
creded, they refufcd to anfwcr. 

When we left thcfe people, we went to the 
other epd of the iiland, and there taking water, 
crofled over to the rtiain, where we faw feveral 
houfes, but no inhabitants, except a few ia 
fbme (trailing canoes, that feemed to be fifii^ 
ing* After viewing this place, we returned on 
board the Ihip to dinner. 

During our vifit to the Indians this day,, TWr 
pia being always of our party, they had beea 
obferved to be continually talking of guns, and 
(hooting people : for this fubjcd of their con- 
verfation we could not at all account 5. and h 
had fo much engaged our attention, that we 
talked of it all the way Back, and even after 
we got on board the Ihip : we had perplexed 
ourfelves with various conjefturcs, which were 
all given up in their turn ; but now we learnt, 
that on the 2ift one of our officers, upon pre- 
tence of going out to fifti^ had rowed up to tba 
Hipptah, and that two or three canoes coming 
off towards his boat, his fears fuggefted that an 
attack was intended, in confcquence of which 
three mufkecs were fired, one with fmall fhot, 
and two with ball, at the Indians, who retired 
with the utmoft precipiution, having probably 
come out wiihfriendly intentions, for fuch their be* 

haviour 
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1770- haviour both before and afterwards cxprefled, 
^^^!!^!2j and having no reafon to expeft fuch treatoient 
Wedttef.24. fj-Qjyj people who had always behaved to them not 
only with humanity, but kindnefs, and to whom 
^ they were not confcious of having given offence, 
Tkuraas. On the 25th, I made another excurfion along 
the coaft, in the pinnace, towards the mouth of 
the inlet, accompanied by Mr. Banks and Dr. 
Solatidcr, and going on fhore at a little cove, to 
ihoot fliaggs, we fell in with a large family of 
Indians, whofe cuftom it is' to difperfe them- 
fclves among the different creeks and coves, 
where fifh is to be procured in the grcateft: plen- 
ty, leaving a few only in the Hippah, to which 
the reft repair in times of danger. Some of 
thefe people came out a good way to meet us, 
and gave us an invitation to go with them to 
the reft of , their party, which we readily accept- 
ed. We found a conripany of about thirty, men, 
women, and children, who received us with aU 
poffible demonftrations of friendfhip : we diftri- 
buted among them a few ribands and beads, and 
in return, received the kifles and embraces of 
both fexes, both young and old : they gave us 
alfo fome fifli, and after a little time we return- 
ed, much pleafed with our new acquaintance. 
Friday 26. In the morning of the 26th, I went again out 
in the boat, with Mr. Banks and Dr, Solander, 
^nd entered one of the bays, which lie on the 
caft fide of the inlet, in order to get another 

fight 
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light of the ftreighr, which paflcd bctwcea. the ^77o» 
traftern and wcfterh feas. For this pur,pQfe^ vi-sA-^ 
having landed at a convenient place, wc climbed ^^^^* 
a hill of a very confiderable height, frpm which 
Xve had a full view of it, with the Un(^ QO.thc 
Oppoi^te (hore, which we judged to be ^bout 
four leagues diftant; but as it was hazey in the 
horiaon, wc could, not fee far to the fouth e^ft ; 
X refolved however to fearch the pailage with the 
Ihip, as fopn as I ihould put to fea. Upon the 
top of thi^ hill we found a parcel of loofe ftoncs, 
^ith which we crefted a pyramid^ and left in it 
feme mulket balls, fmall ihot, beads, and other 
things, which we happened to have about u^, 
that were likely to (land the teft of time, and 
not being of Indian workmanfliip, would con- 
vince any European who Ihould come to the 
place and pull it down, that other natives of 
Europe had been there before him. When this 
Was done, we defcended the hill, and made a 
comfortable meal of the ftiaggs and fifli which 
.our guns and lines had procured us, and whi9h 
were drcflcd by the boat's crew in a place tb^t 
we had appointed : in this place we found .»i>- . 
other Indian family, who received us, as ufua|, 
withdrpng cxpreffions of kindnefs aod plcafucf, 
fticwing us where to procure water, and dpiag 
us fuch other good offices as were in tlicir power. . 
from this place we went to the town, of whi^ 
the Indians had iiplfi us, who vifi^ed .l?s pn tije 
VoL.ill. X 19th: 
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t77o^ 15th : this, like that Which vre had feen before^ 
^^^-^^^^^^^ was bulk upon a fmall ifland or rock, fo diffi- 
" *^* ' cult of accefs, that we gratified our curiofity at 
the rilk of our necks. The Indians here alfo 
received us with open arms, carried us to every 
part of the place, and (hewed us all that it con- 
tained: this town, like the other, confifted of 
between eighty and an hundred; hbufes, and 
had only o?ic fighting- ftage. We happened to 
have with us a few nails and ribands, and fome 
paper, with which our guefts were, fo gratified^ 
that at 'our coming away they filled our boat 
with dried fifh, of which we perceived they had 
laid up great (quantities. 
Sitotaiy27. The 27th and 28th were fpent in refitting th6 
fhip fof the fca, fixing a tranfom for the tiller, 
getting ftortes on board to put into the bottom 
of the bread-room, to bring the Ihip more by 
thfe ftern, in repairing the calks, and catching 
fi(h. 
Monday 29. On the 29th, we received a vifit from our old 
^ man, whofe name we found to be Top a a, arid 
thrqe other natives, with whoni Tupia had 
much converfation. The old man told us, that 
one of the men who had been fired upon by the 
bfficer who had vifited their Hippah, Under 
. pretence of fifliing, was dead; but to my great 
* comfort I afterwards difcovered that this report 
'was not true, and that if Topaa's difcourfcs were 
'taken literally, they would frequently lead us 

into 
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into miftakes. Mr. Banks and Dr. Solandcr »77o» 
were fcveral times on Ihore during the lafl: two u.-yi"^ 
or three, days, not without fuccefs, but greatly *"»»^*y*^ 
circumrcribed in their walks by climbers of a 
moft luxuriant growth, which were fo interwo- 
ven together, as to fill up the fpace between the 
trees about which they grew, and render the 
woods altogether impaflable. This day alfo I 
went on Ihore again myfelf, upon the Wcftern 
point of the inlet, and from a hill of confider- 
able height, I. had a view of the coaft to the 
N. W. The fartheft land I could fee in that 
quarter. Was an ifland which has been mentioned 
before, at the diftance af about ten leagues, ly- 
ing not ifar from the main : between this ifland 
and the place where I flood, I difcovercd, clofe 
uniJer the Ihore, feveral other iflands, forming 
many bays, in which there appeared to be good 
anchorage for (hipping. After I had fet off the 
different points for my furvey, I erefted another 
pile of flones, in which I left a piece of filvcr i 

coin, with fome muiket balls and beads, and a 
piece of an old pendant flying on the top. In 
my return to the Ihip, I made a vifit to feveral 
of the natives, whom I faw along the (hore, 
^nd purchafcd a fmall quantity of filh. , 

On the 3qth, e^rly in the morningi I fent a xuefday ^ 
boat to. one of the iflands for celei;y>, and .while 
the people were gathering it, about twenty of 
the nauves, men, women, and children, landed

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X770* nejfftbme empty huts : Us footi as they were €m 
Wi^,^/-*^ ihore, five or fix of the wetnea fat down upon 
T4iefday3o. ^^ ground together, and began to cut their 
legs, acms, and faces, with Ihells, and fliarp 
pieces of talc or jafper, in a tecrible manner*. 
Our people underftood that theiv hufbands had 
lately been killed by their eneno^ies ; but while 
they were performing this horrid ceremony, the 
men fet about repairing the huts, with the tu:* 
nod negligence and unconcern. 

The carpenter having prepared two polls ta 
be left ^ memorials of our having vifited this 
place, I ordered them to be infcribed with the 
fliip*s name, and the year and month ; one of 
them I fet up at the watering-place, hoifting 
the Union flag upon the top of it ; and the 
other 1 carried over to the ifland th^ lies neareft 
to the fea, called by the natives MoTtTAkA. I 
weut firftto the vilhge or Hippah, accompanied 
by Mn Monkhoufe and Tupia, where I met 
With our old man,, and told him and feveral- 
others, by means of Tupia, that we were come 
to fet up a mark upon the ifland, in order to- 
fiiow to any other (hip which fhouldr happen to- 
come thither, that we had been* there before. 
To this they readily confented, and premiiied 
that they never would pull it down : I then gave 
fomething to every one prefent ; and to the old 
man I gave a filver threepence, dated 1736^ 
and fome fpike nails,, with the king's broad ar- 

row 
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row cut de«p upon tbcmj things: wbidb I thought ^*77o. 
moft likdy to remain long among them.: < I then ^..^^.J- 
took the poft to the higheft part of the ifiaiid, '^^^^ 
and after fixing it firmly in the ground, Lhoifted 
vpon i( the Union-flag^ and honoured this inlet 
wkh the name of Qu^bv Crarlottb'a Sovwe^, 
at the fame tinoe taking formal poiGEeffion of this 
and the adjiKxiit country, in the nanfie and for 
the ufe of his Majcfty King George the Tkird. .• -^-- ' 
We then drank a bottle of wine to her Majefty's 
licalth, aod gave the bottle to the old man wlio 
l»d attended us up the hill, and who was might- 
Hy delighted with his prefent. 

While the poft was fetidng up, weinqmredof 

liie old ^msm concerning (he pafifage inco the

was impoffiWe to lofe without regret. ... : , 
FcWuaty. . Qn. the ift, the gale ipcrcafed to a flrorna,* 
with heavy gufts from :the high lah^, ode of 
which hrcdce the hawfcr, that we had fattened 
to the-ibore, and .obliged us to let 'go another 
anchor;' ; Xowards 4iiidnight, the gale became 
mom riAbderate,- but. the rain continued witK 
fucb' viitence,' that 'the brook which had fup^ 
plied us with water overflowed its banks, aiid 
cSarried away ten fmall caflcs which had been 
left there full of watcf^ and notwithifending we 
fearched xhe .whole cove, we could n^vtr recover 
one of them. ; J 

: - • ' On 
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On the 3dt- as I intended to fail the firft op- ; y^^^* 
portunity, I went pver to the Hippah on the ' u^-v--/ ' 
ciift fide of the Sound, and purchafed a confi- *^ '* 
derabk quantity of fplit and half-dried filb, for 
fea (lores. The people here confirmed all that 
the old man had told us concerning the ftl'eight 
and the country, and about noon I took leave 
of them : fome of them feemed . to be forry, 
and others glad, th^t we were going 2 the fifh 
which I had bought they fold freely, but there 
were fome who Ihewed manifeft figns of difap* 
probation. As we returned to the flitp, fome 
• of us made an.excurfion along the fhore to the 
northward, to traffic with the natives for a far-, 
ther'ftipply of Blh j in wiUdl, however, they 
had no great fuccefs. In the evening, we got 
every thing off from the fhore, as I intended 
to fail in the morning, but the wind would not 
permit, 

. On .the 4 th, while we were waiting for a wind, Sunday 4. 
we amufed ourfelves by fifhing^ and gathering 
ihells and feeds of various kinds } and early in 
the morning of the 5th, we caft off the hawfpr,* Monday 5. 
hove ihort on the bower, and carried the kcdge 
anchor out in order to warp the Ihip opt of the 
cove, which having done about two o'clotk in 
(he afternoon, we hove up the anchor and got 
under iail ; but the wind foon failing, we were 
obliged to come to an anthpr 9gain a little above 
Motgara# When we. w^re under fail, our old

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man Tbpifl caiBe on board to take bis kaVe of 
lA) anfd a^ ^e we(e ftiti ciefirous osl making far^ 
Mojicby 5. th^f inquif ie$ Whether any memory a|* TafinoQ 
ha<l been fxreferved ^oiig thefe peof^^^ Topn 
was dire&ed to a(k him whether he had ever 
heard that fuch a veflel as ours b^ before vifi^- 
cd the country. To this he r^plie^ in th^ <iega<? 
t^vci but faid, that l^is ancf ftors ha^ tqid him 
th)(re bad once come to this place a ^maU vei&li, 
from a diftant cottntry^ called UtiMAROii^ in 
whkh Were four meo,. whp^. upon their coming 
on fliore^ were all killed: upon being aiked 
where this diftant land lay^ h€ pointed to the 
northward. Of Ulit^aro^ we had heard fome- 
tbtng before, fronbtJle people about fhe B^y o{ 
Ifiands, who faid that their anceftdrs ha^ viiimi 
it ', and Tupia had alfo talked to us of Ulimaroa^ 
concerning which he had foi^ie confofed tradi* 
tionary notions, not very different from thofc of 
our old man, fo that we could draw no aertaii^ 
Cbhclufion from the accounts of either. 

Sodn after the fliip came to an anchor the 
fecund time^ Mn Banks and Dr. Solander went 
on (hore, to fee if any gleanings of natural 
kndwledge remained, and by accid^of fell in 
with the mod agreeable Indian farhiiy they had 
feea, which afforded them a becte^ op p or t u nity 
df remarking the perfona) fubordinatioh amdng 
th)s& people, than had before trSevcA. The 
j)rltici^Al ptT(ot^ were a Wido^r, and a «pl«cty

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jboy ftfaoQt ten jezrs old : the widoir wu mdornM ^? 77o. 
ing for her holband mth tt»rs qf blood, ao* s'T^ 
pording to their cuftom, and the child, by the ***'^ ?> 
dfbath of its father, was be(^ome proprietor of 
the land where we had cut our wood. Thtt 
inother tad tfve fofi were fitting upon matt$, and 
th6 reft 6f the family, to the number of fixte^fl* 
or fevente^n^ of both fexes^ fat round them m 
fhe open air, for they did not appear to bsfe 
any houfe, of other flieker from the weather^ 
tb^ inclemencies of which, cuftom has ptobabif- 
cnabkd them t;o endure without any lafting iiw 
ponvenienqs. Their whole behaviour .was af^ 
fable^ obliging, and ui^ufpkious ; they prefem^ 
cdt each p<r^ with ^fii^ atd a brand of firfe td 
4reis it, and preifed them many times to ftay 
tsU (he ittorning, which they Would cereaitily^ 
Have done if they had not np^ed the fh^ to 
fail, greatly regretting that they had not be^ 
come acquainted with them fooner, as they 
made no doubt but that mor^ knowledge of the * 
manners and difpofition of the inhabitants of 
Uiis country would have been obtained from 
them in a day, than they had yet been able 
%0 acquire during our whole |tay upon ibe 
coaft* 

On the 6th, about fix o-clock in the morning, jo^fj,-|. 
a light breeze fprung up at noi^h, and wt again 
got under fail, but the wind proving vartable, 
^e reached no farther than juft without Motuara; 

in 
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177P' in tiieaffiernoon, however, a more fteady gale a( 
^^*^ N.by W. fee usckar of the Sound, whkb I Ihall 
"^^^^ now defcribe. 

The entrance of Queen Charlotte's Sound is 
ikuited in latitiide 4>^ S. bngicude 184'' 45' 
"Vy^ and n^^ the ri^iddle of the fouth weft fide of 
the ftr6ight in whiqh it lies. The land of the 
fouth eaft head of the Sound, called by the na-i 
tms KoAMARpo, off which lie two^fmaU iflandi^ 
and fotne rocks, makes the narrowed pare o^ 
the ftr^ight. From the north weft head a reef 
pf rocks nin& out about two miles, in the direc-' 
tion of N» E. by N. ; part of which is above 
f^ water, and part fellow. By this account of 
liic heads, the Sound will be fufficiently known:' 
at the entrance, it is three leagues broad^ and 
He3 in S. \Y. by S. S.W. and W. S. W. at fcaft 
tm leagues, arid is a coUeftion of fome of the 
fiiBi^ harbours in the; world, as will appear 
from the planv which!is Jaid down with all the. 
* accuracy thi^t tinfie andr.xircumftances would ad^ 
mit. The land for Ain^ the harbi^ur or cove in 
which we lay, is. called by the natives. Totar- 
RANUB : the harbour itfelf,» which I called Shii^ 
G6y£, i^ .not infci^ior. to any in the Sound, 
cither for convenience or fafety : it lies on the 
weft:fidq of the. Sound, and is the fouthermoft 
of; ^.ree coves^ that . aire . fituajed within the 
\ijLw;^^p{ Motusi,ra^ iyjb^i<;h b?ar& eaft of it. Ship 
Cove may- be entered, cithef bc^wgcn IyIotuar% 

and 
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aifid a long ifland, called by the natives Hamqte, 

or between Motuara and the weftern ihore. In 

the laft of thcfc channels are two ledges. of T'i^y^ * 

rocks, three fathom under water, which ^lay:

:The land kbout this Soutld, which is bf fuchu 
height that we faw i( at the diflance of twenty 
leogueS) cofififts wholly of high hills ^nddeep * 
vaftits,; we^ftofed wich ^ vwety of excellent 
timber, ik for ail pui^ofcs except mafts,.for 
which it is too hard and heavy. The fea 
abounds with a variety of fifli, fo that withcmt 
going out of the cove where we lay, we caught 
tyery day, with the feine and hooks and lines, a 
quantity fufficient to ferve the whole feip-s com- 
pany : and along the fliore we found plenty of 
^lags, §nd a few other fpecies of wild-fowl,

A« Toon as we got out of tfee Sound, 1 ftood 
ever to the eaftward, in order to ^ct tfie 
ftreight well open before the tide of ebb came 
on. At feven in the evening, the two fmatt 
tflands which lie off Cape Koamaroo, the fouth 
«aft head of Queen Charlottc^s Sound, bore eaft» 
diftant about four miks : at this time ici was 
nearly calm, and the tide of ebb fctting out; 
•wc were, in a very fliort time, carried by the ra- 
pidity of the ftream dofe upon one of the rQands^ 
"which was a rock rHing ahnoft perpendicularly 
out of the fea : we perceived our danger increa^ 
every moment, and had but one expedient to 
prevent our being daflied to pieces, the fucc^ 
of which a few minutes would determine. We 
were now wttbin little more than a cable's 
length of the rock, and had more than fevetity*. 
five fathom water •, but upon dropping an aiv 
^hor, wd veering about one hundred and fifty 
fathom of cable, the ihip was happily hrou;^ 
up : this, however,, would not have fiived us, if 
the tide which fet S. by E. had not, upon me^-- 
ing with the lAand, changed %s direftton to S. E. 
•and carried us beyond the firft point. Pn dtis 
Btuation, we were not above two cables' length 
ft6m the rocks ; and here we remained in the 
6 . ftrength 
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ftrength of the cide^ which fee to. the S. E. s^ter 
the ratic of at leaft five miles an hour, from a 
little after (even till near midnight, when the 
Wedaei; 7, tide abated, and we began to h?ave« By three 
in the morning the anchor was at the bows, and 
having a light breeze at N. W. we made fail for 
the eaftern ihore ; but the tide being againft us^ 
we made but little way : the wind however af* 
terwards frefhened, and game to N. and N. £• 
with which, and the tide 6f ebb$ we were in a 
fliort time hurried through the narrowed part of 
the ftreight, and then (tood away for the fbuther- 
moft land we had in fight, which bore from 
us S. by W. Over this land appeared a moun* 
tain of ftupcndous height, which was covered 
with fnow. 

The narroweft part of the ftreight, through 
which we had been driven with fuch rapidity, 
lies between Cape Tierawitte, on the coaft of 
Eaheinomauwe, and Cape Koamaroo: the dis- 
tance, between them I judged to be between four 
or five leagues, and notwithftanding the tide^ 
nqw its ftrength is known, may be paffed with- 
out much danger. It is however fafeil to keep 
on the north eaft fliore, for on that fide there 
appeared to be nothing to fear; but on the 
other Ihore there are^ not only the iflands and 
rocks which lie off Cape Koamaroo, but a reef 
of rocks ftretching from thefe iflands fix or ieven 
' .miles to the fouth^ward, at the diftance of two or 

three 
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three mUes from the (hore, which 1 had difco« jyT^. 
vcred from the hill when I took my fecond view w-. !^^ 
of the ftrcight from the eaft to the weftcrn fca, w*^*^^* 
The length of the ftreight we had paiTed I Ihall 
not pretend to aflign, but fome judgment may 
be formed of it from a view of the chart. 

About nine leagues north from Cape Tiera* 
witte, and under the fame Ihore, is a high and 
remarkable ifland which may be diftindtly feen 
from Queen Charlotte's Sound, from which 
it is diftant about fix or feven leagues. This 
ifland, which was noticed when we pafled it 
OH the 14th of January, I have called Entry 

ISLS. , 

^ On the eaft fidd of Cape Tierawitte, the land 
trends away S. E. by E. about eight leagues, 
where it ends in a point, and is the fouthermoft 
land on Eaheinomauwe. To this point I have 
given the name of Cape Palliser, in honour 
of my worthy friend Captain Pallifer. It lies in 
latitude 41" 34' S. longitude 183^58' W. and 
bore from us this day at noon S. 79 E. diftant 
about thirteen leagues, the (hip being then in the 
latitude of 41^ 27' S. ; Koamai^ at the fame 
time bearing N. i E. diftant feven or eight 
leagues. The fouthermoft land in fight bore 
S. 16 W. and the fnowy mountain S. W.* At 
this time we were about thfee leagues from the 
flbore, and abreaft of a deep bay or inlet, to 
which I gave theu^ame of Clovdv Bay, and at

Wf4n*CT. ^j ^jjj.^^ o'clock iri th6 afternoon we were a- 
bieofl: of the fouthernnoft point of lafid thac we

it lies S, by W. diftant between twelve and thir- 
teen leagues from Cape Koamaroo, in latitude 
41* 44' S. longitude 183^ 45' W. j and with 
Cape Pallifer forms the fouthern entrance of the 
ftreight, the diftance between them being be- 
tween thirteen and fourteen leagues W. by S* 
and E. by N. 

From this Cape we (leered along the fho^S. 
W. by S. till eight o'clock in the evening, yfbtn 
the wind died away. About half an hour after- 
wards, however, a frcfh breeze fprung up at S. 
W. and I put the (hip right bfefore it. My rea- 
fon for this, was a notion which fome of the of* 
ficers had juft (tarted, that Eaheinomauwe was 
not an ifland, and that the land might ftretch 
away to the^. E. from between Cape Turnagain 
and Cape Pallifer, there being a fpace of be- 
tween twelve and fifteen leagues that we had 
not feen. I h«d indeed the (Irongeft convidk)n 
riiat they were miftaken, not only from what I 
had feen the firft time I difcovercd the ftreight, 
but from many other concurrent teftimonies thac 
the land in queftion was an ifland ; but being 
refolved to leave no poffibility of doubt with re- 
fped to an objedb of fuch importance, i took the 

opportunity

ward^ and accordingly ireered N.,.£. by £.. all il--v»-i^ 
the night* At nine o'clock in the. morning we '*'^"'®.'*V 
were abreaft bfCape Pallifcrj and found the land 
trend away N. E. towards Cape Tiirnagain^ ♦ 

which I reckoned to be diftant about twenty- fix 
leagues : however, as the weather was hazy, fo 
as to prevent our feeing aboye four or five 
leagues, I ftill kept Handing to the N, E. with 
a light breeze at fouth.;. ai^d at noon Cape 
Pallifer bore N. 7a W,. diftant about three 
leagues. 

About three o'clock in the afternoon, three 
canoes came up to the (hip with between thirty 
and forty people on board, who had been pulling 
after us with great labour and perfeverance for 
Ibme time: they appeared to be more, cleanly, 
and a better clafs, than any we'hkd met with 
fince. we left the Bay of Iflands, and their canoes 
were alfo diftinguilhed by the fame ornaments 
\^hich we had feen upon the northerly part of 
the cbaft. They came on board with very little 
invitation ; and their behavipor was courteoui 
and friendly : upoil receiving prefents from us, 
they made us prelertts in return, which had not 
been done by any of the natives that we had 
feen before. ^ We foon perceived that our guefts 
had heard of us^ for as fooh as they came oil 
boards they alked for* fThowy the han^e by whicK 
iiiils were kriov^h among the people with^vhoiri 
'"VoL.m. *^'''" ' T"^- ^'' - ■ "■•"we 
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w6 had trafficked : but though they had heard 
of nails, it was plain they had feen none; for 

Thurtd. 8. ^jj^^ nails were given them, they aiked Tupia 
what they were. The term fVbow^ indeed, con- 
veyed to them the idea not of their quality, but 
only of their ufe •, for it is the fame by which 
they diftinguifh a tool, commonly made of bone, 
^hicb they ufe both ib an augUr and a chifleL 
However, their knowing that we had Whow to 
ieH, wds a probf that their connexions extend- 
ed as iiit north as Capfe Kidnappers, which was 
diftant no lefs than.forty-five leagues •, for that 
was the fouthermbft place on this fide the coaft 
where we had had any traffic with the natives. 
It is alfo probable, that the little knowledge 
which the inhabitants of Queen Charlotte's Sound 
had of iron, they obtained frorii their neigh« 
tours at Tierawitte; for we had no reafon to 
think that the inhabitants of any part of this 
coaft, had the leafl kiiowledge of iron or its ufe 
bej^ore we came an^ong them, efpecially as 
when It was iirft oflfered they feemed to difre^ 
gard it as of no value. We thought k probable, 
that we were now Once more in the territories of 
Teratu ; but upon inquiring of thefe people, 
they iaid that h^ was. not their King. After a (hort 
tune, they went.a^ay, much gratified with the 
prefents that we had made thqn^ ; and we purfu* 
ed our courfe along, the Oiorc to^^hc; N. E. till

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tiiftCi the weather happening to clear up, we favr 1770.

1770. \ T four o'clock in the afternoon of Friday 
^^!^^ l\ the 9th of February, we tacked, and

when^ being not above three or four miles from 
the fhore, we flood off two hours, and then 
again S. W. till noon, when, at the diftance of 
about two miles from the fhore, we had twenfy- 
fix fathom water. 

Sunday 11. We Continued to make fail to the fouthward 
till (unfet on the nth, when a frelh breeze at 
N. E. had carried us back again the length of 
Cape Fallifer, of which as the weather was clear 
we had a good view. It is of a height fufficient 
to be feen in clear weather at the diftance of 
twelve or fourteen leagues, and the land is of a

Mount Egmpnt, lay only in patches upon thefe. 

At noon this day, we were in latitude 4^® 34' S.

and fofrie \dw land that appeared like an ifland, 

and lay clofe under the foot of thte rrdge, bore 

N. W; by N. about five or fix leagues. 

In the afternoon, when Mr. Banks was out in 
the boat a Ihooting, we faw with our glaflcs, 
four double canoes, havitig on bpard fifty-feycn 
ineii, put off from that fhore, and make to- 
wards him: we immediately made fijgnals for 
him to come on board ; bqt the fhip, with refpeft 
to him, ^eing right in the wake 6f the fun^ he 
did not fee them.

They 
came within about a ftone's caft, and then Aop* 
ped, gazing at us with a look of v-agant afto- 
pifliment : Tupia exerted all his cioqOcnce to 
4)revail upon them to come nearer, butiWthcwc 
any effect After iurycyiiig U3 for fi>me'timc, 
Ithey left us, and made towards the fljQJPc ; but 
Jiad ^npt meafured more timn half the diftance 
between that and the (hip before it was dark, 
\Vc imagined that thefe people •had heard no- 
thing of us, and could not but remark the dif- 
ferent behaviour and difpofitions of the inhabit- 
ants of the different parts of this eoaft upon 
their firft approaching the veffel. Thefe kept 
j^loof with a mixture of timidity and wonder ; 
Others had immediately commenced hoftilities, ^ 
by pelting us with ftones : the gentleman whom 
we had found alone, filing in his boat, fc^mcd 
to think us entirely unworthy of his notice 5 and 
fomc, almoft without invitation, had come on

S. S. £. and S. £• by £. I wa9 niyfelf ppoq th^ 
.fleck at the tm>e, and toM them, tbaf: in my opi- 
nion it was no more than a cloud, and that as the 
fun fofe it lyoviJid diffipate and yanilh. How- 
ever, as I was detewnihed to Icavje no fubjeft for 
clifputatjon which e^cperiment could remove, I 
prdered the (hip to be wore, and fleered E. S. E. 
by compafs, in the direction which {IifC land 
was faid to bear from us at that time. At nqqn 
^e were in latitude 44^ 7' 3* ; the fouth point 
of Banks's Ifland beting northt di(tant five 
leagues. By ibven o'clock at ni^ht we had run

The Ihore of the main lies neareft E. by 
Su and W. by N. and forms a large open l^ay^ 
in which there is no appearance of any harbour 
or fhclter for fhipping againft SL W. and fou- 
therly y^inds :' the furf^cc of ^he country is 
fcroken into craggy hills, of a ^great i^eight, ofe 
the fummits of which are fevetal patches .of 
fnow: it is not^ hov^ver, wholly barren, for

This bay, which I called Pusky Ray, lies m

In the afternoon^ we had a gentle breeze a€

As we had now circumnavigated the whole 
country, it became ncceflary to think of quitting 
it; bttt as I had thirty tons of empty water calks 
On board, this could not be done till I had fiUed^ 
them : I therefore hauled round the ifland, and 
entered a bay, whfch Kes between that and 
Queen Charlotte's Sound, leaving three more 
tflands, which lay clofe under the weftern fhore, 
between three or four miles within the entrance, 
on our ftar board hand : while we were running 
hi, we kept the lead continually going, and had 
from forty to twelve fathom.

becaufe no difcovery of moment could be hoped 
for in that route ; it was therefore refolvcd that 
we ftiould return by the Eaft Indies, and that 
with this view we fhould, upon leaving the coaft, 
fteer weftward, till we fhould fall in with the cafl: 
coaft of New Holland, and then follow the di- 
redtion of that coaft to the northward, till we 
ihould arrive at its northern extremity ; but if 
that Ihould be found imprafticable, it was fur- 
ther refolved that we fliould endeavour to fall in 
with the land, or ifliands, faid to have been difc 
covered by Quiros. 

Saturd. 31. With this view, at break of day on Saturday 
the 31ft of March 1 770, we gotunder fail, and 
put to fea, with the advantage of z frefli gale at 
S. £. and clear weather, taking our departure 
from the eaftern point, which we had fcen ac 
noon on the 23d, and to which, on this occafioDj 
I gave the name of Cape Farewell. 

The bay out of which we had juft failed I 
called AdivIiralty Bay, giving thenameofCAPB 
Stephens to the north weft point, and Cape 
Jackson to the fouth eaft, after the two gentle- 
men

Admiralty Bay may eafily be known by the ^*^"'^ ^** 

ifland that h^s bden juft 'mentibned, which lies 

two miles N. E. of Cape Stephens, in latitude 

40** 37^ S. longitude 185^ 6" W., and is of a 

cdnflderable height. Between this ifland and 

Cape Farewell, which are between fourteen and 

fifteen leagues diftant from each other, in the 

direftidn of W. byN. and K, by S. the Ihore 

forms a large deep bay^ the bottom of which we 

could fcarccly fee while we *cre failing in a 

ftraight line from one Cape to the other •, it is^ 

however^ probably of lefs depth than it appear- 

td to be, for as we found the Water fhallower 

here, than at the fame diftance from ^ny other 

part of the coaft, there is reafori to fuppofe, that 

the land at the bottom which lies next the fea is 

low, and therefore not eafily to be diftinguilhed 

from it, I have for this reafon called it Blind 

Bay, and am of opinion that it is the fa^e which 

was called Murderer's Bay by Tafman.

Thelc iflands arc 'fitu^ted between the Idti- 
tudes of 34*^ and 4^^ S. ind bfetween the iohgi. 
ttides of tSi^ and 194^ W., which is now de- 
termined with uricommdh exadlriclfs, from innu- 
merable obfervatiorts df the fun anc} moon, and 
one of th<s trarifits of Mercury, by Mr. Green, a 
perfon of ^kndwft abilities, who, as has been rrtcfn- 
tiohed before, was feint out by the Royal So- 
ciety, to obferve the trahfit of Vefius in the 
South Seas. 

The iidrtfcerrtidftdfthefe Iflands is called b> 
the natives Eahefnomauwt, and the fouthcrlnoft 
Tovy, or Tavai Poenammbo; yet, as I have 
ofaferved before, we utc a6t fure whether the 
ntmc Tbvy Poenamfnbb cortiprehends the tvhole 
fouthern ifland^ or only part of it. The figure 
and exteftt of rfiefe iflands, with the fituatio^ df 
the trays and harbours they contain, and fite 
fmafler iflands that lie about them, \frill aippeiTr 
from the chart that 1 havfe drawn, every part <§( 
which, howevir, I canrfot vouth t6 be equally 
accilpate. The coaft of Eahcinom^u^e, from 
Cape Pallifer to Euft Cape, is laW down WiA 
igreateacaftneft, bokh in its 'figure, "inSi th^couife 
«!nd diftaAte from poUwt to point ; f6r 'tH^ 6^'po'r- 
toAitios chart dieted, and the metl^oas that ^I ' 
A a 3 ulcd, 
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1770- ufcd, were fuch as could fcarcely admit of aa 
t_-^-0 error. From Eaft Cape to St. Maria v^ Die- 
ITien, th^- chart, though perhaps npt equally 
exaft, is without any error of moment, except 
poflibly in fome few places which are here, and 
in other parts of thp chart, (Jiftinguifhed by a 
dotted line, and whiqh I l^ad nQ opportunity to 
examine : from Cape Maria van Diemen to la- 
titude 36° 15', we were feldorn nearer the (horc 
than between five and eight leagues ; and there- 
fore the line that marks the fea ^oaft may pofli- 
bly be erroneous. From latitude 36^ 15' to 
nearly the length of Entry Ifland, our courfe 
was very near the fliore, and in this part of the 
chart therefore there' can be no material error, 
except perhaps at Cape Tierawittc, Between 
Entry Ifland and Cape Pallifer we were again 
farther from the fhore, and this part of the coafl: 
therefore may not be laid down with minute ex- 
aftncfs I yet, upon the whole, I am of opinion 
that this ifland will be found not much to diStc 
from the figure that I have given it, and that 
ypon the coaft there are few or no harbours 
whicl^ are not noticed in the journal, or deli- 
neated in the chart. : I canaot however fay as 
much of Tovy Poenammoo, the feafon of the 
year, and the qircumftances of the voyage, 
Yfould not permit me to fpcnd fo much time 
^bout this ifland as I had employed upon the 
pthcrj and th? florms that we met with made it 
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both difficult and dangerous to keep near the ^170. 
ibore. However, from Queen Charlotte's ^*'*'^' 
Sound to Cape Campbell, and as far %o the S, 
W. as latitude 43'', the chart will be found 
pretty accurate. Between latitude 43*^ and la- 
titude 44^ 20' the line may be doubted, for of 
fome part of the coafl: which it reprefents, w^ 
had fcarcejy a view. From latitude 440 20', to 
Cape Saundiers, our diftance would not permit 
xnt to be particular, and the weather was be- 
fides extremely unfavourable. From Cap^ 
Saunders to Cape South, and even to' Cape 
Wert, there is alfo reafon to fpar that the chare 
vvill in many places be found erroneous, as we 
were feldom able to Jceep^the fhore, and were 
fometimes blown to fuch a diftance that it could 
not be feen. From Cape Weft to Cape Fare- 
well,, and even to Charlotte's Sound, it is not 
piore to be trufted, 

Tovy Poenammoo is for the moft part a country. 
inountainous, and to all appearance. a barren 
country -, and the people whom we faw in Queen 
Charlotte's Sound, thofe that came off to us 
under the fnowy mountains, and the fires to the 
weft of Cape Saunders, were all the inhabitant?, 
^nd figns of inhabitants, that wp difcovercd 
qpon the whole ifland« 

Eahcinomauwe has a much better appearance; 
it is indeed not only hilly but mountainous, yet 
even the hills and mountains are covered wi^h

vi-v*— » the foil in ihefe vallies, and in the plaiirs, of 
which there art many that arc ndfom-^rown 
with wood; is in general light but fertile, and 
in the opinion <Jf Mr. Batiks and 'Bi% Sdlaa&er, 
as well as of every other gentleman ohbb'ard' 
all kinds of European grain, plants, ^rt^ fhrit, 
would flourifh herfe in the utmoft luxuriance: 
from the Vegetables that We foand here, «»crc 
IS reafon to conclude, that the wintert are tniider 
than thofe In England, and we found The fofh. 
mer not hotter, though it was more cquaffy 
Varm j fo that if this couritfy Ihould be fettled 
by people from Europe, they would, wit"h a 
Jutle induftry, be very foon Hipplied not only 
with the neceFaries, but the luxuries of Ufe in 
great abundance. 
Oaadn-ped.. In this country there ar^ no quadrupeds but 
dogs and rats, at leaft we faw no other, and the 
rats are fo fcarce that many of us never faw 
them. The dogs live with the people, who 
breed them for no other purpofe than to eat! 
there might indeed be qoadrppeds that <7e tftd 
not fee, but this is not probable, becaufe the 
chief pnde of the natives, • with rdpeft to their 

drefs isinthefkinsandhairoffuchanimarsas ' 
they have, and we never faw the tkiti of any ahi, 
mal about them but thoffe of dogs and bitds : 
there are indeed feals upon the coaft, and ^ 
once faw a fca lion, but we imagine thejr att:

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1770. filh; for. their feathers, efpccially thofe upoa 
their wings, differ very little from fcales ; and 
(heir wings themfelves, which they ufe only in 
diving, and not to accelerate their motion even 
upon the furface of the water, may, perhaps 
with equal propriety, be called fins. 

Neither are infefts in greater plenty than birds; 
a few butterflies and beetles, flefh flies, very 
like thofe in Europe, and fome mufquitos and 
iand flies, perhaps exadlly the fame with thofe 
of North America, make up the whole cata^ 
logue. Of mufquitos and fand flies, however, 
which are juftly accounted the curfe of every 
country where they abound, we did not fee ma.- 
ny; there were indeed a few in almoft every 
place where we went on fhore, but they gave 
us fo little trouble, that we did not nriake ufe of 
the fliades which we had provided for the fecu- 
rjty 6f our faces. 

For this fcarcity of animals upon the land, 
the fca, however, makes an abundant recom- 
penfe-, every creek fwarming with filh, which 
are not only wholefome, but equally delicious 
with thofe of Europe : the fhip feldom. anchored 
in any ftation, or with a light gale paffed any 
place, that did not afibrd us enough with hoojc 
and line to fervc the whole fhip's company, 
pipecially to the fouthward : when we lay at an- 
chor, the boats, with hook and line, near the 
rocks, could take fifli in any quantity ; and tl\e 

feine 
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^ine feldom failed of producing a ftill more «770i 
ample fupply ; fo that both times when we an- Cp^v^ 
chored in Cook's Streight, every mefs in the 
(hip, that was not carelefs and improvident, 
jalted as much as laded many weeks after they 
yfcnt to fea. Of this article, the variety was 
equal to the plenty j we had mackrel of many 
kinds, among which, one was exadly the fame 
^s we have in England : thefe came in immenfe 
ihoals, and were taken by the natives in theip 
feines, who fold them to us at a very cafy rate; 
Bcfidcs thefe, there were fiih of many fpecies 
which we had never feeq before, but to. all 
which the feampn vpry readily gave names ; fo 
that we talked here as fam^iarly pf hakes, bream, 
cple-fifh, and many others, a^ w? <^o in Engr 
land ; and though they are by pp means of th^ 
fame family, it muft be confeffed that they cjlo 
Jionour tp the name. But the higheft luxury 
which the fea afforded us, even in this place, 
was the lobfter or fea cray-fifti,. which are pro7 
^ably the fame that ^n the Account of Lor4 
Anfon's Voyage arc faid tp have been found at 
the iQand of Juan Fernandes, except that, al- 
though large, they are not quite equal in jSzei 
they diffi^r from ours in England in fevcral par- 
ticulars, they have a greater nuipbpr of prickles 
pn their backs, and they are red when firfl taken 
put of the water. Thefe we alfo bought every 
Yfhere to the northward in great quantities qf 

th^ 
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177^* the iiat-i^es, who cdtch them by diving hear the 
fhore^ and finding out where they -lie *^ich their 
feet. We had alfo a fifli fhat Frexien, in his 
Voyiage to the Spanifti Main in South America, 
has defcribed by the nannes of Elefantj Pej^attoj 
or Poifm coq^ lA^ich though icda^fe, 'we cat very 
heartily. Several fpdcics of the flcate^ w fting- 
ray, are>alfo found here, which were fkill coarfer 
than the Elefant ; but as an atonement, we had 
among tnany kinds of dog fifli one, ^tted with 
white, which was' in ftavour exa<!tiy 3rni)ar to 
dor liafftlkate, but touch more delicious. We 
had valfo flat fifli rtffertiWing both foles and Botin- 
ders, feefides eels a-nd <5ohfeei-s of varrotrs kinds, 
fi^irii Wialiy othefs Wf '1?hich thofe who fhaH'hcfe- 
trftfcr vifit this coaft will not fail to 'find the ad^ 
Wattage; arid ihell fflh ift great vrfrfery, pafti- 
tttlarly clanfis, cockfcs, and oyftdrs. 
Tiee., Aniong thfe vegetable 'pfodu<aioris 6f this 

cbtintry, thetrtes dlaitti a principal p\ict\ fdr 
here ^re forefts of vaft extent, fdlt of the ftrai^Vt- 
tft, thfe ckatncft, and the largeft timbtr trets 
i?hat ive had tver fteti ; their fizc, th^ir grain, 
-Aftd-a^paifeht dtira%ility, render them fit for any 
1^^ «)f feUflding, and iiidkSd for eV*ry oth*

Gmatpart of thj? country is covered with a 
luxumnt verdure) and our natural hiftoriana 
were-gratnfied by tl^enoveky, ' if not- the variety' 
of the plants. Sow-thiftk,„ garden night-fhade^^ 
One or twa kinds of graft, the fame as in Eng- 
land, and two or three kinds offern, like thofe 
of the Weft Indies, with a few of the- plants 
that are to be* found in alnaeft every part of the 
world, were all,- out of about four hundjned 
rpecies, that have hkherto been defcribed by any 
bocanifttf, or had been feen elfewhere during the 
courfe-of'thu v^ya^^ except about five or fix 
whiciv had been gathered at Terra del Puego. 

Of eatable vegetables there are but few ;^ our 
people, indeed, who had'been long at fea^ eat, 
with equal pleafure and advantage, pf wild cc» 

' ' 3 1^7» 
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i77«^» lcry,'and a kind of crefles, which grew in great 
V ^ V' abundance upon all parts of the fea^ihore. We 
alfb» once or twice, met with a plant like what 
the country people in England call Lmnb^s quar^ 
ters^ or Fat-hen» which we boiled inftead of 
greens ; and once we had the good fortune to 
find a cabbage tree, which afforded us a delicf- 
ous meal; and, except the fem^root, and one 
other v^etable, totally unknown in Europe^* 
and which, though eaten by the natives, was ex- 
tremely difagreeable to us, we found no other" 
vegetable produdion that was fit for food^ 
among thofe that appeared to be the wild pro- 
duce of the country; and we could find bu6 
three efculent plants among thofe which are 
raifed by cultivation, yams, fweet potatoes, and 
coccos. Of the yams and potatoes there are 
planutions confiding of many acres, and I be-> 
lieve that any ihip which ihould happen to bo 
here in the autumn, when they are dug up^ 
. might purchafe them in any quantity. 

. Gourds are alfo cultivated by die oatrves of' 
this place, the fruit of which furniflies them 
with veflels for various ufes. We aUb found 
here the Chinefe paper mulberry tree, the fame 
as that of which the inhabitants of the Soulb Sea 
ifiands make their cloth ; but it is fb fcarce^ 
jthat though the New Zealaqders alfo make 
cloth of it, they have not enough for any other 
purpofe than to wear as an ornament in the 
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holes which they make in their ears, as I hatrc «77o. 
obfcrved before. 

' But among all the trees, flirobs, and plants of - 
this country, there is not one that produces 
fruit, except a berry which has neither fweet- 
nefs nor flavour^ and which none but the boys 
took pains to gather, fhould be honoured with 
that appellation. There is, however, a plant 
that ferves the inhabitants inftead of hemp and 
flax, which excels all that are put to the fame 
purpofes in other countries. Of this plant there 
arc two forts \ the leaves of both refemble thofe 
of flags, but the flowers are fmallcr, and their 
clufters more numerous ; in one kind they are 
yellow, and in the other a deep red. Of the 
leaves of thefe plants, with very little prepara- 
tion, they make all their common apparel ; and 
of thefe they make alfo their ftrings, lines, and 
cordage for every purpofe, which are fo much 
ftronger than anything we can make with hemp, 
that they will not bear a comparifon. PVom the 
fame plant, by another preparation, they draw 
long flender fibres which ftiine like filk, and are 
as white as fnow : of thefe, which are alfo fur- 
prifingly fl:rong, the finer clothes are made ; and 
of the leaves, without any other preparation than 
fplitting them into proper breadths, and tying 
i;he ftrips together, they make their filhing nets 5 
ibme of which, as I have before remarked, are 
of an enormous fize,

Iwhicb a veflel intended to navigate this river, ^770^ 
even as far up as I went with the boat, (hould i— -^^,j 
draw, becaufe this depends upon the depth of 
vrater that is upoR-the ^r^ or i^ats, which lie be- 
fore the narrow part of the river, for I had no 
oppOrtiHiiiy to make- ipyfclf acquainted .;with 
them > but I zm of opinipjj, jthat.a veflel which 
ftiould draw not more than twelve feet.wpuld 
pcrfeftly anfwer the purpdfe. * *' * ' ^^ 
' When we firft arrived upon the coafl: of this People^ 
country^ , we imagined it to be much better 
peopled than we afterwards found it, concluding 
thai the inland, parts were populous from the 
fnxoke that.we faw at a confiderable diftancc 
from the Ihore ; ,and perhaps that may really be 
the cafe with refpcft to the country behind Po- 
verty Bay, and the Bay of Plenty, where the 
snhabicantfi appeared to be more numerous than 
in other places. But we had reafon. to believe, 
fbat, in general, no part of the country but the 
. fcacoaft is inhabited ; and even there we found 
the people but thinly fcattered, all the wcftern 
coaft frdmCapa Maria Van Diemen to Mount 
Egipont being totally defolate ; fo that upon the 
.whole the number of inhabitants bears no pro- 
portion to the extent of country. 
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ttVo. fT*^ ft E ttatOTe of tlic men in general is equal 
X to the large A of thofe in Europe : they artf 
ftout, well limbed, and fleft^i buc not; fat, like 
the lazy and luxuriow inhabitants of the ifland^ 
in th« South Seas : they are* dfo exceedingly vi- 
gorous and a^live ; and hav^ ih adroitJvefs» and 
manual dexterity m an unGommen degree^ 
which are difcoVcted in whfatever they do. I 
have feen the ftrokw of fifteen pad<Bes^ on a Ode 
in one of their canoes made witb incredible 
quickneft, and y^ with fiscb mtnute exadneft 
of time, that alt die rowers feemed tobe aftuat* 
fed by One eotttmon foul* Thei^ colour in^g^ne^ 
ral is brown ; but in few deeper than^ that of a 
Spaniard, who ha$ been expofed to the fu» ; i» 
^any not fo deep. The women ha^ not a fe- 
minine delicacy in thek* appearance, but their 
voice is remarkably foft v a<id by that,, the drefe 
©f both fexes^ being the fame„ they arc princi- 
pally diftinguifhed : they have, however, like 
the women of other countries^ more airy chccr-^ 
i falnci% 
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f«)n£r% and ^ greater flow of animal fpirits, than 
the cither fsx. Their hair; both of the head and 
btard^ is hkck; and their teeth extremely regu^ 
Ur» and a$ white as ivory ; the features of both 
feites are good -» they fecm to enjoy high health, 
^ind we faw many who appeared to be of a^great 
agf?« The dirpofition9 both of 'the men and 
wonpien feemed to be mild and gentle ; thdy 
treat each other with the tendered afiefbion, but 
are implacable towards their enemies, to whom, * 
^ I have before obferved, they never give quar« 
ter. It may perhaps, at firft, kctn ftrange, that 
where there is fo little to be got by vidory,. 
there fhould fo often be war^ and that ever/ 
little diftridt of a country inhabited by people 
lb mild and placid, fhould be at enmity with 
all the reft. But poflibly more is to be gained 
by viftory among thefe people than at firft ap« 
pears, and they may be prompted to mutual 
hoftilities by motives which no degree of friend*^ 
ihip or afFedion is able to refift. It appears, by 
the account that has already been given of thern^ 
that their principal food is fifh, which can only 
be procured upon the fea coaft; and there, in. 
fufficient quantities, only at certain times : the 
tribes, therefore, who live inland, if any fuch 
there are, and even thofe upon the coaft, mu(t 
be frequently in danger of perifhing by famine. 
Their country produces neither fheep, nor goats, 
nor hogs, nor cattle; tame fowls they have 
B b z none 
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1770. nonc^ nor any art by whicli thofe that arc wld» 
can be caught in fufficient plenty- to ferve* as 
provifion. If there are any whofe fituation cuts 
them off from a fupply. of fi(h, the only fuccc-^ 
daneum of all other' animal food, except dogs,- 
they have nothing to fupjport lifc^ but the ve- 
getables that hkve alWady been mentioned,- of 
which the chief are fern root, ^ams, clams, and 
potatoes : wheri by any accident thefe fail, the 
diftrefs muft be dreadful j ■ and even among the 
inhabitants of the cb^lft, many tribes muft fre- 
quently be reduced to nearly the fame fitiration, 
cither by the failureof their plantations, 'or the 
deficiency of then* dry ftock, during the feafon 
when but few fiib are to be caught. Thefe con- 
fiderations will enalble us to account, not ohljr 
for the perpetual danger in which the people 
who inhabit this country appear to live, by the 
care which they take to fortify every village, 
but for the horrid praftice of eating thofe who 
^e killed in battle; for the hunger of him who 
is preffed by famine to fight, will abfdrb every 
feeling, and every fentiment >^hich wot*M rc- 
ftrain him from allaying it with the body of his 
advcrfary. It may however be remarked, that, 
if this account of tlic origin of fo horrid a prac- 
tice is true, the mifchicf does by no- means end 
with, the necefllty that produced it r after the 
pradice has been once begun on one fide by 
hunger, it will naturally be adopted on the other 

by 
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by T€vengc^ J^or 4s this ,all, for though it may »77o- 
be pretended!, Jby jfome vfhcf wift to appear fpe- 
CuLjitive and philofophical, that whethe;r the 
dead body of an enemy be eaten or buried, is in 
i;felf jSL matter pcirfedly indifferent ^ as it is,. 
Vhether the breafts i^nd- thighs of a wpm^a 
ihould be covered or leaked ; and that prejudice 
and habit only ma)ce us ihudder at the violation 
of 9uftom in one inftance, and bli^Qi at it in the 
ether: y^V li^.avi"g this a$ a point of doubtful 
difputation, to be difcufled at ieiCur^, it may 
fafely be affirnied, that the praftice of eating 
human flclh, whatever it may be in itfelf, is re- 
latively^ and in its.confequences, moft pcrnici- 
oxis^ tending manifeftly to eradicate ^ princi- 
ple which is the chief fecurity pf human life, and 
tnore frequently reftrains the hand of murder 
than the fenfe of duty, or even the fear of pu- 
nifhpient.. 

Among thofe who are accuftomed tp eat the 
dead, death muft have loft much of its horrof ; 
and where there is little horror at the fight of 
(death, there will not be much repugnance to 
kill. A fenfe of duty, and fear of puniQiment, 
may he more eafily furmounted than the feelings 
of Nature, or thofe which have been ingrafted 
\ipdn Natuse by early prejudice and uninterrupt- 
«d cuftom. The horror of xh^ murderer arifes 
lefs from the gujit of the faft, than its natural 
effpa; and he who has familiarifed the effeft, 
B b 3 will 
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1770^ will confequently lofe much of the horror. By 
our laws, and our religion, murder and thdft 
incur the fame puniftiment, ijoth in this World 
and the next ; yet, of the mulnttrde who would 
deliberately fteal, there are but very few who 
Would deliberately kill^ even to procure much 
greater advantage. But there is the ftirongeft 
reafon to believe, that thofe who have been fo 
accuftomed to prepare a human body for a 
meal, that they can with as little feeKng cut up 
a dead man, a^ our cook-maids divide a dead 
tabbit for a fricaffee, would feel as little horror 
m committing a murder as in picking a pocket, 
and confequently would take away life widi as 
little compunftion as property; fo that men, 
Imder thefe circumftances, would be made ttiur- 
dercrs by the flight temptations that now make 
them thieves. If any man doubts whether this 
reafoning is concluGve, let him aflc himfelf, 
whether in his own opinion he (hould not be fafer 
with a man in whom the horror of deftroying 
life is ftrong, whether in corifequence of natural 
inftinft unfubdued, or of early prejudice. Which 
has nearly an equal Influence ; than in thepoteec 
of a man who under any temptation to murder 
him would be reftrained only by confiderations 
of intereft: ; for to thefe all motive* of mere duty 
may be reduced, as they mufl: terminate either 
in hope of good, or fear of evil.

The fituation aad circumftaooe^, however, cf ]|7J^-^ 
thefe pMr people, as wcU « tbeir t'Ctnper^ are K^^r-^ 
favourable «> ddiofinKrho fliall fettle as a colony 
amoBg tfaem* Their fituation fets them in need 
of protefUofly and ^ir temper pendens it ealj 
to attack them by kindnefs ; and whatever m^sf 
be faid in favour of a favage Itfe, among people 
who live in luxurious idleoefs upon the bounty 
of Nature^ civilization would certaitjly he a bkf- 
fing to thofe wliom her )>ar&moay icarcely fur« 
uiflies with the biead of life, and who are perpe- 
tually deftroymg each other by violence, as the 
only alternative of perilhi»g by hunger. 

Butthefe people, from whatever <:a«ife, feeing 
inured to war, and by habit coafidemng ev^ry 
Aranger as an enemy, wer*e ajways difpoied ta 
attack us when they were snot intimidated by 
our manifcft fuperiority* Atfirft, chcy had no 
notion erf any fuperiority but numbers; and • 
Whca this was oa their fide, they confidered all 
our expreOIons of kindneis as the artifices of fear 
and cunning, to circumvent them, and preferve 
oUrfelves^ but when they wci-e once convinced 
of our power, after having provoked us to the 
4ife of our fire-arms, though loaded only witk 
fmallihdtj and of our clemency, by our for- 
bearing to make ufe of weapons fo dreadful ex- 
cept in our defence^ they became at once friend- 
ly, and even afFeftionate, placing in us the moU: 
%uibounded confidence, and doing every thing 
Bb 4 which 
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1770' which could incite us to put ctiuarc6nfiiJen<;e in 
them. It is alfo remarkable, that wKeh'an ihtcr-I 
courfe was once efta,biifhed bctw6i?n usj thejr 
were very rarfely dete^cd in any a6t of didioneftyj^ 
Before, indeed, arfd while they cb»fidcred us asf 
enemies, who came upon their coaft only to 
make an advantage of them, they did not fcruple 
by any means to make any advantage of "us j and 
would, therefore, wherv tliey had received the 
price of any thing they had offered to fell, pack 
up both the giurchafe and thb purchafe-money 
with all poffible compofure, as fo much lawful 
plunder from people who^ had ho view but to 
plunder them. 

I have obferved that our Mends in the South 
Seas had not even the idea of indecency, with re-t 
fpeft to any objeft or any aftion -, but this was 
by no means the cafe with the inhabitants of 
JNew Zealand, in whofe carriage and converfa- 
tion there was as rhuch modefty, referve,' and 
decorum with refpeft to aftions, which yet ia 
their opinion were not criminal, as are to be 
found among the politeft people in Europe. The 
women were not impregnable ; but the terms 
and manner of compliance w?re as* decenf as 
thofe in marriage among us, and atcordihg tp 
their notions, the 'agreement was as innocent. 
When any of our people ifiade an overture to 
one of their young women, he was given to un^ 
derftarid that the confcnt of her friends was ne- 

ccflary^ 
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etsirajry,* and by the influence of a proper pre^i »>7o. 
fent, it wai generally obtained 5 but when thcfe 
preliminaries were fettled, it was alfo neeefiary 
to treat the Wifis for a night, with the fame deli- 
cacy that u here 'required by the wife for life, 
and the lover who prefiimed to takeaay liberties 
by which this was violated, was fure to be difap'? 
pointed^ . , • 

, One of our gentlemen . having made, his ad^ 
drefles to a family of the better fort, received aa 
anf^yer, which, tranflaisd into our language, ac- 
cording to the. mode and fpirit of it, ^as well as 
the- letter, would have been exadly in thefc 
xernis: " Any of thcfe yoqng ladiesi.wiU think 
themfelves honoured by your addreflbf, but you 
muft firft make me a fuitable prefent, and you 
jDuft. thei come and fleep with us on fliore, for 
daylight muft by no means be .a witqefs of vyhat 
paiffes between you/* ^ 

' I have already obferved, that in perfonal clean- 
linels they arc not quite equal to our. friends at 
Otaheite ; becaqfe, not having the advantage of 
fo warm a climate, they. do not fo often go into 
the water-, but the moft difguljful thing. about 
them is the oil, with which, like the lllanders, 
they anoint their hair: it. is certainly the fat 
cither of fi(h . or of birds, . melted down, and 
though the better fort have it fre(h, their inferiors 
.ufe that which is rancid, and confequently are 
•aimoft as difagrceablc to the faicU as a Hotten- 
tot -, 
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1770. tots neither are their head^ free frpm vermin^ 
**"*** ^ughwe obfcrvcd that they wer^ iutnifiv^ 
with combs, both .of bone and wood^ tbefe 
combs are fometimes worn ftuck upright in the 
hair as an ornament, a fafluon which at prefent 
prevails among the ladies o£ England. The 
men generally wear their beards jhort, and their 
hair tied upon the crown of the head in a bunchy 
in which they flick the feathers of various biids^ 
in different manners, according to their fancies^ 
fometimes one is placed on each fide of thie 
temples, pointing forwards, which we thought 
made a very diiagreeaUe appearance. The 
women wear their hair fometimes cropped 
ihort, and fometimes Bowing over chdr (houU 
ders. 

The bodits of both fexes are marked with the 
black ftains called Amoco, by the fame method 
that is ufed at Otaheite, and caUed Tattowing ^ 
but the men are more marked, and the women 
lefs« The women in general ftain no part of 
their bodies but the lips, though fometimes they 
are marked with fmall black patches on other 
parts : the men, on the contrary, feem to add 
fomething every year to the ornaments of the 
laft, U^ that fome of them, who appeared to be 
of an advanced age, were almoft covered from 
head to foot. BeGdes the Amoco, they have 
marks imprefTed by a method unknown to us, 
c[ a very extraordinary kind : they ^e furrows 

of 
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of about a line deep, and a line broad, fuch as .177O' 
appear upon the bark of a tree which has been > '^ ' ^ 
cut through, after a year's growth : the edges 
of thefe furrows are afterwards indented by the 
feme method, arid being perfedlly black, they 
make a moft frightful appearance. The faces 
of the old men are almoft covered with thefe 
marks ; thofe who are very young, black ofily 
their lips like the women 5 when they arc fome* 
what older, they have generally a black patch 
upon one cheek, and over one eye, and fo proi 
ceed gradually, that they may grow old and 
honourable together : but though we could not 
but be difgufted with the horrid deformity 
which thefe fl:ain3 and furrows produced in: the 
** human face divine,'* we could not but 44- 
mire the dexterity and art with which they were 
impreUcd. The marks upon the face in general 
are fpirals, which are drawn with great nicety, 
and even elegance, thofe on one fide exactly cor- 
refponding with thofe on the other : the marks 
on the body fomewhat refcmble the foliage in 
<>ld chafed ornaments, and the convolutions of ^ 
fillagree work -, but in thefe they have fuch a 
luxuriance of fancy, that of an hundred, which 
at firft fight appeared to be exaftly the fame, no 
two were, upon a clofe examination, found to 
be alike* We obfcrved, that the quantity and 
form of thefe marks were different in different 
parts of the coall, and that as the principal feat 

of 
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1770. ot them at Otaheite was the breech, in New 
y_ \^ Zealand it was fbmetimesthe only part which, 
was free, and in general was lefs diftinguifiied 
than any other. 

The Ikins of thcfe people, however, are not 
only dyed, hot painted ; for, as I have before 
obferved, they fmear their bodies with red okcr, 
fome rubbing it on dry, and fome applying ic 
in large patches niixed with oil, which is always 
wet, and which the leafl touch will rub off, fo 
that the tran%reffions of fuch of our people as 
were guilty of ravifliing a kifs from thefe bloom-* 
ing beauties, were moft legibly written upon 
their faces. ^ * 

The drefs of a New Zealander is certainly, to 
a ftranger at lirft fight, the moft uncouth that 
can be imagined. It is made of the leaves of 
the flag, which has been defcribed among the 
vegetable produftions of this country : thefe 
leaves are fplit into three or four flips, and the 
flips, when they are dry, interwoven with each 
other into a kind of fliuff between netting and 
cloth, with all the ends, which are eight or 
nine inches long, hanging out on the upper fide, 
like the (hag or thrumb matts, which we fome- 
times fee lying \n a paflage. Of this cloth, if 
cloth it may be called, two pieces' fcrve for a 
complete drefs ; one of them is tied over their 
flioulders with a ftring, and reaches as low as 
, the knees i <o the end of this ftring is fattened ia 

bodkiin 
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bodkin of bonci which is eafily pafied through ^7T^ 
any two parts of this upper garitient, fo aS td 
tack them together; the other piece is wrapped 
round the waift, and reaches nearly to the 
ground :. the lower , garment, however, is worn 
by the men only upon particular oiccafions 5 but 
they wear a belt, to which a ftring^ is fiiftencd, 
for a yery fmgular ufe. * The inhabitants of the 
South Sea iflands (lit up the prepuce fo as. to 
prevent it from covering the glan9 of the ptaisj 
but theic people, on the contrary, bring the 
prepuce over, the glans, and to prevent it from 
being drawn back by the contradion of the part, 
they tie the firing which hangs from their girdle, 
round the end of it. The glans indeed feecfted 
to be the only part of their body which they 
were folicitous to conceal, for they frequently 
threw off all their drefs but the belt and firing, 
with the mofi carelefs indifference, but Ihewed 
manifcft figns of confufion, when, to gratify 
our curiofity, ihey were reqocfied to untie the 
firing, and never confcnted but with the utmofi 
reludlance and fhame. When they have only 
their upper garment on, and fit upon their 
hams, they bear fome refemblance to a thatched 
houfe i but this covering, though it is ugly, is 
^ well adapted to the ufe of thofe who frequently 
flecp. in the open air, without any other (belter 
from the rain.

But befido this coarfe £bag or thatch, thrf 
have two forts of cloth, which hare an even 
fuiface, and are yerj ingcnioufly made, in the 
£u»e manner with that manufaftured by the in- 
kibicants of South America, fome of which we 
procured at Rio de Janeiro. One fort is as 
coarfe as our coarfefl: canvas, and fomewhat rc^ 
fembles it in the manner of laying the threads, 
but it is ten times as ftrong : the other is form* 
ed by many threads lying very clofe on6 way; 
and a lew crofllog them the other, ib as to bind 
them together ; but thefe are about half an inch 
afunder, fomewhac fike the round pieces of cane 
ii;)atttng which are fometimes placed under thtf 
diOies upon a taUe« This is frequently ftriped; 
and always had a pretty appearance, for it H 
compofed of the fibres of the fame plant, which 
are prepared fo as to fhine like filk* It is midt 
in a kind of frame of the fize of the cloth, ge- 
nerally about five feet long, and four broad^ 
aerofe which the long threads, which lie cloft 
together, or warp, are ftrained, and the crofs 
threads, or woof, are worked in by hand, which 
muft be a very tedious operation. 

To both thefe kinds of cloth they work bor- 
ders of different colours, in ditches, fomewhat 
like carpeting, or rather like thofe ufed in the 
famplars which girls work at fchool. Thefe 
borders are of various patterns, and wrought 
wich a neatnefs, and even an elegance, which» 

con* 
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0M(idering they have no needle, is* rurpri2ing : 1770* 
but the great prkJc of their drefs confifts in the 
lur of their dogs^ which they ufe with fuch oeco^ 
Homy that they cut it intoftripes, and ftw thenv 
tipoff their doth at a diftance from each orher^ 
which is a ftrong proof that dogs are not plenty; 
among them ; their ftripes are alfe of different 
colours, and difpofed io a» to produce a pkafihg^ 
effed. We faw fome dr)&fl%s i^M were adorned^ 
with feathersr ihftead of fur, but thde were noD 
(!onuno0; andf ^tf^ (aw one that was entirely co-^ 
tered with the red feathers of she parrot. 

The drds of the man^ wfco wai killed, when 
we firft went afliorc in Poverty Bay, has bce» 
de(cribed already ; but we faw the fame drefs 
only once more during bur ftay upon the coaft; 
»d that was in Queen Charlotte's Sound 

The wosnen, contrary to the cuftom of the 
ftx in general, feemed to zSk& dre& rather left 
dian the men: their hair, which, as I have ob* 
ferved before, is generally cropt fiiort, is never 
tied upon the top of the head when it is fuiflFered 
to be long, nor is it ever adorned with feathers. 
Their garments were made of the fame mate* 
fialff, and in the fame form, as th<rfe of the 
other fex, but the lower one was always bound 
fait round them, except when they went into 
the water to catch lobfters, and then they tookf 
great care not to be fcen by the nien. Some of 
us happening one day to land upon a fmali 

ifland 
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t770v ifland in Tolag^ Bay^ we fuiprifed fei^eral o#. 
^/^ vj> them at this employment ; and the chafte Dia* 
na, with her nymphs, cQUld not have dikoyered 
mQi:e coofufioa and diftrefs; at the fight of Ac- 
t^eoo^:. thaathefe.women expreffed upon ouc ap- 
prpach. Some .of ; them hid . themielyes atifong . 
therocks, and tbe^ reft. cxx)ac])ed down, in the lea 
till they had made themfelves a girdle and apron 
of fuch weeds as they could find) and when they 
came out, even with diis Teil,; we could per« 
ceive that their modefty fuffered much pain by 
our pre&ncc The girdle and apron which 
they weir in cornmofir, have beto mentioned be- 
fore. 

Both fexes bore their ears, and by ftretching 
them the holes become large enough to admit a 
finger at leafi:. In thcfe holes they wear prna- 
ihents of various kinds, cloth, feathers, bones 
of larrge birds, and even fometimes a ftick of 
wood i and to thcfe receptacles of finery they 
generally applied the nails which we gave them, 
and every thing which it Was poffiblc they could 
contain. The women fometimes thruft through 
them the down of the albatrofs, which is zs 
white as fnow, and which, fpreading before and 
behind the hole in a bunch almoil as big as ttje 
fift, makes a very Angular, and however ftrange 
"^ it may be thought, not a difagreeable appear- 
ance. Befides the oi-namcnts that arc thruft 
through the holes of the ears, many others arc 

fufpcnded 
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fu(|jerided to tbem by ftrings; fuch as chiflek ' 1770. 
or bodkins made of green talc> upon whrch ^^^"^ 
they fet a high value, the nails and teeth of 
their deceafed relations, the teeth of dogs, and 
every thing elfe that they can get^ which they 
think either curious or valuable. The women 
alfo wear bracelets and anclets, made of the 
bones of birds, Shells,, or any other fubftances 
which they can perforate and firing upon a 
thread. The men had {bmetimes hanging to a 
firing, which went round the neck, a piece o£ 
green talc, or whalebone, fbmewhat in the fhape 
of a tongue, with the rude figure of a mdxi carv* . 
ed upon it $ and upon this ornament they fet a 
high value. In one inftance, we faw the griftle 
that divides the noftrils, and called by anato-* 
mifts, xhe/iptumnajlj perforated, and a feather 
thruft through the hole, which projefbed on each 
fide over the cheeks: it is probable that this 
frightful ^ fingularity was intended as an orna^ 
m^nt, but of the many people we faw, we ne- 
ver obferved it in any other, nor even a perfo* 
ration that n^ight occafionally ferve for fuch a, 
purpofe. . 

Their boufes are the moft inartificially made Hcmfct; 
of any rtiing among them, being fcarcely equal, 
except in fiMi to an Englifli dc^- kennel: they 
are feldom more than eighteen or twenty feet 
long, eight or tert bf'osd^ and five or fix high, 
from the pole that rans. from one <:nd to the

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1.770.' other, and forms the ridge, to the ground : the 
y j_ ^l^ \^ framing is of wood, generally flender flicks, and 
both walls and roof cohfift of dry grafs and hay, 
which, it muft be confeffed, is very tightly put 
together ; and fome are alfo lined with the bark 
of trees, fo that in cold weather they muft afibi;d 
a very comfortable retreat. The roof is flop- 
ing, like thofe of our barxis, and the door is at 
one end, jufl high enough to admit a man, 
creeping upon his hands and knees : near the 
door is a fquare hole, which ferves the double 
office of window and chimney, for the fire- 
place is at that end, nearly in the middle between 
the two fides : in fome confpicuous part, and 
generally near the door, a plank is fixed, co- 
vered with carving after their manner ; this they 
value as we do a pifture, and in their cftimation 
it is not an inferior ornament: the fide- walls 
and roof projedt about two feet beyond the walls 
. at each end, fo as to form a kind of porch, in 
which there are trenches for the accommodation 
of the family. That part of the floor which is 
allotted for the fire-place, is enclofed in a hollow 
fquare, by partitions either of wood or ftone, 
and in the middle of it the fire is kindled* 
The floor, along the infide of the walls, is 
thickly covered with ftraw, and ppoa this the 
family fleep. 
Farniture. Their fumiturc and implements confifl: of 
but few articles, and one chcft commojily con- 
a f tains 
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tains them all, except their proviflori-bafkets, tpo* 
the gourds that hold their frefh water, and the! 
hammers that are ufed to beat thfeir fern-root^ 
which generally (land without the dodr : fomc 
rude tools, their cloaths, arms,, and a few fea- 
thers to flick in their hair, make the reft of 
their treafure. 

Some of the better fort^ whofe fahiilids at-e 
large, have three or four houfes enclofed within 
a court-yard, the walls of which are conftrufted 
pf poles and hay^ and ar^ about ten or twelves 
feet high. 

When we were on Ihorc in thd diftrift called 
Tolaga, we faw the ruins, or rather the frarad 
of a houfe, for it had never been finifhed, much 
fuperior in fize to any that we faw elfewherei 
it was thirty feet in length, about fifteen in 
breadth, and twelve high : the fides of it were 
adorned with many carved plahks, of a work- 
manfliip much fuperior to any other that we had 
met with in the country; biit for what ptirpofe 
it was built, or why it was deferted, we could 
never learn. 

But thefe people, though in their houfes they 
are fo well defended from the inclemency of thd 
weather, feem to be quite indifferent whetheif 
they have any fhelter at all during tlidr tociir- 
fions in fearch of fern-roots and fifh, fonletimed 
fetting up a fmall fhade to windward j and fome- 
times altogether neglefting^even that precaution^ 
C c a fleeping 
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177Q* fleeping with their women and children undcnr 
y^r-^^r^ bulhes, with their weapons ranged round theoiy 
in the manner that has already been defcribed. 
The party confifting of forty or fifty, whom wc 
faw at Mercury Bay, in a diftrift which the na- 
tives call C^oorage, never ere^d the leaft fhci* 
ter while we (laid there, though it ibmetiiaeft 
r^ned inceflantly for fpur and twenty hours 
together. 
Fo«d. jhe articles of their food have been enume- 

rated already } the principal, which to them is 
what bread is to the inhabitants of Europe, b 
the roots of the ferawhich grows upon the hiHs, 
and is nearly the fame with what grows upon 
our high commons in England, and is called 
indifferently fern, brackicn, or brakes. The 
birds which ibmetimes ferve them for a fea(t, 
ai^e chiefly penguins s|nd albatrofles, witk a ibw 
other fpecies that har^ iaeen occaGonaUy meo* 
tioned in this narrative. 
Cookery. Having no v^fiel in which water can be boiW 
ed, their cookery confifts w'hoUy of baking and 
roafting. They bake nearly in the fame man- 
Mr as t^ inhabitants^ the South Seas, and to 
the account that hs^ been already given of their 
roaftingi, nothing need he added, but that the 
long Ikewer or fpit to whkh the fleOiia faflrened, 
i& placed (loping towiu:d$ the firo, by fetting one 
ftone againft the bottom of it, and fupporting 
it near the middle with another, by the moving 

of 
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cf wliidb ta a greater or kfi diftance from the ^770^ 
end) the degree of obliquity is increaied or di^ 
mlniflied at pleafure. 

To the northward, as I have obferved, tbert 
^c plantations of yams^ fwtet potatoes, and 
coc^os, but we faw no fuch to the fouthward ; 
(be inhabitants therefore of that part of the 
country muft fubiiit wholly upon fern root am) 
ii(h, except the fcanty and accidental refource 
vrbkh they may find in fea fowl and dogs $ and 
f hat Uxi^ and filh are not to be procured at all 
ieaibns of th^ year, even at the fea fide, and 
vpon the neighbouring Kills, is manifeft from 
{the ftores pf bpth that we faw laid up dry, and 
tth^ relu£l;ance which fome of them eiprefied at 
feUing any part of them to us when we ofiered 
%o ,fi>F(£ha.fe them, at leafl; the fi(h, for fea 
^or$s f and this particular feems to confirm my 
op^vion that this country fcarcely fiiftains the 
prefent number of it» inhabitants, who are urged 
to perpetual hoftilities by hunger, which natu- 
i;aUy prompted them to eat the dead bodies of 
(h^fe who* w^re fl^in in the conteft* 

Water is their univer&l and only liquor, as 
fsif as w<t could difcover, and if they have really 
M fioeans of intoxication, they are, in this par"- 
fficolar, bappy beyond any other people that we 
kav^ yet ieeii or heard of. 

As there is perhaps no iburce of dife^e either 

criucal Qr chronic, but intemperance and inac- 
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t;vity,.itc^onot be thotught ft range that thefe 
people enjoy perfedt and uninterrupted health: 
in all our vifits to their towDS^ where young and 
old, nien and women,, crowded about us, 
prompted by the fame cucijofity that carried us. 
to look at them, we never: few a fiogle perfoa 
who appeared to have any. bodily" complaint, 
nor among the numbers that we have fcen na- 
ked, did we once percei\;»e the flighteft eruption 
upon the fkin, .or any marks that an eruption 
had left behind : at firft, indeed, obfer^ing that 
fome of them when they camfe off' to us were 
marked hi patches witk J^w4iite flowery appear- 
ance, upon different' pargi'of- their bodies j we 
thought that they were lepereusj 6r highly fcor- 
buticv but upon examination -we 'found, that 
jthefe ftiafks.were owing to rtheir having* been 
wetted' by the fpray of the feajn their paflage, 
which, when it. was dried away, left the falts 
behind it in a fine white powder. 

AnbtheF-pr-oof of health, which we have nien-» 
tioned upon a former occafion, is the faciHty 
with which the wounds: healed that had- left 
:fcar$ behind them, and that we faw in a-rccent 
Itatf/, ,whfcn we faw the man who had beenfliot 
.'^ith aiBPjuflcet ball through the flefliy part of his 
grm^.bislwoupdfeenied to be fa well digefted, 
?nd in fo fair a way of being perfoftly healed, 
th^t if I had not known no iapplicatibii had been 
l^il^de Wk. it,' I flipuld certeinly have inquired, 
i^ \ - ' vith 
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with a very interefted curiofity, after the vulne- 1770. 
rary herbs and furgical art of the country, 

A farther proof that human nature is here un- 
tainted with difeafe, is the great number of old 
men that we faw, many of whom, by the lofs of 
their hair and teeth, appeared to be very ancient, 
yet none of them were decrepit, and though not 
equal to the young in iiiufcular ftrength, were 
not a whit behind them in cheerfulnefs and vi- 
vacity. 
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CHAP. X. 

Of the Canoes and Navigation of the Inha^ 
bit ants ^of New Zealand \ their Tillage^ 
Weaptms^ dndMtfxc: Government ^ Reli^ 
gipny $n4 Language: With fame Reajbns 
againjl the Exigence of a Southern Confix 
nent. 

1770. rir^ HE ingenuity of thefe people appears in 
_-"-'_^ X nothing more than in their canoes : they 

Uwm. ^j,g jQjjg ^j^j narrow, and in fhape v^vy much 
refemble a New England whale boat : the larger 
fort feem to be built chiefly for war, and wiH 
carry from forty to eighty, or an hundred arm^ 
cd men. We meafured one which lay alhore at 
Tolaga: fhe was flxty-eight feet and an half 
long, five feet broad, and three feet and an 
half deep-, the bottom was fharp, with ftrait 
fides like a wedge, and confided of three lengths, 
J^ollowed out to about two inches,^ or an inch 
and an half thick, and well faftehed together 
with ftrong plaiting 5 each fide confided of one 
cati/c ^laE^, fiicty-thrce fOct long, ten or twelve 
inches broad, and ^bout an inch and quarter 
thick, and thefe were fitted and laftied to the 
bottom part with great dexterity and ftrength, 
6 A CQO-' 
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A confidouiUc hambcr of thwarts were laid 1770. 
from ^aqwate to gunwale, to which they were 
iecurcly ladbed on each fide^ as a ftrcngthening 
to the boat. The ornainent at the head pro« 
jcfJted five or fix fc^t beyond the body, and was 
^ibout fqur feet and an half high ; the ornament 
at the ftern wa^ fixed upon that end, as the ftern- 
poft of a ibip is Mpon her k^eU ^nd was about 
fourteet^.feet high, two feet broad, and an inch 
luid an half thick. They both confifted of 
boards of carved work, of which the defign was 
much better than the execution. All their ca^ 
noes, except a few at Opoorage or Mercury 
Bay, which .were of one piece, and hollowed by 
^re, are built after this plan, and few are lefs 
than twenty feet long : forpc of the* fmaller fort 
have outriggers, and fometimes two of them arc 
joined together, but this is not common. The 
carving upon the ftern and head ornaments of 
the infcrbr boats, which feem to be intended 
wholly for fiihing, confifts of the figure of a man^ 
with a face as ugly as c^n be conceived, and 9, 
monftrous tongue thruft out of the mouth, with 
the white fliells of fea-ears ftuck in for the eyes. 
But thf canoes of the fuperior kind, which feem 
to be their m?n of war, are magnificently adorn^ 
9d With open work, and covered with loof? 
fringes pf bl^k feathers, which had a moft ele* 
gant appearance : the gunwale boards were alio 
^ecjuemly carved in a grotefquc tafte, ^f»4 

adorned 
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177c. adorned with tufts of white feathers placed upon 
a black ground. Of vifible objefts that are 
wholly newi nO verbal defcription can convey fL 
jufi: idea, but in proportion as they refemble 
ibnf 6 that are already known,- to which the mind 
6f the reader muft be referred : the carving of 
thefc people being of a Angular kind, a!)d not 
in the likenefs of any thing that is known on our 
fide of the Ocean, either " in the heaven above, 
" or in the^arth beheath, or in the waters that 
« arfc under the earth/' T muft refer wholly to 
the rcprefcntations which will be found of it in 
Plate XV. 

The paddles are fmaH, light, and neatly made ; 
the blade is of an bVal fhape, or rather of a 
fliape refembling a large leaf, pointed at the 
bottom, broadeft in the middle, and jgradually 
lofing itfelf in the Ihaft, the- whole length being 
about fix feet, of which the (haft or loom includ- 
ing the handle is four, and the blade two. By 
the help of thefe oari-tbey pufli on their boats 
with "amazing velocity*- 

• In failing they ar^- not expert, having no art 
of goihg otherwife thafi before the wind: the 
fail is of netting or matt, which is let up be- 
twcen- two poles that iare fixed upright upon 
each gunwale, and ferve both for mafts and 
y«rds : two ropes anfw^-ed thepurpofe of flieets, 
awd were confcquently faftened above tathe top 
pf each pole, . But cluqify and inconvenient as 

* ' • this 
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this apparatus is, they make good way before <77o. 
the wind, and arc fleered by two men who fit in ^-^-.^ 
the ftern, with each a paddle in his hand for 
that purpofe. 

Having Taid thus much of their workmanfhip, Tooia. 
I (hall now give fome account of their tools; 
they have adzes, axes, and chilTels, which ferve 
them alfo as augers for the boring of holes : as 
they have no fifietal, their ad^es and axes-are 
iriade of a hard black ftone, -or of a green talc, 
which is nc^ onl^ hard but tough; and their 
chirflels'Of human bone, or fmall fragments of 
jafper, which they chip bff from a block in fliarp 
angular pieces like a gun-flint. Their axes they* 
Value above all that they pofTefs, and never 
would part with one of them for any thing that 
we could give : I once offered one of the beft 
axes I had in the Ihip, befides a numbt-r of 
other things for one of them, but the- owner 
would not fell it ; from which^ I conduce that 
good ones are fcarce among them. Their ftnall 
tools of jafper, which are ufed in finiihingtheir 
niceft work, they ufe till they are blunt, and 
then, as they have no means of fharpening them, 
throw them away. * We had given the people 
at Tolaga a piece of glals, and in a Ihort time 
they found means to drill a hole through it, in 
order to hang it round the neck as an ornament 
by a thread ; and we imagine the tool muft have 
\Ktn a piece of this jafper. How they bring 

their 
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their large tools firft to an edge, and Ibarpen the 
weapon which they call Patop-Patoo, we could 
not certainly learn i but probably it is by bruif- 
ing the fame fubftance to powder, and, with this, 
grinding two pieces againft each other. 
Ktte» Their nets, particularly their feine, which is 
of an enormous fize, have been mentioned al^ 
ready : one of thele feems to be the joint work 
of a whole town, and I fuppoie it to be thd 
joint property alio : the other net, which is cir- 
cular, and extended by two or three ho(^s, hw 
been particularly defcribed, as well as the mao^. 
ner of baiting and ufing it^ Their books are of 
tx>ne or fhell^ und in general are ill made. To 
receive the fiih when it is caught, and to hol4 
their other provifions, they have balkets of vari- 
ous kinds and dimcnfions, very neatly made of 
wicker-work. 
tm^p. They excel in tillage, as. might naturally be 
expedted where the peribn that fow; is to eat the 
produce, and where there i» U> little befide$ 
that can be eaten ; when we firft came to Tst 
OApoo, a diftrift between Poverty Bay and Eafl; 
Cape, their crops were Juft. covered, and had 
not yet begun to fprout^ the n:iould was as 
imooth as in a garden, and every root had its 
fmall hillock, ranged in a regular i|uincuA3( by 
lines, which with the pegs were ftill remaining 
in the field. We had not an o(>p«rtunky lo fee 
any of thefe hulbandmcn wori^ but we iaw 

what 
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what fcrves them at once for fpade and plough t tjyo. 
this inftrumcnt is nothing 'more than a long nar- l-J-*j 
row ftake fliarpened to an edge at one end, with 
a fliort piece fattened tranfvcrfely at a littk 
diftancc above it, for the convenience of prcf- 
fing'it down with the foot. With this they turn 
up pieces of ground fix or fcven acres in extent, 
though it is not niorc than three inches broad j 
but as the foil is light and fandy it makes little 
rcfiftance. 

Tillage, weaving^ and the other arts of pcace^ 
fccm to be beft known and moft praftifed in the 
northern part of this country ; for there is little 
appearance of any of them in the South : but 
the arts of war flour ifh equally through the 
whole coaft. 

Of weapons they have no great variety, but Weapons, 
fuch as they have are well fitted for defl:rua:ion -, 
they have fpears, darts, battle-axes, and the 
Patoo-Patoo. The fpear is fourteen or fifteen 
feet long, pointed at both ends, and fometimes 
headed with bone : thefe are grafped by the 
middle, fo that the part behind balancing that 
before, make^ a pufli more difRailt to be parri- 
ed, than that of a weapon which is held by the 
end. The dart and other weapons have been 
iufficicndy defcribed already; and it has alfo 
been remarked, that thefe pedple have neither 
fling nor bow. They throw the dart by hand, 
and fo they do ftoncs } but darts and ftones arc 

feldom 
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1770* fcldom ufed except in defending their forts. 
Their battles, whether in boats or on fhore, are 
generally hand to hand, and the flaughter muft 
confequendy be great, as a fecond blow with 
any of their weapons is unnecelTary, if the firfl: 
takes place : their truft, however, feems to be 
principally placed in the Patoo-Patoo, which is 
faftened to their wrifts by a ftrong ftrap, left it 
Ihould be wrenched from them, and which the 
principal people generally wear fticking in their 
girdles, coniidering it as a military ornament, 
and part of their drefs, like the poinard of the 
Afiatic, and the fword of the European. They 
have no defenfive armour 5 but, befidcs their 
weapons, the Chiefs carry a ftaff of diftinftion^ 
in the fame manner as our officers dp the (pon- 
toon : this was generally the rib of a whale, 
as white as fnow, with many ornaments of 
carved work, dog's hair, and feathers; but 
fometimes it was a ftick, about fix feet 
long, adorned in the fame manner, and inhiid 
with a fhell like mother-of-pearl. Thofe who 
bore this mark of diftinftion were generally 
old, at leaft paft the middle age, and were 
alfo more marked with the Amoco than the 
reft. 

One or more perfons, thus diftinguifhed, al- 
ways appeared in each canoe, when they came 
to attack us, according to the fixe of it. When 
they came within about a cable's length of the 

fhip, 
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fhip, they ufed to ftop, and the Chiefs rifing \ 1770* 
from their feat, put on a drcfs which feeipcd ***"**" 
appropriated to the occafion, generally of dog's 
Ikin, and holding out their decorated ftafF, or 
weapon, direded the reft of the people what 
they (hould do. When they were at too great 
a diftancc to reach us with a lance or a ftonc, 
they prefumed that we had no weapon with 
which we could reach them ; here then the de- 
fiance was given, and the words were almoft 
univerfally the fame, Haromaij baromaty barre 
uta a Patoo-Patoo oge : " Come to us, come on 
** (hore, and we will kill you all with our Patoo- 
" Patoos." While they were uttering thefe 
menaces they came gradually nearer and nearer, 
till they were clofe alongfide 5 talking at inter- 
vals in a peaceable ftrain, and anfwering any 
queftions that we afked them ; and at intervals 
renewing their defiance and threats, till being 
encouraged by our apparent timidity, they began 
their war-fong and dance, as a prelude to an at- 
tack, which always followed, and was fome- 
times continued till it became abfolutely necef- 
fary to reprefs them by firing, fome fmall-fhot; 
and fometimes ended after throwing a few ftoncs 
on board, as if content with having ofitred us an 
infult which we did not dare to revenge. 

The war-dance confifts of a great variety of 
violent motions, and hideous contortipns of the 
limbs, during which thp: countenance alfo per* 

forms 
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1770- farms its part: the tongue is frequently throi^ 
out to an incredible length, and the eye-lids ic^ 
forcibly drawn up^ that the white appears both 
above and below, as well as on each fide of the 
iris, fo as to form a circle round ic ; itor is any 
thing ncglcfted that can render the human fhape 
frightful and deformed : at the fame time they 
brandifli their fpears, fhake their darts, and 
cleave the air with their Patoo-Patoos. This 
horrid dance is always accompanied by a fong ; 
it is wild indeed, but not difagrceable, and every 
ftrain ends in a loud and deep figli, which they 
utter in concert. In the motions of the dance, 
however horrid, there is a ftrength, firmnefs, and 
agility, which we could not but behold with 
admiration j and in their fong they keep time 
with fuch exadlncfs, that I have often heard 
above an hundred paddles flruck againft the 
fides of their boats at once, fo as to produce 
but a fingle found, at the divifions of theif 
mufic. 

A. fong not altogether unlike this, they fome- 
times fing without the dance, and as a peaceable 
amufemcnt: they have alfo other fongs which 
are fung by the women, whofe voices are re- 
markably mellow and foft, and have a pleafing 
and tender effedt ; the time is flow, and the ca- 
dence mournful ; but it is conduced with more 
tafte than could be expefted among the poor 
ignorant favages of this half defolate country •, 

efpecially 
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e/peciaJJy as it appeared to us, who were none 1770- 
of us much acquainted with mufic as a fcience, 
to be tbng in parts 5 it was at lead fung by many 
voices at the fame time. 

They have fonorous inftruments, but they 
can fcarcely be called inftrUnients of mufic ; one 
is the fhell, called the 'rriton*s trumpet, with 
which they make a hoife not unlike that which 
our boys ibmetimes make with a cow's hornS 
the other is a fmall wooden pipe, refembling a 
child^s hine-piri, only much fmaller, and in this 
there is no more mufic than in a pea-whiftle. 
They feem fenfible indeed that thefe inftruments^ 
are not mufical 5 for we never heard an attempt 
to fing to them, or to produce ^ith them any 
rtieafured tones that bore the leaft refemblance 
tt> a tune. 

To what has been already faid of the pra<5lice 
of eating human flefli, I fball only add, that in 
almoft every cove where we landed, We found 
flefli bones of men ncaf the places where fires 
had been made ; and that among the heads that 
were brought On board by the old man, fome 
Itemed to h^ve falfe eyes, and ornaments in 
their ears as if alive. That which Mr. Banks 
bought was^fold with great reluftafice by the 
pofleflbr : the head was manlfeftly that of a 
young perfon about fourteen or fifteen years of^ 
^ge, anchby the contufions on one fide appeared 
to have received many violent blow§, and in- 

VoL.III. Dd deed 
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1770- deed a part of the bone near the eye was want- 
ing. Thefe appearances confirmed us in the 
opinion that the natives of this country give no 
quarter, nor take any prifoners to be killed and 
eaten at a future time, as is faid to have been a 
praftice among the Indians of Florida : for if 
prifone^rs had been taken, this poor young crea- 
ture, who cannot be fuppofed capable of mak- 
ing much refiftance, would probably have been 
one, and we knew that he was killed with the 
reft, for the fray had happened but a few days 
before. 

The towns or Hippahs of thefe people, which 
are all fortified, have been fufficiently defcribed 
already, and from the Bay of Plenty to Queen 
Charlotte's Sound they feem to be the conftant 
rcfidencc of the people : but about Poverty Bay, 
Hawke's Bay, Tegadoo, and Tolaga, we faw no 
Hippahs, but fingle houfes fcattered at a dii^ 
tance from each other ; yet upon the fides of 
the hills there were ftages of a great length, fur- 
nifhed with ftones and darts, probably as re- 
treats for the people at the lad extremity, as 
upon thefe ftages a fight may be carried on with 
much advantage againfi: thofe below, who may 
be reached with great effeA by darts and ftones, 
which it is impoflible for them to throw up with 
equal force. And indeed the forts thenifelvts 
feem to be no farther ferviceable than by enabling 
the poiTeflbfs to rcprefs a fuddcn attack; for^ 

there 
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theft is. no fuppljr of water vrithin the lines, it ^y^* 
would be impoflible to fuflain a fiege. A con- Wi-v-**^ 
fiderabk ftbck of fern-root and dry-fiffi is indeed 
laid up in them ; but they may be referred 
^ainft feafons of fcarcify, and that fuch feafohs 
there are, our obfervations Ijeft Us no room to 
doubt; beiides, while an enemy 0iould be 
prowling in the neighbourhood, it would be eafy 
to fnatch a fupply of water from the fide of the 
kill, though it would be impoflible to dig up 
fern root or catch filh. 

In this diftrift, however, the people feerhed to 
live in a ftate of confcious fecurity, and to avail 
ihemfelves of their advantage : their plantations 
were more numerous, their canoes were mori 
decorated^ and they had not only finer carvings 
but finer clothes. This part of the coaft alfd 
was much the moft populous, and ppflibly their 
apparent peace and plenty might arife from their 
being united under one Chief, or King j for the 
inhabitants of all this part of the country told us^ 
that they were the fubjefts of Teratu: whcri 
they pointed td the refidence of this Prince, it 
was in a direftion which we thought inland ; but 
which, When we knew the country better, we 
Ibuikl to be the Bay of Plenty. 

It is much to be regretted that we wei^e oblig- Oovir,^ 
cd to leave this country without knowing any '""^' 
thing bf Teratu but' his name. AS ^n Indian 
ihonarch, his territory is certainly extenfive: 
D d 2 he 
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1770. he was acknowledged from Cape Kidnappers to 
the northward, and weftward as far as the Bay 
of Plenty, a length of coaft upwards of eighty 
leagues; and we do not yet know how much 
farther weftward his dominions may extend. 
Poffibly the fortified towns which we faw in the 
Bay of Plenty may be his barrier ; efpeciaily as 
at Mercury Bay he was not acknowledged, nor 
indeed any other fingle Chief: for wherever we 
landed, or fpoke with the people upon that coaft, 
they told us that we were at but a fmall diftance 
from their enemies. 

In the dominions of Teratu we faw feveral 
fubordinate Chiefs, to whom great refpeft was 
paid, and by whom juftice was probably admi- 
niftered ; for upon our complaint to one of them, 
of a theft that had been^ committed on board the 
Ihip by a man that came with him, he gave him 
feveral blows and kicks, which the other receiv- 
ed as the chaftifement of authority, againft which 
no refiftance was to be made, and whicli he had 
no right to refent* Whether this authority was 
poffeffed by appointment or inheritance we 
could not learn; but we obferved that the 
Chiefs, as well here as in other parts, were elder- 
ly men. In other parts, however, we learnt 
that they poffeffed their authority by inherit- 
ance. 

The little focieties which we found in the 
fouthern parts fecmcd to have feveral things ia 

cpmmoni 
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common, particularly their ifine clothes and fifli- ^779^ 
ing nets. Their fine clothes, which poflibly ^^-^ 
.might be the fpoils of war, were kept in a fmall 
hut, which was credled for that purpofe in the 
middle of the town : the nets we faw making in 
almoft every houfe, and the feveral parts being 
afterwards collefted were joined together. Lefs 
account feems to be made of the women here 
than in the South Sea iflands ; fuch at lead was ^ 
the opinion of Tupia, who complained of it as 
an indignity to the (ex. We pbfervcd that the 
two fexes eat together-, but how they divide 
their labour we do not certainly know, I am in- 
clined to believe that the men till the ground, 
make nets, catch birds, and go out in their 
boats to fifli ; and that the women dig up fern 
roots, collcft lobfters and other fhell fifh near 
the beach, drefs the vidluals, and weave cloth : 
fuch at leaft were their employments when we 
had an opportunity of obferving them, which 
was but feldpm ; for in general our appearance 
made a holiday wherever we went, men, women, 
and children, flocking round us, either to gratify 
their curiofity, or to purchafe fome of the valu- 
able merchandife which we carried about with 
us, confifting principally of nails, paper, and 
broken glafs. 

Of the religion of thefe people it cannot be ReUgwn. 
fuppofed that we could learn much ; they ac- 
knowledge the influence of fuperior beings,, one 
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i7r70. of whom is fuprenxe, and the reft fuborduiate ^ 
^^-^^^ '_f and gav^ nearly the fame account of th(C origin 
of the world, and the proc^udion of mankind^ 
as our frieads in Ot^heite : Tupia, however, 
feemed to have a much more deep and extcnfive 
knowledge of t^efe fubje<As than any of the 
people here 5 a^d whenever he was di^ofed to 
ioftrgft them, which he fometimes did in a long 
difcourfi?^ he 'w^g fure of a numerous audience, 
who iiftened in profound filence, with fuch re- 
verence and attention, that we could not but 
wiih th^m a better teacher. 

What homage they pay to the deities they 
acknowledge we could not learn ; but we law no 
place of public worlbip, like the Morais of the 
South Sea iQands : yet we faw, near a plantation 
of fweet: potatoes, a fmall area, of a fquare 
figure, furrounded with ftone^, in the middle of 
which one of the fharpened ftakes which they ufe 
as a fpade was fet up, and upon it was hung a 
baiket of fern roots : upon inquiry, the natives 
f;old us, that it was an offering tq the gods, by 
which the owner hoped to render them propi^ 
(ious, and obtain a pleotiful cro^. 
pe44. ^^ ^^ ^^^^^ manner of difpofing of their dead, 

we could forip no certain opinion of it, for the 
accounts that we received by no means agreed. 
In the northern parts, they told us that they 
l^uried them in the ground ; and in the ibuthem, 
^hp: they threw them into the fea : it is however 

certaiq 
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certain that wc faw no grave in the country, and J^/^^; 
that they affedtcd to conceal every thing relating 
to their dead with a kind of myftcrious fecrecy. 
But whatever may be the fepulchre, the living 
arc themfelves the moaunjents; for we faw 
fcarcely a fingle perfon pf either fex whofe body 
was not marked by the fears of wounds which 
they bad inflifted upon themfelves as a teftimony 
of their regret for the lofs of a relation or friend: 
fome of thefe wounds we faw in a ftate fo re- 
cent that the blood was Icarcely (launched, 
which fhows that death had been among them 
while wc were upon the coafl; and makes it 
mor^ extraordinary that no funeral ceremony 
(hould have fallen under our notice : fome of 
the fears were very large and deep, and in many 
inftances had greatly disfigured the face. One 
monument indeed wc obferved of another kind, 
the crofs that was fet up near Queen Charlotte's 
Sound. 

Having now given the beft account in my 
power of the cuftoms and opinions of the inha* 
bitants of New Zealand, with their boats, net^ 
furniture, and drefs, I fhall only remark, that 
the fimilitude between thefe pa|iiculars here and 
in the South Sea ifliands is a very ftrong proof 
that the inhabitants have the fame origin ; and 
that the common anceftors of both, were na- 
tives of the fame country. They have both a 
tradition that their anceftors, at a. very remote

pjsriod of time, came from another country j 
and, according to the tradition of both, that the 
name of that country wi^s H^awije ; but the fi- 
militude of the language fecmsto put the matter 
altogether out of doubt. I have already ob- 
fcrved, that Tupia, when he accofted the people 
here in the language of his own country, was 
pcrfedlly underftood.; and I ihall give a Ipcci- 
men of the fimilitude by a lift of words in both 
languages, according to the dialed of the 
northern and fouthern iflands pif which .New 
Zealand confifts, by which it will appear that 
the language of Otaheite does not differ more 
from that of New Zealand, than the language of 
^he two iflands from each other.

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%y this ipecitneiiy I think it appears to dt^ 
monftr^ttion that the langua^ of New Zalaad 
and Qtab^ite is radically the fame. The lan- 
guage of the porthern and fouthern parts of 
New Zealand differs chiefly in the pronuaciationy 
as the fame Eogtifh word is pronounced gtfSe in 
Middlefex, and geaie in Yorkihire : and 'as the 
fouthern and northern words were hot written 
down by the fame perfon, one might poffibly 
life more letters to produce the fame found than 
the other. 

I mud alfo obferve, that it is the genius of 
the language, efpecially in the fouthern parts, 
to put fome article before a noun, as we (to the 
or a ; the articles ufed here were genera|[ff £^ or 
ko : it is alfo common here to add the ^j^d oesa 
after another word, as an iteration, efpec^iy if 
it is an anfwer to a queftion ; as we fay,.^^ //^ 
deedy to be fur e J really ^ certainly : this foim*&nes 
led our gentlemen into the formation of Swords 
of an enojmous length, judging by the e^f on- 
ly, without being able tp' refer each foun<i:iinto 
its iignification. An eximple will make this 
perfeftly underftood. \\, 

In the Bay of iflands there is a remarkable 
one, called by the natives Matuaro. One of 
our gentkmen having afked a native the name 
of it, he anfwered, with the particle, Kematu-^ 
i^r^; the gentleman hearing the foynd imper- 
feAly, repeated his queftion, and the Indian 

repeating 
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repeating his anfwcr, added deiaf which made i^yi'Ot 
the word KemafuaroS^ia j and thus it happened v-^v-^ 
that in the log book I found Matuaro transform- 
ed into Cumettiwarroweia : and the fame tranf- 
formation, by the fame means, might happen to 
^n Englilh word, Suppofe a native of New 
Zealand at Hackney church, to inquire " what 
^* village is this ?" the anfwer would be, *• it is 
Hackney :" fuppofe the queftion to be repeated 
with an air of doubt and uncertainty, the an- 
fwer might be " it is Hackney indeed," and the 
New Zealander, if he had the ufe of letters^ 
would probably record, for the information of 
his countrymen, that during his refidence among 
us he had vifited a village called " Ityfhakneein- 
dede." The article ufed by the inhabitants of 
the South Sea iflands, inftead of be or h^ is to 
or /^,*.but the^word '6eia is common to both ; and 
when we began to learn the language, it led us 
into many ridiculous miliakes. 

But fuppofing thefe iflaqds, and thofe in th/e 
South Seas, to have been peopled originially 
from the fame country, it will perhaps for ever 
remain a doubt what country that is : we wer^, 
however, unanimoufly of opinion, that the 
people did not come from America, which li^s 
to the eaftward; and except there fhould ap- 
pear to be a continent to the fouthward, in 9 mo- 
derate latitude, it will follow that they ca0)e 
from the weftward. 

Thus 
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1770. Thus far our navigation has certainly been 
^"^ ' I unfavourable to the notion of a fouthern con- 
tinent, for it has fwept away at leaft three- 
fourths of the pofitions upon which it has been 
founded. The principal navigators, wjiofe au- 
thority has been urged on this bccafion, are Taf- 
man, Juan Fcrnandes, Hermite, the commander 
of a Dutch fquadron, Quiros, and Roggewein ; 
and the track of the Endeavour has demonftrat- 
cd that the land feen by thefe perfons, and fup- 
pofed to be part of a continent, is not fo -, it has 
alfo totally fubverted the theoretical arguments 
which have been brought to prove that the 
exiftence of a fouthern continent is neceflary to 
preferve an equilibrium between the two hemi- 
Ipheres j for upon this principle what we hav? 
already proved to be water, would render the 
fouthern hemifphere too light. In our route to 
the northward, after doubling Cape Horn, when 
wc were in the latitude of 40^, our longitude 
was 1 10^ ; and in our return to the fouthwarc|, 
after leaving Ulietea, when we were again in 
latitude 40^, our longitude was 145^ ; the dif- 
ference is 35*^. When we were in latitude 30^ 
the difference of longitude between the two 
tracks was 21^, which continued till we were as 
low as 20'' ; but a fingle view of the chart will 
convey a better idea of this than the mbft minufc 
defcription : yet as upon a view of the chart it 
will appear that there is a large fpace extending 

<^uite 
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quite to the Tropics, which neither we, nor any ^7^^ 
other navigators to our knowledge have explor- 
ed, and as there will appear to be room enough 
for the Cape of a fouthern continent to extend 
northward into a low fouthern latitude, 1 fhall 
give my reafon for believing there is no Cape, of 
any fouthern continent, to the northward of 40^ 
fouth. 

Notwithftanding what has been laid down by 
fome geographers in their maps, and alleged 
by Mr. Dalrymple, with refped to Quiros, it 
is improbable in the higheft degree that he faw 
to the fouthward of two iflands, which he dif- 
covered in latitude 15 or 26, and which I fup- 
pofe may lie between the longitude of 130^ and 
140^ W, any figns of a continent, much lefs 
any thing which, in his opinion, was a known 
or indubitable fign of fuch land; for if he had, 
he would certainly have failed fouthward in 
fearch of it, and i£ he had fought, fuppofing 
the figns to have been indubitable, he muft have 
found: the difcovery of a fouthern continent 
was the ultimate objeft of Quiros's voyage, and 
no man appears to have had it more at heart 5 
fo that if he was in latitude 26® S. and in lon- 
gitude 146^ W., where Mr. Dalrymple has 
placed the iflands he difcovered, it may fairly 
be inferred, that no part of a fouthern continent 
extends to that latitude. 

Q It 
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1770. It will, I think, ajppear with equal evidenccf 
from the axrcounts of Roggewein*s voyage, that 
between the lortgituttes of 130^ arid 150*" W. 
there is no main land to the northward of 35* 
S. Mr. Piftgre, in a freatife concerning the 
trartfit of Venus, which he went but to obferve, 
has inferted an extraft of Roggewcin's voyage, 
and a map of the South Seas i . and for reafons 
which may be feen at lit'ge ift his work, Ibp- 
pofcs him, after having Eafter Ifland^ which he 
places in latitude 28 -^ S. longitude 123^ W., to 
have fteercd S. W. as high as 34° S. and after- 
wards W. N. W. ; and if this was indeed his 
route, the proof that there is no main land to 
the northward of 35* S, is irrefragable. Mr^ 
tDalrymple indeed fuppofes his route to have 
been different, and that from Eafter Ifle he 
fteered N. W. taking a courfe afterwards very 
little different from that of La Mair/e ; but I 
chink it is highly improbable that a man, who 
at his own requeft was fent to difcover a 
fouthern continent, ihould take a courfe in which 
La Maire had already proved no continent 
could be found : it muft however be confeffed, 
that Roggewein's track cannot certainly be af* 
certained, becaufe in the accounts that have been 
publifhed of his voyage, neither longitudes not* 
latitudes are mentioned. As to myfelf I faw 
nothing that I thought a fign of land in my 

route 
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toute either to the northward, Touthward, or weft- ' 7 ;«•

ward, till a few days before I made the eaft coaft 
of New Zealand : I did indeed frequently fee 
large flocks of birds, but they were generally 
fuch as are found at a very remote diflrance from 
any coaft ; and it is alfo true that I frequently 
faw pieces of rock-weed, but I could not infer 
the vicinity of land from thefe, becaufe I have 
been informed, upon indubitable authority, -that 
a confiderable quantity^ of the beans called ox- eyes ^ 
which are known to grow no where but in the 
Weft Indies, are every year thrown up on the 
coaft of Ireland, which is not lefs than twelve 
hundred leagues diftant. 

Thus have I given my reafons for thinking 
that there is no co^itinent to the northward of 
latitude 40^ S. ; of what may lie farther to the 
fouthward than 40^ I can give no opinion ; but 
I am fo far from wifhing to difcourage any fu- 
ture attempt, finally to determine a queftion 
which has long been an objedt of attention to 
many nations ; that now this voyage has reduced 
the only poffible fcite of a continent in the 
fouthern hemifphere, north of latitude 40^^, to 
fo fmall a fpace, 1 think it would be pity to 
leave that any longer unexamined, cfpecially as 
the voyage may turn to good account, befides 
determining the principal queftion, if no con- 
tinent ihould be foumi, by the difcovery of 
new iflan^s in the' Tropical regions, of which 
% there 
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}77^* there is probably a great number, that no Eu- 
u«<v-^ ropean veiTel has ever yet vifited. Tupia from 
time to time gave us ^n account of about one 
hundred and thirty, and in a chart drawn by his 
own hand, he actually laid down no lefs than 
feventy-four. 
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
